The Minutes 


December 4th and 5th, 1988 


First Day 


The Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second Convention of the Church in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles opened at 12:30 p.m. on Friday, December 4, 1987 
with a celebration of the Holy Eucharist in the Pacific Ballroom C and D of 
the Anaheim Hilton Hotel in Anaheim, California. At the service, the Right 
Reverend, the Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles, Oliver B. Garver, Jr., D.D. 
was the celebrant. The Very Reverend Mark Sisk, Ph.D., Dean of Seabury 
Western Theological Seminary was the preacher. 


At 2:30 p.m., the Reverend Canon Harold G. Hultgren, D.D., Secretary 
of Convention,# called to order the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles for the transaction 
of business. He recognized the Chancellor, Canon R. Bradbury Clark, 
J.D., L.H.D., who reviewed the canons relative to the election of the Suff- 
ragan Bishop as President pro tempore of the Convention in the absence of 
the Bishop or a Bishop Coadjutor. He then moved the election of the Right 
verend, the Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles, Oliver B. Garver, Jr., D.D.,* 
as President pro tempore of the Convention. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 


The President assumed the Chair. The Secretary of Convention, was 
recognized. He reported that at 2:15 p.m. on the 4th day of December 1987, 
he examined the records of registration for this Meeting of Convention and 
found that 295 lay persons had registered as present, which exceeds the 149 
necessary to constitute a quorum, and, that 184 members of the clergy had 
registered as present, which exceeds the 97 necessary to constitute a quor- 
um. Therefore, he reported the necessary quorum for the transaction of 
business was present at this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second Convention 
as specified in Canon X, Section 10.00 of the Canons of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles.+t The President declared a quorum was present and 
called the meeting to order for the transaction of business. He then of- 
fered prayer for the work of the Meeting of Convention.

The President announced the appointment of the Regular Committees of 
Convention.

There was no report from the Committee on Incorporation and Admission 
of Parishes and Missions. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, stated that 
in accordance with Article VI, Section 16 of The Constitution of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles, and Canon XIII, Sections 13.00 and 13.02 
of the Canons, the Committee has received and inspected, on November 30th, 
1987, the Certificates of Lay Delegates of the Ninety-second Convention of 
142 Parishes and Missions in union with Convention representing 435 Lay 
Delegates. The Committee finds that they are entitled to representation 
and vote in this Meeting of Convention. This is from a possible total of 
146 congregations and 444 Lay Delegates who might be eligible. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, stated that 
in accordance with Article VI, Section 15 of The Constitution of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles and Canon XII, Section 12.00 of the Canons, 
the Committee has examined the list of all Clergy of the Church canonically 
resident in this Diocese as authorized by the Ecclesiastical Authority, on 
November 30th, 1987. The Committee finds that 2 Bishops, 351 Presbyters, 
and 9 Deacons are canonically resident in this Diocese, a total of 361 
clergy. Of this number, 294 are entitled to vote inthis Meeting of 
Convention. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
visiting and assisting Bishops be extended the courtesy of a seat in this 
Meeting of Convention. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
the lay members of Diocesan Council, the Standing Committee, the Corpora- 
tion of the Diocese and Regional Presidents not regularly elected Delegates 
to Convention be extended the courtesy of a seat and voice in this Meeting 
of Convention, in order to fulfill more effectively the office to which 
they have been elected. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
seminarians of the Diocese of Los Angeles be extended the courtesy of a 
Seat in this Meeting of Convention for the purposes of gaining experience 
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and more fully sharing in the life of the Diocese. The motion was seconded 
and carried. ‘ 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
any chaplains of the Armed Forces serving in that capacity within the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles, but canonically resident in other jurisdictions of the 
Episcopal Church, be extended the courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of 
Convention. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
in view of the specialized ministry exercised amongst us in the Diocese of 
Los Angeles by the Monastic Communities, the lay members of the Order of 
the Holy Cross land the Sisters of the Holy Nativity be extended the cour- 
tesy of a seat in this Meeting of Convention. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
the Reverend Rachelle Birnbaum, Dean of Students at the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific, be extended the courtesy of a seat and voice in this 
Meeting of Convention for the purpose of presenting the report of the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific only. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 


The Secretary, reporting for the Committee on Credentials, moved that 
Mr. Robert Bowen, Judge of Elections, be extended the courtesy of a seat 
and voice in this Meeting of Convention so that he may exercise the duties 
and only those duties the Bishop and Convention requested him to assume. 
The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary then moved that: 


WHEREAS, The St. Barnabas Senior Center has requested approval of an 
amendment to its by-laws (Canon XXII, Section 24.03), adopted by a pre- 
vious Convention, to delete the election by Convention of a member to its 
Board of Directors, which request was submitted to and reviewed by the 
Chancellor of the Diocese; and 


WHEREAS, the Diocesan Canons (Canon XXIV) provide that Diocesan Insti- 
tution in its by-laws may, if it wishes, request Convention to elect a mem- 
ber to serve on its Board of Directors; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second 
Convention confirm the action of the Board of Directors of the St. Barnabas 
Senior Center to delete from their by-laws the provision requiring Conven- 
tion to elect a member to its Board of Directors. 


The Motion was seconded and carried.

WHEREAS, the Seaman's Church Institute has submitted a copy of its By- 
laws indicating certain requested changes from the By-laws (Canon XXIV,

WHEREAS, in the opinion of the Chancellor they are satisfactory in 
general for a substantial institution, but could stand several changes, 
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i.e. "certain provisions normally found in by-laws are not included," but 
do conform to Canon XXIV, Sections 24.02 and 24.09; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second 
Convention confirm these By-laws with the proviso that within a reasonably 
prompt time such other changes as the Chancellor shall reasonably suggest 
be made and a report of these changes be made to the Annual Meeting of the 
Ninety-third Convention. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


At the request of the Chancellor the Secretary pointed out "that these 
by-laws (and those of some other institutions of the Diocese) do not in- 
clude the election by Convention of one or more Directors of a Corporation 
and that Convention should feel free, if it believes that Convention should 
have the right to elect at least one such director, to require their amend- 
ment to provide for such an election" (Canon XXIV, Section 24.07). 


The President recognized the Reverend Richard C. Hall, Ph.D., Chief 
Executive Officer of the St. Barnabas Senior Center. Dr. Hall questioned 
the requirement for approval of changes in the by-laws of Diocesan Institu- 
tions because these tended to be trivial in nature. The matter was refer- 
red to the Committee on Constitution and Canons. 


The President recognized the Secretary who placed in nomination, in 
order, the names of all persons listed on the Official Ballot. In each in- 
stance an opportunity was given for nominations from the floor before a mo- 
tion was made, seconded and carried to close the nominations for each of- 
fice. A complete list of all the nominees is printed in the report of the 
Judge of Elections elsewhere in The Journal. 


The Secretary as the nominator of the Reverend Jess E. Taylor, Rector 
of Prince of Peace, Woodland Hills, withdrew his nomination for Secretary 
of Convention in view of Father Taylor's regrettable accident and placed in 
nomination for the office, the name of the Reverend George W. Cummings, 
M.Div., Executive Director of the Episcopal Home. Mr. John Fricker then 
placed the Reverend Jess E. Taylor in nomination. 


The Secretary moved that in accordance with Rule 17, paragraph 2 of 
The Rules of Order, the following persons be declared elected by accla- 
mation, in view of the fact that they were unopposed for their respective 
offices: Mr. J. Lawrence Keating, Trustee of the Diocesan Investment Trust; 
the Reverend Tillman Moore, M.D., Director of Good Samaritan Hospital; Mrs. 
Betty Connelly, Director of Canterbury Irvine; Mr. Harry Childress, Member 
of the Commission on Ministry; the Reverend Huston Horn, Director of Hill- 
sides; the Reverend Michael P. Samartha, Director of the Canterbury, Uni- 
versity of Southern California. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The President recessed the Ninety-second Convention and reconvened the 
Ninety-first Convention at 3:15 p.m. The election of deputies and alter- 
nate deputies to General Convention was reviewed by the Secretary. He ad- 
vised that one clergy deputy, four alternate clergy deputies, and three al- 
ternate lay deputies remained to-be elected. The President recognized Mr. 
Robert Bowen, the Judge of Elections, who reviewed the balloting procedure, 
indicating that it would include the first ballot of the Ninety-second Con- 
vention and the seventh ballot of the Ninety-first Convention. The Presi- 
dent declared the polls open at 3:24 p.m. for fifteen minutes. 
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At 3:52 p.m. the President recessed the Ninety-first Convention and 
reconvened the Ninety-second Convention. He then recognized Mr. William B. 
Rodiger, J.D., Chairman of the Committee on Constitution and Canons. 


Mr. Rodiger reported as follows: 


I. PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION 


A. Editorial Changes in the Constitution 
(Second Reading) 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 


Amend Article II, Section 2, so as to replace the words, "Hetys 
Chureh" with the words "One Holy Catholic and Apostolic Church". 


Amend Article IV, Section 4(a), so as to delete the words, "Genen 387 
Seetton 2ta}5" and replace them with the words "Title III, Canon 21, Sec- 
tion? (a)iy. 


Amend Article IV, Section 7, so as to delete the word "hts" and re- 
place it with the word, "that". 


Amend Article IV, Section 8, so as to delete the words "Vestrymen and 
¥Vestrywomen;" and replace them with the words, "members of the Vestry". 


Amend Article V, Section 9, so as to add the words, "of Convention" 
following the reference to an Annual Meeting. 


This language is consistent with the wording in other provisions of 
our Constitution and Canons. 


Amend Article V., Section 10, so as to delete the word, "the," and re- 
place it with the words, "The Bishop". 


Amend Article V, Section 1l, so that the initial sentence will begin 
with the addition of the words, "At least" and the reference in the last 
sentence to "eltergymen" will be deleted and replaced with the words, Mem- 


ber of Clergy canonically connected with the Diocese. at 


Amend Article VI, Section 13, so that it shall read, the Convention 


shall be composed of "members of the clergy and members of the Laity as 
specified in Sections 15 and 16". 


Amend Article VI, Section 14, so as to add the words, "Meeting of", 
immediately before the word, "Convention." 


Amend Article VI, Section 14, so as to read as follows: 


"Every Ghergyman member of the Clergy in regular standing, who is 
canonically connected with the Diocese, shall be entitled to a seat in 
every Annual or Special Meeting of Convention: The right to speak and 
vote shall belong only to each Giergymen member of the Clergy in regu- 
lar standing who has been for six months actually and canonically a 
resident of this Diocese; provided, that at the date of every Annual 
or Special Meeting of Convention, he the member involved shall be ac- 
tually settled as Rector or Assistant Minister, or shall be recognized 
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as a Missionary by the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, or 
shall be engaged as an instructor in some seminary or college, or 
shall be a Chaplain in the Armed Forces of the United States, or shall 
be a full time officer, agent, or employee of General Convention, the 
Executive Council, or a Department thereof, canonically resident in 
this Diocese, but prevented by hts these religious duties from being 
actually resident in this Diocese. 


"& Gtergymants Ganenteat residenee The canonical residence of a 
member of the clergy shall date from ordination within the Diocese, or from 
the date of acceptance of his letters dimissory by the Eclesiastical Au- 
thority of the Diocese. 


"A Glergymen member of the Clergy, once entitled to a seat and 
vote, shall not be deprived of these privileges because disabled from 


the functions of hts the office to which they were ordained, by age or 
infirmity, or being temporarily without charge; provided that the lat- 


ter reason shall not apply to a 6tergymen member of the clergy exclu- 
sively engaged in secular work." 


Amend Article VI, Section 16, so that that portion of the article be- 
ginning with the word "provided" in line 15, will read, ". .. provided 
that no person shall be competent to serve as a Lay Delegate, unless he er 
she that person has been a qualified voter of the Parish or Mission he er 
she represents represented during the six calendar months next before his 
er her the election.” 


Amend Article VII, Section 18, so as to delete the word, “himset£". 
Amend Article IX, Section 20, so as to elete the words, “upen him". 
Amend Article VII, Section 18, so as to delete the word, "himset£". 
Amend Article IX, Section 20, so as to delete the words, “upen him". 
Amend Article IX, Section 22, so that it shall read: 

"In the absence of the Secretary, hts duttes the duties of the 
office shall devolve upon the an Assistant Secretary, if there be one; 


if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing Committee." 


Amend Article X, Sections 24 and 25, so to delete the word "Genver- 
tien" and replace it with the words, "Meeting of Convention". 


Amend Article XI, Section 26, so as to delete the words "upon him". 


Amend Article XII by deleting the words, "ea beymen er a beywemen" and 
replacing them with the words, "a member of the Laity"; further by striking 
the words, "heymen ex haywomen", and replacing them with "members of the 


Laity". 


Amend Article XIII, Section 28, so that it shall read as follows: 


"An htstertegrepher archivist/historiographer shall be appointed by 
the Btshep Ecclesiastical Authority for a term not to exceed three 
years. The duties of the htstertegrapher archivist/historiographer 
shall be those prescribed in the Canons of this Diocese, together with 
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such other duties as may devolve tpen him by resolution of the 
Convention. : 


Amend Article XIV, Section 29, so that it shall read as follows: 


"The Standing Committee of the Diocese shall consist of four Presby- 


ters or Deacons, canonically and actually resident in the Diocese of 


Los Angeles at the time of election and thereafter, and four members 
of the laity, resident in the Diocese at the time of election and 


thereafter, to be elected by Convention at its Annual Meeting for a 
term of four years each, or until their successors are elected .. ." 


Amend the second paragraph of Section 29 in line 13 so as to delete 
the word, "mey", and replace it with the word "shall", and the last sen- 


tence so as to remove the word "his and replace it with the word "a". 





Amend Article XV, Section 33, so that the sentence beginning in line 6 
will read: 


"The Clerical Deputies shall be Presbyters or Deacons, actually and 
canonically eenneeted resident within the Diocese at the time of elec-— 
tion and thereafter, and the Lay Deputies shall be resident communi- 
cants of some Parish or Mission within its limits, in union with the 
Convention or recognized by the Ecclesiastical Authority." 


_ Amend Article XV, Section 34, so as to delete the words feur etergy- 
men end ferr baymen or beywomen" and replacing them with the following 


words, "four members of the Clergy and four members of the Laity". 


Amend Article XV, Section 35, so as to add the words, "and as_speci- 
fied in Section 34", immediately following the word, “require”. 


Amend Article XVII, Section 39, so as to delete the words "“steting 
thet he or they eppreve" and replacing them with the words "containing a 


statement of approval". 


Amend Article XVIII, Section 39, so as to delete the word, "the" in 
lines 1 and 2; deleting the words, "Yestrymen er Vestrywomen" in line 10 
and replacing them with the words, "members of the Vestry" and so as to de- 
lete the words, "Mtsstenery etd” in line 13 and replacing them with the 


words, "Diocesan’ support”. 


Amend Article XIX, Section 41, so as to delete the words, "ne missten- 
ery repert being meade in tts behatf" in line 3; so as to delete the word 
"“elergymen" in line 4, and replaceing it with the words, "members of the 
clergy;" and ao to delete the word "he" in line 14, and replacing it with 
the words, "the Bishop". 


Amend Article XX, Section 43, so as to delete the words "Giergymen" on 


line 8, and replacing it with the words "member of the Clergy;" and so as 
to delete the word "persenetiy"” on line 12, and replacing it with the word 


"actually". 


Amend the title of Article XXII to add the words "The Constitution 
and" immediately preceding the word "Canons". 
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Amend Article XXII, Section 46, so as to delete the word "the" before 
the word "Convention" as it appears in both line 1 and line 6. 


Amend Article XXIII by inserting the words "Meeting of" following the 
word "Annual" as it appears on lines 4 and 5; and by inserting the words 
"that Meeting of" immediately preceding the word "Convention" on line 6. 


The first reading on these proposals was held last year. In both the 
election of the Standing Committee and in the election of Clerical Deputies 
to General Convention, the requirement of actual and canonical residence 
was spelled out. The other changes were essentially editorial in nature. 


The motion was seconded and carried by a vote by orders. The Suffra- 
gan Bishop announced his consent to these amendments. (NOTE: This was the 
second of two required readings of these amendments.) 


B. Use of. the Phrase "Confirmed Communicant in Good 


Standing" in Place of the Word "Communicant" 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 


Amend Article VI, Section 16, so as to delete the word "“eemmunieents" 
used in that section, and replace it on each occasion with the words "con- 


firmed communicants in good standing". 


Amend Article XII, Section 27, line 1, so as to delete the phrase 
“Gemmenteants ef the Ghureh", and replace it with the phrase, "confirmed 


communicants in good standing". 


Amend Article XV, Section 33, line 8, so as to delete the word "eem- 
munteents", and replace it with the phrase, "confirmed communicants in good 
standing". ~ 


The motion was second and carried. (NOTE: This was the first of two 
required readings of these amendments.)

Amend Section 3.01(c), line 2, so as to add the word "qualified" fol- 
lowing the word "fifteen" and preceding the word "electors." 


Amend Canon IV, Section 4.04, line 3, so as to delete the word "“eom- 


munteant" and replace it with the words “confirmed communicant in good 
standing." 


Amend Canon IV, Section 4.05, line 2, so as to delete the words "eem- 
munteants ef the Ghureh" and replace them with the words "confirmed commun- 


icants of the Church in good standing." 


Amend Canon V, Section 5.06, line 2 so as to delete the word “eommunt- 
eent" and replace it with the words "confirmed communicants." 


Amend Canon V, Section 5.06, line 12 so as to delete the word “eommun- 
teent" and replace it with the words "confirmed communicant." 


Amend Canon V, Section 5.08, lines 1 and 4, so as to delete the word 
“eommunteent" and replace it with the words "baptized member." 


Amend Canon XIII, Section 13.04, line 2, so as to delete the word 
"eommunteents" and replace it with the phrase “confirmed communicants in 


good standing." 


Amend Canon XXV, Section 25.02, line 13, so as to delete the phrase 
"eommuniteants ef the Ghureh" and replace it with the phrase “confirmed com- 


municants in good standing." 


Amend Canon XXXII, Section 32.02, lines 6 through 10, inclusive, so as 
to delete the word “eemmunteent" and replacing it with the phrase con- 


firmed communicants in good standing." 


Amend Canon XXXIV, Section 34.07, line 1, by deleting the words "Ley 
eommunteents" and replacing them with the words "lay confirmed communi- 


cants in good standing." 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
B. Election of a Rector 
A proposal by the Committee on Constitution and Canons. 
Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 


Amend Canon V, Section 5.0l(c) so that it will read as follows: 


" 


The Committee shall consider those persons recommended 
by the Ecclesiastical Authority and those additionally pre- 


sented by the Committee, itself. During its deliberations, 
the Committee shall inform the Ecclesiastical Authority of 


the identity of all candidates under consideration. The 
Committee and the Ecclesiastical Authority shall agree, if 
possible, upon one or more persons whose names shall be sub- 
mitted for election by the Vestry. The Committee and the 
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Vestry shall comply with the requirements of the National 
Canons in regards to the role of the Ecclesiastical Author- 
ity in the election of a Rector." 


Amend Canon Canon V, Section 5.01(g) so that it will read as follows: 


‘ "Upon the election and acceptance of a Rector, the Ves- 

try shall give immediate notice to the Ecclesiastical Au- 
thority whereupon the Rector-Elect, if duly qualified, may 
enter upon the duties of the office. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


C. Deletion of the Canonical Reference to a 


Diocesan Commission on Camping and 
Recognition of that Function Carried Out by 
the Program Group on Youth. 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 


Amend Canon XIX, Section 19.09, so that the language following the 


word "Program" on line 3 shall read: 


-Agenda and Calendar; camping; Christian Education 
and training; long range planning; Mission Congregations; 
Parish profiles and studies; program and budget; social re- 
lations; stewardship and finance; and youth. . ." 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


D. The Organization of Diocesan Council 


of Convention 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 


Amend Canon XIX so that it will read as follows: 


"19.00(a) There shall be a Diocesan Council of Convention, to be 
known as Diocesan Council, whose duties it shall be (1) to develop and 
recommend Diocesan policies, plans, programs and tmptementing related 
financial plans for the approval of Convention, and (2) between Meet- 
ings of Convention to monitor and evaluate these policies, plans and 
programs and the performance of those persons or bodies charged with 
carrying out such work of the Church as may be committed to it by 
Convention. 


"(b) Diocesan Council shall exercise the powers conferred upon it 
by Canon, and such further powers as may be designated by Convention. 
It shall at all times act within the limits of the guidelines, poli- 
cies, plans and programs established by Convention. None of the fore- 
going shall prohibit Diocesan Council from acting, by an affirmative 
vote of a majority of its entire membership on matters for which Con- 
vention has not provided guidelines. 
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"(c) Diocesan Council shall be accountable to Convention and its 
Secretary shall render a full written report concerning the work with 
which it is charged to each Annual Meeting of Convention. 


"(d) Nothing contained in this Canon shall apply to the Standing 
Committee or to the Corporation of the Diocese when meeting separately 
in their respective capacities, as covered under appropriate Canons 
elsewhere. 


MEMBERSHIP 


"19.01(a) Members of Diocesan Council shall be the Bishop of the 
Diocese, the Bishop Coadjutor (if there be one), the Suffragan Bishops 
(if there be one any), the Secretary of Convention, the President of 
the Episcopal Church Women, two Directors of the Corporation of the 
Diocese, two members of the Standing Committee, three etergy end three 


tey persens one member of the clergy and one member of the laity 
elected by each Annual Meeting of Convention as at-large members for 


terms of three years each, or until their successors are elected, and 
one member of the Clergy and one member of the Laity elected by each 
Region to represent it for a term of three years, or until their suc- 


cessors are elected. The Los Angeles Region shall elect the first 
year (1988), the San Bernardino and San Buenaventura Regions the 
second year and the Santa Ana and San Gabriel Regions the third year 
and_in this succession each year thereafter. The Directors of the 


Corporation of the Diocese and the members of the Standing Committee 
shall appoint one member of the Clergy and one member of the Laity as 
their representatives to Diocesan Council. 


VACANCIES 


"19.02 Diocesan Council shall have the power to fill any vacancies 
which may may occur among its at-large members until the next Annual 
Meeting of Convention, at which time Convention shall elect in accord- 
ance with the Canons, a person or persons to complete any terms of of- 
fice left vacant. 


BISHOP TO PRESIDE 


"19.03 The Bishop shall be, ex-officio, Chairman of Diocesan 
Council. In case the Bishop not be present, the Chairman of the ses- 
sion shall be the member of Diocesan Council previously designated by 
the Bishop. If no such Chairman is designated, Diocesan Council shall 
elect the Chairman from its membership for the meeting. 


SHALL ELECT OWN SECRETARY 


"19.04 The Diocesan Council shall elect its own Secretary who 


need not be a member of Diocesan Council. The Secretary shall keep a 
record of all the work of the Diocesan Council, a list of members, and 


prepare the report to the Annual Meeting of Convention as specified in 


Canon XIX, Section 19.00(c) and shall perform such other duties as may 
be requested by the Diocesan Council.

MEETINGS 


"19.05 The Diocesan Council shall meet within seventy-five days after 
adjournment of the Annual Meeting of Convention for purposes of organiza- 
tion and thereafter as determined by Council. 


PROGRAM AND BUDGET 


"19.06 Diocesan Council shall submit to each Annual Meeting of Conven- 
tion, for its approval, a Mission Share Fund Program and Budget. Between 
meetings of Convention, Diocesan Council shall have authority to amend the 
Program and Budget as it deems necessary and wise, within the total limita- 
tions of the Program and Budget previously approved by Convention, and no 
such revision shall be made without the consent of Diocesan Council. The 
proposed Program and Budget shall include provision for the equitable share 
of the Dioceses in the General Church Program. 


PROGRAM GROUPS OF DIOCESAN COUNCIL 


"19.07 Except as otherwise herein provided, the Bishop, as Chairman of 
Diocesan Council, shall establish and appoint with the consent of Diocesn 
Council, appropriate Program Groups of Diocesan Council to assist the Bish- 
op and the Bishop's Staff in formulating and carrying out the specific 
plans and programs approved by Convention, and to monitor and evaluate 
their performance in this regard. Each Program Group shall be chaired by a 
person designated by the Bishop. 


"19.08 Each Program Group as requested by Diocesan Council shall make 
periodic reports to Diocesan Council for its review and evaluation. 


TO FORMULATE POLICIES, PLANS AND PROGRAMS, 
MONITOR AND EVALUATE 


"19.09 Program Groups of Diocesan Council shall be ent#tted teformulate 
policies, plans and programs, and monitor and evaluate performance in the 
following areas of program, including but not limited to: camping; Chris- 
tian education and training; church and society; communications; general 
church and _ provincial program; ministry in higher education; long range 
planning ; mission congregations; parish profiles and studies; program and 
budget; small parishes; end speetei ministries+ social relations; steward- 
ship; urban; youth; end egende end eatendars More than a single program 
area, may be included in the given program group, and additional Program 
Groups may be created as seems necessary end best te and to best carry out 
new areas of work approved by Convention. Diocesan Council shall define 


the function of each Program Group in conjunction with the Program Group. 


ON MISSION CONGREGATIONS 


"19.10 Diocesan Council shall establish a Program Group on Mission Con- 
gregations, which shall consist of the Bishop, who shall chair the Group 


personally or designate a chair, one delegate elected by each Region, plus 
other persons appointed by the Bishop.

ON STEWARDSHIP AND FINANCE 


"19.11 (a) Diocesan Council shall establish a Program Group on Steward- 
ship and Finance which, among other duties and responsibilities established 
by Diocesan Council, shall have the power to inquire into, determine and 
report to Diocesan Council, in all cases where a Parish or Mission is in 
arrears in payment of its Mission Share Fund pledge, the reason or cause of 
such arrearage, and the steps which should be taken to rectify same. Upon 
receipt and consideration of such report, Diocesan Council, by and with the 
consent of the Bishop, shall have authority to invite or summon the Rector, 
Vicar, Minister-in-charge, and any lay official of the Parish or Mission, 
for consultation respecting such arrearage. This authority shall in no 
wise way detract from or conflict with, the existing authority of the Bish- 
op in the case of any member of the Clergy or Laity of the Diocese. 


"(b) Further, Diocesan Council's Program Group on Stewardship and 
Finance shall provide for an annual audit of the accounts of the Treasurer 
of the Diocese, and all others having charge of funds belonging to the Dio- 
cese as required by Canons or Resolutions of Convention. Such audit shall 
be completed as soon as practical after the end of the year. For this pur- 
pose the Program Group shall employ a certified public accountant or a mem- 
ber of the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, approved by 
the Corporation of the Diocese. The Mission Share Fund budget shall include 
provision for the expense of such audit. 


"(c) Further, Diocesan Council's Program Group on Stewardship and 
Finance shall have general supervisory power to inquire into, determine and 
report to Diocesan Council whether or not the Diocese and the Parishes, 
Missions and Institutions therein are conforming with respect to business 
methods te in accordance with the standards prescribed in Title I, Canon 
VII, of The Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States 
of America. 


ELECTIONS AND APPOINTMENTS 


"19.12 (a) Elections to, Bteeesan Gouneti and appointments by the Bish- 
op to, Committees of Convention, Program Groups of Diocesan Council and 
Diocesan Commissions and Committees, unless otherwise herein provided, 
shall be for a period of three years with one-third of such persons to be 
newly elected or appointed each year. In the case of wholly new Program 
Groups, Commissions, and Committees, members shall serve for one year, two 
years and three years, as determined by lot. However, the members of Dio- 
cesan Council appointed to its Program Groups shall not be subject to these 
rules of rotation. Any person not participating in the active work of a 
Committee, Program Group or Commission for a period of four months may be 
dropped by the Chairman, and the Bishop may appoint a successor to such 
person at once. Any member of a Committee, Program Group or Commission who 
has completed a term may be reappointed for one additional term only, fol- 
lowing which a year must elapse before one is eligible for reappointment. 
The time of making such appointments shall be at the discretion of the Ec- 
clesiastical Authority." 


"i942 {b} Members of the Diocesan Couneti eleeted as at-large members 
by the Convention and Regionai Representatives by the Regions shaii net be 
re-elected fetiowing the expiration of their term for a peried of one years~ 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
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E. Presentment Relating to Trial 
of a Member of the Clergy 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 


Amend Canon XXXIV, Section 34.00, line 12, so that the phrase entitled 
subsection (c) will read: "By any three Presbyters of this Diocese entitled 
to seats vote in Convention..." 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
F. Limited Referral of Amendment Filed Late 
Mr. Rodiger moved the following:

The Secretary moved that the Reports of Work of the Program Groups,

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Diocese of Los Angeles which have been filed with the Secretary of 
Convention, published as Volume II, Parts 3 and 4 of The Journal and dis- 
tributed in the Convention packet be received by Title by this Meeting of 
Convention and that the following reports which have been received since 
the printing of The Journal: Venture in Mission, Audit Committee of the 
Program Group on Stewardship and Finance, and the Mission Share Fund Pledge 
Report for 1988 also be received. He announced that the report of the 
Commission on Hispanic Ministries should show that it was signed by the 
Reverend Jose A. Poch instead of the Reverend Canon Jose D. Carlo. The 
motion was seconded and carried. 


The President recognized the Reverend Warner R. Traynham, Rector of 
St. John's Parish, Los Angeles and President of the Standing Committee who 
called upon Ms. Madge Miller, Secretary of the Standing Committee, to give 
its report. This she did. A motion was made, seconded and carried to re- 
ceive the report which appears elsewhere in The Journal. 


There was no report from the Necrologist. 
The Secretary moved the following: 


WHEREAS, the Episcopal Diocese of San Diego was created out of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles; and 


WHEREAS, we in the Diocese of Los Angeles feel our closeness to the 
Diocese of San Diego and enjoy a number of cooperative ministries; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles sends its affection- 
ate greetings to all in the Annual Meeting of the Fourteenth Convention of 
the Episcopal Diocese of San Diego. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
The Secretary moved the following: 


WHEREAS, this meeting of Convention recognized with regret the absence 
from its fellowship of: the Right Reverend Francis Eric Bloy, D.D., S.T.D.; 
the Reverend Fathers Roger K. Hampton, Norman G. Crosbie, Rayaond K. Riebs 
and Jess E. Taylor because of illness or incapacity; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Meeting of Convention assures 
these members of the clergy of its prayers and the best wishes for a speedy 
recovery. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
The Secretary moved the following: 


WHEREAS, during this past year the following Presbyters of our Diocese 
have resigned their cures on attainment of retirement age or disability; 
the Reverend Canon Harry Edwall and the Reverend Fathers Roland Pike, 
Luther 0. Ison, Alvin P. Lafon, John Harrell, Robert Spicer-Smith and 
Robert A. Tourigney. 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Meeting of Convention hereby ex- 
presses to them and their families the thanks of the Diocese for their de- 
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votion and years of service to our Lord, and for their comradeship in the 
Church and wishes them well in the days before them, praying that their 
health and happiness may abound and that they may long enjoy fellowship in 
Ministry with us. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


The President recognized Mr. John A. Tucker, Jr. of All Saints Parish, 
Beverly Hills, Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions. He reported that 
all resolutions were submitted in a timely manner. For the Committee, 
solely to place resolutions before Convention, Mr. Tucker moved the follow- 
ing resolutions: 


CLERICAL AND LAY EMPLOYMENT CONTRACTS 


RESOLVED, that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second Convention of 
the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles encourages all rectors, deans or 
other hiring clergy to define professional relationships with their lay en- 
ployees and subordinate ordained persons by means of written agreements in 
compliance with the Canons which contain orderly and just procedures for 
reviewing and resolving disputes in the employment relationship. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
TASK FORCE OF LAITY 


WHEREAS, in the interest of justice, love, and peace, and to promote 
unity with each other and Christ; and 


WHEREAS, the lay members of the Episcopal Church are considered mini- 
sters according to the Catechism (BCP p. 855); and 


WHEREAS, the lay members are charged with taking their place in the 
life, worship and governance of the Church; and 


WHEREAS, the Episcopal Church values its tradition of doctrinal and 
spiritual governance based on the principles of the Historic Episcopate and 
clerical orders, and values equally the democratic principles upon which 
its administrative governance is based; and 


WHEREAS, the lay members have a responsibility for the employment of 
parish clergy and for the evaluation of their professional services; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that at the Ninety-second Convention of the 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles there be formed a new task force of 
laity who, with counsel from the clergy, will study and formulate a person- 
nel policy for the selection, evaluation, and confirmation of clergy, and 
make recommendations to the Committee on Canons, in order to establish a 
balance of authority and interests between the clergy and laity at the par- 
ish level in compliance with the Canons of the Church. 


The motion was seconded but did not carry. 
ENGLISH AS A SECOND LANGUAGE 


WHEREAS, the historical role of the Episcopal Church as an educational 
institution is recognized and the recent contributions of the many parishes 
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in this diocese in assisting and educating newcomers to the U.S. in the 
area of English as a Second Language is recognized; and 


WHEREAS, the second half of the Immigration Reform and Control Act of 
1986 (IRCA) requires some specific proficiency in English, U.S. history and 
government for permanent legalization; and 


WHEREAS, the Diocesan Committee on Immigration and Citizenship Sub- 
Committee for English as a Second Language has developed a program which 
meets the requirements of the Immigration and Naturalization Service under 
the Immigration Reform and Control Act of 1986; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-sec- 
ond Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles urge each parish 
to study how it can further involve itself in English as a Second Language, 
U.S. history and government classes to help meet the needs of the people in 
our communities; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the parishes of the diocese coordinate 
these efforts through the English as a Second Language Sub-Committee of the 
Immigration and Citizenship Committee of the diocese; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that each region be encouraged to appoint a 
person who will act as liaison with the Committee and keep track of this 
ministry in their regions; and the Committee on Immigration and Citizenship 
report back to the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third Convention of the 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles (1988) on the progress of this 
progran. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
HOUSING 


WHEREAS, the Housing Commission of the Diocese of Los Angeles has rec- 
ognized the serious shortage of low cost housing in the Diocese; and 


WHEREAS, the Commission has noted the successful sponsoring of housing 
projects for the elderly and disabled by many Episcopal parishes in this 
Diocese; and 


WHEREAS, after months of study and planning the Commission has devel- 
oped a vision for new projects in the Diocese: 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles adopt this ministry 
statement as prepared for us by the Diocesan Housing Commission: 1) We be- 
lieve that the Church is called to turn its attention beyond itself, to 
those who suffer--especially the poor, the elderly, the disabled, the hun- 
gry, the sick and the homeless. We believe that Christ dwells in the least 
of these brothers and sisters. Our response to their need is our service 
to God. We believe that the well-being of the poor, the sick, the disabled 
and the elderly is one of the criteria for fulfilling God's demand for jus- 
tice. This demand informs the vision of the prophets and is a _ recurring 
theme in the Psalms. 


2) The Housing Commission recognizes that thousands of people cannot find 
adequate housing in the Diocese of Los Angeles. The numbers of the home- 
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less become greater each year as low-cost housing resources diminish. The 
public sector appears unable or unwilling to accommodate needs for perma- 
Ment and temporary housing. Therefore, institutions such as our own must 
accept the challenge to provide housing for those in need and to assist the 
near-homeless with preserving or rehabilitating existing housing. 


3) Committed Episcopalians, working to increase low-cost housing, can make 
a difference in the lives of thousands of people. Our efforts must begin 
with prayer and serious study of the problem. We must work with public 
agencies to better understand the nature of the housing problem and we must 
attend hearings to learn about and influence public response. We must sur- 
vey our Diocese to identify available opportunities and resources. 


4) Following this study, we must bear witness to the Diocese of our concern 
for housing and we must develop an implementation strategy. Our efforts 
must include cooperation with public agencies, private organizations, foun- 
dations, and ecumenical groups. We must support and encourage existing and 
proposed diocesan housing projects and encourage all other ministries which 
address the complex of issues related to housing problems. 


5) Housing those in need is an ecumenical concern which can unite the en- 
tire Church. Providing adequate shelter significantly witnesses the care 
of Christ for the world and allows us to know the blessing of his indwell- 
ing love. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
CASA RUSACK 


WHEREAS, the Diocese of Los Angeles has recognized the need for major 
emphasis on Hispanic ministry through its support of the Hispanic Missioner 
and the Hispanic Ministry Five-Year Plan; and 


WHEREAS, much significant work has already been accomplished building 
up the ministry of existing Hispanic parishes and missions and in develop- 
ing new Hispanic ministries in churches throughout the diocese; and 


WHEREAS, the empowerment and training of the laity is a crucial task 
facing the entire Episcopal Church; and 


WHEREAS, Bishop Rusack was unfailing in his support of Hispanic minis- 
try within this diocese; and 


WHEREAS, Hispanic Episcopalians of the diocese have secured funds and 
made plans for an Hispanic lay training program, known as Casa Rusack, to 
be offered at several churches within the diocese; and 


WHEREAS, the Reverend Fernando Gomez has graciously consented to guide 
and direct the work of Casa Rusack, as its first director; 
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THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-sec- 
ond Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles affirms its sup- 
port of Casa Rusack and its program as a vital means of developing and ex- 
tending Hispanic ministry within this diocese; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this Meeting of Convention enthusiastic- 
ally commend the work of all the laity and clergy of the Dieteas who have 
made Casa Rusack a reality. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
SEEKING GUIDANCE FROM ARCHBISHOP DESMOND TUTU 


WHEREAS, the Ninetieth and Ninety-first Conventions of the Church in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles have expressed a concern for the personal well- 
being of Archbishop Tutu, his family, and his co-workers, have committed 
this Diocese to pray for reconciliation with justice for all of the people 
of South Africa, and have urged the Diocese, parishes, diocesan institu- 
tions, and individuals to divest all holdings in companies doing business 
in South Africa or Namibia; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Secretary of Convention be in- 
structed to send a copy of this resolution to Archbishop Tutu, promising 
him our continued prayers, and asking him for guidance as to how we may be 
of further support to him and to the process of creating a new society in 
South Africa, with his recommendations to be implemented by the Peace and 
Justice Committee of the Diocese or by and appropriate Task Force to be ap- 
pointed by the Bishop and/or Diocesan Council. 


The motion was seconded. 


Mr. Robert Wadell of St. Andrew's Parish, Torrance, proposed that the 
words be amended to read "with his recommendations to be studied with an 
eye toward implementation by the Peace and Justice Committee." The Rever- 
end Gary Commins, Vicar of St. Michael's, Isla Vista, as proposer of the 
resolution accepted the amendment. 


The motion carried as amended. 
RUSSIAN ORTHODOX MILLENIAL OBSERVANCE AND EDUCATION FOR PEACE 


WHEREAS, the Sixty-eighth General Convention (1985) of the Episcopal 
Church, in "recognizing the danger inherent in the opposing systems of the 
USA and the USSR, encouraged the development of educational materials on 
the culture, politics, values, history, and religion of the people of the 
Soviet Union with special emphasis on the Millenial Anniversary of the In- 
troduction of Christianity in Russia;" and 


WHEREAS, our Presiding Bishop has called upon us to "become more 
knowledgeable about the Soviet Union and the great contribution of the 
Christian Church in Russia;" 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles commend to each of 
its parishes and missions programs of education which could include "Christ

is Risen: A Study Guide about Russian Orthodos Christianity" (available 
from the Education for Mission and Ministry Division of the Episcopal 
Church Center) or other study materials for use in 1988; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that parishes and missions make it a priority 
to provide an opportunity for education through liturgy on the Russian 
Orthodox tradition; and that both forms of education be used to encourage 
an atmosphere of unity among Christians and peace among nations. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Tucker moved to substitute a resolution for the resolution enti- 
tled Women On Program Areas. 


The original resolution read: 
WOMEN ON PROGRAM AREAS 


WHEREAS, women constitute approximately sixty percent of the member- 
ship of the Episcopal Church; and 


WHEREAS, Diocesan commissions, committees, and program groups’ should 
represent the membership; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Diocese of Los Angeles will strive 
to achieve a balance in all working groups that accurately reflects the 
proportion of women in the Diocese. 


The substitute resolution reads: 


WHEREAS, in the recent Diocesan Survey approximately sixty percent of 
the respondents were women; and 


WHEREAS, this likely reflects the percentage of women in the worship- 
ing community of this Diocese; and 


WHEREAS, Diocesan commissions, committees and program groups’ should 
represent the worshiping community, 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Bishop and Diocese will strive to 
achieve a larger number of women in all Diocesan working groups, so that 
the reality of the Diocese will be reflected. 


The motion to substitute was seconded and carried. 
The substitute resolution carried. 
CONSULTATION ON CHURCH UNION CONSENSUS DOCUMENT 
WHEREAS, the Faith and Order Dialogue of the Diocesan Commission on 
Ecumenicity has with diligence for one full year of regular meetings devel- 
oped a Diocesan response to the COCU Consensus Document as requested by the 


General Convention; and 


WHEREAS, a copy of this response has been circulated with preconven- 
tion material to all delegates for study; 
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THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-sec- 
ond Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles receive this re- 
port and adopt this response with grateful appreciation to the Faith and 
Order dialogue; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles adopt the attached 
resolution to the Sixty-ninth General Convention (1988) and request the 
Secretary to forward a copy of the resolution to the Executive Officer of 
the General Convention. 


The attached resolution read as follows:

Subject: COCU CONSENSUS: In Quest of a Church Uniting 
RESOLVED, the House of concurring, That 


we ask COCU to seek official statements and position papers from non-member 
communions, including but not restricted to the Roman Catholic, Eastern 
Orthodox, Oriental Orthodox, Lutheran, Baptist, the National Association of 
Evangelical Churches in America, the Reformed Church in America, as well as 
from any other unique manifestation of the Body of Christ and recommend 
that until such responses are received and evaluated, the Episcopal Church 
in the United States, with corporate humility and in order to gain histori- 
cal perspective, take no action in recognizing the COCU Consensus as an ex- 
pression of the Apostolic faith, order, worship and witness of the Church, 
as an anticipation of the Church Uniting of which we wish to become a part, 
nor a significant theological basis for the covenanting acts or the uniting 
process proposed; and, 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the House of concurring, 
the judgement of the 1988 Lambeth Conference be requested to make a deter- 
mination of the relationship of such contemplated Church Uniting to the 
Lambeth Conference and the Anglican Communion; and, 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this action of the Church in the Diocese 
of Los Angeles be communicated to the appropriate legislative committees of 
both Houses of the General Convention. 


The motion was seconded. 


Discussion followed which indicated confusion as to whether the reso- 
lution included the attached resolution. The Reverend Warner R. Traynham, 
Rector of St. John's Parish, Los Angeles, moved that further discussion be 
deferred to the Second Day of Convention. The motion to defer was seconded 
and carried. 


UNDOCUMENTED PEOPLE 


WHEREAS, numerous undocumented people who do not qualify for Amnesty 
under the Immigration Reform Act of 1986 have lost their jobs, their digni- 
ty, their livelihood; and 
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WHEREAS, they have resided here, worked here, and have become a part 
of our community, both religious and secular, in the same manner as we who 
are the descendents of previous generations of immigrants; and 


WHEREAS, the Holy Scriptures call to justice is clear. In the Book of 
Leviticus God commands us saying, "When aliens reside with you in your 
land, do not mistreat them. You shall treat the aliens who reside with you 
no differently than the natives born among you; have the same love for them 
as for yourselves" (Lev. 19:33-34). 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles affirms the rightful 
claim to human dignity for all persons. We affirm their right to live in 
peace; that is, without the threat of deportation, the loss of jobs and 
their right to support themselves and their families; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the aforementioned Convention call upon 
the Diocese of Los Angeles to use its full resources to: 


1. feed, clothe and house those who do not qualify under the 
present conditions of the law. 

2. mandate the Immigration and Citizenship Committee and the 
Secretary of this Convention, acting on behalf of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles, to write the appropriate committees of the 
United States Senate and House of Representatives to seek 
amendments to this law which will respect the unity of the 
family and allow greater numbers of immigrants to qualify; and 
3. further mandate the Immigration and Citizenship Committee 
to explore creative employment opportunities for those who 

do not qualify and make this information available to all 
parishes and missions in the Diocese of Los Angeles; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that we call on other denominations and church 
leaders to respond in similar ways, as well as all parishes and dioceses in 
the Episcopal Church to respond to the needs of the undocumented with jus- 
tice and compassion. 


The motion was seconded. 


Discussion followed until 5:10 p.m. when the President recognized the 
Judge of Elections, recessing the Ninety-second Convention and reconvening 
the Ninety-first Convention. The Judge of Elections reported on the 7th 
ballot of the Ninety-first Convention. The results of this ballot are 
printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


The Reverends Louis E. Hemmers and Alfred H. Smith, Jr., withdrew 
their names for consideration as Deputies to General Convention reserving 
their consideration as Alternate Deputies. 


The President declared the polls open at 5:15 p.m. for fifteen minutes 
when the Convention would be recessed. 


The Convention dinner was held at 7:00 p.m. in the Pacific Ballroom A 
of the hotel and was followed by an address by Mrs. Pamela Pauly Chinnis, 
D.H.L., Vice-President of the House of Deputies of the General Convention. 
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Second Day 


The morning session of the second day of the Annual Meeting of the 
Ninety-second Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles opened 
in the Pacific Ballroom of the Anaheim Hilton Hotel, Anaheim, California, 
at 8:08 a.m. with the reading of Morning Prayer (Rite II). 


The President recognized the Chairman of the Committee on Dispatch of 
Business. He announced that (1) Item #7 of the Second Day had been dele- 
ted; (2) Item #9 (a) Report of the Executive Council had been added; and 
(3) Item #17 would comprise completion of debate on the resolution on page 
10 of the Report on the Committee on Resolutions and the reintroduction of 
the resolution on pages 11 and 12 of that report. 


In the absence of the Judge of Elections, the President recognized 
Mrs. Daniel Connelly who reported on the Executive Council of the National 
Church. A copy of that report is printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


The President recessed the Ninety-second Convention and reconvened the 
Ninety-first Convention at 8:40 a.m. He then recognized the Judge of Elec- 
tions, who reported on the Eighth Ballot of the Ninety-first Convention and 
the First Ballot of the Ninety-second Convention. The results of these bal- 
lots are printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


The Reverend Arnold Fenton, Rector of St. Matthew's, Pacific Palisades 
withdrew his name from consideration as an Alternate Deputy to General Con- 
vention. The polls were opened at 8:47 a.m. for fifteen minutes. 


The President recessed the Ninety-first Convention and reconvened the 
Ninety-second Convention at 9:04 a.m. 


The Suffragan Bishop, the Right Reverend Oliver B. Garver, Jr., ad- 
dressed the Convention. The text of the Suffragan Bishop's address is 
printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


The President recognized Canon Janice Rusack, Chair of the Special 
Commission on the Lambeth Conference, who introduced a video presentation 
of concerns raised throughout the Anglican Communion that are to be consid- 
ered by the Lambeth Conference of 1988. 


The President recessed the Ninety-second Convention and reconvened the 
Ninety-first Convention at 10:20 a.m. He then recognized the Judge of 
Elections who reported on the Ninth Ballot of the Ninety-first Convention 
and the Second Ballot of the Ninety-second Convention. The results of 
these ballots are printed elsewhere in The Journal. The polls were opened 
at 10:27 a.m. for fifteen minutes. 


The President recessed the Ninety-first Convention and reconvened the 
Ninety-second Convention at 10:54 a.m. 


The President recognized the Reverend Arnold A. Fenton, Rector, St. 
Matthew's Parish, Pacific Palisades, Chairman of the Venture in Mission 
Cabinet, who moved that the report of the Cabinet be received by title as 
it is presented elsewhere in The Journal. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 
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The President recognized the Reverend Canon Richard I. S. Parker, 
Chairman of the Committee on the Presiding Bishop's Fund for World Relief. 
He reported that to date the giving of the Diocese of Los Angeles amounted 
to just under $150,000 for the year with more to be received. He indicated 
that the per capita donation of the Diocese of Los Angeles is the highest 
of all of the Dioceses. 


The President then introduced Ms. Bobby Bevell, the Acting Director of 
the Presiding Bishop's Fund for World Relief. She thanked the Diocese for 
its support and reviewed the operation of the Fund in its outreach to those 
in need. 


The President announced that the offering from the Eucharist celebra- 
ted at the opening of Convention in the amount of $1,083.33 would be desig- 
nated for the Fund. 


The President recognized Mr. Frank V. Marshall, Jr., Treasurer of the 
Diocese. The details of his report and the audit certificates are printed 
elsewhere in The Journal. 


The President recognized the Reverend Lynn A. Jay, Vicar of St. 
Stephen's Mission, Valencia, who moved the following: 


WHEREAS, words cannot convey either the anguish felt at the news of 
the accident of the Reverend Jess E. Taylor or the outpouring of love and 
prayer for his healing; and 


WHEREAS, common sense forces us to save him the burdens of the office 
of Secretary of Convention at this time; and 


WHEREAS, this painful decision in no way diminishes the affection and 
honor in which he is held; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles that these feelings 
of love and respect be conveyed to him and Marilyn with our unceasing 
prayers for his continued recovery. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


The President recognized the Reverend Donald W. Gaines, M.Div., M.S.W. 
who led the Convention in Noonday Prayers. 


The President recessed the Convention for lunch at 11:42 a.m. 


The President reconvened the Convention at 1:32 p.m. as the Ninety- 
first Convention and recognized the Judge of Elections, who reported on the 
Tenth Ballot of the Ninety-first Convention and the Second Ballot of the 
Ninety-second Convention. The results of these ballots are printed else- 
where in The Journal. ; 


The Reverend Nicholas Kouletsis, Rector of the Church of Our Saviour, 
San Gabriel, withdrew his name from consideration as a Clergy member of 
Standing Committee. The Reverend Louis E. Hemmers, Rector of Trinity Par- 
ish, Redlands and the Reverend Canon George F. Regas, Rector of All Saints, 
Pasadena withdrew their names from consideration as Alternate Deputies to 
General Convention. The polls were opened at 1:41 p.m. for fifteen minutes. 
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The President recessed the Ninety-first Convention and reconvened the 
Ninety-second Convention at 1:57. p.m. The President recognized with 
thanks the young people of the Diocese assisting at the Convention. 


The President recognized Mr. Joel M. Fisher, Ph.D., Chairman of the 
Budget Committee of Diocesan Council, who moved the adoption of the Program 
and Budget for 1988. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The President recognized the Reverend Charles W. Sacquiety, Jr., 
Chairman of the Nominating Committee for the Election of a Diocesan Bishop 
for the Diocese of Los Angeles, who reported to the Convention on the work 
of the Committee. This work has resulted in the selection of four candi- 
dates to be nominated at the Convention scheduled for January 8th and 9th, 
1988. His report included a video presentation which was distributed to 
each parish and mission for their use. 


The President recessed the Ninety-second Convention and reconvened the 
Ninety-first Convention at 2:49 p.m. He recognized the Judge of Elections, 
who reported on the Eleventh Ballot of the .Ninety-first Convention and the 
Third Ballot of the Ninety-second Convention. The results of these ballots 
are printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


The Reverend Frederick H. Fenton, Rector of St. Augustine by-the-Sea 
Parish, Santa Monica, withdrew his name from consideration as an Alternate 
Deputy to General Convention. The Polls were opened at 2:50 p.m. for fif- 
teen minutes. 


The President recessed the Ninety-first Convention and reconvened the 
Ninety-second Convention at 3:05 p.m. 


Discussion continued on the Report of the Nominating Committee for the 
Election of a Diocesan Bishop. The Secretary reported that the Dispatch of 
Business for that Special Meeting of Convention had not been determined 
but the Meeting of Convention for the Election of the Diocesan Bishop is 
scheduled for January 8th and 9th of 1988 at St. Vincent de Paul Parish 
Church. Notices will be sent within the week. 


The President recognized Mr. Stephen Miller, St. Aidan's Mission, who 
thanked the Nominating Committee for its work. He announced that the Re- 
verend Charles E. Bennison, Jr., Rector of St. Mark's Parish, Upland would 
be nominated from the floor. 


Discussion followed regarding the presence of candidates in the Dio- 
cese to build support for their nomination. The Reverend Frederick A. Fen- 
ton, Rector of St. Augustine by-the-Sea Parish, Santa Monica, moved that 
the Diocese of Los Angeles provide transportation funds for the four nomi- 
nees from outside the Diocese should one or more of them desire to return 
to the Diocese between now and the election in January. The motion was 
seconded but failed to carry. 


The President recessed the Ninety-Second Convention and reconvened the 
Ninety-first Convention at 3:41 p.m. He recognized the Judge of Elections 
who reported on the Twelfth Ballot of the Ninety-first Convention. The re- 
sults of that ballot are printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


The President recessed the Ninety-first Convention and reconvened the 
Ninety-second Convention at 3:47 p.m. He then recognized Mr. John H. Tucker 
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Jr., Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions who reminded the Convention 
that the resolution entitled "Undocumented People" had been moved the pre- 
vious day and was now to be considered further. The Reverend M. Fletcher 
Davis, Rector of St. Patrick's Parish, Thousand Oaks, moved to amend the 
resolution by revising items #1 and #2 to read as follows: 


1, Support with food, clothing, housing and employment persons 
residing in this Diocese whose applications for amnesty are 
pending before the I.N.S.; and 


2. Urge the California delegation in the U.S. Congress (a) to 
amend I.N.S. law, policies and procedures to respect the 
unity of refugees from war in Central America, specifically 
by conferring the status of "extended voluntary departure" 
for such persons; and 


The motion to amend was seconded. 


The Reverend Richard W. Gillett, Vicar of Immanuel Mission, El Monte, 
moved to amend the amendment by adding the following as Item #3: 


3. Be it further resolved that where Christ's compassionate 
ministry in this Diocese to the poor, homeless and 
exploited - whatever might be their immigration status - 
might conflict with existing law, such ministry will not 
be hindered. 


The motion to amend the amendment was seconded but failed to carry. The 
motion to amend carried. The main motion as amended carried. 


Mr. Tucker reintroduced the resolution entitled "Consultation on 
Church Union Consensus Document" and moved its adoption. The motion was 
seconded. 


The Reverend Warner R. Traynham, Rector of St. John's Parish in Los 
Angeles, moved to amend the resolution by revising all after the first 
paragraph to read as follows: 


WHEREAS, a copy of the response, but not of the document COCU 
CONSENSUS: In quest of a Church Uniting, has been circulated to all 
the delegated for study; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Annual Meeting of the Ninety- 
second Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles receive 
this report with grateful appreciation to the Faith and Order dialogue 
and forward the same to the appropriate legislative committees of both 
houses of the General Convention for their information; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the General Convention of this Church 
be requested to inform itself of the impact of the COCU CONSENSUS: [In 
Quest of a Church Uniting if accepted by the Church; on our future re- 
lations with non-participating churches and communions; and on the re- 
lationship of such a contemplated church unity to the Lambeth Confer- 
ence and that this be done prior to committing this Church to _ steps 
toward implementing the contemplated church unity or recognizing the 
COCU consensus as an adequate theological basis for the covenanting 
acts or the uniting process proposed; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Secretary of Convention communi- 
cate this action in the proper form as required by General Convention. 
The motion to amend was seconded and carried. The main motion as 
amended carried. 


The President announced that the Committee on Arrangements recommended 
that the Ninety-third Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles be held on 
December 2nd and 3rd, 1988, at the Disneyland Hotel, Anaheim, California. 
The recommendation was moved, seconded and carried. 


The President announced the appointment of Canon R. Bradbury Clark, 
J.D., L.H.D. as Chancellor of the Diocese and Messrs. Clarence E. Fleming, 
J.D.; William B. Rodiger, J.D., and John A. Tucker, Jr., J.D., as Vice- 
Chancellors. 


The President recognized the Reverend Canon Richard S. Van Horn, As- 
sistant at St. Mary's Parish, Los Angeles, who as Chief Executive Officer 
of the Mental Health Association, thanked the parishes and missions who had 
involved themselves in the work of the Mental Health Association. 


The President thanked Mrs. Betty Brahm for "signing" the Convention 
for the benefit of those with impaired hearing. 


The Secretary moved that the reading of the Minutes of this Meeting of 
Convention be dispensed with and that the President pro tempore and the 
Chancellor be authorized to attest to the accuracy of the Minutes. The 
motion was seconded and carried. 


The Reverend James R. Bishop, Chairman of the Committee on Dispatch of 
Business, declared the Agenda for the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles had been completed 
in the order heretofore adopted by act of Convention and at 4:14 p.m. he 
moved to adjourn with the delegates completing the Thirteenth Ballot for 
the election of Alternate Clergy Deputies to General Convention upon leav- 
ing the Convention. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second Convention of the Church in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles was adjourned with a blessing by the Suffragan 
Bishop.

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ADDRESS OF 
THE SUFFRAGAN BISHOP OF LOS ANGELES 
THE RIGHT REVEREND OLIVER B. GARVER, JR. 
TO 
THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 
NINETY-SECOND CONVENTION OF THE CHURCH IN 
THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 


OUR REASONABLE SERVICE (Romans 12:1) 


I stand before you in a mood quite appropriate to Advent: I look 
forward to the coming of one who will be my "saviour." I stand on "tiptoe," 
with eager expectation and abundant hope, waiting and watching and counting 
the days. Only, my focus is not the 20 shopping days remaining before 
Christmas, but the 34 days remaining before our Episcopal Election: my 
"saviour" to be sent by God -- this I do believe!; but, to be identified 
not by a voice from heaven, but by the prayerfully considered votes of a 
designated faithful of this diocesan family. 


When I addressed this assembly two years ago as Suffragan Bishop, I 
looked ahead to five years of obedient servanthood and then retirement. 
When I addressed this assembly as the Bishop IN Los Angeles last year, I 
looked ahead to a few more months as Interim, followed by 3 1/2 more years 
as Suffragan and then retirement. I never even remotely expected to be 
standing before you as I do this morning. Life is, indeed, full of 
surprises! 


In this, my third Address to Diocesan Convention, the future now ap- 
pears clear once again. Perhaps 5 months more as Interim and then 20 
months to retirement. Yes, I am counting!! 


Since mid-July of 1986, life has been a Merry-Go-Round, a Ferris Wheel 
and a Roller Coaster -- all combined and at once: only, I have not been in 
an Amusement Park: daily life as Interim in the real world of daily Church 
life is filled with ups and downs, joys and sorrows, accomplishments and 
frustrations, satisfactions and disappointments, tugs & pulls & tempta- 
tions: all experienced in the struggle striving faithfully to serve our 
Lord in this diocese. 


My text for this Address comes from a passage which proclaims this 
theme of faithful service: "I urge you, therefore, my (brothers and sis- 
ters), in view of God's mercy, to offer your bodies as living sacrifices, 
holy and pleasing to God -- this is your reasonable service. Do not con- 
form any longer to the pattern of this world, but be transformed by the 
renewing of your mind. Then you will be able to test and approve what 
God's will is -- his good, pleasing and perfect will." (Romans 12:1-2) 


You and I are ministers in the Name of Jesus Christ -- lady persons, 
bishops, priests and deacons. It is our discipleship sacrifically to offer 
our lives in service to God: not as the "pattern of this world" would de- 
fine and desire, but doing those works which accomplish the will of God - 
ministries "good, pleasing and perfect" in His sight. 
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The theme of faithful discipleship requires that I pause to honor, 
praise and salute the people of the Bishop's Staff who’ have labored so 
diligently and under such great pressure this past year to be faithful 
servants to this diocesan family. Interim periods are tough times for 
everyone: let's be honest about this! These are not easy days for any of 
us; and, especially not for the Bishop's Staff. They are a great team and 
are deserving always of our appreciation and affection. Their ministry is 
a mighty witness to what "reasonable service" is all about. 


It is right and good here, also, to salute and praise the thousands of 
volunteers who serve this diocese -- thousands of persons offering thou- 
sands upon thousands of hours as their "reasonable service." This is a 
wonderful and committed diocesan family, which I am privileged and pleased 
to serve as Suffragan Bishop. 


While offering plaudits, I must make special mention of the Episcopal 
Election Nominations Committee which worked so conscientiously and dedica- 
ted so many, many hours to the ministry of discerning the names of persons 
worthy of election as our next Diocesan Bishop. Their's was the “extra 
mile" of "reasonable service." We owe them a great debt of gratitude, 


In my Address last year, I set forth a number of Mission opportunities 
we would emphasize during 1987 -- ministries which I perceived the Lord 
calling us to do in this diocese. We have yet to achieve all these goals, 
but I am happily encouraged by all that has been accomplished in response 
to these proposed initiatives. Permit me to go down the list anew: 


1. MISSION DEVELOPMENT AND EXPANSION continues apace on every side. 
Four new missions have been started in the last year and a half, -end are 
making steady progress in growth and development. Moreover, and this most 
pleases me, all our 43 missions are completing long range planning reports, 
to be made available to our new Bishop for his review and attention. What 
a worthwhile challenge to our 103 parishes! 


A new American Indian Ministry has been launched and a non-geographic 
mission created: our Eagle Wings Mission, which assembles and IS wherever 
and whenever the Mission membership gathers. It is long over-due that we 
reach out in evangelistic mission to our NATIVE American neighbors with the 
same enthusiasm and commitment that we are already reaching out to our NEW 
American neighbors. (Did you know that this diocese has the largest con- 
centration of Native Americans living away from Reservations in the entire 
nation?) I am very pleased to note a budget line in the proposed 1988 
Mission Share Fund program in support of this new work: a significant 
FIRST! 


I mentioned last year our urgent need for capital funds in support of 
Mission Development and Expansion. This need can be readily appreciated 
when we think of the land and building needs of so many of our Missions -- 
too many to list. The needs are great, but the dollars are few -- to para- 
phrase Luke 10:2. We have received a challenge gift of $40,000 in response 
to this Mission opportunity. We urgently need a formal capital funds drive 
for MISSIONS ONLY. 


2. RENEWAL OF SMALL PARISHES. This Mission area is so new that it is 
still organizing itself and defining, through study and consultations, its 
challenges. A sound foundation has been laid, however, and tangible re- 
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sults are already manifest -- for instance in the grant awards to innova- 
tive new ministries in four small parishes. We must do more to strengthen 
and renew our small parishes! 


3. ETHNIC AND MINORITY MINISTRIES. These works continue to flourish 
in wonderful and amazing ways. We can be very proud, as diocesan family, 
of our continuing creative initiatives in this ministry area. 


We continue actively in pursuit of the goals set forth in our Hispanic 
Ministry Five Year Plan, and goodly successes are being recorded widely 
throughout the diocese: Hispanics are everywhere! I am especially pleased 
to note the ministry of Casa Rusack. This grassroots program, built on 
teams of Hispanic lay people, is designed to train and empower Hispanic 
Episcopalians to be leaders in service to Church and Community. It is fit- 
ting that such a ministry be named after our late Bishop. 


We were sorry .to lose Paul Yoon as Vicar of Annunciation, Anaheim, 
upon his election as Bishop of the diocese of Taejon in Korea, but we re- 
joiced to welcome Jonathan Won into this diocese as the new Vicar of this 
rapidly growing Korean Mission. 


I have asked Canon John Yamazaki to assist me part-time as Missioner 
for Asian Ministries. His long and extensive experience, locally - region- 
ally - nationally, is a treasured asset for this diocese, and I am _ happy 
that he has agreed to come out of retirement to serve this diocese. Canon 
Yamazaki has also been asked to work cooperatively with the Asian ecumeni- 
cal community, and he is already busy at this task. 


Last year I promised a new initiative in Black Ministries in this 
diocese: I have good news to report! A Commission on Black Ministries, 
chaired by Father Ken Higgenbotham, has been formed and is at work setting 
goals in consultation with representatives from all of our predominantly 
Black congregations. For the first time, we have a separate Mission Share 
Fund budget line in support of Black Ministries. Special attention is 
being focused on Reconciliation Parish in South Central Los Angeles, look- 
ing forward to renewed life and ministry for this seventy-six year old 
congregation. 


In response to the enactment of legislation authorizing the legaliza- 
tion of certain aliens presently living in this country without documents 
(we call them “illegal taxpayers"), I established earlier this year an Im- 
Immigration and Citizenship Commission, initially chaired by Father Doug 
Edwards, which has launched some significant new programs of cooperation 
with the Federal Government in helping qualified persons to be certified 
for eventual citizenship. The Episcopal News recently carried a quite ex- 
tensive article on this ministry, which I hope you saw and read. It isa 
wonderful story of the Church serving the powerless. This an outreach min- 
istry of which we can be justly proud. 


One of the Resolutions we passed yesterday calls us to further in- 
volvement in this ministry through offering English language and American 
history classes in our churches. I commend this opportunity to your prayer- 
ful consideration. 


4. EVANGELISM. This was a major theme for me in both '85 and '86, and 
continues a VERY high priority on my agenda. The Program Group on Evangel- 
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ism and Renewal has been restructured and strengthened. Eleven consultants 
have received extensive special training and are working with ten congrega- 
tions over a long term period to develop individual, customized evangelism 
programs. Regional evangelism committees are being formed. A major con- 
ference is planned for April of next year on "Congregational Growth Through 
Evangelism." WATCH for the announcement and do be sure your congregation 
is represented at this important conference. We Episcopalians must learn 
to be Evangelists! 


5. STEWARDSHIP. I stressed this theme also in '85 and '86, and I 
stress it anew this morning: we must grow in our faithfulness in steward- 
ship as a central Christian discipline. 


The combined income received by all the congregations of this diocese 
is the sixth largest in the Episcopal Church, yet less than half of our 
families make pledge commitments to the congregations to which they belong. 
Stewardship planning must enjoy a high vestry priority and be accomplished 
early in the year for the proper preparation and training. The Program 
Group on Stewardship and Finance is prepared and able to provide individual 
assistance to parishes and missions. Plans are underway to work with the 
Regions in developing regional stewardship committees. Renewed Stewardship 
is, for us, a must. 


6. CLERGY DEPLOYMENT. Last year I reported that I had commissioned a 
thorough evaluation of the vacancy consultation and calling process used in 
this diocese. I asked you to defer any canonical changes related to this 
process until this study was completed AND our new Bishop could provide his 
input. . 


Now -- a year later -- I repeat this urging, but for a different rea- 
son. I am now convinced that the whole system, from beginning to end, needs 
a significant overhaul. This is not only true for Los Angeles, but widely 
throughout the Church. Bishops everywhere are going back to the drafting 
board on this one. 


What we have now is a highly professional hiring system, in imitation 
of the secular world. We have lost any sense of "Call": rather, we hire. 
And at the far end of this process we too often find vestries seeking to 
fire. You discharge people you have hired; you don't dissolve the pastoral 
relationship lightly with one you have prayerfully called. 


One matter I wish to lift up for our attention here is the need for 
Continuing Education and Sabbatical opportunities for our clergy and lay 
professional staff persons. I recently wrote to all vestries and Bishop's 
Committees urging a high priority for periods of learning and renewal. Such 
must become, for us, the usual rather than the extra-ordinary. Please do 
encourage this in your local congregations: I promise you a Blessing! 


Maybe because we hire rather than call; or, maybe because we have not 
provided our clergy with periods away for renewal; or, maybe because of 
extreme job pressures leading to burnout: for whatever reasons, it must be 
faced that we are experiencing an increasing number of cases of unhappiness 
between Priest and people. At first, I became quite paranoid: what was I 
doing wrong? Well, though I surely am not perfect by any stretch of the 
imagination, I am no longer paranoid. In checking with other Bishops a- 
cross the country, I find that we are a relative paradise. These are new 
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days everywhere with respect to leadership and authority and tenure and job 
pressures and the like. Our new Bishop has his work cut out for him, but 
he will inherit a diocesan clergy and lay family which is much healthier 
than is to be found in most dioceses. 


I know -it always looks greener in other pastures, but do know that 
others envy us our relative peace and calm. It is so easy to exaggerate 
negatives and to alarm; some among us thrive on negativism. Do be bold to 
trust that God continues in control, and that there is MUCH that is posi- 
tive and good and exciting and dynamic to talk about: we have a great story 
to tell in this diocese! 


7. LAY MINISTRY. This has been a year of continued active discussions 
relative to how best to identify, train, empower, and send out on Mission 
the 99% of our diocesan family who are lay persons. What seems so simple, 
in fact enjoys very little consensus: I have participated in much quite 
vigorous debate on Lay Ministry and Lay Leadership. I view this as good 
and healthy -- indicative of a renewed interest and new life. 


I have now appointed a Commission to study the Ministry of the Laity, 
and have asked this group to seek to identify the issues and concerns, 
challenges and opportunities for Lay Persons on Mission. This is an im- 
portant study for us! 


In this connection, I must speak to an issue which much concerns me. 
St. Paul's teaching is, it seems to me, quite clear: the Body of Christ is 
composed of many parts, each with its unique and special function to con- 
tribute to the upbuilding and wholeness of the Body: ears to hear, eyes to 
see, feet to run, hands to touch and to grasp. Each part has its own 
worth, dignity and importance. This teaching applies to the Lay Order -- 
commissioned by Baptism, and to the Ordained Order -- commissioned by Epis- 
copal Ordination: the Lay and Ordained Orders within the One Church -- dis- 
tinct members of the One Body. 


In my Visitations around the Diocese, I have noticed an increased 
blurring of this distinction for reasons quite more sentimental than theo- 
logical: each one of us -- lay person, bishop, priest and deacon -- is 
called to be faithful and true to the ministry which we have been called 
and commissioned to perform. What I see is too many lay persons acting as 
clergy -- especially in church sanctuaries; and, too many clergy persons 
doing the work of the Lay Order -- especially in stewardship, building and 
grounds, and finance. I call on each one of us to serve in the ministry 
and Order to which we have been commissioned by Baptism or by Ordination. 


A word on YOUTH MINISTRIES: This lay ministry area is one of the great 
challenges facing the people of this diocese, particularly in the develop- 
ment of today's youth for leadership in the church of tomorrow. The Pro- 
gram Group on Youth, seeing this as a major goal, is already expanding and 
fine tuning new leadership development programs for youth and the adults 
working with young people on parish, regional and diocesan levels. In ad- 
dition, the Program Group has sponsored workshops on chemical substance 
abuse, human sexuality and building parish youth programs, and has publish- 
ed a comprehensive resource book and newsletter. Our young people are NOT 
second-class Christians: they deserve our attention as fellow pilgrims in 
this life, and our love. 
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8. COMMUNICATIONS. The communications efforts of this diocese continue 
not to meet but to SET the standards of excellence across the country. The 
Episcopal News won another Polly Bond Award this year; it continues to tie 
this huge diocese together by raising up noteworthy local ministries and 
making them known to all; and, it ever reminds us of our partnership with 
the national Episcopal Church and our inter-Anglican relationships. Our 
Communications ministry is truly outstanding! 


9. DEVELOPMENT OF REGIONS. While this was one of my major priorities 
and a significant part of my job description as Suffragan Bishop, my in- 
volvement has necessarily been most marginal and minimum during these in- 
terim months. We are making progress, but we have a long way to go. When 
I am permitted to resume my Suffragan duties, I promise you that I will de- 
vote the time and leadership to this ministry area that our new experiment 
in regionalization deserves. All of this, of course, will be in close 
consultation with Diocesan Council and our new Bishop. 


10. SOCIAL ISSUES. As you are aware, I believe this Church must speak 
out on the urgent social issues of the day and must be active on ministry 
in serving the poor, the powerless, and the needy among us. There is, for 
me, no avoidance of the clear teachings of Matthew 25. 


In an attempt to lift up some of these issues for our attention, I 
have been working hard of late on my Editorials for The Episcopal News. qu 
hope these have stirred you to ponder seriously and prayerfully these mat- 
ters, that together we might learn the Mind of Christ: careful to avoid 
conforming "to the pattern of this world," but be transformed by the man- 
dates of the Will of God: this is our "reasonable service." 


My latest effort in seeking to raise our social consciousness has been 
in relation to a moral minimum wage. When you think about this issue, I 
pray that you will reflect on what Christ Jesus -- He Who told the stories 
recounted in Matthew 25 -- would have us stand for and to advocate. 


Additionally to focus us on this discipline of moral teaching and ser- 
vanthood ministry, I have appointed a Commission on the Theology of Human 
Sexuality: an "alive" subject in the Church these days, scheduled to be a 
major topic for our next General Convention, and a very controversial issue 
arousing much fear, anger, misunderstanding and hostility. It is essen- 
tial that we discuss together this urgent issue, formulating a Christian 
morality which is Biblically sound, honest to the insights of the sciences 
and which speaks authoratatively to the varieties of new life styles we 
encounter in contemporary society: courageous to affirm traditional teach- 
ings which are Scripturally sound and pastorally wise; daring to condemn 
what is false and evil; bold to approve what may be new and novel, and yet 
consistent with the Mind of Christ. 


I have continued active in my participation, with Archbishop Mahoney 
and Rabbi Freehling, on the AIDS Interfaith Council of Southern California. 
I currently serve as its Vice Chair. Religious leaders are working togeth- 
er to address this crisis out of our shared commitment to compassion and 
mercy, leaving judgements to God. Like the Good Samaritan, we love and we 
serve, and we ask questions later. 


This Interfaith Council; our own Diocesan Commission on AIDS 
Ministries; and the regional AIDS Resource Centers in Santa Monica, 
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Silverlake and Pasadena: many of us working in partnership to respond to 
the AIDS crisis which presently affects many of us and soon will come close 
to home to most of us. I urge your increasing support for these serving 
agencies. 


How much I regret that all agencies serving Persons with AIDS must 
again this year divert so much time and energy to the defeat of the resur- 
rected, already once soundly defeated and sorely ill-advised, La Rouche 
Initiative. Fear and panic can so easily lead to needless and cruel legis- 
lations. As Christians and thinking people, we must stand up and be count- 
ed on the side of charity and of informed medical opion. All human beings 
are too precious to be victims of the emotional hate and bigotry which this 
Ballot Initiative represents. 


A new Interfaith coalition on Peace was formed earlier this year: the 
Religious Leaders Network, on which I serve along with Archbishop Mahoney, 
Bishop Tuell, Canon George Regas, Rabbi Leonard Beerman and other distin- 
guished members of the local religious community. We are committed to 
keeping the Peace issue before Church and Synagogue, and on the agenda of 
this nation's political leadership. This is a survival issue, and the 
Church must be on the leading edge of advocacy for Peace. 


This Network celebrates the INF Treaty to be signed next week in Wash- 
ington by General Secretary Gorbachov and President Reagan, and we urge all 
who will hear us to advocate for early Senate ratification. It is not per- 
fect, but even somewhat flawed and limping steps down the road to Peace 
represent significant progress.

Indeed, much has been happening during 1987 on the mission frontiers 
set forth in my last Convention Address. There is much more of which we 
can be quite justly proud as witness to faithfulness to our Lord's Call to 
Serve -- our offering of "reasonable service" as diocesan family. 


URBAN MINISTRY in the Diocese is thriving in many ways. Countless 
parishes conduct weekly food and shelter programs. It would suprise all of 
us to know how many people are fed and housed by caring Episcopalians every 
month. Several of our urban parishes have shown considerable growth and 
new life, especially the ones which have learned to be inclusive of people 
not traditionally members of the Episcopal Church. Our Diocese has contin- 
ued to support neighborhood organizing networks such as UNO, SCOC, EVO and, 
most recently, the Orange County Sponsoring Committee (which I have been 
elected to Chair during 1988). Our Urban Missioner has brought the wit- 
ness of the Church into many out-of-the-way corners of our urban neighbor- 
hoods by his leadership in many different community and ecumenical urban 
ministry projects -- from housing the homeless to earthquake preparedness. 
We, as the Episcopal Church, are visible, active and effective on Urban 
Ministry in this Diocese! 


DIOCESAN INSTITUTIONS AND SCHOOLS. As you may know, the Bishop is by 
Canon Law the Chair of many Diocesan Institutions -- and, serves on _ the 
Boards of even more. This demands a heavy time commitment, but is a minis- 
try I especially enjoy as both 4 learning experience for me and an oppor- 
tunity to serve new constituencies. I continue in happy amazement as I 
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witness the varieties of ministries which this diocese sponsors and sup- 
ports. Permit me briefly to mention a few. 


Harvard School has a new Headmaster whose impact on the School is 
already celebrated by students, faculty and trustees. Tod Hudnut is a rare 
find and a welcome addition to our diocesan family. 


Art Bartlett retires at year-end as Executive Director of the Seamen's 
Church Institute, after 30 years of devoted ministry in service to seafar- 
ers passing through the ports of Los Angeles and Long Beach. Because of 
the changing nature of this ministry due to container and cruise ships 
being in port only a few hours and of crews which are mostly non-English 
speaking, I have asked for a major study to determine a new shape for this 
ministry. When this study is completed, we will be in a position to search 
out a new Executive Director with skills matching the needs of the seafar- 
ers of the 1990's. 


Sam Hall resigned earlier this year as Chaplain of Good Samaritan 
Hospital. Again, I called for a major study of the role of a Hospital 
Chaplain, and we have determined to establish, for the first time at the 


Good Samaritan, a certified Clinical Pastoral Education program -- and, to 
hire a Chaplain with the credentials to lead such a program. This is an 
exciting new venture for the Hospital -- already in the midst of many ex- 


citing changes. We have recently added to the Hospital staff a major open 
heart surgery team, which is bringing new luster to the Hospital's reputa- 
tion as a major medical center of superior excellence. 


Under Dick Hall's leadership, the St. Barnabas' Senior Center current- 
ly has under construction a $3,000,000 new facility that will expand its 
program to central city senior citizens by 50%. This new 18,000 square 
foot multi-services center, to be completed in the Spring of 1988, will 
provide an array of needed sccial services for the needy elderly so sadly 
neglected in our youth-oriented society. 


Other wonderful things are happening on ministry in: The Bishop Gooden 
Home, which has provided housing, support and counseling for alcholic men 
since 1962 and moved last year into a beautiful new facility in Pasadena; 
Camp Stevens recently opened the new Blum Conference Center, doubling the 
Camp's facilities; The Episcopal Home and The Canterbury -- caring minist- 
ries to senior citizens; Neighborhood Youth Association and Hillsides, in 
their continuing excellent and loving ministries reaching out to children; 
St. Margaret's School in San Juan Capistrano -- only 6 years old, but al- 
ready pre-School through High School, with 750 students and facilities 
valued at over $4,000,000; and, Campbell Hall -- enjoying its new Gymna- 
sium/Performing Arts/Classroom complex and recently graduating its first 
Co-Ed high school class. 


These Schools and Diocesan Institutions are listed near the back of 
the Annual Convention Journal, Volume 1 but, ought to be headlined on the 
title page. These offer "reasonable service" in spades! 


Well: so much for an Introduction, a Biblical text, some plaudits and 
some preaching, an overview of the State of the Diocese, and the stories 
told of some of the more interesting recent ventures of "reasonable ser- 
vice" currently thriving in our midst. You can tell, I hope, why I find 
these days in the life of this diocese so exciting and full of life. All 
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is not perfect, but places needing patches are few and far between, and 
only those without eyes to see and ears to hear -- or, wolves in sheep's 
clothing, with their personal agendas -- would see tattered rags. We have 
a great story to tell and to share. 


This story is a true account of "reasonable service" offered to God. 
It is in faithfulness to Christ Jesus that we labor in this portion of His 
vineyard. The bottom line of every word we write, every phrase we utter, 
every decision we make, every role we play, every action in which we par- 
ticipate -- the totality of our life: all is offered up before the Throne 
of Heavenly Grace as our ministry of discipleship. 


We are soon to call, welcome and consecrate the Fifth Bishop of Los 
Angeles. He will inherit a fine pearl of exceeding great value (Matt. 
13:45f) when he becomes our Diocesan. A wonderful opportunity is before us 
to join hands with our new Bishop and to walk confidently with him into the 
future prepared for us, on Mission in our Lord's Name -- offering our "rea- 
sonable service" to His honor and glory. 


The decision we will make in early January is only the "marriage pro- 
posal." The marriage of Bishop and his Diocesan family will occur gradual- 
ly over many months, and its health and vitality will require sacrifice and 
commitment from both parties. The new Bishop will not be a miracle worker 
and cannot accomplish very much on his own. Unless all of us pitch in -- 
out of love for our Lord and for one another, dedication to faithful disci- 
pleship, willingness to sacrifice self for the sake of the Mission of the 
Church and for the common good, commitment to teamwork ministry: the sun 
will not rise from the misty dawns of our tomorrows, and this great oppor- 
tunity will slip from our grasp. We will have buried the Pearl of great 
value rather than have embraced our inheritance. 


This is the choice before us: we are invited to a "marriage feast": we 
can come to the feast with oil in our lamps and prepared to offer our "rea- 
sonable service,'' or we can quench the flames striving to illumine and 
inspire our new days. I affirm that this is a diocesan family with an 
amazing and wonderful company of persons with ample oil in stock for their 
lamps! When we are called, we will not be found lacking. Rather, we are a 
people ready to walk into new days, to do and to offer our "reasonable 
service" that Christ Jesus might be praised, worshipped and adored, in all 
power, majesty, dominion and glory: today and forever! 


These are exciting new days: come to the Feast, and be participants in 


the future prepared for us: this is, truly and indeed, our "reasonable ser- 
vice." Alleluia and Alleluia!!

Grace be to you and peace from God our Father and the Lord Jesus Christ. 


A recent TV commercial featured a young man looking decidely self- 
confident, lounging casually in his chair. He confided to the viewer, 
something to the effect . . . "I believe in my job, I believe in my car, I 
believe in my girl-friend, and I believe in my beer." What do you suppose 
it is that he believes? Another ad promises that "You cannot have it all." 
That of course assumes you know what it all is that you want. 


We live in a world laced with meaning, with theologies if you will, 
with patterns of belief, with need, and with hope. 


The eighth-century world, and its controversy over icons, in which 
John of Damascus found himself is in many ways vastly different from our 
own. He was faced with a noxious Imperial Proclamation, so he fought it. 
He reasoned his way through an intricate but extraordinarily important 
theological maze by both seeing and identifying the errors of the popular 
position put forward in Emperor Leo the Isaurian's edict against the Holy 
Images. The eventual result of John's resistance was that the whole Church 
gained a clearer and sharper understanding of the meaning and sig-nifance 
of the Incarnation. 


Without going into the dispute in elaborate detail let me summarize by 
saying that John argued that, while it would be improper for the faith-ful 
to worship icons, there was nothing wrong about paying them respect as 
concrete images which through their material form were intended to call to 
mind the living Christ or some other sacred subject. The basis of his ar- 
gument was that matter was a legitimate avenue by which the Divine could be 
approached. The core of this dispute, as he saw so clearly, was the nature 
of the Incarnation itself. The substance of John's defence was the full- 
ness of Christ's incarnation in Jesus. 


John argued that if Christ was not fully human with all the concrete- 
ness of our own fleshly existence then none of us could have the hope of 
the resurrection. John argued that it was precisely because Jesus was so 
completely, so perfectly, human that his hope could be fully ours. As a 
consequence of this focus, John's writing is expecially identified with the 
Easter joy of the risen Christ, and it is in that context that Episcopal- 
ians are likely to know his work in the form of hymns. 


The task for modern Christians is not unlike John's, but ours is in 
its own way an even more diffieult one. We have no emperor to issue an 
edict and thereby give us a ready target to attack. As a matter of fact, 
it is almost impossible for us to image a world in which a_ theological 
controversy would be important enough to warrant a presidential statement. 
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That, of course, is not to say that people today are no longer motivated by 
theological issues, for they most certainly are--even when they don't rec- 
ognize them as such. 


Nowadays as often as not the first task is to make the case that the 
issue at stake is a fundamentally theological one. It is first necessary 
to help people understand that they have a theological position at all, 
before they can move on to understand its implications. 


Now mind you the world beyond the Church's walls is not just anxious- 
ly waiting for a good theological discussion, nor for that matter is the 
world within those walls. To a great many people it might seem at first 
blush like such theological concerns are far too esoteric to be of vital 
interest to more than a few academics. 


However, if we too readily accept this assumption, it seems to me we 
not only sell people short but at the same time we fail to do justice to 
the trust that has been given to us to proclaim the Good News of what God 
has done for us and for all people. 


When addressing issues of the larger society, the Christian Church in 
general and the Episcopal Church in particular all too often act as though 
we believe that it is the force of our own good ideas about life that 
should, by themselves, sweep others along in agreement with us. We talk 
and behave as though our understanding of the good, our appeal to compas- 
sion, to fair play, to justice is the common playing field for all reason- 
able people. Entirely too often we lose sight of the fact that the way we 
live--the life that we commend to others--is meaningless unless we see the 
underlying reason for that way of life, the principles, the foun-dation on 
which it all rests. If that connection is not clear it should be. 


To put it bluntly, if we find ourselves advocating a life that has 
every hope of being found acceptable to any reasonable person, apart from 
the radical promise of Jesus the Incarnate Lord, then we ought to look 
again; we ought to reexamine what we are advocating because it must be far, 
far short of the high calling and promise that has been entrusted to us. 
People deserve more than our hot ideas. For surely Christ did not die on 
the cross simply to illustrate a point that any rational man or wo-man of 
the late 20th Century could easily deduce by their own cleverness. 


It is this radical promise that St. John of Damascus helped us under- 
stand with greater clarity. God really became one of us. Through Christ, 
God joined the ranks of the human community. He did not simply appear to 
be a Galilean carpenter, he really was one. He didn't just put on human 
form, like a suit of clothes, in order to imitate humanity as a brilliant 
actor might. Nor did he put on his humanity only to shed it at the bloody 
moment of death on Calvary. God's identification with his people was real, 
it was complete, it was uncompromising. Nothing could separate Him from 
us, not even rejection and death. 


This is what John saw with unyielding clarity; this is the battle he 
fought. And because he saw this so clearly and he knew his Lord to be a 
risen Lord he knew with equal clarity that ours is a new life in that risen 
Lord. Our lives are new because we know ourselves to be alive in the One 
who is life and has life forever. It is this favorite theme of John's .pa 
which is echoed in our Gospel lesson, "In all truth I tell you, whoever 
listens to my words, and believes in the one who sent me has eternal life." 
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These two insights, that God really became one of us and that we have 
eternal life in him, are paired insights which give to all who hold them a 
distinctive vision, a distinctive way of looking at the world. This is a 
way of seeing the world as it really is in all its painful, mysterious, 
wonderful reality. Those who believe in this One who died so that we might 
know life never need to avert their eyes nor give up hope. 


There is a paradox to being bully in this world and yet caught up in 
eternal life. From such twin vantage points it is equally true to say that 
each thing, that everything, is of infinite value and at the same time to 
say that nothing matters for all that is is caught up in God, in whose 
presence all else fades into insignificance. 


The temptation for the Church has been to adopt one of these two ways 
of viewing things and largely ignore the other. One tradition so focuses 
on the promise of eternal life that the daily struggles for decency and 
justice are dismissed as trivial distractions. The other tradition so 
focuses on the reality of the incarnation and the importance of those daily 
struggles that the hope of the resurrection is lost in the grim, and usual- 
ly humorless, battle. The saving gift is that we have both lenses through 
which to see the world. : 


Years ago I visited the lab of a friend who was a botanist. There he 
showed me the special microscope he used to identify lichens. It was a 
binocular microscope. Unlike a standard microscope this one had two sets 
of lenses. I was accustomed to looking through a regular microscope and I 
had found the images interesting and helpful, but I had never seen any- 
thing like this before. Instead of the familiar flat image this two-lens 
system provided depth of field. By changing the focus the viewer could 
see, really see, the lichen for the first time. This was not like looking 
at a flat piece of Artic vegetation, it was like taking a walk through a 
miniature forest. I could see a whole new, far more accurate and exciting, 
reality. 


This is the remarkable new clarity that God has given us through the 
double revelation of His complete identification with us and, through that 
union, the possibility of our identification and union with Him eternally. 


It is this clarity of insight into the world which fees us and calls 
us both to live, and to call others to live, lives dedicated to justice in 
the face of oppression, hope in the face of despair, and joy even before 
the gates of death. 


In the words of St. John of Damascus: 

Now let the heavens be joyful, 
Let earth her song begin, 

The round world keep high triumph, 
And all that is therein; 

Let all things seen and unseen, 
Their notes together blend, 

For Christ the Lord is risen, 
Our joy that hath no end. 
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THE ADDRESS GIVEN BY PAMELA P. CHINNIS 
at the 
CONVENTION DINNER 
of the 
ANNUAL MEETING 
of the 
NINETY-SECOND CONVENTION OF THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 
December 4th, 1987 


After I had accepted Bishop Garver's invitation to be your speaker this 
evening and as I began to wonder what I could say to you, I was reminded of 
a Ziggy cartoon. Ziggy was lying on his analyst's counch and the doctor is 
saying "Just how long have you had this delusion that you were adequate?" 


Adequacy aside, it is a pleasure to be with you this evening. This is an 
exciting time for your Diocese as you look forward to electing a new Bishop 
next month to lead you into the Twenty-first Century. You are standing on 
the threshold of a challenging and exciting era for the Church in this 
place. There is a new slate upon which to write and new opportunities for 
the clergy and lay people of this Diocese to move forward with your Bishop 
and the Presiding Bishop as he seeks to carry out the mission and ministry 
of the Episcopal Church through his mission imperatives as we progress 
toward the 1988 General Convention in Detroit next July and thence on to 
Lambeth immediately afterwards. 


I did not dream when I left Anaheim in September of 1985 that I would be 
returning here so soon. Needless to say, I have very fond memories of Ana- 
heim and I thank you for giving me the opportunity to return. 


Having gone through these past months as you wrestled with the mission and 
ministry of this Diocese, its profile, and its Episcopal needs, I suspect 
it is fair to say that, simply because of the task you were embarked upon, 
you were of necessity largely turned inward and there are times when that 
is absolutely vital and necessary. However, for a few minutes this evening 
I would like to share with you some experiences of the wider church based 
upon my involvement with the Anglican Consultative Council, the General 
Convention and the Lambeth Conference. 


"A Variety of Gifts United in Community" occurred to me as the title for my 
talk this evening because as some wag once pointed out there are only 100 
people in the Episcopal Church and one keeps running into the same 100 over 
and over again. There may be some truth to that but, if it be so, then 
those 100 have enormous gifts, and use them well for the Church. 


Let us look at the wider church to see how we as individual parishes and 
diocese fit into it. 


By tradition there are four instruments for maintaining the unity in diver- 
sity of the Anglican Communion: 


1) The Archbishop of Canterbury 

2) The Lambeth Conference 

3) The Meeting of Primates 

4) The Anglican Consultative Council 
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These instruments have a moral but not a legislative authority and may 
express the common mind of the Communion. The Provinces (or autonomous na- 
tional Churches) are centers of ultimate authority for themselves. This 
means that authority at the international or Communion level is the power 
to persuade. Therefore, it is not strictly possible to speak of an Angli- 
can Church but rather of an Anglican family of churches. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury is the personal symbol of unity in the Angli- 
can Communion. The office contains within itself the respect and affection 
of the Anglican Communion and has over the years. However, even that is 
beginning to be challenged as more and more of your bishops come from Third 
World countries. One of the issues for Third World bishops going to Lam- 
beth is that of "symbolization" -- a desire and need the Archbishop of 
Canterbury someone other than British. They question whether we need to 
look at the See of Canterbury and the "Anglican" Communion -- perhaps rath- 
er it should be an Episcopal Communion. 


The second instrument of unity is the Lambeth Conference: 

The Twelfth Lambeth Conference will be held at the University of Kent, 
Canterbury, July 16 -- August 7, 1988. It is the senior body for consulta- 
tion among the member churches of the worldwide Anglican Communion. It has 
no legislative authority over the Churches but has been highly influential 
in the formation of Anglican mission policy. The Archbishop of Canterbury 
in issuing the invitation to Lambeth 1988 has asked the Bishops "to bring 
their Dioceses with them" and planning has been in process for five years 
so that provinces and dioceses in this country and elsewhere may do just 
that. 


Each of the 450 dioceses of the Anglican Communion is represented at the 
Lambeth Conference by its bishop. Some suffragan and assistant bishops, 
including 11 from the United States, will also be present. In 1988 members 
of the Anglicen Consultative Council -- which includes clergy, lay men and 
women and youth as well as bishops -- will also participate for the first 
time. There will be participants from Churches in Full Communion with the 
Anglican Communion - the Church of Pakistan, Bangladesh, North India, Mar 
Thoma, Council of Utrecht, and the Philipine Independent Church. 


The first Lambeth Conference was held in 1867 under the Presidency of Arch- 
bishop Charles Thomas Longley. Since that time, Lambeth Conferences have 
taken place about every ten years, except during the two World Wars. The 
composition of the Conference reflects the growth and changing nature of 
the Anglican Communion. For example, of the 76 bishops attending the first 
Lambeth Conference, only the Bishop of Nigeria was a non Anglo-Saxon. At 
the last Lambeth Conference in 1978, 25% of the bishops, attending were 
Africans. As Churches in developing countries are the fastest growing, the 
number of non Anglo-Saxon Bishops will increase. 


All participants to the Lambeth Conference will be assigned to one of four 
sections: Mission and Ministry, Ecumenical Relations, Dogmatic and Pastoral 
Affairs, and Christianity and the Social Order. An overview of the issues 
to be considered by the sections includes renewal of the church in mission 
today, ordination of women, the issue of authority and identity, theology 
of interfaith dialogues (how we face) other cultures and other religions - 
Hans Kung has said, "If there is to be peace in the world today, there must 
be peace among religions.") Ecumenical relations (the bilateral dia- 
logues), the meaning of family, the role of women, militarism, rights and 
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responsibilities of nations, AIDS, etc. Issues which affect each of us in 
a number of ways in our personal and corporate lives. 


Along with the questioning of the Authority of the Archbishop of Canterbury 
has come an increased questioning of the value of the Lambeth Conference. 
Questioners ask, "Is it realistic to bring only bishops together once in 10 
years to talk about the affairs of the Church?" Should we rather look at 
another Anglican Conference such as Toronto in 1963 when bishops, priests 
and lay persons met together. The cost of Lambeth is tremendous. An at- 
tempt to meet this criticism is to include the members of the Anglican Con- 
sultative Council who are priests and lay persons as members with seat and 
voice at the 1988 Lambeth Conference. This would include some 35 addition- 
al persons. Also in an effort to broaden the participation of others at 
Lambeth, consultants are being appointed to work with each of the four sec- 
tions and the Archbishop of Canterbury has just announced that one of those 
consultants will be the Reverend Nan Peete from Indianapolis so we will 
have one and possibly two women priests functioning in an official capacity 
at Lambeth. 


The third instrument of unity is the Primate's Meeting which is a periodic 
gathering of the heads of the 28 autonomous Provinces of the Anglican Com- 
munion. This meeting provides opportunities for collegiality between those 
Bishops having a special responsibility in individual Provinces and with 
particular perceptions of the broad issues affecting the whole Communion. 
These meetings are a "meeting of minds" through which individual provincial 
concerns can be tested by the collective discussions among elected leaders 
who attempt to reach a common mind. 


It was to the last such Primate's Meeting in March of 1988 that our Presid- 
ing Bishop took the issue of electing a woman to the episcopate. In res- 
ponse to the discussion among Primates, the Archbishop of Canterbury ap- 
pointed a Working Party chaired by the Primate of Australia and including 
Bishop Ted Jones of Indianapolis. The group has prepared a working paper 
on Women in the Episcopate to aid discussion in preparation for Lambeth. 
The first part of the report quotes extensively from the replies sent to 
the Working Party by the Provinces. The following section treats five 
issues which the Working Party suggests any Province would need to have 
satisfied itself about before proceeding to consecrate a woman to the epis- 
copate. They are: 
-Is the ordination of women to the threefold order of minis- 
try a legitimate development of the theology and practice 
of ministry? 
-The episcopal ministry and its relationship to the communion 
or fellowship of the Church. 
-The process of decision making in the fellowship of the Ang- 
lican Communion. 
-The process of decision making when there is division in the 
universal Church. 
-The nature of the communion and unity we seek as a credible 
sign of the Kingdom in a divided world. 


Finally, the paper looks at the question of the autonomy and interdepen- 
dence of the Provinces as they relate to the matter of the consecration of 
women to the episcopate and also to process involving the Provinces and the 
articulation of the mind of the Communion through the Lambeth Conference 
lies a continuing process of reception by the Church. In this process what 
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is affirmed in words has to be embodied in the life of the Church if the 
reception is to be credible. 


That is a rather lengthy example of how the Primates' Meeting is able to 
provide collegial support for the individual Primates, provide advice and 
support for the Archbishop of Canterbury in his international role, act as 
a continuing sign of the communion of the Provincial Churches; provide a 
means of communication among Provinces; and respond directly to issues 
affecting both individual Provinces and the Communion as a whole. 


The fourth instrument for maintaining unity in diversity is the Anglican 
Consultative Council (ACC). The ACC grew out of a resolution of the 1968 
Lambeth Conference which said that "The Council is to enable Anglicans to 
fulfil their common inter-Anglican and ecumenical responsibilities in pro- 
moting the unity, renewal, and mission of Christ's Church." The first 
meeting of ACC was held in Limuru, Kenya, in 1971. Subsequent meeting have 
been held approximately every three years in Dublin, Ireland; Trinidad; 
London; Ontario; Newcastle, England; Badagry, Nigeria; and the seventh and 
most recent in the spring of this year in Singapore. The Council has made 
it clear over the years that its function is to consult, not to legislate; 
to advise, not direct. 


Each of the twenty-eight member churches chooses its own delegates and 
representation is based upon the size of the Church in that Province. The 
maximum number of delegates from each Province is three and the minimum 
mumber is one. When a Province is entitled to three delegates, they must 
be from each order -- bishop, priest, and lay person. Your delegates to 
Singapore were the Presiding Bishop, the Very Reverend Frederick Borsch and 
myself. In addition the Right Reverend James Ottley, President of Province 
IX, was a co-opted member and was an absolutely first-rate delegate. Also 
attending the meeting as press persons were Ruth Nicastro from this Diocese 
and the Reverend Charles Long of Forward Movement Publications, The Rever- 
end Steve Commins, a member of this Diocese, and the Reverend Charles Ce- 
saretti represented PECUSA as resource persons. 


Of the eighty members of the ACC, only seven are women, four of them elec- 
ted by their member churches -- Canada, Kenya, South Africa and the United 
States. Three others were appointed by the ACC as co-opted members. 


Upon my arrival in Singapore with SIN stamped firmly on my luggage indicat- 
ing, not my fall from grace, but the internationl designation of Changi 
Airport in Singapore, it began to feel like an international General Con- 
vention. Those same 100 persons who belong to PECUSA also belong to the 
worldwide Anglican Communion. I ran into many familiar faces from ACC-4 

which I had also attended. 


The worldwide grassroots networks which were brought into being by ACC 
were meeting immediately prior to the Council. They were the networks on 
Peace and Justice and on Family and Community. At the invitation of Charles 
Cesaretti, I sat in on the meeting of the Peace and Justice Network. The 
tragedies facing so many of our brothers and sisters in Christ throughout 
the world are almost overwhelming and shatters our complacency, yet we are 
inspired by their faith and hope. Here were some of the things we heard 
from members of the Peace and Justice Network. 
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The Sudan has been at war since 1983. The issues for .them are Islam, the 
Arabs, tribal slavery, famine, refugees from Uganda & Chad (about 1.5 mil- 
lion of them) and 3-4 million displaced persons from the War Zone. Scot- 
land is experiencing increasing alienation among its citizens, unemploy- 
ment, and prison violence. In the Middle East, the situation on the West 
Bank is worsening. The problems between the Christian Arabs and the Jews 
are escalating. Even as we were meeting, violence erupted in Sri Lanka. 
The arms race,increasing militarism and escalating debt have the potential 
to pull the First World and the Third World under. Apartheid, AIDS, 
Northern Ireland, pauperization of women, polygamy. The list is endless. 


Both networks grew out of ACC-6 and each presented resolutions to ACC-7 for 
action and referral to Lambeth. The Bishops' Wives meeting at the same 
time as Lambeth '88 will devote their first week to the consideration of 
the Family in the World. The second week will deal with Women in the 
Church and the third week deals with Women in the World. 


Days at the ACC meeting were extremely full. The work of the Council was 
distributed among four sections which correspond to the four sections which 
will be meeting at Lambeth: Mission and Ministry, Dogmatic and Pastoral, 
Ecumenical Relations, and Christianity and the Social Order. Each of the 
delegates was assigned to a section and met with that section throughout, 
just as the Bishops and ACC members will be assigned at Lambeth. 


The day began with the Eucharist at 7:15 each morning and a different na- 
tional church was responsible for the service each day. It gave one a real 
feeling of our unity in diversity as we worshipped together in different 
languages and customs. Much tea was served and consumed during morning and 
afternoon breaks, dinner was Chinese style served with chopsticks and then 
the sections met again in the evening. There were morning and afternoon 
sessions as well as most evenings. I can assure you it was not a frivolous 
group. 


So, the Anglican Consultative Council has provided a more representative 
forum of the membership of the Anglican churches even though lay membership 
is minimal. 


It has studied and discussed a wide range of issues affecting churches at 
the local level and has assisted them in sustaining Networks for continuing 
planning and initiative across the world. It has both assisted local 
churches to fulfil this mission and preserve their unity with ome another 
and it has served the Church by encouraging ecumenical relationships at all 
levels. 


These are the instruments that hold the Anglican family together although 
someone once responded when asked, "What binds the Anglican Communion to- 
gether?" "J. Wippell & Co." 


How are we, the Protestant Episcopal Church in the USA, as a part of that 
Communion, preparing for Lambeth? The Presiding Bishop has spent nearly 
two years listening to and talking with the people in the Church. Based on 
that listening process, eight mission imperatives have been developed for 
PECUSA. The Presiding Bishop has also been talking with and listening to 
members of the wider Church. Just this fall he has addressed the House of 
Bishops of Canada and the House of Bishops of the Church of England. This 
month he will travel to the Philippines and afterwards, at the invitation 
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of Bishop Ting, he will make an ecumenical visit to China. The February 
meeting of the Executive Council will be held in Guatemala after each of us 
on the Council has visited different Central American countries as Bishop 
Browning has said, "to share in their dreams of participation and self- 
determination in the mission in the region and to bring to our sisters and 
brothers in Latin America the love, affection and support of their partners 
in the Episcopal Church in the United States." It will be the first time 
the Episcopal Church has met outside the Continental United States. 


Then the march to Detroit and the 1988 General Convention begins in ear- 
nest. The theme for the Convention has been chosen; it is "With Water and 
the Holy Spirit: Making All Things New." The Presiding Bishop has express- 
ed the hope that the Convention will bring our Church to a new vision of 
mission called forth by our baptism, upholding a variety of ministries and 
a deepened commitment to unity. 


Let me share with you briefly the mission imperatives the Presiding Bishop 
is setting before the Church. 


1) To seek ways to inspire others by a ministry of servanthood. 

2) To invest the resources of this Church in developing educational 
programs to enable, enrich and empower the people of God for mission. 

3) To strengthen and affirm the partnership of the Episcopal Church 
within the Anglican Communion. In speaking to the House of Bishops the Pre- 
siding Bishop said "Too few Episcopalians understand or appreciate the fact 
that they are part of an historic worldwide communion. That blind spot of 
our identity has come to an end. The Archbishop of Canterbury has demon- 
strated that the Anglican Communion has the capacity and the resources to 
proclaim and serve God's kingdom throughout the world." 

4) To make communication a priority. At the most recent meeting of 
the House of Bishops, the Presiding Bishop challenged the bishops on their 
emphasis on internal diocesan communication and went on to ask, "where is 
the Gospel nourishment, where is the global vision of the Church, where is 
the news about the Anglican communion, where are the faith stories about 
missionaries, hard-working volunteers, where are the articles about reli- 
gious and social issues that will stretch the faith fabric of your 
parishioners?" 

5) To strive for justice and peace among all people and to respect the 
dignity of every human being. The Presiding Bishop has said that racism, 
sexism, elitism, classism are social heresies that violate our covenant 
with God, thereby making them theological heresies as well and the Church 
must be the first, not the last, to point out and protest such instances of 
injustice. 

6) To exercise total stewardship in response to the biblical teaching 
of the right use of God's creation. 

7) To support individuals and families in their struggles for whole- 
ness by knowing and loving the values of the Gospel. This means being con- 
cerned about the high incidence of divorce, child and spouse abuse, sexual 
exploitation, and to affirm those who live in alternate or extended fami- 
lies or communities. 

8) To commit this Church to the unity of the universal Church and of 
all God's people. 


The Task Force on Christian education, mandated by the last General Conven- 
tion says in its report that "we live in a world where there is moral am- 
biguity, individual and institutional confusion, social isolation and per- 
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vasive alienation, where economic and social injustice persist. We are 
challenged to respond with a vision born out of present realities and 
signed and marked by our baptismal covenant." 


At a recent pre-Lambeth Conference in Province III, Bishop Drexel Gomez of 
Barbados addressed the issues the Caribbean would like to see addressed by 
the Lambeth Conference. The most pressing for him was the issue of Angli- 
can plualism as he called it. Anything goes and theologians deal with the 
Church at a level which has little to do with the man and woman in the pew. 
It's been said Anglicans compromise too much. To which the answer is, 
"Well, yes and no." Too many Anglicans fail to own their story because 
they don't know what it is. According to Bishop Gomez, "We must stand for 
something or we fall for anything." 


Ted Koppel, anchor of the ABC-TV news program "Nightline" had this to say 
in an address to the graduating class at Duke University last May: 


"In the place of truth, we have discovered facts. For moral ab- 
solutes, we have substitued moral ambiguity. We mow communicate 
with everyone and say absolutely nothing. We have reconstructed 
the Tower of Babel, and it is a television antenna. Our society 
finds truth too strong a medicine to digest undiluted. In its 
purest form, truth is not a polite tap on the shoulder. It is a 
howling reproach. What Moses brought down from Mt. Sinai were 
not the Ten Suggestions. They are commandments. Are, not were! 
Simple and to the point: 'Thou shalt not steal’. Watch the Iran- 
Contra hearings and keep the Ninth Commandment in mind. ‘'Thou 
shalt not bear false witness'. There is harmony and inner peace 
to be found in following a moral compass that points in the same 
direction regardless of fashion or trend. There is hope that if 
we can only set our course according to humankind's finest as- 
pirations, we can achieve what we all want, and that we can have 
it without diminishing our neighbor's share." 


True, the problems seem overwhelming, the solutions are not readily at hand 
and we seem woefully inadequate for the task. But I suspect it has ever 
been thus. 


Recently, I received through the mail a gift, a book titled, Kiss Yourself 
and Hug the World: Keys to Authentic and Vital Living. The book, written by 
one of your own clergy and my friend, George Regas, held such a key for me 
as I sought for some positive note on which to conclude. The dust jacket 
says that the author believes we cannot fully enjoy the wonder and beauty 
and glory of the world unless we also open our hearts to the burden of pain 
which lies upon the world, and commit ourselves to lessening that pain. 
"The world might think it absurd," says George, "but Christians have a way 
of believing that if we give our lives away for the healing of the world, 
happiness and joy and fullness of life come along in the parentheses." 


My prayer for this Diocese as you embark on this new ministry with your 
soon-to-be-elected Bishop is that you will find in full measure the happi- 
ness and joy and fullness of life that comes from giving your lives for the 
healing of the world. As Christians we can do no less.

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REPORTS OF WORK 
(Received at Convention) 


The Standing Committee 


At the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-first Convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles on December 5th and 6th, 1986, the Reverend Canon 
Richard Van Horn and Jamesetta Hammons were elected to the Standing Commit- 
tee for four year terms. The Reverend Benjamin Pao was elected for a one 
year term. The organization of the Standing Committee of the Dio- cese of 
Los Angeles took place at its meeting on December 15th, 1986 at Diocesan 
House. The Reverend Warner R. Traynham was elected President. - Madge 
Miller was elected secretary. The Reverend Benjamin Pao and James- etta 
Hammons were elected as representatives to the Diocesan Council. The Rev- 
erend Canon Gethin Hughes was elected a representative to the Commis- sion 
on Ministry on the completion of the term of Eugene Frank. 


Twelve regular meetings and two special meetings were held. 


Consent for episcopal elections was granted to six dioceses and given for 
the consecration of four bishops. Consent was denied for one bishop-elect. 


The Committee recommended twelve persons to the bishop for postulancy for 
Holy Orders, certified thirteen persons for candidacy; nine for ordination 
to the diaconate and six for ordination to the priesthood. Two persons 
received from the priesthood of the Roman Catholic Church into the priest- 
hood of the Episcopal Church. One priest in the diocese was inhibited. 


Seven financial transactions were conducted with parishes, two for refi- 
nancing of loans, two for remodelling, two for providing rectories and one 
for the sale of land.

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Report on the Work of the Executive Council 


Thank you for the opportunity to speak to you about the Executive Council 
of the Episcopal Church. You read about the Council in the paper, hear by 
word of mouth what we are up to, but sometimes it is helpful to see that 
the council is composed of real people, just like you and me. 


This has been a busy year for this interim governing body of the Church. A 
new Presiding Bishop always brings new emphasis and new ideas to the Church 
and it is the council's job to find ways of putting those ideas into ac- 
tion. Bishop Browning spent his first year as Presiding Bishop in listen- 
ing to the Church. He did this in a number of ways, attending conferen- 
ces, talking to delegates, sharing his thoughts, listening to theirs and 
encouraging correspondence. In June and July of this year, he spent sev- 
eral days in conferences with people from around the Church, again sharing 
his ideas for program with them and asking them how they felt the Church 
could better fulfill its mission. From these conversations, he began to 
bring into being his vision which was presented to the Executive Council at 
our November meeting. In the meantime, the Council, with much prayer and 
discussion had developed eight goals or mission imperatives which we felt 
would give the Church direction during the next several years. If carried 
out throughout the Church these goals can electrify, nurture, evangel- 
ise, inspire and encourage all of us. I hope that you will study them care- 
fully and find ways to implement them in your congregations. You can read 
about them in the front page story of the Episcopal News this month. You 
will hear more about the vision and the goals over the next few years. The 
program of the National Church will be built on this foundation. 


Bishop Browning in his Vision Statement says, "The vision that lies before 
us is not static. It is dynamic. It is evershifting, it is even a little 
frightening. It is charged by the lightning and thunder of the prophets' 
voices... The vision is of the Incarnation, of all of us reaching out with 
Christ's compassionate hands to our brothers and sisters in need. The vis- 
ion is one of salvation fused with justice. The mission is in and of 
Christ." "The vision we are following is not new. And yet each time in 
history that God has called it forth, it is unique, and compelling in its 
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massive power to transform, to change and to supercharge...It is a vision 
that makes great demands of us, but it promises nothing less than every- 
thing". An exciting challenge! 


There were changes in Council membership during this year. Two of our 
members went to work for the Presiding Bishop on his staff and thus re- 
signed from Council, another was elected Bishop of Utah and one resigned 
for personal reasons. We elected new members from Rhode Island, Kansas, 
Minnesota and Alabama. While we elected from the whole church, we tried to 
be responsive to those Provinces which were underrepresentative on the 
Council. Our Province continues to have 7 members. 2 - Hawaii, 1 - Olyn- 
pia, 2 - Oregon, 1 - Nevada, and me from Los Angeles. 


Last year I told you that the Council moves from place to place around the 
country to hold its meetings. Each place is carefully picked in order that 
we may study some aspect of the Church's mission. This year in February we 
went to Raleigh, North Carolina where we met on the campus of St. Augus- 
tine's, a black Episcopal college. We heard reports from all three of the 
black colleges and saw at first hand the work that is being done to develop 
and train leadership among those who might otherwise be unable to attend 
any college. In June we also journeyed to Cleveland in order to meet in 
the so called “rust belt". We journeyed up the river to see the closed 
plants, the rusting equipment. We heard from diocesan representatives 
about ways in which the Episcopal Church is helping with soup kitchents, 
with advocacy programs, and job placement. They also supply Christian 
fellowship and community for those who are out of work. Our November meet- 
ing was in Princeton and we heard about college work in the Diocese of New 
Jersey. 


We learn about our Church by travelling around, but just as important, the 
Church learns about us. In the words of Dr. Robinson, the President of St. 
Augustine's, when asked if he thought our visit was important to the col- 
lege, he stated "We learned that the Presiding Bishop hurts when he's 
pinched and bleeds when he's cut". He went on-to say that they had dis- 
covered that instead of being a highly structured infrastructure, the coun- 
cil is composed of real human beings who listen and pray and then act. I 
repeat, just like you and me. 


This coming February, we will travel to Central America for our meeting. 
Before we convene in Guatemala, we will be visiting 9th Province dioceses, 
in twos and threes. We will be discussing ways in which we might help with 
the work toward autonomy in the 9th Province and of course sharing the 
problems and joys of our brothers and sisters of the Caribbean and Central 
America. In May we are meeting in Rapid City, SD and as you might guess 
will be discussing ways in which the Church might better serve our Native 
American members and congregations. We will spend one day on the reserva- 
tion in dialogue with Indian leaders and clergy. 


Each time we meet, we receive reports from committees, commissions and 
interim bodies. In November we heard from the Task Force on Christian 
Education, from the Board of Theological Education and from the Task Force 
appointed to look at our relationship with the National Council of Churches 
and the World Council of Churches. All of these are interim reports and 
will be rewritten and brought’to the attention of General Convention 
through the so called "blue book" which is sent to each deputy for study 
before July. 
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In November also, we approved the budget for 1988 of $36,330,780 and the 
tentative budget which will go to the Program Budget and Finance Committee 
of General Convention where it will be refined and presented to the Con- 
vention in July, 1988 in Detroit. May I say how grateful I am that the 
Diocese of Los Angeles is responding and giving to our fair share of the 
National Church budget by pay our assessment in full. I have great pride 
in our diocese that we are fulfilling our resolution of two years ago. 


At our last meeting, we received the final report from the committee ap- 
pointed by the Presiding Bishop to consider moving the headquarters out of 
New York. This committee reviewed survey materials and data collected and 
their recommendation was that the headquarters remain in New York City. 
Their reasons were simple and to the point. After careful consideration, 
they believe that the focus and energy of the Presiding Bishop and staff 
needs to be on the vision of mission, on new working relationships and on 
service to the life of the whole Church. Energy expended to move and start 
up again would dilute the focus of the Church and make the job of the Pre- 
siding Bishop and staff extremely difficult. Council accepted that recom- 
mendation. : 


This is my last report to you as a member of Executive Council. My term of 
office ends at the end of General Convention next year. These past 5 years 
have been exciting and energizing, occasionally exhausting but al-ways 
interesting. I want to conclude by encouraging members of this Con-vention 
to participate full in National Church affairs. Some of our mem-bers are 
on national committees, but a great diocese such as ours must find ways of 
‘being better represented. 


Last year I concluded my report by outlining the process by which Execu- 
tive Council members are elected. As an encouragement to you, I repeat it 
today: Parish elects representatives to Diocesan Convention -- Diocesan 
Convention elects deputies to General Convention -- General Convention 
elects 1/2 of the Executive Council -- Deputies also elect Provincial Rep- 
resentatives to Executive Council who make up the other 1/2. Each General 
Convention elects 2 Bishops, 2 Clergy members and 6 lay people and each 
Province elects 2 members either clergy or lay persons depending on their 
own Charter. 


I ask you to look at your ministry, your talents and your gifts. Offer 
them to our Lord to be used in your parish, your region, in the diocese and 
in the National Church. Fill out the volunteer sheets in your packets. 
Become known to one another. Accept appointments and nominations. You 
will like it and your parish, the diocese and the National Church cannot 
help but profit from your participation.

ON EVANGELISM AND RENEWAL 
The Program Group serves two functions in seeking to connect regional evan- 


gelism-renewal groups with resources of the diocese and of providing train- 
ing opportunities of a scope not easily done within a single region. 
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Representatives from each region meet regularly with the diocesan program 
group to respond to concerns arising from the regions (the first func- 
tion.) Typical of the second function is a three-day workshop conference 
planned for April 1988: Two identical workshops on the Christian Iniation 
of adults (the catechumenate or the formation of new Christians); and a 
single workshop on "congregational growth through evangelization." 


A team of eight consultants has been trained in a ten-day laboratory set- 
ting and are now working as an arm of the program group with six congrega- 
tions to help the latter "customize" their efforts in evangelism and re- 
newal which best responds to the particular gifts of those congregations. 
The relationship of congregation and consultation team (two or three- per- 
sons) is normally from six to twelve months. As the requests from congre- 
gations increase, the group of consultants needs to grow and commitments 
have already been made to increase to a total of eleven the number of con- 
sultants in the autumn of 1987.

The Neighborhood Youth Association, founded by the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
is a community-based agency which has been working with high-risk youth and 
their families since 1906. Through the years the agency's purpose has 
continued to be outreach to that population that feels most alienated. 
Today NYA works with troubled youth from low income minority communities 
and deals with the most pressing community concerns such as: drug abust, 
gang violence, delinquency, child abuse and educational and employment 
problems. 


NYA provides services in two major areas of Los Angeles County. In the 
Harbor area NYA staff work in Wilmington, Carson, Harbor City, San Pedro 
and Lomita. In the West area NYA services reach into the Venice, Mar Vis- 
ta, Culver City, Santa Monica, and West Los Angeles communities. 


NYA clients experience many serious problems with school achievements, 
attendancve or behavior, and often frop-out or fail. Most have been ar- 
rested or had other negative contacts with law enforcement. They come from 
families with multiple problems, including lack of parental control or lack 
of interest in their welfare. Older youth find that they cannot obtain 
employment or can only get the most menial jobs. 


These young people are referred to NYA through the courts, probation, 
schools, police, parents, other agencies as well as word of mouth through 
friends who have been helped by the agency. NYA staff are also skilled in 
outreach, that is, actually going to the neighborhoods or schools to make 
direct contact with reluctant clients. 


In carrying out the agency's purpose, there are three major areas which 
serve as the basis for all NYA programs, projects and activities. These 
goals are: 1)Services to hard-to-reach youth - These young people whose 
behavior is often characterized by aggressive, hostile acts and who often 
find themselves at odds with the major institutions in their lives: the 
schools, law enforcement and the community-at-large; 2) Advocacy - The 
agency speaks on behalf of the young people who are its clients in order to 
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represent their views and needs to three important groups: the juvenile 
justice system, the educational system, and the field of employment; 3) 
Community involvement - The community directly influences the content and 
methods of NYA programs, as well as gaining knowledge and skills through 
its involvement with the agency. Not only does NYA hire and train commun- 
ity workers, it also helps the community gain the ability to make its needs 
known to and have influence on other institutions which serve it (such as 
schools). 


NYA's programs include the Adolescent/Senior Citizen Program, Computer- 
Tutorial Project, The Children's Clubhouse, the Neighborhood Ayudantes 
Project and Survival Skills in the 80's. These programs, together with the 
agency's on-going services (which include individual, group and family 
counseling, educational services, and job readiness training and employ- 
ment opportunities) have made a sizable impact on the youth in the commun- 
ities we serve. 


The NYA is funded under the Drug Program Plan of the County of Los Ange- 
les, caring individuals, foundations, eorporations, the United Way and the 
Episcopal Diocese of Los Angeles. 


In addition, NYA is the recipient of Birthday Thank Offerings contributed 
by parishes throughout the Diocese. The Birthday Thank Offering Program is 
an important part of NYA's funding base. Our thanks to all of you in the 
Diocese for 81 years of support.

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THE PRESIDING BISHOP'S FUND FOR WORLD RELIEF 


We are delighted to have at this Convention the Acting Director of the 
Fund, Mrs. Bobbie Bevill, so to assure her ample time for her presentation 
I shall keep my report very brief. 


As Diocesan Representative of the Fund, I am delighted to share with you 
the glorious good news. You did it again. As of November 3lst our Dio- 
cese had given $161,307, the largest amount contributed by any Diocese of 
the Episcopal Church. Dr. David Crean, Assistant for Network Development, 
expects the final amount to be nearly $200,000. 


You also made it possible for the Eighth Province to achieve the highest 
per capita level of giving. 


It should be noted that the Diocese of Los Angeles has in the past seven 
years contributed well over a million dollars to the Fund to meet human 
need here and throughout the world. We have in that same period received 
$271,215 from the Fund for worthy projects in our Diocese such as_ refugee 
programs for people from Asia and Central America, funds to care for the 
hungry and homeless, to train clergy from Africa and to minister to the 
victims of AIDS -- to mention but a few. The amount received was the lar- 
gest given to any Diocese. 


The outstanding record of caring and sharing on the part of the people of 
our Diocese demonstrates that when Episcopalians are fully aware of criti- 
cal needs of their brothers and sisters here and throughout the world they

are willing to give generously and sacrificially to "feeding the hungry 
and clothing the naked" in Christ's name. 


I want to express my heartfelt appreciation to the clergy who have given 
support and leadership in presenting the work of the Fund to their congre- 
gations and also to all the people who contributed with such great love and 
concern. You have blessed many by your gifts; you have also received great 
blessing through your giving. 


I should like to express my grateful appreciation to the Reverend Canon 
Samir J. Habiby, D.D., a member of our Diocese, who served for the last ten 
years as national Director for the Fund. It was during this period that 
the Fund had phenomenal growth not only in our Diocese but throughout the 
Church, and new programs of outreach were initiated. 


As we look forward to 1988 we can and we must not only continue our level 
of giving but increase it substantially to meet critical needs here and 
throughout the world. One such area is Ethiopia where over 600,000 men, 
women and children fact starvation due to another drought. 


My hope and my prayer for the coming year is that every congregation and 
every member of our Diocese will join hands in supporting the Presiding 
Bishop's Fund for World Relief.

VENTURE IN MISSION 


The challenge to the Diocese of Los Angeles to undertake a dramatic ad- 
vance in our mission effort continues to provide substantial resources for 
ministry five years after it was inaugurated. 82% ($4,144,931) of the in- 
come from pledges and accrued interest totalling $5,047,177 has been put to 
work or is allocated. The Venture in Mission Cabinet meets five times 
during the year to monitor current projects and authorize new programs 
which conform to the casebook adopted in 1981. 


Although the pledge period officially ended at Pentecost 1985 funds con- 
tinue to be received. Already in 1987, $19,000 has come in from those who 
got a late start and from some who believed in the work of Venture in Mis- 
sion, had developed a good habit and did not want to quit. Interest earned 
($861,380) from invested funds awaiting program development has added sub- 
stantially to the ministry for Christ enabled by our Venture in Mission. 


The Cabinet has kept the diocese informed of new projects as they are ap- 
proved through the Episcopal News and short notices attached to quarterly 
statements. It was happy to report in October that nearly $25,000 is 
available for grants from the Opportunity Fund. An unallocated balance of 
$82,000 remains in the Revolving Development Fund. 


During 1987 word was received from the World Mission Department at the 
Episcopal Church Center commending development plans prepared by overseas 
dioceses designated in our casebook. The Cabinet released the remaining 
$14,000 for evangelism programs in Uganda and the $217,800 held for the two 
dioceses in the mountain provinces of the northern Philippines. The Dio- 
ceses of the Northern Philippines and of Northern Luzon have agreed to 
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divide the funds for use in renovating existing churches, schools and other 
structures, and to construct new buildings; to recruit and train clergy; 
and for wide-spread evangelism programs. 


A small portion of funds designated for overseas jurisdictions had been 
assigned to the five-year companion relationship between the Dioceses of 
Los Angeles and Hong Kong/Macao. Although that partnership was completed 
early in 1986, nearly $30,000 remained in this account. Since financial 
sharing was never part of the companion relationship with Hong Kong/Macao, 
the Cabinet voted to allocate the remaining funds for the Korean Diocese of 
Taejon as a "fitting and timely gift" to that diocese whose new bishop, the 
Right Reverend Paul Yoon, had served Los Angeles five years as Vicar of 
Annunciation Mission, Anaheim. 


Loans have been authorized by the Cabinet during 1987 through the Revol-ing 
Development Fund. St. Aidan's, Malibu received $25,000 for parish hall 
repair and renovation; St. Thomas', Hacienda Heights was loaned $50,000 for 
parish hall construction; and St. Francis', San Bernardino was offered 
$6,000 for the refurbishment and installation of an organ to im-prove the 
musical quality of worship. 


The Opportunity Fund Grant Committee has been active throughout the year 
monitoring grants and evaluating the viability of new ones. Upon approval 
from the Cabinet grants have been made to Casa Rusack for Hispanic Lay 
Leader training (16,500/3 years); St. Martin's, Compton after school tu- 
torial program ($35,000/3 years); Redeemer, Garden Grove for printer's 
training among Vietnamese ($25,000/1 year); St. James', Los Angeles Caring 
Hand Jubilee Center ($12,500/1 year); Messiah, Santa Ana for community or- 
ganizing in an ecumenical cluster ministry ($10,000/1 year); the Episcopal 
Housing Corporation to inaugurate management services to church related 
housing projects ($19,041/6 months); and the Diocesan AIDS Commission for 
AIDS ministries ($10,000/6 months). 


Substantial ministry has been undertaken in and beyond the Diocese of Los 
Angeles because of sacrifical gifts from Episcopalians. Over five thou- 
sand individual pledges and numerous parish and group pledges have sub- 
scribed the work. Our Venture in Mission continues as long as there is 
water in the well.

1988 MISSION SHARE FUND PROGRAM AND BUDGET 
FOR THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 


Eighty-one thousand Episcopalians assembled round our bishop make the 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles. Our diocese is vast in 
miles and diverse in cultures and languages. We are a microcosm of the 
world God has created. 


Episcopalians are known by the name of their local congregation 
mostly, be it parish, mission or preaching station. Each has its own 
distinctive character and specialized ministry. Yet, we share one 
mission. 


The Great Commission of our Lord Jesus Christ to "Go...make disciples 
++. baptize...teach...observe" is a mighty undertaking. Some of the work 
we do best at the level of the local church. But to do tasks that are in 
a larger field of service we engage the resources of our combined chuches 
through the program and budget of the diocese. 


The diocesan ministry has a five-fold purpose: 
-To assure the apostolic witness in word and sacrament. 
-To provide education in the faith and training for ministry. 
-To practice faithful stewardship of persons and 
of physical and corporate structures. 
-To serve the Church and society. 
-To pr¢vide administration which strengthens the links of our 
corporate life. 


In the diocesan budget for 1988 Diocesan Council sets forth a program 
reflecting the priorities of the five regions of the diocese in 1986. The 
line item budget is summarized in the form of the five-fold purpose in the 
following manner: 


-Apostolic Witness A*’ $~ 81,031 ( 3.0%) 
-Education and Training B 305, 232 (11.2%) 
-Stewardship of Persons c 173, 444 ( 6.3%) 
+-. of Structures D 156, 843 ( 5.8%) 

-Service to the Church and the World E 1,550, 839 (57.1%) 
-Administration F __ 450, 589 (16.6%) 
TOTAL $2,717,978 (100. 0%) 

APOSTOLIC WITNESS (A) $81,031 ( 3.0%) 


Gospel preaching is the Church’s commission. God’s grace is mediated-- 
through the sacraments of water, bread and wine, and the incarnated and 
spoken word--to build up the Church for ministry to the world. Our 
bishops are chief priests and pastors to clergy and laity in 153 parishes, 
missions and 13 institutions. They are on the road regularly, covering 
the 34,000 square miles of this diocese to celebrate the sacraments of our 
redemption. The advancement of the Church into new or fast growing 
communities is assisted by an archdeacon and the Program Group on Mission 


Congregations who currently guide 43 missions. Other staff members help 
extend the episcopal presence and ministry throughout our far flung 
diocese. 


EDUCATION AND TRAINING (B) $305, 232 (11.2%) 

Identifying and developing one’s spiritual gifts for the glory of God 
and the building up of the Church is each Christian’s task. Our bishops 
are vigilant to encourage, every opportunity that will serve the Gospel 
purpose. At the diocesan level, resources are provided for curricula 
planning and training. Workshops are developed for training children and 
adults, lay readers and eucharistic ministers, vestries and regional 
leaders. The Missioner for Education and Leadership Training is a primary 
throughout the diocese. A video consultant is available to congregations. 
Campus ministry at UCLA and USC (full time), UCI and UCSB (part time), and 
parish based programs at other institutions of higher learning broaden our 
commitment to provide an environment for evangelism, spiritual nurture and 
ecumenical cooperation. To have personal experience and knowledge of the 
faith builds the confidence to share it with others. 


STEWARDSHIP OF PERSONS (C) $173,444 ( 6.3%) 

.-..OF STRUCTURES (buildings & organizations) (D) $156, 843 (5.8%) 

The people of God and the world they inhabit are basic elements of 

stewardship. Human beings themselves, their personal resources, and the 
structures for worship, fellowship and service must receive careful 
attention if they are to fulfill their potential in communicating the 
Gospel message. The diocese has an important place in recruiting and 
educating candidates for the ministry; in assisting congregations in 
evaluating the need for ordained clergy; and in serving churches in the 
regular task of planning and developing program and supporting buildings 
essential to their work. Staff persons assist the bishops providing 
support for seminarians, pastoral care and continued training for the 
clergy, and assistance for congregations in the search process. Program 
groups and commissions play an essential part in program development. 
Regional councils and sub-clusters of clergy and churches strengthen the 
ministry of every member and group. 


SERVICE TO THE CHURCH AND THE WORLD (E) $1,550, 839 (57.1%) 

Every church exists to serve others. The diocese acts as a primary 
channel for funds to support the large and diverse ministries of the 
Episcopal Church nationally and worldwide, making this item the largest 
portion of our budget. (A capsule form of the National Church budget is 
outlined in Part VI). 


Our bishops and diocesan representatives perform a vital network 
function as they serve on numerous and varied Episcopal, ecumenical, 
inter-religious, and social service boards. The Communications Office 
updates the diocese regularly on these. : 


The second largest budget portion is dedicated to the establishment 
and strengthening of mission congregations in the diocese. Currently 43 
missions serve a variety of environments: eight non-Anglo (six Asian, two 
Latino), 10 small rural churches in desert or mountain settings, 12 sub- 
urban, six urban, one college chapel, and six ministries among Asians, 
American Indians, blacks, Latinos and transitional communities. Fourteen 


to 
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are self-supporting, 28 receive grants from the diocesan budget, eight 
receive grants from other sources. The costs of relocating vicars and 
providing worker’s compensation and health insurance premiums for retired 
vicars are included. 


‘Specialized ministries are undertaken among the ethnic minorities we 
serve. Substantial work proceeds among the Korean, Japanese, Chinese, 
Vietnamese, and Filipino cultures in the region. Funds are provided for 
the Hispanic Missioner and program to continue the five year plan for 
Hispanic Ministry adopted by the diocese in 1983. New work is underway 
among the black and Native American Indian groups. Immigration is one 
source of new persons in our region, the constant wave of refugees is 
another. The budget provides basic administrative support for the work of 
the Resettlement Commission. 


Small parishes have special needs, often due to aging buildings and 
reduced congregations caused by population movements. These parishes can 
receive grants from a block of funds administered by a coalition of their 
own representives. 


Ministry of and to youth has.blossomed in recent years through the 
efforts of the Program Group on Youth and the Coordinator for Youth 
Ministries. Specialized workshops for youth and leaders, regional and 
summer service projects have expanded this vital sector of diocesan life. 


Ecumenical dialogues advance the quest for unity among Christian 
Churches. Dialogues with other religious bodies locally and nationally 
are undertaken in search of common bonds that strengthen the human spirit 
and serve many human needs and the environment in which they are found. 


Program-sroups and commissions whose varied tasks are indicated in 
their titles (in the line budget) assist every level of diocesan life. 
Beyond basic housekeeping funds, program funds are available from a pool 
of monies with agreement of others in the pool. 


Diocesan institutions, many established in the early 1900s, represent 
a long standing commitment to human service. Among our institutions are 
the Bishop Gooden Home (alcoholic recovery), the Episcopal Home 
(residential and nursing care of the aging), Hillsides (residential 
treatment for battered and abused chiildren), Hospital of the Good 
Samaritan, Neighborhood Youth Association (working with westside and 
harbor area youth), St. Barnabas Senior Center (social work agency serving 
the aging), Seamen’s Church Institute (serving seafarers at the Port of 
Los Angeles). A small budget grant is provided for allocation by the 
institutions. 


Commitment to servant ministry in the diocese and beyond is our chief 
aim. Fulfilling that task is both demanding and rewarding. 


ADMINISTRATION (F) $450,589 (16.6%) 

Careful management is required to sustain the complex and 
interdependent work of the diocese. The Missioner for Administration and 
the Comptroller serve to ensure the smooth operation and maintenance of 
Diocesan House and the seven-member support staff that assists each and 
every committee, commission, and activity of our corporate life. 
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Part II 
A RATIONALE FOR THE PLEDGE SYSTEM 


The program and budget of the Diocese of Los Angeles is funded largely 
(approximately 91%) by pledges from our parishes and missions to the 
Mission Share Fund. Guidelines are set by Diocesan Convention as a means 
for each congregation to accept a fair and equitable share of the budget 
burden. The Program Group on Stewardship and Finance is authorized to 
negotiate individual pledges according to the guidelines. 


The guidelines adopted and amended by subsequent conventions are based 
on four principles: 
1. Economy of size - The proportional share committed to clergy 
compensation and basic overhead is greater for congregations 
generating less income than those with more income. Churches with 
greater revenue can commit a larger proportion of their money for the 
extension of ministry beyond the parish. 
2. A graduated scale - Parochial income for general purposes is the 
basis of the guidelines. A percentage pledge for each income bracket 
is the norm set by convention. The scale is 10% for small parishes to 
20% for the largest. Congregations are expected to pledge a proportion 
of general operating income for the larger ministry of the church. 
3. Flexibility - Local circumstances require flexibility in applying 
the guidelines. Adjustments are made for major debt payments and 
other special considerations negotiated with the program group. 
4. Indexing - Inflation diminishes the value of increased parish 
income. Indexing, approved in 1986, removed the bracket creep which 
penalized growing churches. Program development does not advance with 
income growth which is solely a function of inflation. 


The Program Group on Stewardship and Finance begins planning vith 
vestries each May. A preliminary notice is sent to parishes to determine 
the accuracy of figures for budget planning. By September 30, each vestry 
is asked to make a pledge according to a percentage of its adjusted budget 
income reported for the previous year. The pledges form the base for the 
diocesan program and budget. 


Listed below are the indexed adjusted income brackets for 1988 parish 
pledges. At the right is the pledge percentage norma. Convention directs 
the bracket norm become the parish norm by 1990.

Pledges from mission churches are determined by the Program Group on 
Mission Congregations at 10% of the plate and pledge income for the coming 
year.

EXTRA-BUDGETARY SOURCES OF MONEY FOR MINISTRY 
IX THE DIOCESE OF LOS AXGELES 


The witness for Christ through the Episcopal Church in the Diocese of 
Los Angeles i# expressed largely through local congregations. In 1986 our 
parishes and missions (146) reported combined income for general purposes 
of $19,889,328. Contributions to the diocesan program and budget fros 
these churches totaled $1,927,188 or 9.7% of net disposable budget income. 


The diocesan budget supports those programs determined by Convention 
to. be essential to our life as a diocese. At the parochial level more 
ministry evolves to meet specific local needs and ia generally funded by 
a congregation’s budget. Some programs can receive funding from sonies 
set aside for new initiatives by foundations and other grant agencies. 
Venture in Mission and Cathedral Corporation grants are two sources of 
funds for new initiatives. 


Since 1983 Venture in Mission funds have supported programs to extend 
the mission of the Church in the diocese, Projects which have been funded 
and are still monitored by the VIM Cabinet and committees are listed in 
casebook categories and grouped in the following chart in the diocesan 
budget ministry areas.

THE NATIONAL CHURCH BUDGET - 1987 
A Brief Description of the Wider Episcopal Church Program 


Every Episcopalian is linked to a wide field of ministry through 
support of the local congregation. Some funds (a national average of 13% 
from each church) are sent to the diocese to support its work. A portion 
of those monies (30% of our Mission Share Fund income) is pledged to the 
National Church for the support of a broad network of ministries. The 
basis for the assessment on dioceses is four percent of the combined 
general purpose income of all congregations in the diocese. 


Seventy-two percent (72%) of the funds received at the National Church 
level are dedicated to ministry development and support. Specifically, 
38% of the Church budget is allocated for World Mission; 22% supports 
National Mission; and 12% is channeled into Education for Mission and 
Ministry. The remaining 28% provides for the work of the Presiding Bishop 
and the infrastructure of church life. 


THE NATIONAL CHURCH BUDGET IN BRIEF 


Offices of the Presiding Bishop 
& Senior Executive for Mission Operations 

The Presiding Bishop is the chief public symbol and administrator of 
the varied programs of the Episcopal Church. In addition to the American 
Church he has inter-Anglican responsibilities. His immediate staff help 
coordinate an extraordinary workload as the Presiding Bishop seeks to be 
responsive to needs and concerns of the Church. 


World Mission in Church and Society 

The largest portion of the budget--more than a third of the national 
income--is spent to strengthen and support the mission of the Church 
outside the United States. Nineteen overseas dioceses and jurisdictions, 
including those in Latin America, receive support. Through partnership 
arrangements 20 regional provinces and councils of the Anglican Communion 
are supported, as well as Anglican missionaries on every continent. 


Episcopal Church appointed missionaries and volunteers are recruited, 
trained and supported. Leaders in developing countries are trained in the 
best use of resources. Partnership with ecumenical agencies is maintained, 
including base support only of the World Council and National Council of 
Churches. Staff support of the United Thank Offering is provided. 


National Migsion in Church and Society 

The National Mission budget supports a host of programs that reach out 
to people in cities and in rural areas, people with special needs, ethnic 
minorities, the homeless and the hungry, and programs that keep us 
informed about important public issues and policies. 


The Episcopal Church fosters congregational development, leadership 
training, and recruitment for the ordained ministry among blacks, Hispan- 
ics, American Indians, Alaskan Natives, and Asiamerican and Pacific Island 
peoples. Financial aid is provided for the Navajoland Area Mission. 
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National Mission supports agencies ministering to the elderly, the 
handicapped, and low-income families. It provides administrative support 
for the Appalachian Peoples Service Organization (APSO), and seed-money 
grants through the Coalition for Human Needs and the Jubilee Ministry 
program. The Washington Office of the Church monitors legislation on 
issues of concern, and keeps in close contact with Episcopalians in 
Congress and other parts of government. 


Education for Mission and Ministry 

The Education unit works with provinces, dioceses and congregations to 
equip Episcopalians for ministry, producing study materials, training 
workshops and other resources for working with children, youth, and 
adults. It prepares programs in evangelisa, church grovth and 
congregational development. It coordinates ministry in higher education 
and provides major funding for three Episcopal predominately black 
colleges. Assistance is given for seminaries, church deployment and the 
Standing Liturgical Commission. 


Presiding Bishop’s Suffragan for Chaplaincies 

The Suffragan Bishop’s office coordinates a ministry of pastoral care 
to military personnel and their families throughout the world, and to 
those in Veterans Administration hospitals and federal penitentiaries. 
Support, training, and materials are provided for 125 full time and 350 
part time chaplains. 


Comaunications 

, Effective communication helps church members talk to and with each 
other in the midst of their work. We must also talk with Christians from 
other traditions and to the secular world. Communication gives shape to 
the program and message of the Church through print, radio and TV media, 
videotapes and other audio-visuals. 


Stewardship 

Stewardship has been described by our General Convention as the main 
work of the Church. Without responsible stewardship, effective mission is 
not possible. We are called to acknowledge God as the source of all ve 
have. Our sharing of time, talent and treasure helps mission and ministry 
happen. The national Stewardship Office provides practical materials and 
training workshops to encourage tithing, and advance annual and planned 
giving programs. 


Finance; 
Administration 

Sound financial policies and careful management are crucial if the 
human and monetary resources of the Church are to be used to their 
fullest. The staff manage the legal and financial affairs of the Church 
and provide special training in overseas dioceses. The staff are 
responsible for the day-to-day running of the Episcopal Church Center. 


Reserves and Contingencies 

Good fiscal management includes provision for unforeseen needs and 
opportunities. The budget provides money for new mission work, conting- 
encies, and funds for the 1988 General Convention and Lambeth Conference.

PROGRAM GROUPS OF DIOCESAN COUNCIL 


(Canon XIX, Sec. 19.06 - 19.11) 


On Camping 


The use of Camp Stevens Conference Center has expanded considerably in 
the past year with the addition of the Edward Blum Conference Building. 
The new facility accommodates 48 persons in eight bedrooms with adjacent 
spacious, tiled shower rooms. Upstairs, there is confortable meeting 
space for a group of 200 or up to four small groups meeting simultaneous- 
ive The colorful stained glass windows by James Hubbell in the entry- 
way/solarium are a spectacular counterpart to the natural beauty of the 
surrounding forest. 


The new Blum building has provided a perfect home for our Elder Adven- 
tures programs: Each session, 16-24 retired persons are housed there, 
two or three per room, Sunday through Thursday. Each morning, they 
attend workshops or seminars in the meeting rooms upstairs on such topics 
as "Understanding Your Dreams", "Finding Time for God", “Exploring the 
Church Year", "Faith Among Faiths" and "Exploring the Future”. After- 
noons are filled with walks in the woods, swimming, crafts and excursions 
to nearby points of interest such as the historic 'gold town' of Julian, 
the sculpture/home of artist James Hubbell, Menghini winery, Anza-Borrego 
Desert and Cuyamaca Rancho State Parks and local orchards for apple 
picking. Evening programs and singing and dancing are offered around the 
fireplaces in the Blum building and delicious meals featuring homemade 
breads are served in the dining room nearby. 


"Friends of Camp Stevens", a new support group, was formed this year to 
begin raising funds for the renovation of the older facilities at Camp 
Stevens and for the inception of new programs. The initial response to 
this has been very favorable and we are hoping to launch a major fund- 
raising drive in the near future. 


This year also saw the beginning of a new sabbatical leaves program for 
the professional staff. Camp Stevens is fortunate to have had its 
director and two associate directors serving for 12-15 years each. They 
have been granted five-month sabbatical leaves for refreshment and 
enrichment. Food Service Manager David Morse has been impressing groups 
with his newly polished culinary skills since his return in March and IL 
have begun a new Episcopal/Anglican pacific basin exchange network as a 
result of my leave, April-August. John Horton will be working with the 
Outward Bound School during his leave this fall and winter. 


Our Summer Adventures sessions for children 8-16 and Outdoor Education 
programs for parish day schools continue to be filled to capacity and all 
available weekends are booked for parish conferences and retreats.

ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION AND LEADERSHIP TRAINING 


The Program Group has met regularly during the past year, generally on 
the fourth Thursday of each month. For the first several months of this 
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period, we continued to meet at the parishes of our members; however, 
recently our meetings have returned to Diocesan House, which is more 
centrally located. 


Our major continuing project is the production of a series of video tapes 
based on the Prayer Book Catechism. Funding for this project has come 
from Venture in Mission, and the tapes are being produced for the Program 
Group by Cathedral Films. Following a number of delays, the present 
expectation is that the first two tapes (on American Church History) will 
be issued in October of 1987, with others to follow at regular intervals 
thereafter. Additional funding is being sought from the national Church 
to ensure the creation of the entire series as proposed, with the kind of 
quality for which the Program Group members have hoped and for which 
Cathedral Films is well known. 


A planning day at Church of the Angels in Pasadena in March, followed by 
work at two regularly Program Group meetings, resulted in the adoption of 
several statements of policy on educational philosophy, the availability 
and approach of consultants to parishes, curriculum selection, and the 
issues surrounding Confirmation. These policies were presented to 
Diocesan Council in May, and it is anticipated that they will be placed 
in the packets of delegates to Diocesan Convention in December, to assure 
their widespread dissemination throughout the Diocese. 


Individual members of CELT have continued to work as consultants to 
congregations during this period, assisting in teacher training, develop- 
ment of parish educational goals and policies, etc. One member of the 
group - Mary Robinson from Trinity Church, Orange - attended a national 
Christian educators conference in Estes Park, Colorado, during Easter 
Week, and she reported enthusiastically to the total group on her exper- 
ience and learnings. The Chairman of CELT and the Missioner for Christ- 
ian Education and Leadership Training attended a symposium in late April 
sponsored by Educators and Trainers for Ministry (ETM). This event, held 
at a Jesuit retreat house in Los Altos, featured presentations by Matthew 
Fox, the well-known Roman Catholic advocate of Creation Spirituality, and 
Brian Swimme, a physicist who works with Fr. Fox. 


We are grateful for the support of many members of our Diocese in our 
efforts in the important ministries of education and training. In 
particular we thank Bishop Garver and Elizabeth High, the Missioner for 
CELT, for their strong support and deep concern, which have been such a 
source of help and strength to us in our endeavors. We are also more 
than grateful for the presence among us of the Diocesan Youth Officer, 
Marge Devine, who has recently been appointed Staff Liaison.

The development and distribution of a special letter, along with an 
advertising sales brochure and rate card, to all parishes asking their 
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cooperation in securing ads for the EPISCOPAL NEWS. This was part of a 
campaign to increase revenue to enable the NEWS to expand from the 
restrictive eight issues this year to give the Diocese the fullest 
coverage of the election and installation of a new bishop in 1988. 


An ongoing campaign to keep the media, and the general Southern Cali- 
fornia public, uptodate on the process of the selecting of a new bishop. 
This was done by a series of news releases and personal contact, on the 
part of the staff, with the media. 


The continuation of the diocesan video program both in servicing the 
parishes and the production of several new tapes. The new programs 
included two which have had national use -- one on training for Lay 
Eucharistic Ministers and one on the Work/Economics/Religion conference 
held in Los Angeles. The Diocesan Video Catalog was updated and sent to 
every church. 


The expansion of the project whereby Program Group members are acting as 
PR consultants to some of the institutions of the Diocese. 


Pursuing the plan to have, and soon, a functioning Program Group on 
Communications in every region with a member from each regional group 
serving as liaison to the Diocesan Communications group. 


The Program Group and staff continued to work together closely throughout 
the year. Program Group members are always available to staff for 
counsel, guidance and even physical assistance -- both on a volunteer and 
requested basis.

The Program Group has spent much of its energy on the establishment and 
development of parish-based campus ministries. Full-time chaplains at 
UCLA and USC and part-time chaplains at UC Irvine and UC Santa Barbara 
have made themselves resource persons to other campuses. Four chaplains 
have been appointed by Bishop Garver in the 1986-87 academic year to new 
or continuing ministries: The Rev. Martha Siegel at California State 
University, Long Beach, the Rev. Gene Wallace at UC Riverside, the Rev. 
David Caffrey at California State University, San Bernardino, and the 
Rev. John Edwards at Occidental College. 
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A diocesan conference, "The Local Parish and University: A Partnership 
in Ministry," was hosted by the Rev. Eric Law at USC. The conference 
explored ways in which parishes and missions can begin to make contacts 
with local institutions of higher education. The Rev. Mark Harris, 
Coordinator for Ministry in Higher Education at the Episcopal Church 
Center, and Alda Marsh Morgan, Provincial Coordinator, Commission for 
Ministry in Higher Education were the featured speakers. Participants 
from within the Diocese included the Rev. Gary Commins, the Rev. Susan 
Klein, the Rev. Ed Allen, and Janice Loutzenhiser, a professor at CSUSan 
Bernardino and a member of the Program Group. 


Dr. Stephen Barney became the new chairperson of the Program Group in 
November 1986 replacing Jennifer Ladefoged. Dr. Barney created a list of 
all colleges and universities in the Diocese with the nearest congrega- 
tions so that planning can be done to develop part-time campus ministries 
in the future. 


The Program Group’ evaluated two chaplaincies in 1986-87: USC and UCIr- 
vine. These reports were submitted to the Bishop's office. A report 
from the Claremont Colleges ministry operating out of St. Ambrose parish 
detailed new steps in their campus ministry. Chaplain's reports have 
become a regular part of the Program Group's agenda. This spring reports 
were received from UCSanta Barbara and CSULong Beach. 


The Program Group played host to the annual conference of the Eighth 
Province's Commission for Higher Education. The Rev. Giles Asbury hosted 
this event at UCLA. Bishop Garver celebrated the eucharist. Dr. Walter 
Capps of UCSanta Barbara and the Rev. William Mahedy of UCSan Diego and 
CSUSan Diego were the main speakers. This conference, February 19-20 
preceded the diocesan conference on parish-based ministries so that some 
of the participants could stay over for both events. 


Plans are in the works for the further development of new campus minis- 
tries along established and new models. A retreat for chaplains June 
29-30 at Serra Retreat House ended the 1986-87 academic year and provided 
groundwork for new areas of ministry for the coming year.

ON MISSION CONGREGATIONS 


Since the last report of the Program Group on Mission Congregations to 
the Diocesan Convention, the initiation of several new mission stations 
has occurred. St. Raphael the Archangel Mission in Chino Hills; St. 
Clare of Assisi in Rancho Cucamonga; Resurrection Mission in Yorba Linda; 
Holy Spirit Korean Episcopal Community of West Valley; American Indian 
Episcopal Community. Each of these new mission initiatives is at a 
different stage of development. Chino Hills meets in a Masonic Lodge 
Sundays at 1:30 under the guidance of the Reverend D. Bruce MacPherson, 
Vicar of St. John's, La Verne and monthly under the Reverend Dean Farrar, 
Vicar of St. Thomas', Hacienda Heights. This mission is emphasizing 
Christian education for young families. 
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Rancho Cucamonga is being guided by the organizing Priest in charge, the 
Reverend Charles E. Bennison, Jr., Rector of St. Mark's Parish in Upland. 
To emphasize its future involvement in lower school education, this 
Mission is conducting a feasibility study on the initiation of a paroch- 
ial school together with the Mission development. Five acres of land 
have been purchased and set aside for this program. 


Yorba Linda is being guided by a team of the Reverend Paul Edwards, 
Rector of Emmanuel Parish, Fullerton, Mrs. Susan Pernell, Lay Associate 
and the Reverend James Wallis. Two emphases mark the life of this 
mission in that a Counselling/Pastoral Care Service is being initiated 
alongside the mission with the idea that individual care will be trans- 
lated into community caring at the proper time; and, a joint space use 
agreement with a newly organizing Jewish Synagogue. 


The Holy Spirit Korean Episcopal Community of the West Valley continues 
to meet monthly for Eucharist and Fellowship under the pastoral care of 
the Vicar of Annunciation, Anaheim. It is a small congregation preferring 
at this stage to maintain its fellowship readying for increased popula- 
tion growth in due time. ; 


The American Indian Episcopal Community is the name for a forming linkage 
among the many American Indian Episcopalians in the Southern California 
area. The Reverend Gary Turner, recently Vicar of the Indian Mission in 
Sioux City, Lowa, has been appointed organizing priest for this congre- 
gation. Together with the Reverend Sonjie Pearson, Mr. Robert Hoffman of 
the Communications Department of the Diocese and the Archdeacon, a Native 
American Gathering Table comprised of ecumenical leaders from the fol- 
lowing Churches has been formed: Methodist, Roman Catholic, Church of the 
Nazarene, Evangelical Lutheran, Presbyterian and United Church of Christ. 
The concern is to begin a unified, ecumenical ministry among the American 
Indians in the area - some 100,000 persons by US Government estimate in 
1987. 


Other new ministries initiated during this period in existing congrega- 
tions includes the Parsonage - a partoral care outreach of St. Francis 
and St. Mary's Mission in the Atwater/Los Feliz/Silverlake region empha- 
sizing AIDS Ministry and the training of Parsons to serve alternate 
communities. St. Martin's Mission, Compton has greatly increased its 
work with school children in remedial education. Immanuel, El Monte has 
made a major impact on Latino Ministries through its engagement in the 
registration process for immigration/amnesty. Ms. Maria Cueto has guided 
this effort in conjunction with the Vicar, Father Richard Gillett. A 
young teens remedial education and youth ministry project was founded by 
Dr. Philip Williams who served for a one year period. The program 
continues on under new leadership after Dr. Williams was called to a 
professorship in Missouri. Redeemer Mission, Garden Grove has developed 
an impressive job training program for Vietnamese immigrants. St. 
Michael's, Isla Vista this year gave birth to a thrift shop serving needy 
Isla Vista residents and expanded its homeless ministries through the 
acquisition of a house. St. Richard's, Lake Arrowhead Robert Rusack 
Retreat Center has greatly expanded its ministry to visitors under the 
steady guidance of the Reverend Canon Donald R. Behm in conjunction with 
the Vicar, Father Conrad Ciesel. St. Aidan's, Malibu guided by Vicar, 
Gary Hall and other lay leaders developed a Counselling Center for Malibu 
to serve community persons with special needs. St. Gabriel's, Monterey 
Park is completing studies on the initiation of a mid-week school for 


young children. Incarnation Mission, Norwalk headed by Vicar, Chas 
Belknap in tandem with nineteen other local Churches is heavily involved 
in the Rio Hondo Housing Project obtaining a $250,000 California Grant to 
turn a facility into a major housing center for homeless persons. St. 
Francis, Simi Valley and St. Stephen's, Valencia are each conducting 
feasibility studies on the possibility of HUD Senior Citizens Housing on 
the unused property of each mission. St. Joseph's, Yucca Valley utiliz- 
ing its new Parish Hall is entering into a cooperative Christian Educa- 
tion venture with the Baptist Church and a joint space use agreement with 
a newly organizing Jewish synagogue. These are just some of the new 
initiatives in outreach and community service many of the missions are 
engaged in so that buildings are fully used weekdays. 


In terms of congregation development of existing congregations, St. 
Luke's, Fontana is going through a reassessment of its goals and objec- 
tives under the guidance of Vicar Janet Westall. Its Food Kitchen serves 
many homeless, hungry folk each week. Christ the King, Palmdale has 
experienced phenomenal, record growth as the Priest-in-Charge John Ashey 
guides the evangelical outreach in this fast growing area. Epiphany, 
Agoura/Westlake and St. Clare's, Rancho Cucamonga are engaging architects 
to begin development of the master plans for buildings. St. John 
Chrysostom, Rancho Santa Margarita is negotiating for land in this very 
expensive area for a future church and school. St. Margaret's, San Juan 
Capistrano has completed the development of the preschool building so 
that young people up through high school are now part of the Episcopal 
School. 


Both St. George's, Hawthorne and Christ the King, Goleta celebrated 
Silver Anniversaries this year. St. Thomas', Hacienda Heights completed 
a very successful capital funds drive which permitted the erection of the 


Parish Hall and Preschool complex. St. Aidan's, Malibu conducted a 
successful building funds drive for a new Vicarage to be located on the 
Mission pfoperty. St. Gabriel's Mission, Monterey Park on the second 


year of its endowment fund campaign has raised over $50,000 in gifts and 
placed them in the Diocesan Investment Trust. St. Alban's, Yucaipa, 
under the experienced hand of the Reverend Canon Kim Saville, has initi- 
ated a building fund drive to permit the erection of a new church on its 
property. 


Together with the Reverend Kenneth Higginbotham, Rector of Christ the 
Good Shepherd, Leimert Park and the Vestry of Reconciliation Parish, Los 
Angeles, the Program Group has authorized the feasibility study of a new 
ministry/mission in the Watts area/Figueroa Corridor which may well 
include a hospice program. The feasibility study is underway guided by 
Father Higginbotham and the Archdeacon. 


The Program Group continued to consider the problems of small missions in 
every area including especially the cost of full time clergy. The 
phasing out of all yoked congregations because the evidence of non-growth 
in either was made clear after careful review. Some of the new patterns 
called "cluster ministries" are being considered, although the CORTA 
project of St. John's, Needles and the Dioceses of San Diego and Arizona 
has been a form of cluster for the past several years serving the mis- 
sions along the Colorado River- region. 


Personnel changes since the last report include: the election of the 
Reverend Paul Yoon to be Bishop of Taejon, Korea; the appointment of the 
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Reverend Jonathon Won, Vicar of Annunciation, anaheim; the appointment of 
the Reverend Richard Gillett, Vicar of Immanuel, El Monte; the appoint- 
ment of Maria Cueto, Lay Associate for Latino Ministries, El Monte; the 
appointment of the Reverend Gary Turner, Priest in Charge, St. Dunstan's 
of Glastonbury, Moreno Valley; the appointment of the Reverend Enrico 
Gnasso, Priest in Charge, St. Christopher's, Trona; the appointment of 
the Reverend Barry Verdi, Liturgical Authority, Holy Family, North 
Hollywood; the appointment of the Reverend John Ashey, Priest in Charge, 
Christ the King, Palmdale; the appointment of the Reverend Barbara Mudge, 
Vicar, St. Francis, Simi Valley; the appointment of the Reverend Canon 
Kim Saville, Priest in Charge, St. Alban's, Yucaipa; the appointment of 
the Reverend James Wallis, Priest in Charge of Resurrection, Yorba Linda; 
the appointment of the Reverend Charles Bennison, Jr., Priest in Charge 
of St. Clare of Assisi, Rancho Cucamonga (he is also Rector of St. 
Mark's, Upland); the appointment of the Reverend D. Bruce MacPherson, 
Priest in Charge of St. Raphael the Archangel, Chino Valley (he is also 
Vicar of St. John's, La Verne. 


During this interim year, by gracious .support of Bishop Garver, the 
Mission Program was greatly strengthened with the addition of two Mission 
Deans, the Reverend Emily Hall and the Reverend Huston Horn, who assisted 
the Archdeacon in Visitation and pastoral care ministries. Each of the 
Deans has made regular visitations to many of the Missions preaching and 
celebrating as well as conversations with the Mission Clergy. Because of 
the interim year the Archdeacon was required to assist Bishop Garver with 
an increased administrative task thus, to make certain there would be no 
retreat from pastoral care for the Missions, the Deans agreed to serve 
until the next Bishop takes office. Neither of the Deans has any admin- 
istrative responsibility or duties other than a periodic conference with 
the Archdeacon on the Visitation ministries. 


At the time of this writing, Fall 1987, the archdeacon will have com- 
pleted seven years as the convening chair of the Program Group on Mission 
Congregations. The Program Group members have given untiringly of 
themselves in the oversignt of the Mission Program. Their voluntary 
service represents the finest in ministry beyond the parochial setting 
for the well being of all the missions is held uppermost. Of singular 
mention, however, is that of the Chairman and Rector, Bishop Robert 
Rusack whose untimely death brought great sadness to the entire Diocese. 
Not only a great advocate for the mission program he was a most caring 
Rector and Pastor for the Mission Clergy and the Mission Congregations. 
Throughout his ministry in the Diocese of Los Angeles he held high the 
concern for Missions--the first being St. Aidan's of Malibu founded by 
him while he served as Rector of Santa Monica and the last named by him 
as Bishop, St. Raphael the Archangel in Chino Valley. 


Upon this solid foundation set by the Bishop, the interim Bishop and 
Suffragan of Los Angeles, Oliver B. Garver, Jr. has continued strong 
interest and pastoral care for the Missions even though his responsibili- 
ties have been magnified a great deal this year. 


Mindful of the tremendous work and love for missions all the Mission 
Clergy and Lay Leaders of the individual missions provide the Program 
Group, the archdeacon and the Mission Deans are confident that the Fifth 
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Bishop of Los Angeles will find an exciting Mission Community ready for 
his leadership and vision in the years ahead.

(On World and Domestic Hunger: 


Ms. Kaaren Hoffman continued her productive tenure as Chairman of the 
Diocesan Committee on Word and Domestic Hunger through 1986. During this 
period the Hunger Committee began to meet separately from the Peace and 
Justice Committee in order to more specifically address hunger related 
issues. 


In response to the Presiding Bishop's designation of October 18th as 
Hunger Sunday, the Diocesan Hunger Committee began to make preparation in 
the summer of 1986 for an appropriate Fall observance. A liturgy was 
carefully prepared and distributed to every mission and parish in the 
Diocese together with hunger facts and musical suggestions to facilitate 
local worship planning. To compliment the preaching and worship of 
Hunger Sunday, the Committee conceived and encouraged a Diocesan wide 
Covenant Meal using a pre-packaged mixed bean soup. Sixteen hundred of 
these "Rainbow of Hope" bean bags were prepared and distributed by the 
Committee to the forty-seven responding congregations, together with a 
short liturgy for home use. The soup bags were sold for fifty cents 
apiece by the committee. Together with the Reverend Canon Richard I. S. 
Parker we encouraged any parish profits be allocated to the Presiding 
Bishop's Fund for World Relief or other worthy hunger projects. These 
endeavors met with generally favorable response. 


Ms. Kaaren Hoffman, after a long term, resigned as Chairman of the Hunger 
Committee in 1987 while graciously consenting to remain an active parti- 
cipant. The Bishop appoint a new Chairman in May. 


In June 1987 the Diocese of Los Angeles hosted the Province VIII Hunger 
Network Conference for three days in Westwood. The Chairman of Province 
VIII, Ms. Margot Miller, organized the event with the Reverend Stephen 
Commins. Representatives from throughout Province VIII were present, 
joined by Los,Angeles ECW Hunger Chairman Ms. Rosetta Holland, Ms. Anne 
Blankerhort of All Saints, Pasadena and Diocesan Hunger Chairman, the 
Reverend George Woodward. Out theme was Advocacy and Hunger.

ON STEWARDSHIP AND FINANCE 


The Program Group held regular monthly meetings during the year in order 
to maintain oversight of its double responsibility of stewardship educa- 
tion and financial review. A planning day on March 1 defined the tasks 
to be undertaken during the year. Subcommittees on the Mission Share 
Fund pledge, audits, communication and regional stewardship education 
were organized. 
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Review of the Mission Share Fund pledge guidelines issued in two resolu- 
tions to convention. The first reaffirmed the guidelines as an equitable 
plan for congregations to finance the diocesan program and budget. It 
affirmed the target level percentage of income brackets as the norm with 
1990 as the year in which the target level would be the sole percentage 
level in use. The second resolution indexed the income brackets to 
account for inflation since 1979, the year the guidelines were developed. 
Indexing would provide needed flexibility in the guidelines. 


The subcommittee on audits endeavored to acquaint all congregations, 
institutions and schools with the audit guide published the previous year 
and encourage compliance with the procedures. Substantial effort was 
focused on this important area of the church's financial life. 


The Planned Giving Program underwritten by a Cathedral Grant for a second 
year is growing. Mr. Bill Dowey continues as the part-time planned 
giving officer. He has presented 24 seminars for parishes and clusters 
of congregations throughout the diocese. These estate planning seminars 
are composed of presentations by local professionals in the law, tax, 
insurance, financial planning, as well as Mr. Dowey's explanation of 
Christian stewardship and the benefit of being accountable for accumu- 
lated assets. The well attended seminars are largely helped by a chair- 
person's manual written by Mr. Dowey. Results are promising: Pooled 
Income Fund contracts of $26,330 have been written; charitable remainder 
gifts of $60,000 have been given.

ON YOUTH 


The Program Group on Youth is composed of lay persons and clergy, youth 
and adults from each region of the diocese. It provides support, commu- 
nication, resources and assistance with the development of youth ministry 
on a local, regional, and diocesan level. It also offers activities for 
youth and youth advisors on a regional and diocesan level. 


The Group continues to work closely with the regions in developing 
programs for young people with special emphasis on the concept of de- 
veloping clusters of youth ministry within regions. The Program Group is 
also encouraging and supporting the idea of regional youth rallies. This 
past year the San Gabriel Region held youth rallies for their junior high 
youth and senior high youth at Pilgrim Pines and for the second year had 
a large number of young people from the region participating. During 
October of this year the Santa Ana Region will hold their first regional 
youth rally at Camp Stevens. 


This year, as in the past ten years, the youth of the diocese offered 
their services as "gophers” at the Diocesan Convention. Young people 
representing each of the regions participated. These young people also 
had a special role at the convention eucharist, serving as acolytes and 
ushers. 


For the fourth year, the Program Group on Youth offered the Youth Advis- 
ors Retreat and Workshop. Over sixty youth advisors from throughout the 
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diocese participated, sharing resources and ideas for program, discussing 
issues which youth in the Church face, and offering suggestions for the 
Program Group for future planning. : 


During the spring, youth and adults involved in youth ministry in primar- 
ily minority communities began meeting to discuss ways in which you ng 
people in these communities can be encouraged to participate more fully 
in the life of the Church. In late summer, young people from primarily 
Hispanic congregations met in retreat to continue work in this area. In 
the fall of this year, an expanded version of this retreat will take 
place, with emphasis on developing leadership skills. 


During the spring of this year, the Program Group spent a weekend devel- 
oping strategies for further intentional inclusion of young people and 
adults from regions in diocesan youth ministry. Also, during the fall of 
this year, the Program Group will begin publishing a quarterly newsletter 
for youth and for adults involved in youth ministry. At this retreat the 
Program Group adopted as a basis for youth ministry in the diocese "Four 
Principles of Relational Youth Ministry" which were developed by youth 
and adults from the Diocese of Connecticut. These principles are: 1) In 
Relational Ministry there is infinite respect for the individual. 2) In 
Relational Ministry there is common responsibility for what happens. 3) 
In Relational Ministry there is common responsibility for what happens. 
4) In Relational Ministry explorations of life experiences and the Gospel 
are shared and affirmed. 


Over the past year, the Program Group on Youth has spent much time and 
energy in developing a program on Human Sexuality for young people. This 
summer four members of the Program Group attended a training workshop for 
the program developed by the National Church Task Force on Human 
Sexuality, "Human Sexuality: A Divine Gift". This program will be 
available from the National Church in late fall, and the members of the 
Program Group on Marriage and Family, Christian Education and Leadership 
Training, and the members of the Diocesan Staff will begin to offer 
training for the use of this program. 


The Program Group continues to work with parishes and missions in 
consultation for the development of youth ministry programs and in the 
search for youth advisors. 


The Program Group welcomes all suggestions, questions, and ideas, as well 
as persons interested in youth ministry who want to become involved in 
work and planning for the expansion of youth ministry in the diocese.

The Asiamerica Commission, Los Angeles Diocese Episcopal Asiamerica Task 
Force (LAD/EAST) continues its effort to promote and develop Ministries 
to the Asian and Pacific Islanders to take an active part on the Dioce- 
san, Provincial and National levels. LAD/EAST members consist of clergy 
and laity of Asian and Pacific Island Ministries and staff liaison 
persons. 
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In our regular monthly meetings, we exchange ideas and discuss our 
experiences and problems so that we may learn from‘each other. Grant 
applications are also discussed, reviewed and approved before being 
presented to the right channels. We also discuss our needs for new 
missions, new facilities and other programs for the development of 
Asiamerica Ministry and pass on our recommendations to the Bishop for his 
consideration and action. LAD/EAST members are well represented in the 
Annual National Consultation of Episcopal Asiamerica Ministry (EAM). At 
this Consultation, topics of needs in Church growth, stewardship and 
other Church development issues are discussed amongst participants from 
all parts of America. 


At the local level, all Ministries are experiencing healthy growth. The 
Chinese Ministry, St. Gabriel's in Monterey Park, the Reverend banjamin

Faith and Order Dialogue 





Response to CONSULTATION ON CHURCH UNION DOCUMENT: 
In Quest of a Church of Christ Uniting 





The response of this Dialogue must begin with an expression of gratitude 
to our Lord and His servants in each of the churches in the Consultation 
on Church Union for bringing us to the place where a meaningful discus-— 
sion about another step in the long process of ending the divisions in 
the Body of Christ can take place. In connection with this we wish to 
offer special thanks to the committee for the splendid work in Chapter l, 
"Why Unity". We make special note of the work regarding racism, sexism, 
ageism, and handicapism. There can be no dought that these diseases and 
other non-theological issues of modern culture have corrupted and further 
divided the Body of Christ. We affirm our agreement that "...it is the 
traditions and practices over which we have become divided that contain 
the rich diversity of gifts that we must offer to the modern world, gifts 
whose power for the reconciliation of humankind can be released if we 
live them out as one people." (Chapter 1, Section 17, page l.) 


As we begin to reflect on other matters in the document: we note with 
great satisfaction the expressed realization that "The Church Uniting may 
find that it will need the contribution of traditions other than those of 
the presently participating churches, in order to become visibly a fuller 
and more diversified community of reconciled persons and gifts." Chapter 
2, Section 5, page 11). This is of special concern to our commission and 
thus we must emphasize that steps which are taken at this time must not 
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become barriers which exclude the participants in the BEM dialogue; i.e., 
Roman Catholic, Orthodox, and Lutheran traditions, as well as others, 
from future participation. It is especially in connection with this 
reality that we must ask hard questions of the document as to its 
sufficiency for taking the next step. Many of the questions we raise 
must be seen as including that dimension. 


In Chapter 2 there are set forth seven characteristics of a Church 
Uniting, each of which is a statement of truth. The difficulty with 
them, as they stand, is that they are too open to interpretations with 
which we cannot agree. As a specific example we cite section (e). There 
can be no doubt that there are elements in each of the churches which 
each see as serving the gospel, but which may come into conflict. We 
might suggest, as an example, an item such as church government, which is 
not clearly settled by Holy Scripture. This could become an area of 
major conflict because the various traditions attach significant theolog- 
ical import to it. The current difficulties of the Lutheran merger 
process as it pertains to congregational authority in matters of govern- 
ment suggest that simple procedural matters need careful and reasoned 
analysis prior to further explorations. 


We accept with joy most of the material found in Chapter 3 but must again 
question the overly broad nature of some of the statements and the lack 
of means for assuring the continuing presence of the catholic, evangeli- 
cal, and reformed elements. In this light we see the statement in 
Section 7(c) regarding the one faith. While it acknowledges the apos- 
tolic faith and witness, it does not define that faith or provide an 
assurance of its continuance behond the statement that "A continuity of 
confession is maintained within the community by faithful preaching of 
the word and celebration of the sacraments." Since there is already much 
disagreement regarding what "faithful" means this is not reassuring to 
anyone. We are convinced that the Chapter on membership is more than 
confusing. It seems contradictory and because of the suggestions that 
all four marks under Section 9 are normally present in unison we do not 
find this to be a sufficient expression of the Faith of this church. It 
is clear from our catechism that baptism alone constitues entrance and 
permanent membership. Certainly we are willing to grant that the ideal 
life of a member is not present in every member but, however, we must 
insist that baptism alone makes one a member forever, both on the basis 
of the catechism and the baptismal office with its sealing. Section 16 
seems to affirm this while Section 13 seems ambiguous. 


We welcome the connection between Scripture and Tradition as set forth in 
Chapter V, "Confessing the Faith." Yet we must also express a word of 
caution both as to theology and procedure regarding this chapter. It 
must be observed that the content of scripture is not defined, specific-— 
ally the question of the Apocrypha needs to be addressed. We also find 
ambiguous the statement in Section 9 in reference to the Apostles’ and 
Nicene Creeds that the "Church Uniting will use these creeds as options 
in worship as acts of praise and allegiance to the Triune God". One must 
raise questions as to frequency of use and the place of other credal 
formulations, particularly some new credal expressions. Again both 
theological and procedural questions arise. 


There is much in which we rejoice in "Worship", Chapter VI. We are 
expecially pleased to note the emphasis on the two dominical sacraments, 
but there is need to clarify the questions regarding the other five 
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Sacraments as distinct from sacramentals. We also did not find the 
discussion regarding confirmation to be at all helpful, especially the 
indefinite character of the statements in Section 14. 


Our commission must note that we feel bound in our response to the 
document to keep ever before us the Declaration on Unity of the Sixty- 
sixth General Convention of this Church and the Principles of Unity 
Resolution of the same Convention. We have also considered the COMMUNI- 
CATION TO THE SCER FROM THE EPISCOPAL MEMBERS OF THE ACTC. Further, we 
agonized in great depth over the relationship of such a Church Uniting to 
the Lambeth Conference and the other provinces of the Anglican Communion. 
The universal nature of the Anglican Communion and its internal unity, we 
feel, needs to be carefully considered. The relationship of the Episco- 
pal Church to the Anglican Communion must in no way be compromised. This 
no longer simply an issue of our country but is full of international 
ramifications. 


In conclusion, we do affirm this document as containing in some places an 
expression, in the matters with which it deals, of the "Apostolic faith, 
order, worship, and witness of the church". 


We do not believe we can affirm the document as being "an anticipation of 
the Church Uniting which the participating bodies, by the power of the 
Holy Spirit, wish to become". The document does represent a good step 
forward. 


Regretfully, we must, therefore, conclude that the document is not "a 


sufficient theological basis for the covenanting acts and the uniting 
process proposed at this time by the Consultation.

Episcopal Jewish Dialogue 





Our relationship with the Jewish Community in Los angeles, the second 
largest in the United States, moves forward. In conjunction with the 
NCCJ and Temple Beth Israel (Hollywood) we sponsored a week-long study 
with the reknown Christian/Jewish scholar, the Reverend Doctor Paul Van 
Buren, a priest of the Episcopal Church. This week-long series of 
meetings and study groups led to the establishment of a continuing 
interreligious group of educators and a text study group of Christian and 
Jewish leaders concentrating on the Sermon on the Mount and the Ten 
Commandments. 


We have been privileged this year to host a meeting with Jewish Leaders 
at which the Right Reverend John Burt, Chairman of the Presiding Bishop's 
Committee on Jewish relations was present. We were able to tell him 
about the work going on the Los angeles area. He explained the work of 
the Presiding Bishop's Committee. I also serve on this committee, 
representing EDEO. In addition we hosted a similar meeting with the 
Reverend Jay Rock the new executive for Jewish Affairs on the National 
Council of the Churches of Christ. 
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It is my privilege to serve as representative of EDEO on the planning 
committee for the National Workshop on Christian Jewish Relations. 

A number of our younger clergy are deeply involved which grows out of our 
participation in the Intersem Program of the IRC and the continuing 
program of the Wolf Leadership Training Program. Father Michael Carr of 
St. Bede's Parish and I will attend the Eleventh National Workshop on 
Christian Jewish Relations to be held in November in Minneapolis. A 
number of our congregations are sharing facilities with smaller Jewish 
congregations and we are beginning to see some interesting results. 


We look forward to real growth in this area of interreligious dialogue.

Lutheran Episcopal Dialogue/Los Angeles

‘dialogue moved from the ministry of the laity into a study of the 
official structures of the churches. As is well known the Americal 
Lutheran Church, the Lutheran Church in America and the American 
Evangelical Lutheran Church were well into the organizing process to 
effect their merger as the Evangelical Lutheran Church of America which 
becomes a reality on January Ist, 1988. This consumed most of the energy 
of our Lutheran counterparts and it was agreed to suspend meetings in the 
latter half of 1987 until the local Lutheran Synod could reorganize 
itself. I attended, as an ecumenical observer, the organizing meeting of 
the local synod at which the Reverend Roger Anderson was elected bishop. 


We anticipate activities of LED/LA to pick up as Bishop Anderson begins 
to take over the leadership of his synod. We assure him of our prayers 
as he takes up this new ministry. I have shared a co-chairmanship with 
the Reverend . Roger Rogahan of the LCA who expects to continue in the 
Synod office and Ms. Fran Burnford of the ALC who will be going to 
national office of the new ELCA in Chicago.

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On Hispanic Ministries 


The Hispanic Commission has met ten times in the period from July lst, 
1986 to June 30th, 1987. The meetings are held in different churches, 
most of them involved in Hispanic Ministries, where we can see first hand 
some of the work being done. 


Most of our efforts have been concentrated on the Center for Training 
Hispanic Lay Leaders and on our support and involvement with the Diocesan 
Commission on Immigration and Citizenship. 


The Center for Training Hispanic Lay Leaders/Casa Rusack has as its main 
purpose the training and equipping of Hispanic lay leaders to become more 
effective ministers in their congregations, the Diocese and the National 
Church. The Reverend Fernando Gomez has been elected as the coordinator 
of the program. The center will actually be five centers of training 
near hispanic communities: 1) San Fernando/North Hollywood; 2) Los 
Angeles (Trinity)/Glendale/East Los Angeles, Echo Park; 3) El Monte/Pico 
Rivera; 4) South Los Angeles (St. Phillip's)/South Gate/Huntington Park; 
5) Fullerton/Santa Ana. 


The Center is to begin its operation in September 1987. The courses to 
be taught will include courses on the Holy Scriptures and Doctrine as 
well as training for specific ministries. 


We have fully supported the Diocesan Commission on Immigration and 
Citizenship and have worked very close with them. Five Amnesty Offices 
have been established (see their report). Also wrote letters to senators 
and representatives in reference to extended voluntary departure of 
Salvadoreans and Nicaraguans. 


Other projects we have been involved in include: 

1) The First Cursillo in Spanish, held in October and November of 1986, 
which were very well attended by Hispanic Leaders and of great benefit to 
all who attended. The second set of Cursillos in Spanish will take place 
in November of 1987. 


2) Training Workshop for Lay Eucharistic Ministers - Eleven Hispanic Lay 
Leaders were trained and are now functioning. 





3) Youth Retreast: A retreat was held October 10-12 at Angeles Crest 
Christian Camp Ground. All in Spanish. Over 50 people attended. 


4) Diocesan Survey for Self-Study was translated in Spanish and distri- 


buted to all congregations doing Hispanic work, so that Hispanics could 
participate in this Diocesan survey. 


5) “Encuentro Nacional" Two of our members attended a special National 
Encounter of Hispanic Leaders in Florida where we met with the Presiding 
Bishop. 


6) Latino Conference — In October 1986, we held a Diocesan Latino Confer- 
ence in El Monte where we discussed Hispanic Ministries in our Diocese. 
We also met on this occasion with Bishop Garver. 


7) A "Cosecha" Evangelism Event: was held for the Church of the Messiah 
in Santa Ana. 
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8) National Hispanic Women Ministries: we had two members serving on this 
National Commission. : 


We have continued our work with refugees and have had close contact with 
El Rescate. We have continued to support existing Hispanic congregations 
as well as supported those who have begun new Hispanic work such as 
Trinity, Los Angeles and St. Phillip's, South Los Angeles. 


Future projects include: 1) the Hispanic presence at General Convention 
in Detroit. We will assist the Detroit Hispanic Commission. 2) Youth 
Retreat scheduled for October 9th - llth, 1987 at Angeles Crest.

The Commission, representing Bishop Gooden Home, St. Barnabas Senior 
Center, the Episcopal Home, Hillsides, the Hospital of the Good Samari- 
tan, Neighborhood Youth Association, and Seamen's Church Institute, is 
investigating formal representation at meetings of Diocesan Convention 
for its constituent agencies and clergy employed full time in them. This 
will require a canonical change. 


The seven agencies of the Commission, together with representatives of 
other social service projects in the Diocese, met with a consultant and 
concluded that there is a considerable amount of social service work 
being done within the Diocese, that this work is important to the life of 
the Church in this Diocese, and that for the most part, it is unrecog- 
nized. A major project for the year is the identification of this work 
and the mutual benefit that might accrue to the Diocese and the various 
social service agencies if they can become more widely recognized.

Liturgy and Church Music 


The Commission consists of twenty-five members of the laity and clergy 
who meet on the third Thursday of each month at 12:00 noon at Diocesan 
House. In many ways we are a creative think-tank for the Bishop and 
Diocese in things liturgical and musical. Several members of the Commis-— 
sion hold National connections: Carol Foster on the Standing Commission 
of Church Music; Father Mortimer Ward on the Detroit General Convention 
Worship Committee; Fritz Frurip on the Board of Associated Parishes and 
North American Academy of Liturgy; Tom Foster with the Association of 
Anglican Musicans and Father Cliff Gain with the Association of Diocesan 
Liturgy and Music Commissions. 


During this past year, over 1200 persons were trained and licensed under 
the new canons for Lay Eucharistic Ministry. Fifteen workshops were held 
in the five regions using video resources we have produced now used by 48 
dioceses in the Church. 
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Father Ward completed recommendations to the Bishop on Inclusive Language 
in the Liturgy as prepared by a broad-based task force. These recommen- 
dations were published in a recent issue of the Bishop's newsletter. 


The Commission is now responsible for all diocesan liturgical events. It 
planned and presented the Diocesan Convention Eucharist and all ordina- 
tions to the Diaconate and Priesthood. We are now planning for five 
regional confirmations in Spring 1988. This work has been managed by 
Father Mark Lieske and Father Steven Giovangello. 


Dr. William Roberts and William Wunsch presented two workshops on the 
music in the Hymnal 1982. A comprehensive workshop on the relationship 
between priest and musician is being plannin in January 1988. 


Fritz Frurip provided leadership for a prophetic workshop on architecture 
and liturgical space at Good Samaritan Hospital in May. Over 100 par- 
ticipatants heard presentations from three national leaders in this 
movement. Fritz is also newsletter editor of an occasional publication 
which seeks to be a forum of communication on current things liturgical 
and musical to clergy and musicians.

After the death of Bishop Rusack, a fundamental decision was taken by the 


Commission together with our Suffragan Bishop and Standing Committee, to 
continue the normal process of preparation for Holy Orders even while a 


new diocesan was sought. We felt the Church could not be "on hold". 
Therefore the Commission has continued to work with persons who present 
themselves for ordination. Most especially, meeting with the Standing 


Committee as "Bishop's Advisory Committee on Applicants for Ministry" 
(BACAM), we have recommended a number of people for Postulancy and 
Candidacy. 


This year, we have a new pattern for making those recommendations. BACAM 
interviews for Postulancy will be held in January or early February, 
allowing new Postulants ample time to apply for seminary admission and 
scholarships. Interviews for Candidacy will be held in the summer 
preceding the Postulant's final year of preparation, rather than immedi- 

ately prior to ordination (as we had done). This second BACAM thus 
becomes a real "gate and opportunity for corrections in a Postulant's 
program, rather than a final check on work completed. 


The content of BACAM interviews includes five areas: spiritual growth, 
academic competence, psychological maturity, vocational identity, and 
listening and problem solving skills. This content outlined for BACAM 
interviews was fully implemented for the first time this year. 
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The Commission has, in the past two Annual Meetings, published policy 
guidelines and implementation plans for the renewal of the diaconate. 
This year, the Standing Committee agreed to admit up to four Postulants 
for the Diaconate as a "pilot program." These four will be chosen at our 
first Diaconate BACAM in early 1988. The nature and scope of diaconal 
ministry, its theology and purpose, will not be articulated until the new 
diocesan bishop has considered this matter. However, the Commission has 
done a lot of "home work" and will present the new bishop with policy 
suggestions. 


A Commission sub-committee on clergy Study Leave has been busy recom- 
mending grants for short and long term leaves. A new brochure on Study 
Leaves is being sent out this fall. 


Also "hot off the press" is a handbook, "Preparing for Holy Orders," 
which outlines the process leading toward ordination, subject to change 
upon the instructions of our new diocesan bishop. 


The Commission has been concerned to develop a realistic vision of the 
ordained ministry needs in the coming decades. Our "Year 2000" sub-com- 
mittee has produced a report (also for the new diocesan's desk) which 
emphasizes the diversity of ordained person's careers -- that most 
deacons and priests will not receive a church pay-check all their lives, 
that many parishes have increasing difficulty supporting a full compen- 
sation package, that therefore new forms of church-community are to be 
sought positively, with hope, as opportunity for an increase in 
ministry. 


Large numbers of persons continue to offer themselves for ordination. 
The Commission hopes these persons can _ be placed through new Church 
structures in areas of life where the Church is now absent, for example 
in the many hospitals and campuses which do not have chaplains, and in 
various special communities which do not necessarily gather around a 
traditional parish. 


By canon, the Commission has a care for all ministry, not just ordained 
ministry. The practicalities are such, however, that most of our energy 
is given to the preparation of persons for ordination. Therefore, the 
Commission will work with the Diocesan Council's new group on lay minis- 
try, through our liaison member. 


As the Commission has experience interviewing people for ordination, the 
Nominations Committee Chairman, the Reverend Charles Sacquety, has kindly 
consulted with the Commission Chairman on points to look for and avoid in 
the interviews for nominees for diocesan bishop. 


The Commission has been blessed with the presence this year, of a number 
of consultants who increase the diversity at our table, and by the work 
of our new Academic Examiner who meets with the Chairman and Dean of Bloy 
House (who sits on the Commission (ex officio) to keep our academic 
standards high. 


Another Commission sub-committee is considering the recruitment of 
persons for the ordained ministry in ethnic minority and geographically 
isolated communities -- two very different situations which share, 
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however, in the need for active recruitment and the Church's intentional 
presentation of ministry in these communities as a positive, valued 
choice among us. 


To summarize, the Commission on Ministry has been developing new plans 
for preparation for Holy Orders, for the renewal of the dioconate, for 
productive Study Leaves, for recruitment of ordinands, for church plan- 
ning in the coming decades, and (with Council's lead) for renewed atten- 
tion to lay ministry. Our "collected works" will be on the new bishop's 
desk to begin a substantial and exciting dialogue about these matters in 
the coming year. 


I would like to close with a personal word of thanks to the members and 
consultants of the. Commission. We have a lot "on our plate." Our 
monthly meetings and BACAM conferences take time and energy. It is a joy 
to be. the chair of a commission with such hard working, reliable and 
caring people.

On Refugee Resettlement 


The Los Angeles Diocese resettled about 25% of all the refugees resettled 
in the United States by the Episcopal Church. 


Although not front page news these days, the United Nations High Commis- 
sioner for refugees states that there are currently 12 million political 
refugees in the world. Not included in this number are people displaced 
by war, famine or lack of economic opportunity (such as most displaced 
Central Americans), but only those who cannot go home for reasons of well 
grounded or documented fear of persecution based on race, religion, or 
affiliation. 


Of the 322 refugee arrivals in the Diocese of Los Angeles during FFY 
1987, 41% were from Southeast Asia (Vietnam, Cambodia, Laos), 31% were 
from Russia, and 25% from Eastern Europe. Most were family reunifica- 
tions. 


This little heralded program, in the diocese carries forward a core 
ministry of the Church, welcoming the stranger and the sojourner for us 
all. In addition, it maintains a team of highly skilled players ready to 
respond to any emergency in the world which might result in sudden 
expulsion of new refugee populations. This team ministry is generated 
through close cooperation of individuals and parishes within the diocese, 
the Diocesan Commission, the Presiding Bishop's Fund for World Relief, 
and the federal government (which sets the quotas and standards).

On Schools 


It is the canonical responsibility of the Commission on Schools to 
monitor the well-being of Episcopal schools within the Diocese. There 
are 36 such schools ranging rom pre-school to high school. 


The Commission consists of three classes of three persons each, all 
affiliated with Diocesan schools. The Commission meets several times 
each year to assess the state of Diocesan schools, plan activities for 
rectors, heads, chaplains and trustees, and provide advisory services to 
Diocesan schools and the Diocese at large. 
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During the 1986-87 school year two major conferences were sponsored. The 
first, held at St. Matthew's, Pacific Palisades, was designed to review 
for school personnel state and federal requirements for asbestos removal 
and earthquake preparation. The second, held at the Hospital of the Good 
Samaritan Conference Center, featured the Reverend Canon Robert Hansel 
from the Diocese of Southern Ohio and a consideration of the role of the 
‘school trustee. 


The Commission solicits dues from Diocesan schools based on enrollment 
and grade level. These dues are returned to schools in the form of 
subsidies for professional conferences for school personnel. It is the 
goal of the Commission to en courage professional growth and affiliation 
through organizations like the National Association for the Education of 
Young Children and the California Association of Independent Schools. In 
this regard, the Commission helped to sponsor a visit to several schools 
in the Diocese by Mrs. Ann Gordon, Executive Director of the National 
Association of Episcopal Schools. 


The Commission sponsored a booth at Diocesan Convention as a means of 
spreading the good news about Episcopal schools. These schools represent 
a tremendous resource for the Diocese and are a sign of the Episcopal 
Church's commitment to quality education. 


Much of the Commission's work is advisory in nature. Members of the 
Commission regularly consult with heads of school to help resolve trou- 
blesome issues. Such consultation may take place with individual members 
of the Commission or a team of members. 


The Diocese continues to be represented in the California Association of 
Private School Organizations (CAPSO). This network of independent 
schools maintains close contact with the State Department of Education 
and with -the State Legislature for the purpose of access to entitlement 
programs and the monitoring of legislation affecting non-public 
education.

On the University Religious Conference 


The academic year, 1986-87, has proved to be one of the most active in my 
experience as program chairman. Ongoing programs have grown in exciting 
ways, and new endeavors have begun to take on a life of their own. The 
welcome addition of David Bremer as Coordinator of the URC has enabled us 
to engage in systematic planning in ways that would not have been possi- 
ble a year ago. 


Our regular round of ecumenical or interfaith services for the UCLA 
community have had the best attendance that we have experienced in years. 
Yom Hashoah, Ash Wednesday, Good Friday, and a memorial service for 
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Archbishop Romero of El Salvador, all provided opportunities for worship 
and reflection for students, faculty and staff at UCLA. 


Within the building, the staff, and the Program Cabinet have met on a 
monthly basis to talk to each other, to learn more about our special 
interests and to discover what it is that keeps us all so busy. Each 
month the Program Cabinet meets with a facilitator to discuss the course 
of our individual ministries, to explore ways that we may support each 
other in our work, and to minimize friction in our intra-group activi- 
ties. These efforts at better communications have played a significant 
role in reducing some of the friction that has marked our work in years 
past. This is a project that is well underway, but it is a process that 
must be continued in order to create the kind of community that we are 
called to be. 


The past year has seen an increase in special programs such as evenings 
for graduate student groups to gather around a special event such as an 


evening at the theatre. Programs such as_ the visit of the artist, 
Meinrad Craighead, have. contributed to. the cultural ferment of the 
campus. Events such as the schweitzer symposium brought together schol- 


ars from a variety of disciplines to reflect upon the way that the life 
of a person of faith can effect an entire generation. Co-sponsorship of 
events such as the Daniel Sheehan/Jackson Browne presentation have shown 
the URC's commitment to help the community to reflect upon issues that 
touch our lives as a nation. Our participation in campus-wide events 
like AIDS Awareness Week demonstrate the depth of compassion and under- 
standing that exist within the religious community during this epidemic. 


The URC has helped to create a Host Home Program that is now underway at 
the UCLA Medical Center. In the last weeks the program has begun placing 
the families of medical center patients in the homes of volunteers that 
have been recruited from the churches and synagogues of the Westwood 
area. Mr. Jay Reece, Coordinator of the program, deserves much credit 
for his enthusiasism and energy in developing this much needed resource 
for this community. 


The URC and the administration of the UCLA Medical Center have called 
together a group of URC board members, chaplains, local religious lea- 
ders, and members of the hospital faculty and staff who are beginning the 
process of creating a new chaplaincy coordinator position at the Medical 
Center. This group has hopes that a Clinical Pastoral Education Program 
can be developed in conjunction with the new chaplaincy position. A CPE 
program would provide an excellent resource for training clergy and 
seminarians studying in the area as well as assuring adequate pastoral 
care to the patients of the Medical Center. The development of this new 
ministry holds much promise for the work of the URC in the years to come. 


This touches upon some of the facets of an active year of ministry to the 
university which we are called to serve. This is not to say that we have 
done all that we could do. There are areas that we must begin to add- 
ress. The rising tension between different ethnic and cultural groups on 
the campus is a problem which grows more threatening each term. It is 
imperative that we find some method to serve as agents of reconciliation 
to the community as it tries to alleviate this problem. The URC has to 
begin to find ways to help support the international students during 
their courses of study at UCLA. We need to expand our membership so that 
it starts to reflect the diversity of religious traditions that are found 
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in the UCLA community. All of these are areas which call for new work 
and the creation of new programs to meet the challenges that we will be 
presented in the year to come.

151 new Lay Reader's licenses were issued; 440 renewed for one year; 168 
renewed for three years; 120 licenses previously renewed - three years 
still current; 3 licenses granted to lay readers transferred from other 
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dioceses making a total of 882 known active lay readers in the diocese at 
this time. 43 parishes did not renew their lay readers iicenses.

The Bishop Gooden Home is a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
recovery of male, substance abusers. We offer surroundings designed to 
make it as comfortable as possible for the men to make the transition 
from hopelessness, to a sober, happy productive life and get the family 
back together. In addition to the many activities that are a part of our 
program, we also offer counseling, both group and individual, for our 
guests and members of their family. 


Our new six bed addition was completed in July, 1986 bringing our capaci- 
ty to 24 residents. As of this writing, we are at 100% capacity with 4 
on the waiting list. Through July, 1986, we recorded 3,527 resident days 
and through July, 1987, there were 4,572 reflecting an increase of 1,045 
resident days. We are very proud that we are able to assist the many men 
seeking help. 


The Board of Directors, under the direction of our President, Mr. James 
P. Rock, should be commended for their many hours of service to the home.

Canterbury Irvine Foundation 





In the third year of the renewed ministry of the Episcopal Church to the 
University of California, Irvine, there was a strengthening of both the 
programs and the leadership on campus. The Canterbury Club was led by 
President Chris Hardy, a senior at UCI, and by Vice President Leigh 
Harris, a sophomore. Both students received training as Lay Readers and 
Chalice Bearers over the summer, and were aboe to assist in and conduct 
various worship services of the Episcopal community. Through the Canter- 
bury Club, a retreat for students was held at Camp Stevens and a quarter- 
ly dinner was provided at the chaplain's home. 


Our regular teaching and worship activities continued to grow. On 
Tuesday evenings the chaplain conducted a Bible Study and Eucharist and 
on Thursdays the Eucharist was celebrated at noon, followed by an ecumen- 
ical lunch. A confirmation class was held in the spring and three 
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students received the sacrament of confirmation as celebrated by the 
Right -Reverend John M. Krumm at St. Andrew's in May. One student was 
baptized at the Easter Vigil. 


On the national level, the chaplain was asked by the Reverend Mark 
Harris, Coordinator for Ministry in Higher Education, to be a member of a 
consultation on evangelism and higher education. Approximately eight 
chaplains nationally are participating in this work. 


Various ecumenical services and educational events were sponsored through 
the Interfaith Center at UCI. Those events included a fast to support 
Oxfam, several presentations on AIDS, a discussion of South Africa (led 
by _ two students from S. Africa who are a part of the Canterbury Club), a 
discussion group on dating and marriage and many other topics. A joint 
Jewish-Christian rembrance of the Holocaust on Yom Hoshua was a very 
moving experience. 


The relationship between all the chaplains of Interfaith and the Counsel- 
ing Center was strengthened. Mutual referral of students often took 
place between these two organizations. 


The Canterbury Irvine Foundation was very pleased to be able to receive 
direct funding from the Mission Share Fund budget this year for the 
amount of $15,000. This was the first year of such direct funding since 
the early 1970's. In addition to the MSF funds, St. Andrew's Church 
increased its support, and private fundraising was also increased. The 
Foundation acted to work out the details of the chaplain's maternity 
leave and asked the Reverend James Wallis to provide coverage for the 
fall quarter. Once again the key leadership of the Foundation was 
provided by Bishop Krumm and Mrs. Peltason. 


An evaluation of the chaplain was conducted by the Program Group on 
Higher Education in the Spring. This was perceived to be a very satis-— 
factory experience for all involved. 


In short, the third year of this ministry found us rooted and flourishing 
at UCI with homes of continued vigor and growth in the next year.

Canterbury USC has had a successful year offering the following programs: 
Spiritual Development - weekly Holy Eucharist; individual counseling/ 
spiritual direction; confirmation/baptism/inquiry classes. Outreach -

and at nearby parishes; hospitality ministry, other Christian, University 
and communicy groups are hosted by Canterbury USC; Ministry to homeless 
and hungry, providing emergency funds to the needy; Values in Higher 
Education Committee, composed of students, faculty, staff and administra- 
tors. Education and Training: student internships; se,omars and work- 
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shops on current issues relating to faith; YEAST, Young Episcopal Asian- 
american Students Together, created and supported by Canterbury USA;

The School of Christian Living Canterbury USC's newest program in the 
spring. Intending to draw more people into the Church, the School 
offered introductory courses in the elements of the Christian faith in a 
non-competitive atmosphere. The school's six week course offerings 
included "Discovering God in the Old Testament," and "Everything You 
Always Wanted to Know About Christianity But Were Afraid to Ask." Both 
were intended to present the Christian faith to those who were long-time 
church members. 


Another highlight of the year was our First Annual Fund Raising Banquet 
at which time we dedicated part of the Canterbury Lounge as the Bishop 
Rusack Memorial Oratory where Holy Eucharist is celebrated weekly. 


The Chaplain also expanded the ministry by being invited to teach a 
course for the School of Education which was a required course for 
students who wanted to become Resident Advisors. Because of this new 
connection, many workshops on AIDS, Classism, Racism, Multi-cultural 
Awareness, and Leadership Training were offered. These workshops were 
organized for the Department of Residential Life. 


Canterbury is looking forward to a new year in which new grounds of 
ministry in the University can be broken so that the good news of Christ 
can be shared with this intellectual community.

Canterbury Westwood Foundation 


During the academic year, 1986-1987, the Canterbury Westwood Foundation 
ministry to the UCLA campus has witnessed a change in the focus of its 
work on campus. This past year has seen the chaplains become more deeply 
involved in efforts to institutionally address issues that confront the 
UCLA community. In addition to continuing participation on the Chancel- 
lor's Committee on Religious Affairs and the UCLA Human Subjects Protec- 
tion Committee, the chaplain has served as a member of the coordinating 
committee of the UCLA AIDS Task Force. This group has been commissioned 
to formulate ways for the university community to creatively respond to 
the crisis created by the AIDS epidemic. One of the outcomes of the task 
force's work was AIDS Awareness Week at UCLA. AIDS Project USA has 
lauded the work of this group as being a model for other universities to 
follows. 


The chaplain has also helped to develop the URC's and the Medical Cen- 
ter's new Host Home Program. This joint effort seeks to create a volun- 
teer pool of families willing to house the family members of patients of 
the UCLA Medical Center. There is presently a pool of approximately 30 
volunteer families and within the last few weeks the first housing 
placements have been made. 
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The chaplain has been actively involved in efforts to create a joint UCLA 
Medical Center/URC Program which would revive and expand the position of 
Chaplaincy Coordinator for the Medical Center. It is hoped that a new 
coordinator will be called by the beginning of the next academic term. 


During the past year, Canterbury hosted the annual meeting of the Prov- 
ince VIII Meeting for Ministry in Higher Education. This was the first 
time that the group has ever met in Los Angeles or at a university 
campus. The chaplain was also elected to serve as the VIIIth Province's 
Representative on the Steering Committee of the Episcopal Society for 
Ministry in Higher Education. During the past year, the chaplain has 
also served as a member of the committee planning the Third National 
Gathering of Students, Chaplains, Faculty and Staff. This bi-annual 
meeting brings together approximately 500 participants from around the 
country. The chaplain was also invited to be keynote speaker at the 
Province V Student Conference. This meeting drew 120 students from Big 
Ten universities and colleges in the midwest. 


This past year has seen the distribution and favorable reception of the 
videotape, "Military Service and Christian Conscience", for which the 
chaplain served as Executive Producer. The video was chosen to be 
included as one of the National Council of Churches nationwide television 
series, "One in The Spirit". 


As always, the Foundation has carried on its regular round of weekly 
services and fellowship opportunities for the UCLA community. We gather 
each Sunday evening to celebrate the Eucharist and to share with each 
other in a simple supper. On Mondays the Eucharist is celebrated at noon 
in St. Alban's Johnson Chapel. During the past year, the Episcopal 
faculty were invited to participate in a regular series of faculty 
luncheons and eucharists. 


During the past year the chaplain was privileged to serve as program 
chair of the University religious Conference. In this capacity, he had 
the opportunity to participate actively in the URC's program of ecumeni- 
cal and interfaith ministry to UCLA. 


These were some of the highlights of our work over the past year. They 
illustrate the change in focus that has occurred over the past year and I 
hope they show signs of promise for our ministry in the years to come.

Hillsides Home for Children 


A man who had lived at Hillsides over 50 years ago recently returned for 
a visit. As I stood listening to him talk fondly of his former "Home" at 
Hillsides, tears in his eyes, I was again reminded of what a revolution- 
ary idea Evelyn Wile had. Deaconess Wile founded Hillsides in 1913 on 
the premise that children would be better served living in a home en- 
vironment with no more than four children sharing a bedroom rather than 
the large monolithic institutions with their fifty-bed dormitories of 
that time. Deaconess Wile's concept has become the standard for child- 
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ren's homes today. This visitor was one of the early recipients of her 
concept, having lived at Hillsides in the 20's. He is now retired and 
was in the area visiting his children and grandchildren. 


As Hillsides nears its 75th anniversary, I've been thinking about the 
legacy of innovation Deaconess Wile left us. It's kept our focus firmly 
on excellence in caring for children, while also inspiring us to con- 
stantly more ahead. We keep searching for new and better ways to help 
both the problems of the individual children at Hillsides and the larger, 
national problem of child abuse as a whole. 


Our five year plan, approved early this year by the Board of Directors, 
outlines specific goals for future progress in providing the highest 
quality services for children and their families. 


Recent innovative efforts have been focused on counseling and education 
of families in their homes. Started in 1983, Hillsides Family Project 
puts professional therapists into homes in crisis and works with the 
families to help them resolve their problems in order to keep them 
together. The Project works with families to change the environments and 
circumstances that lead to child abuse and eventual removal of children 
to institutions. 


Along the way, we've helped thousands of troubled children to become 
stable and productive adults. In 1986, Hillsides provided services, 
treatment and education for 123 children and their families, serving a 
total of 950 individuals. 


As I reflect on our 75 years, I am also struck by the dedication and 
devotion of the people involved with the Home. Evelyn Wile set the 
standard for excellence from the beginning but it has been the people 
involved -over the years who have continued it. I wish to take this 
opportunity to thank the members of the Church for their contuing dedi- 
cation to the mission of Hillsides to restore the lives of battered and 
abused children. God bless you.

St. Barnabas Senior Center 





St. Barnabas Senior Center continues to excel in its primary purpose and 
what it does best: the delivery of social services to senior citizens. 
256,776 services were delivered in 1986-7, an increase of 44,384 or 21% 
over the previous year. 31,620 unduplicated clients were served, up 
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7,255 or 30% of the previous year. These numbers, as impressive as they 
are, will increase dramatically in 1987-8 with the addition of a commun- 
ity transit program for the City of Beverly Hills (we continue to serve 
the Cities of Los Angeles and West Hollywood) and the operation of eight 
congregate meal sites and a home-delivered meal program. Our eight 
congregate meal sites serve 810 meals a day and include Filipino, Chi- 
nese, Vietnamese and Korean sites. 173 home-delivered meals per day will 
be taken to homebound seniors or those too frail to prepare meals for 
themselves. The addition of a fifth social worker during the year has 
enhanced the case management component of our service delivery system. 
The USC/St. Barnabas Alzheimer Disease Diagnosis and treatment Center has 
now enrolled more than 100 patients and will continue to grow. 


The $3.1 million funding package for the new building was virtually 
completed during the year. Idelle Cowles, development Director, was 
instrumental in raising nearly $900,000 primarily from foundations and 
corporations. 


Marvin Blestein of Stegeman & Kastner,-project management consultant, 
worked closely with our architect, Wolff/Lang/Christopher of Rancho 
Cucamonga and our Board of Directors, and their combined efforts have 
assured us a functional, attractive and economical building. The general 
contract was awarded to McAlpine & Salyer of Paramount. They began work 
April 28 after a ground-breaking ceremony on April 22. Jack Germain of 
the Ratkovich Company has taken over as project management consultant for 
the construction phase, and weekly site meetings oversee construction 
progress. A completion date in May 1988 seems entirely realistic. The 
agency remains debt-free, California Senior Center Bond Act funds are 
being received, and agency funds are invested until they are required for 
construction. 


The Building Committee of a strengthened Board of Directors supervises 
construction and. funding; the Program/Planning Committee has reaffirmed 
our commitment to serving the elderly poor and plans for expansion of 
services; the Personnel Committee has updated personnel practices and 
adopted standards of conduct; the Finance Committee oversees fiscal 
operations and works to make the multifaceted financial operations of the 
agency more easily understood. The first overall audit of agency opera- 
tions was conducted during the year. Previously, individual contracts 
were audited separately. 


The operating budget of $6 mission for 1987-8 will come from government 
contracts; individual, corporate and foundation contributions; program 
fees; the United Way; and the Episcopal Diocese of Los Angeles. 


We look forward in the coming year to occupying the new building and 
integrating nutrition and case management services under one roof, 
enhanced by an Alzheimer Disease Day Care Center. The computerization of 
mailing list/donor files will be completed, and computerized accounting 
will be added. Two vehicles will enhance our escort and grocery shopping 
and delivery services. A search for a new Development Director has 
begun, and the next staff position to be added seems likely to be a 
volunteer coordinator.

The Seamen's Church Institute 


This past year 1987 has been one of transition for the Seamen's Church 
Institute. The traditional positions aboard ship manned by "Western" 
seafarers has rapidly been taken over by the less expensive "Eastern" 
seafarers. Changes in manning rates of pay, number of positions aboard 
ship and the rapid turn around of ships in port along with the "Asiani- 
zation" of the maritime world have caused all agencies serving seafarers 
to reexamine their programs. The Seamen's Church Institute has just 
completed a year long study of its Mission Statement and its short and 
long range goals and policies. 


In response to the growing need of cruise ship personnel and the concern 
for cooperative ecumenical efforts, the Institute opened a Communication 
Center in the new passenger terminal jointly with the Catholic Maritime 
Ministry on December 11, 1986. Thanks to a grant from Venture in Mission 
and the Port of Los Angeles the Center has served over 10,000 ships per- 
sonnel and passengers with a variety of services, including a bank of 
fifteen telephone booths, recreation area, counseling and worship ser- 
vices, reading material, and information and referral. The key of our 
ministry to seafarers is the fifty-odd lay men and women volunteers who 
work at the Thrift Shop, the Institute and the Communication Center 
giving thousands of hours each year. 


We are especially blessed with a hard working Board of Directors whose 
number has been increased to nineteen this year to include a wider range 
of maritime people plus an ecumenical dimension to our Board make up. We 
are also thankful for the continued support of many parishes, missions 
and individuals throughout the Diocese who financially support the 
Institute. 


St. Nicholas Chapel continues to serve the religious and spiritual needs 
of the maritime community through its regular weekly services as follows: 
Holy Communion, 100; Evening Prayer, 47;- Burial, 14; Matrimony, 43; 
Baptism, 5. 


With my retirement coming at the end of 1987, the Board of Directors are 
looking for my replacement, keeping in mind the transition the maritime 
world is currently undergoing.

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DIOCESAN SCHOOLS 


Campbell Hall 


Campbell Hall culminates its forty-third anniversary as an elementary and 
secondary diocesan school after a productive and busy academic year. 
Since the expansion of the high school to coeducation is now complete and 
we have celebrated the graduation of our first large coeducational class, 
our Board of Directors has directed our attention to the development of a 
strategic planning model which will help the school develop goals and 
priorities for the next six years. To that end, on retreat this spring, 
our Board of Directors met to begin the process. In the fall of 1987 the 
ten study committees, which are the idea-generating source of the stra- 
tegic planning model, will meet, ultimately to share priority recommenda- 
tions to the board, in January 1988. The results of this process in the 
spring of 1988 will be a plan for Cambell Hall's future vision. The 
model for strategic planning is designed to incorporate as broad a base 
of our constituencies as possible, and even in its initial stages has 
generated a good and healthy exchange of ideas. 


June 10, 1987 Campbell Hall was proud to graduate its first large coedu- 
cational class. For the headmaster, faculty, and staff, graduation day 
represented the culmination of many years' work to expand the curriculum 
and programs, It was a satisfying moment. This year's senior class will 
continue to represent Campbell Hall at various colleges and university 
from coast to coast. Their college placement record is excellent and 
reflective of their solid academic preparation here, 


Another historic moment for our campus this year was the installation of 
a chapter of the Cum Laude Society. This society was established in 1906 
as an honor society modeled on Phi Beta Kappa which would encourage and 
recognize true scholarship at the secondary level. There are slightly 
over three hundred chapters of the Cum Laude Society. The list of 
members include the strongest college preparatory schools in the country. 
On May 1, 1987 the Campbell Hall chapter was officially installed by 
Regent Robert Miller, Assistant Headmaster of the Thacher School, Ojai, 
California. Cum Laude's recognition of Campbell Hall is recognition for 
the quality of our faculty's teaching and our students’ academic 
achievement. 


I am pleased to report to the diocese that Campbell Hall flourishes, 
dedicated to the ongoing growth of academic excellence and to the spirit- 
ual nurture of the students entrusted to its care.

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STATISTICS OF PARISHES AND MISSIONS 


As is well known, every congregation is required by The Canons of the 
Episcopal Church (Title I, Canon 5, Sec. 1) to file with the Bishop of 
the Diocese (In the Diocese of Los Angeles the Sectretary of Convention 
is designated by the Bishop to actually receive them) an Annual Parochial 
Report by February lst for the preceding year. In the tables following 
you will note certain congregations did not file before March lst, 1987 
the date the Secretary of Convention is required by the same Canon to 
file with the Executive Council and the computer. In all these cases the 
last year for which a report was filed has been used indicated by (*). 
The following congregations have filed the 1986 Report since that date: 
Whittier, St. Matthias, 6/8/87; Orange, Trinity, 6/11; North Hollywood, 
St. David's, 7/13/87; Los Angeles, St. Phillip's, part on 7/17/87, rest 
on 10/5/87; and Los Angeles, St. Alban's, 8/25/87. The balance, as of 
November 6, 1987, have still not been filed. 


The Constitution of the Diocese of Los Angeles (Article VI, Sec. 16) Pro- 
vides that "The Lay members (of Convention) shall consist of Delegates 
chosen in proportion to the number of communicants reported to the Annual 
Meeting of Convention of the previous year." This means that if the 
Annual Parochial Report is not filed before the Meeting of Convention 
zero communicants are reported and the congregation is entitled to only 
one Lay Delegate the following year. "Each Parish and Mission in union 
with Convention shall be entitled to at least one Lay Delegate" (Article 
I, Sec. 16).

We have examined the statements of assets and liabilities arising from cash transactions of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles (the Diocese) at December 31, 1986, and the related 
statements of revenue collected, expenses paid and changes in fund balances for the year then ended. 
Our examination was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly 
included such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 


As described in note A, the Diocese’s policy is to prepare its financial statements on the modified basis of 
cash receipts and disbursements; consequently, certain revenue and the related assets are recognized 
when received rather than when earned, and certain expenses are recognized when paid rather than when 
the obligation is incurred. Accordingly, the accompanying financial statements are not intended to present 
financial position and results of operations in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 


As described in note B, the financial statements do not include all Episcopal Agencies in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles. 


In our opinion, except that the omission of the financial statements described in the preceding paragraph 
results in an incomplete presentation, the financial statements referred to above present fairly the assets 
and liabilities arising from cash transactions of the Diocese at December 31, 1986, and the revenue 
collected, expenses paid and changes in fund balances for the year then ended on a basis consistent with 
that of the preceding year.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


December 31, 1986 


NOTE A - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

The accounting policies of The Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles (Diocese) 
conform to a modified basis of cash receipts and disbursements which have been consistently applied in 
the preparation of the financial statements. Accruals are made for pledges receivable and the Agency 
Funds. 

Fund accounting 

Financial activities are recorded in the individual funds described below, each of which is deemed to be a 
separate accounting entity. The financial affairs and operations of each fund are accounted for in separate 
accounts which represent the funds’ assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenue and expenses. 

Basis of accounting 

All funds are maintained and reported on a modified basis of cash receipts and disbursements. 
Consequently, certain revenue and the related assets are recognized when received rather than when 
earned, and certain expenses are recognized when paid rather than when the obligation is incurred. 
Mission Share Fund 

Transactions related to revenue primarily from the churches within the Diocese and used to finance the 
annual programs and budget of the Diocese as approved at the Diocesan Conventions are accounted for 
in the Mission Share Fund. 

Agency Funds 


Transactions for which the Diocese maintains a fiduciary responsibility are maintained in the Agency 
Funds. 


Missionary Expansion Loan Fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for the purpose of providing financing for various 
missions and parishes are accounted for in the Missionary Expansion Loan Fund. 


Endowment and Trust Funds 


Transactions relating to resources obtained through an endowment or trust and restricted for specific 
purposes are accounted for in the Endowment and Trust Funds. 


Venture in Mission Fund 


Transactions relating to resources obtained through fund raising activities and restricted for specific 
purposes are accounted for in the Venture in Mission Fund. 
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NOTE A - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES - (Continued) 

El Toro Debt Service Fund 

Transactions related to funds obtained and used for the acquisition of property and construction of facilities 
in El Toro and payment of interest and principal on the related debt are accounted for in the El Toro Debt 
Service Fund. 

San Juan Capistrano Debt Service Fund 

Transactions related to funds obtained and used for the acquisition of property and construction of facilities 
for St. Margaret of Scotland Mission and payment of principal and interest on the related debt are 
accounted for in the San Juan Capistrano Debt Service Fund. 

Property Fund 


Transactions related to the capitalization of disbursements for fixed assets are accounted for in the 
Property Fund. 


Total (memorandum only) column 

The data shown in the total (memorandum only) column is presented for purposes of additional analysis. 
Such data merely aggregate the columnar statements by fund types and is not intended to present 
combined financial information in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 

NOTE B - OTHER EPISCOPAL CHURCH AGENCIES IN THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 

The financial statements do not include the assets, liabilities or fund balances of the Bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in Los Angeles (a corporation sole) or various other institutions, parishes, 
missions and agencies of the Diocese. 

NOTE C - ADJUSTMENT TO PRIOR PERIOD 

The prior year Mission Share Fund beginning fund balance reflects a reclassification for financial statement 
presentation purposes which has been eliminated. 

NOTE D - DIOCESAN INVESTMENT TRUST 

The Diocesan Investment Trust is included as a portion of a portfolio of various securities maintained and 
controlled by a board of trustees. The Trust is carried at cost. Aggregate market value of the Diocese’s 
portion at December 31, 1986 is $3,487,490. 

NOTE E - LOANS RECEIVABLE - MISSIONS AND PARISHES 

Loans receivable from missions and parishes consist of various notes, some of which have no specific due 
dates or principal payment arrangements. Principal amounts vary from $750 to $353,000. Loans made 


prior to 1986 have interest rates ranging from 0% to 2%, up to a maximum of $600 per year for any one 
church. Beginning in 1986, an interest rate of 2% is charged on all loans. 
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NOTE F - PROPERTY AND EQUIPMENT

The San Juan Capistrano Debt Service Fund and the El Toro Debt Service Fund carry property and 
equipment at cost. 


Methods other than cost have been used to value properties acquired when cost records were not 
maintained. No provision is made for depreciation or amortization of exhaustible property. These 
practices represent departures from generally accepted accounting principles. 


NOTE G - BONDS PAYABLE 


The proceeds from the bonds were used to fund the construction of facilities for St. Margaret of Scotland 
Mission. Two classes of bonds were issued: income bonds and capital bonds. Both issues bear interest 
at 10% per annum. Simple interest on the income bonds is paid semi-annually. Compound interest on the 
capital bonds is accrued and paid upon redemption. The due dates of the bonds are as follows:

NOTE H - NOTE PAYABLE - BANK 


The bank loan consists of an unsecured note due in July 1987 with a provision for renewal. Interest is at a 
tate equal to 1% above the bank's prime rate. The proceeds of the loan were used for construction of the 


San Juan Capistrano School. The school is responsible for repayment of the loan. 


NOTE I - NOTES PAYABLE - OTHER 
Missionary Expansion Loan Fund: 


Unsecured, non-interest bearing note payable to the 
Diocese of San Diego. Payments of $10,000 are due annually. 


San Juan Capistrano Debt Service Fund: 


Note payable with a interest rate of 9%, secured by a deed of 
trust, payable to an individual. Payments are due monthly. 
The San Juan Capistrano School is responsible for repayment 
of the loan. 


El Toro Debt Service Fund:

Layworkers of the Diocesan corporation are covered under a fixed contribution pension plan. The 
contributions are computed at 7% of eligible wages and amounted to $28,929 for the year ended 


December 31, 1986. 
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NOTE K - COMMITMENTS AND CONTINGENCIES 
Litigation 


On September 20, 1985, the Rector, Wardens and Vestry of St. Athanasius Parish in Los Angeles obtained 
a preliminary injunction against lan Mitchell prohibiting him from acting as if he were the Rector of that 
parish. Father Mitchell filed a cross-complaint which alleges that the Diocese and numerous other cross- 
defendants have published defamatory statements about him. He is seeking unspecified special damages, 
$500,000 in general damages, and $1,000,000 in exemplary damages. 


The Diocese has won Court rulings dismissing various other claims, including breach of contract and 
wrongful termination. The case is still in the pleading stage. Father Mitchell's Third Amended Cross- 
Complaint for Defamation was filed August 14, 1987. 


The Diocese intends to continue vigorously contesting the claims asserted by Father Mitchell. While it is 
not possible to determine the ultimate outcome of the case, it is the opinion of the Diocese that such 
litigation will not have a material effect on the financial statements of the Diocese.

Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the basic financial statements taken 
as a whole of The Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles for the year ended December 
31, 1986 which are presented in the preceding section of this report. The supplemental information 
presented hereinafter is presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not a required part of the basic 
financial statements.

1. ACCOUNTING BASIS USED IN FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


The Society maintains its accounts on a cash receipts and disbursements basis. 
Accordingly no accruals of interest receivable are included in the financial 
statements as of December 31, 1986. 


2. DIVISION OF THE SOCIETY 


The Board of Directors of The Church Extension Society authorized the alloca- 
tion of one-sixth of the assets of the Society to the Episcopal Diocese of 

San Diego, the valuation date being December 31, 1973. Pursuant to this 
authorization, one-sixth of the cash on hand as of the valuation date plus one- 
sixth of loan collections and interest income subsequent to the valuation date 
thru 1984 were remitted to San Diego. For 1986, one-sixth of loan collections 
and interest income is $200, and was paid in 1987 to the Episcopal Diocese of 
San Diego. The remaining balance, in the form loans receivable, will be paid 
as the loans are liquidated.

The investment results of the D.I.T. for 1986 were the best 
since 1954 and the second best in the Trust's 37 year history. 
The value of each share appreciated 20% and the distributed 
income per share was 5.98% (based on the average share value 
during the year). The dividends per share totalled $4.47 versus 
$4.41 in 1985. 


Considering that nearly half our assets are in bonds or cash, 
the 1986 performance is eloquent testimony that our invest- 
ment advisers, Capital Research and Management. Inc. and 
Cramblit and Carney, are doing an excellent job. 


A survey of the D.I.T. results over the past five years in compar- 
ison with a wide universe of similar funds puts the D.I.T. in the 
top percentiles in all of the categories measured. 


In 21 of the past 37 years, the D.L.T. total return (capital appre- 
ciation plus income has exceeded 12%. In 15 of those 21 years, 
it has exceeded 15%.

To more than double 
the annual cash dividend per share while at the same time to more 
than double the value of each share is extraordinary: given the 
conservative constraints we place on the money managers.

The following is a summary of significant accounting 
policies consistently followed by the Diocesan Invest- 
ment Trust of the Diocese of Los Angeles (the Trust) 
in the preparation of its financial statements. The 
financial statements have been prepared in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles. 


Security valuation: 
Investment securities traded on a national securities 
exchange are valued at the last reported sales price 
on the last business day of the year: securities traded 
in the over-the-counter market and listed securities 
for which no sale was reported on that date are valued 
at the mean between the last reported bid and asked 
prices. Mutual fund shares are valued at quoted net 
asset value. 


Income taxes: 
The Trust was incorporated in California in 1949 as 
an investment trust. Subscription to the Trust is limited 
to churches and other institutions affiliated with the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Southern California 
area. The Trust is exempt from federal and California 
income taxes and had no unrelated business income 
during the years ended October 31, 1986 and 1985. 
Accordingly, no provision for federal and California 
income taxes is necessary. 
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Other: 


Capital gain dividends paid by mutual funds are 
recorded as net realized gains on securities sold. 

Cash tenders for subscriptions to shares and requests 
for withdrawal and redemption of shares must be 
received three business days prior to the end of any 
fiscal quarter and can be made only as of the quarter 
end. Share prices for tenders and surrenders are based 
on the quarter end net asset value per share determined 
on the same basis as in the annual financial statements. 


Note 2—Sale of securities: 


On February 12, 1980 the Trustees resolved that from 
that date, two-thirds of the assets of the Trust at such 
date and two-thirds of future tenders shall be invested 
in mutual funds managed by Capital Research and Man- 
agement Company. The remaining one-third would be 
managed by the investment management firm of 
Cramblit and Carney.

The Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third Convention of the Church in

The applications were made by St. Raphael the Archangel 
Mission Station, Chino Hills, and St. Clare of Assisi Mission Station, 
Rancho Cucamonga, to enter into union with Convention as Mission congrega-— 
tions; and St. Barnabas' Mission, Pasadena, to enter into union with 
Convention as a Parish. All three had been recommended by the Program 
Group on Mission Congregations; and had appeared before and been approved 
by the Standing Committee. With the approval of the Bishop, all had been 
found by the Committee on Incorporation and Admission of Parishes and 
Missions to have fulfilled all canonical requirements. Father MacPherson 
moved that they be admitted into union with the Ninety-third Convention of 
the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles in keeping with their application 
for status. The motion was seconded and carried unanimously. Representa- 
tives of the three congregations were asked to stand and were greeted 
warmly by the Convention. 
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The Secretary, speaking for the Committee on Credentials, reported 
that in accordance with Article IV, Section 16 of The Constitution of the 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles®, and Canon XIII, Sections 13.00 and 
13.02, of the Canons, the Committee had received and inspected, on Novem- 
ber 28th, 1988, the Certificates of Lay Delegates to the Ninety-third 
Convention of 1988 of 141 Parish and Missions in union with Convention 
representing 425 Lay Delegates. The Committee found that they were 
entitled to representation and vote in this Meeting of Convention. This 
was from a possible total of 146 Congregations and 432 Lay Delegates who 
might be eligible. 


Further, the Secretary, speaking for the Committee on Credentials, 
reported that in accordance with Article IV, Section 15, of the Constitu- 
tion, and C&anon XII, Section 12.00, of the Canons, the Committee, on 
November 28, 1988, had examined the list of all Clergy of the Church 
canonically resident in this Diocese as authorized by the Ecclesiastical 
Authority. The Committee found that 3 Bishops, 354 Presbyters, and 12 
Deacons were canonically resident in this Diocese on that date, a total of 
369 clergy. Of this number, 302 were*entitled to vote in this Meeting of 
Convention. 


The Secretary then read the. following resolution: 


BE IT RESOLVED that visiting and assisting Bishops be extended the 
courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of Convention; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the lay members of Diocesan Council, the 
Standing Committee, the Corporation of the Diocese, and Regional Presi- 
dents not regularly elected Delegates to Convention be extended the 
courtesy of a seat and voice in this Meeting of Convention, in order to 
fulfill more effectively the respective offices to which they have been 
elected; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that seminarians of the Diocese of Los Angeles 
be extended the courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of Convention for the 
purpose of gaining experience and more fully sharing in the life of the 
Diocese; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that any chaplains of the Armed Forces serving 
in that capacity within the Diocese of Los Angeles, but canonically 
resident in other jurisdictions of the Episcopal Church, be extended the 
courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of Convention; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that in view of the specialized ministry 
exercised amongst us in the Diocese of Los Angeles by the Monastic Commun-— 
ities, the lay members of the Order of the Holy Cross and the Sisters of 
the Holy Nativity be extended the courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of 
Convention; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that Mr. Robert Bowen, Judge of Elections, be 
extended the courtesy of a seat and voice in this meeting of Convention so 


that he may exercise the duties and only those duties the Bishop and 
Convention have requested him to assume. 


The motion was seconded and carried unanimously. 


@ Hereinafter referred to in these minutes as the Constitution. 
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The Secretary placed in nomination, in order, the names of all 
persons. listed on the Official Ballot. In each instance an opportunity 
was given for nominations from the floor before a motion was made, sec- 
onded, and carried to close the nominations for each office. A complete 
list of all the nominees is printed in the report of the Judge of Elec- 
tions elsewhere in The Journal. 


The Secretary moved that in accordance with Rule 17, Paragraph 2, of 
The Rules of Order, the following persons be declared elected by acclama- 
tion, in view of the fact that they were unopposed for their respective 
offices: Janet Lynn Petrey, Member of the Commission on Ministry; the 
Reverend Robert G. Oliver, Director of the Corporation of the Diocese (1 
year); the Reverend H. Dean Farrar III, Director of the Corporation of the 
Diocese (3 years); the Reverend Denis O'Pray, Director of the Cathedral 
Corporation; Mr. Thomas Curtiss, Jr., Director of the Cathedral Corpora- 
tion; Mr. Robert E. Wycoff, Trustee of the Diocesan Investment Trust; the 
Reverend George W. Cummings, Secretary of Convention; the Reverend Tillman 
M. Moore, M.D., Director of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan; Mrs. Betty 
Connelly, Director of Canterbury, Irvine; the Reverend Michael P. Samar- 
tha, Director of Canterbury, U.S.C. The Motion was seconded and carried. 


The President called on the Judge of Elections, Mr. Robert Bowen to 
instruct the members of Convention on voting procedures. The first ballot 


was then cast. 


The President recognized Mr. William B. Rodiger, J.D., Chairman of 
the Committee on Constitution and Canons. Mr. Rodiger as follows: 


I. PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION 


A. Editorial Changes in the Constitution 
(First Reading) 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 
Amend Article IV, so as to delete the word "his". 


Amend Article V, Section 10, so as to strike the word "he" 
on the second line, and replace it with the words "the Bishop". 


Amend Article V, Section 11, so as to strike the word "Clergyman" on 
line 5, and replace it with the words "member of the Clergy". 


Amend Article VI, Section 13, so as to strike the words "Clergymen or 
Laymen or Laywomen", and replace them with the words "Clergy and Laity". 


Amend Article VII, Section 18, by striking the word "himself" on line 
ne 


Amend Article IX, Section 20, by striking the words “upon him" on 
line 5. 


Hereinafter in these minutes referred to as the Judge of Elections 
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Amend Article IX, Section 22, so that it shall read as follows: 

"In the absence of the Secretary, the duties shall devolve upon the 
Assistant Secretary, if there be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the 


Standing Committee." 


Amend Article XVIII, Section 39, by striking the word "he" on line 4, 
and replacing it with the words "the Bishop". 


Amend Article XIX, Article 41, by deleting the word "Clergyman" on 
line 4, and replacing it with the words "member of the Clergy". 


Delete the word "he" appearing on line 14 of Section 41, and replace 
it with the words "the Bishop". 


Amend Article XX, Section 44, so as to delete the word "Clergyman" on 
line 8, and replace. it with the words "member of the Clergy". 


Delete the word "he" on line 10 of Section 44, and replace it with 
"such member of the clergy". 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


B. Clerical Delegates 
(First Reading) 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 


Amend Article VI, Section 15 of the Constitution, so that the Section 
will read as follows: 


= Clerical Delegates 


15% Every member of the Clergy in regular standing, who is canoni- 
cally resident in the Diocese, shall be entitled to a seat in every Annual 
or Special Meeting of Corvention. The right to speak and vote shall 
belong only to each member of the Clergy in regular standing who has been 
for six months actually and canonically a _ resident of this Diocese; 
provided the member shall be 


(a) actually settled as a Rector, Vicar, or Assistant Minister, or 


(b) recognized as a Missionary by the Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese, or 


(c) engaged as one of the following: 
(1) as an instructor in some seminary or college, or 
(2) as a Chaplain in the Armed Forces of the United States, or 
(3) as a full-time officer, agent, or employee of General Conven- 
tion, the Executive Council (or_a Departme:t thereof) canonically resident 


in this Diocese but prevented by religious duties from being actually 
resident in this Diocese, or 
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(4) a full-time officer or employee of the Diocese or of an 
institution of the Diocese (Canon XXIV). 


Canonical residence shall date from ordination within the Diocese, or 
from the date of acceptance of Letters Dimissory by the Ecclesiatical 
Authority of the Diocese. 


A competent member of the Clergy, once entitled to a seat and vote, 
shall not be deprived of these privileges because disabled from the 
functions of the office to which he or she was ordained by age or infirm- 
ity, or by being temporarily without charge; provided that the latter 
reason shall not apply to a member of the clergy exclusively engaged in 
secular work. 


An amendment, moved by the Reverend Douglas Edwards, Rector of 
Trinity Parish, Orange, to date canonical residency from the date of 
candidacy for ordination, was referred by the Convention to the Committee 
on Constitution and Canons for consideration and submission to the Ninety- 
fourth Convention. 


The original motion by Mr. Rodiger, "Clerical Delegates" having been 
previously seconded, was carried. 


C. Use of the Phrase "Confirmed Communicant in Good Standing 
in Place of the Word "“Communicant" 


(Second Reading) 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 

Amend Article VI, Section 16, so as to delete the word "communicants" 
used in that section, and replace it on each occasion with the words 
“confirmed communicants in good standing". 


Amend Article XII, Section 27, line 1, so as to delete the phrase 
"Communicants of the Church", and replace it with the phrase, "confirmed 
adult communicants in good standing of the Church in this Diocese”. 


Amend Article XV, Section 33, line 8, so as to delete the word 
"communicants", and replace it with the phrase “confirmed communicants in 
good standing". 


Mr. Rodiger moved that the proposal be referred to the Committee on 
Constitution and Canons for further study. The motion to refer was 
seconded and carried. 


D. Change of Time Period in Residence Requirement for 
Clergy Eligibility in a Vote for the Election 
of a Bishop so as to Conform with the 
Residence Requirement for Clergy Voting 
at a Meeting of Convention 





Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 
Amend Article XX, Section 44, so that it will read as follows: 


"The election shall be made in the following manner: The Clergy and 
the Laity shall vote by orders, and the election shall be by ballot. If 
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two-thirds of all the Clergy entitled to vote be present, and two-thirds 
of all the Parishes and Mission entitled to vote be represented, then a 
majority of each order present shall determine a choice. If such two- 
thirds of Clergy, Parishes and Missions be not present, two thirds of the 
votes of each order present shall be necessary to determine a choice; 
provided, that in any such election, no member of the Clergy shall be 
entitled to vote unless he or she shall have been, for at least six months 
immediately preceding the election, actually and canonically resident in 
this Diocese." The motion was seconded and carried. 


II. PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CANONS 


A. Relaxation of Requirements for 
Approval of Changes in the By-Laws of 


Diocesan Institutions 
Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 
Amend Canon XXIV, Section 24.03, so that it shall read as follows: 


"The Articles of Incorporation and By-Laws of any such institution 
must have the approval of Convention before such institution can become 
qualified as a diocesan institution. Such Articles of Incorporation and 
By-laws shall be submitted to the Chancellor of the Diocese not less than 
ninety days prior to the Meeting of Convention at which approval is 
sought. The Chancellor shall examine such Articles of Incorporation and 
By-Laws to determine whether they meet the requirements herein set forth 
and are in proper form. The Chancellor shall transmit the same to the 
Secretary of Convention, together with written recommendation as to 
approval or disapproval. The Secretary shall then present the matter to 
Convention for action. Amendments shall be subject to the same procedure 
and approval, except that they shall be deemed approved if the Bishop 
concurs with the written recommendation of the Chancellor that the matter 
need not be presented to Convention." The motion was seconded and 
carried. 


B. Representation of the Ecclesiastical Authority 
at All Meetings of the Corporation of the Diocese 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 
Amend Canon XXI, Section 21.00, so as to add the following paragraph: 


"When the office of Bishop is vacant, the Ecclesiastical Authority 
shall designate a person to replace the Bishop as a director ex-officio of 
the Corporation of the Diocese." 


Amend Canon XXI, Section 21.00 so as to add a Section 21.02 which 
will read as follows: 


"Prior to the acquisition, disposition or encumbrance of Diocesan 
real property of a value in excess of $100,000.00, the Board shall consult 
with the Ecclesiastical Authority." 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
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C. Election of the Vestry 
Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 


Amend Canon IV, Section 4.00, so as to read as follows: 


"The Board of Directors of the Parish shall be known as its Vestry and 
shall manage its temporalities. Members of the Vestry shall be the Rector 
of the Parish and those qualified electors (as defined in these Canons) of 
the laity of the parish, elected at an annual meeting of the Parish or 
their duly elected successors, in accordance with the Articles of Incor- 
poration and By-Laws of the Parish or, in the case of an unincorporated 
Parish, its Constitution and By-Laws. The annual meeting of a Parish shall 
be held upon reasonable notice upon a date set by the official action of 
the Vestry in its discretion. Nothing in this section shall preclude any 
Parish from electing a portion of its Vestry each year or from establishing 
a “Rotating Vestry" with a period of ineligibility for re-election after 
completing a full term of office." The motion was seconded and carried. 


No amendments to The Rules of Order were proposed. 


The President recognized Mr. Frank V. Marshall, Jr., Treasurer of the 
Diocese. The details of his report and the audit certificates are printed 
elsewhere in The Journal. Mr. Marshall announced to the Convention that 
this would be his last report as Treasurer because of a move out of the 
Diocese. The President expressed the thanks of the Convention as delegates 
rose to their feet to applaud Mr. Marshall. 


The Reverend Canon Lewis P. Bohler, Jr. of the Church of the Advent, 
Los Angeles, moved the following resolution: 


BE IT RESOLVED, that the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third Convention 
of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles go on record as commending 
Frank Marshall for his years of excellence and sacrifice in performing the 
job of Treasurer of the Diocese. We wish Frank Godspeed and good luck. 
You have been faithful over many matters, may you now know relaxation over 
a few. 


The resolution was seconded and carried. 


At 3:45 p.m., the President declared a fifteen minute recess. Conven- 
tion reconvened at 4:00 p.m. with the singing of a hymn, 


The Judge of Elections reported on the First Ballot. The Second 
Ballot was then taken. The results of all ballots are printed elsewhere in 
The Journal, 


The Secretary moved that the Reports of Work of the Program Groups, 
Regions, Commissions, Committee, Institutions, and Organizations of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles which have been filed with the Secretary of Conven- 
tion, published as Volume II, parts 3 and 4 of The Journal and distributed 
in the Convention Packet be received by title by this Meeting of Convention 
as well as the following reports which have been received since the print- 
ing of The Journal: Venture in Mission, Commission on Hispanic Ministry, 
and the Program Group on Youth. The motion was seconded and carried. 
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The President recognized the Reverend Warner R. Traynham, Rector of 
St. John's Parish, Los Angeles and President of the Standing Committee who 
gave its report. A motion was made, seconded and carried to receive the 
report which appears elsewhere in The Journal. 


The President called on the Reverend Canon George Regas, Rector of 
All Saints' Parish, Pasadena and Chair of the Commission on Ministry to 
give its report which appears elsewhere in The Journal. A motion was 
made, seconded and carried to receive this report. 


The Secretary moved the following: 


WHEREAS, this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third Convention of the 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles recognizes with regret the absence 
from its fellowship of the Right Reverend Francis Eric Bloy, D.D., S.T.D.; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Meeting of Convention assures him 
of its prayers and best wishes for a speedy recovery. 


The motion was seconded and carried unanimously. 
The Secretary moved the following: 


WHEREAS, during this past year the following Presbyters of our 
Diocese have resigned their cures on attainment of retirement age or 
disability: the Reverend Fathers James Bishop, Robert Cornelison, Stuart 
Fitch, Thomas Henry, Luther Ison, Keith Landis and Jess Taylor; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety- 
third Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles hereby 
expresses to them and their families the thanks of the Diocese for their 
devotion and years of service to our Lord and for their comradeship in the 
Church anc wishes them well in the days before them, praying that their 
health and happiness may abound and that they may long enjoy fellowship in 
Ministry with us. 


The motion was seconded and carried unanimously. 
Following Evening Prayer, the Convention recessed at 4:55 p.m. 


The Convention Dinner was held at 7:15 p.m. in California Pavilions B 
and C at the Anaheim Hilton Hotel. The Honorable Hodding Carter III 
delivered an address. 


Second Day 


The morning of the second day of the Annual Meeting of the Ninety- 
third Convention of the Church in the Diocese began with a Celebration of 
the Holy Eucharist in the Pacific Ballroom of the Anaheim Hilton Hotel, 
Anaheim, California at 8:50 a.m. Bishop Borsch presided and delivered the 
homily. The Necrologist of the Diocese, the Reverend H. Belfield Hanni- 
bal, offered prayers at the Intercessions for the departed Bishops of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles, other Bishops of the Episcopal Church who died in 
the past year, recently deceased clergy and lay leaders of the diocesan 
community. 
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After a brief recess, Bishop Borsch delivered his Convention Address, 
which is printed elsewhere in The Journal. Following his Address and led 
by the Agenda Committee of Diocesan Council, small groups composed of 
delegates and visitors to the Convention discussed issues raised by the 
Bishop and completed reports expressing their response. 


Following the group discussions, a multi-media presentation was made 
by the Communications Office of the Diocese. Following noonday prayers, 
delegates recessed for lunch. 


At 1:19 p.m. the Convention reconvened in the Pacific Ballroom Pavil- 
ion A of the Anaheim Hilton Hotel, Anaheim, California. The President 
called upon the Chairman of the Committee on Dispatch of Business, who 
reported that all items of business, save Number 18 on the Presiding 
Bishop's Fund for World Relief, from the first day's agenda had been 
completed. 


The President introduced the Reverend Ivor Ottley and members of St. 
Barnabas' Church in Pasadena, the newest parish admitted into union with 
the Diocese of Los Angeles. Father Ottley spoke and presented a gift on 
behalf of the new parish for the Presiding Bishop's Fund for World Relief. 
Convention greeted the new parish with a standing ovation. 


The President expressed the gratitude of the Convention for the youth 
of the Diocese, representatives of whom served as pages of Convention. The 
young people were given a standing ovation of appreciation. Five young 
people addressed the Convention and were warmly received as they expressed 
their concerns for the life of the Church. 


The President thanked those who gave special service in the operation 
and worship of Convention. Warm applause followed his remarks. 


The President called on the Reverend Canon Harold G. Hultgren who 
moved the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, we, the Diocesan Family, hold in esteem Canon Janice O. 
Rusack, and 


WHEREAS, we recognize and appreciate the many aspects of ministry she 
exercises with graciousness amongst us; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third 
Convention assembled in Anaheim, California, sends its expression of af- 
fection to her and warm greetings from all the delegates gathered here. 


The resolution was seconded and passed by acclamation. 


The President acknowledged the Reverend Canon John Kimball Saville on 
the occasion of his seventy-second birthday. The Convention stood to sing 
and to applaud the day. 


The President called on the Judge of Election for his report. Results 
of all ballots are printed elsewhere in The Journal. The third ballot was 
cast. 
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The President called on the Reverend Canon Richard I. S. Parker, 
D.D., who reported on diocesan work for the Presiding Bishop's Fund for 
World Relief. Canon Parker was assisted in his presentation by his wife, 
Margaret Parker. The text of the report is printed elsewhere in The 
Journal. Of special note is recognition of the Diocese of Los Angeles as 
the first Diocese of the Episcopal Church to give over $1,000,000 to the 
Fund in this decade. 


The President recognized Mr. Stephen Miller of St. Aidan's Mission, 
Malibu, to report on the Church Divinity School of the Pacific. Seminar- 
ians from this diocese were recognized. Seminarian Elizabeth Stingley of 
the Mission of Christ the King in Palmdale then addressed the Convention. 


The President then recognized the Judge of Elections to report on the 
third ballot, the results of which are printed elsewhere in The Journal. 
This was the final ballot. The Judge of Elections thanked the corps of 
volunteers who assisted in the balloting. 


The President recognized the Reverend José Carlo, Missioner for 
Hispanic Ministries, for the report of the Commission on Hispanic Minis-— 
tries. He reported on progress in the past five years and called atten- 
tion to a new Five-Year Plan for Hispanic Ministries in the Diocese. 


The President recognized the Reverend Canon Richard Van Horn who 
reported on behalf of the Finance Committee of Diocesan Council. Canon 
Van Horn presented the Program and Budget for 1989, which is printed 
elsewhere in The Journal. Canon Van Horn moved adoption of the Program 
and Budget for 1989. It was seconded and carried. 


After the singing of a hymn in Spanish, the President called on the 
Reverend Warren S. Nyback, Rector of St. Paul's Parish, Pomona, and 
representing the Agenda Committee of the Diocesan Council, to follow-up on 
responses <o the Bishop's Address earlier in the day. A preliminary 
summary of small group responses was reported and the continuing process 
of evaluation and response outlined. The President then briefly explained 
the importance of Diocesan Council in the life of the Diocese. 


The President recognized Mr. John A. Tucker of All Saints' Parish, 
Beverly Hills, Chair of the Committee on Resolutions. Mr. Tucker thanked 
members of the committee for their work. For the Committee, solely to 
place resolutions before the Convention, Mr. Tucker moved the following 
resolutions: 


PROGRAM GROUP ON YOUNG ADULT MINISTRY 


WHEREAS, Young Adults, who are approximately 18 to 35 years of age, 
comprise about 33Z of all people now living in the United States; and 


WHEREAS, this age group is under-represented in the active membership 
of many churches, not the least of which is the Episcopal Church; and 


WHEREAS, this age group tends to have needs and concerns which differ 
in nature or degree from both youth and older adults, such as starting 
families, raising small children, job security and satisfaction, higher 
education, and still coming to terms with self and environment; 
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THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety- 
third Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles recognize 
the importance of bringing this vast group of largely unchurched people 
more fully into the knowledge and love of God and into the life of the 
Church; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this Meeting of Convention approve the 
creation of a PROGRAM GROUP ON YOUNG ADULT MINISTRY, whose purpose will be 
to provide education, training and support for Young Adults in steward- 
ship, evangelism, communication, and leadership skills for involvement in 
the life of the Church. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
CHURCH PERIODICAL CLUB CENTENNIAL 


WHEREAS, 1988 marks one hundred (100) years of the ministry of the 
Church Periodical Club; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety- 
third Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles reaffirm the 
resolution passed by the Sixty-ninth General Convention to the effect: 


"That the 69th General Convention affirm the 100 year minis- 
try of the Church Periodical Club, and thank its members for 
the unique contribution they have made to the mission of the 
Episcopal Church throughout the nation and around the world; 
and further that members of both Houses of the 69th General 
Convention commit themselves to joining this second-century 
ministry by learning about its goals, praying for its mem- 
bers, and giving toward its support." 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


THE SECOND FIVE YEAR PLAN FOR HISPANIC MINISTRIES 
"Extendiendo los Brazos" 


WHEREAS, five years ago the Meeting of the Eighty-eighth Convention of 
the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles heard and approved a five-year 
plan for the development of Hispanic Parishes and Missions in the Diocese; 
and 


WHEREAS, in that period, the number of congregations serving Hispanic 
has more than doubled; a lay leadership training program, Casa Rusack, has 
functioned successfully for two years but is now about to enter its last 
year of funding from diverse grants; and the potential for greatly expand- 
ing the base of Hispanic Mission and Ministry has resulted from the exten- 
sive amnesty programs that Hispanic churches have sponsored and developed - 
these among other achievements; and 


WHEREAS, these positive developments indicate strong potential for 
significantly solidifying and expanding the work of this Diocese to and 
among Hispanics; and 
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WHEREAS, the reconciling work of Christ "has broken down the dividing 
wall of hostility...that He might create in Himself one new man in place of 
the two, so making peace," thus pushing us all to rediscover in Jesus our 
common humanity in our several cultures and languages; and 


WHEREAS, the second Five Year Plan, Extendiendo los Brazos (Extending 
our Arms) calls for greater human and material resources to match the 
expanding need and thus to carry out Christ's reconciling work; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles enthusiastically 
endorse this Second Five-Year Plan for Hispanic Ministries Extendiendo los 
Brazos and encourage the Diocese to participate in the mission therein 
outlined whenever possible; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the current Commission on Hispanic Minis- 
tries which has faithfully served this Diocese for over 10 years, be 
instituted as the Program Group on Hispanic Ministries; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the funds currently allocated in the 
Diocesan Budget for 1989 under the line item entitled "Hispanic Program" be 
allocated to the work of said Program Group and its mission with and for 
Hispanics, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles respectfully ask our 
Diocesan Bishop, the Right Reverend Frederick H. Borsch, and Diocesan 
Council to assist and support said Program Group on Hispanic Ministries to 
secure an additional $50,000 from the National Church, foundations or other 
available sources, for the specific purpose of insuring and strengthening 
the work of Casa Rusack, pressing congregational development needs and 
social outreach programs. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
THE POSITION OF HISPANIC MISSIONER OF THE DIOCESE 


WHEREAS, the mission and ministry to and among Hispanics in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles have expanded in the past five years; and 


WHEREAS, the position of the Hispanic Missioner, as chief staff 
liaison to the Hispanic Community of Episcopal Churches and the ecumenical 
community, is currently funded at half-time, such time commitment being 
inadequate for the task required of that position in light of the expanded 
Hispanic work; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the position of the Hispanic Missioner 
be made a full-time position in 1990, funded as other missioners of this 
Diocese; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the funding for this position be separate 
and independent of such other monies as may be approved for Extendiendo los 
Brazos by this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third Convention of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles. 
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The motion was seconded. The Reverend Douglas Edwards, Rector of Trinity 
Parish, Orange, moved that the matter be referred to the Budget Committee 
of Diocesan Council. The motion to refer was seconded and carried. 


The President recognized the Reverend Barry Verdi of Holy Family 
Mission, North Hollywood, who moved the following: 


RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third Convention of 
the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles recommend that the position of the 
Hispanic Missioner be made a full-time position in 1990, funded as other 
missioners of this Diocese. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
CENTRALITY OF PEACE AND JUSTICE 


WHEREAS, the Church's prophetic role in society requires the Church to 
speak out appropriately on matters of — policy affecting the earthly 
welfare of God's people; and 


WHEREAS, God is concerned with the justice of our corporate decisions 
as with our individual actions and decisions; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles urge the parish and 
diocesan leadership to teach and image the centrality of peace and justice 
among the concerns of Christ's visible body; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that parish and diocesan leadership, being 
urged to acknowledge this centrality, speak and act in a non-partisan 
manner to bring about more just and humane public policies. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
PEACE AND REUNIFICATION OF THE KOREAN PENINSULA 


WHEREAS, many have forgotten that the Korean Peninsula was divided by 
the US and USSR in 1945, that a destructive war stemming from this division 
was fought in 1950, and that 60 million Korean citizens has been separated 
through these actions; and 


WHEREAS, many remarkable effective Anglican missionaries labored in 
North Korea before the division but have not been heard from since; and 


WHEREAS, in the Diocese of Los Angeles, flourish two dedicated Korean 
Episcopal Communities, some of whose members are refugees from North Korea; 
and 


WHEREAS, the General Convention of the Episcopal Church at Detroit in 
July, 1988, endorsed a statement from the National Council of the Churches 
of Christ, calling for peace and reunification in the Korean Peninsula; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles support: 


1. The policy statement of the National Council of Churches 
of Christ; 
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2. The use of special prayers annually by the Churches of 
the Diocese in memory of those who fought and died in 
the Korean War; 


3. A fact finding and good-will mission to North Korea by 
members of the Los Angeles Korean Episcopal community, 
the aim of which will be to trace and reunite family 
members. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT AND MILITARY EXPENDITURE 


WHEREAS, the Church of Christ has a responsibility to foster steward- 
ship and right use of the earth and its precious resources; and 


WHEREAS, there is an imbalance between world and national expenditures 
for military power and for social development, attested by statistics 
showing America number one in defense spending, number eight in life 
expectancy and number twenty in school-age population per teacher; and 


WHEREAS, the six county Los Angeles region has 5% of the nation's 
total jobs and 15Z of the nation's defense related jobs; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles go on record as 
supporting the following: 


1. Passage of legislation at the national level, such 
as the Defense Economic adjustment act that pro- 
vides economic safeguards, planning and job re- 
training for workers in preparation for conversion 
from military to civilian production; 


2. The efforts of the Jobs with Peace Campaign in Los 
Angeles, insofar as it points to the need for a 
shift in economic priorities; and 


3. Efforts at the diocesan and parish levels to raise 
as a matter of general public concern, the impor- 
tant issue of excessive public expenditures for 
military power. 


The motion was seconded and failed to carry. 


The President recognized Mr. Stephen Miller of St. Aidan's Mission, 
who moved the following: 


WHEREAS, the Very Reverend William S. Pregnall has served as the 
President and Dean of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific for seven 
and one half years, and 


WHEREAS, Bill Pregnall has presided over the building of an outstand- 
ing faculty, a strong curriculum, and a growing and faithful base of 
support for the seminary; and 
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WHEREAS, Dean Pregnall is now retiring from CDSP to return to the 
parish priesthood; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles recognize the 
importance and success of Bill Pregnall's tenure as Dean and President of 
CDSP by thanking and congratulating him for a magnificent job well done and 
wishing him every success in his continuing ministry at St. Mary's Parish 
in the City of St. Mary's, Maryland. 


The motion was seconded and carried unanimously. 


The President recognized the Reverend William Thompson, Rector of All 
Saints' Parish, Long Beach, who, as one voting in favor of the previously 
passed resolution entitled Peace and Reunification of the Korean Peninsula 
moved to reconsider that resolution. The motion to reconsider was seconded 
and carried. The President recognized Mr. Warren Knape of Emmanuel Parish, 
Fullerton, who moved to refer the matter to comes Cee: The motion to refer 
was seconded but failed to pass. 


The President recognized the Reverend Douglas B. Edwards, Rector of 
Trinity Parish in Orange, who moved the resolution entitled Peace and 
Reunification of the Korean Peninsula be amended as follows: 


WHEREAS, many have forgotten that the Korean Peninsula was divided by 
the US and USSR in 1945, that a destructive war stemming from this division 
was fought in 1950, and that 60 million Korean citizens have been separated 
through these actions; and 


WHEREAS, many remarkable effective Anglican missionaries labored in

The President recognized the Reverend Warren H. Raasch, Rector of 
Grace Parish, Glendora, who stated he had voted in favor of the resolution 
entitled Social Development and Military Expenditure and who moved recon- 
sideration of that resolution. The motion was seconded but failed to 
carry. 


The President recognized the Secretary, who moved on behalf of the 
Committee on Arrangements that the Ninety-fourth Annual Meeting of the 
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Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles be held on December lst and 2nd, 
1989, at a location to be announced. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The President appointed Canon R. Bradbury Clark as Chancellor of the 
Diocese and Messrs. Clarence E. Fleming, Jr.; William B. Rodiger; and John 
A. Tucker, Jr., as Vice-Chancellors. 


The President recognized the Right Reverend Misaeri Kauma of the 
Diocese of Namirembe, Uganda, who addressed the Convention regarding 
revival of the Christian community in Uganda. Bishop Kauma was warmly 
received by the Convention. 


The Secretary moved that the reading of the Minutes of this Meeting of 
Convention be dispensed with and that the President and the Chancellor be 
authorized to attest to the accuracy of the Minutes. The motion was 
seconded and carried. 


The Reverend James R. Bishop, Chairman of the Commtitee on Dispatch of 
Business, declared the Agenda for the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles had been completed 
in the order heretofore adopted by act of Convention, and at 4:07 p.m. he 
moved to adjourn. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Annual Meeting of the Ninety-third Convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles was adjourned with a blessing by the Bishop.

TO 
THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 
NINETY-THIRD CONVENTION OF THE CHURCH 
IN THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 


"Come, let us go up to the mountain of the Lord, to the 
house of God. . . 

that God may teach us the ways of God and that we may 
walk in God's paths" 


We have just heard the prophet Isaiah's vision of an age to come when 
many people will worship and serve the Lord. But it is also the teaching 
of the New Covenant that this time has begun: "the kingdom of God has come 
near". The Spirit of God is among us now, calling us to the learning of 
God's ways, to walk in God's path and to invite others to join us. 


Today the Spirit of God offers us a vision of ourselves as a people 
-- the churches and the Church of this Diocese making this offering to 
many others here in our region, inviting them to join with us, saying, 
"Come, let us go to the mountain of the Lord". We have so much to offer 
-- a sense of belonging, of community, of purpose and ministry. "Come let 


us go. . ." It is time to go forward. Adelante. 


", . .they shall beat their swords into ploughshares and 
their spears into pruning hooks; 


nation shall not life up sword against nation, neither 
shall they learn war anymore." 


First of all, it is we who are to be a people of peace -- of the harmony 
of justice and fairness -- showing forth the ways of God. The time is 
come to walk in the way's of God's justice and peace. So to go forward. 
Adelante. 


So shall we "sing to the Lord a new song”. . .sing God's praises. 
God lets us worship in order that we may reach out beyond ourselves in 
love and hope. Worship opens us up for growth in compassion and service. 
This is a way we are called to go forward. Adelante. 


"Christ is our peace. He has made us both one, and has 
broken down the dividing wall of hostility. . . that 

he might create in himself one new person. . .and might 
reconcile us both to God in one body through the cross." 


Too often we are far from that reconciliation -- still struggling 
between faith and salvation by our works. We continue to resist grace 
with our own forms of worldly religion -- refusing to go forward in hope 


and trust in God's faithfulness. 


We are divided one from another by race, by ethnicity and by gender. 
But the spirit offers a vision of healing within us and among us. The 


= 40) = 


Spirit of God offers a vision of us as people treasuring and rejoicing in 
our heritages, honoring our individual and corporate identities, yet 
realizing that in Christ there need be no walls of hostility. We may see 
ourselves as a garden with many different fruits and flowers to share in 
beauty and service with one another. None of us is more or less valued 
before God. None of us remains a “stranger and sojourner, but all of us 
are citizens together of the household of God", a new household of faith 
or way of living together and sharing one with another. 


There are so many people about us without a sense of belonging and 
purpose. How much need there is and how much we have to offer! "The 
harvest is plentiful, but the laborers are few."" The laborers are few 
because we have a distorted view of ministry. Too many of us clergy see 
ourselves as the ministers and all others as those ministered to. We have 
developed our own little spheres where we administer and pastor, sometimes 
forgetting that we are meant primarily to be teachers, enablers and 
sharers of the sacraments. I like to think of us as coaches, encouraging 
others in their pastoral, administrative and service roles. Too many lay 
folk acquiesce in roles as supporters of the ministry of the ordained, 
lessening our shared vocations as disciples all fully commissioned to tell 
others of our healing and faith, the forgiveness of sins and the hope that 
is within us. 


Meanwhile the harvest opportunities are great -- so many unchurched 
people and so many newcomers among us -- often not strangers but family, 
friends, neighbors on the block, colleagues at work with whom we could 
find ways to share the good news -- to invite them to join us in worship 
and service. They need not be sad or despairing but can look forward in 
hope -- to go forward with us into God's future. Adelante. 


"Go your way", Jesus tells his disciples in the gospel reading. Or 
as the New English Bible translates it, "Be on your way". Or yet more 
forcefully in the words of the Good News Bible translation, "Go". That is 
our direction. We go without knowing all that will happen; not knowing 
all the answers. That is one of the great things we have to offer others. 
We are not a religion that contends it has all the answers, not in a 
hierarchy, not in charismatic leaders, not even in a book. What we have 
is a direction, a direction and a Lord who is our forerunner and pioneer, 
who is out before us, calling us, leading us to God. "Beloved, we are 
God's children now; it does not yet appear what we shall be, but we know 
that when he appears we shall be like him." 


What we have is not a set of answers, but the stories of our faith 
which point us toward God. That is what we want -- what we long for -—- 
and I trust what others yearn for as well --- a relationship with God, 
found through worship, sacraments and prayer, and above all a relationship 
with God found in our willingness to share with one another and to give to 
the hungry and thirsty, welcome the stranger, to help clothe those who 
have so little, and to visit the sick and prisoners. 


Go. Go forward. Yes, love all that is past and passing, for God 
loves this too and will not forget. We are a remembering not a forgetting 
community. We carry the pain and the accomplishments of the past with us, 
the wrongs and the good, trusting in God's redemption and re—valuing. 
They are forever part of us. We shall new let them go. Still our faces 
are not set backward but forward, unafraid of change and new opportuni- 
ties, for to be afraid would be not to trust in the God who is and was 
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and is to come, the Alpha and the Omega, the Creator and Redeemer, the One 
who will revalue all life. 


Go. Go forward. ". . . heal the sick. . .and say to them the realm 
of God", God's ruling ways of love and righteousness, of peace and jus- 
tice, "has come near you". 


There are so many who are sick. There is still sickness among us, 
demons of anxiety, greed, guilt, loneliness, anger, hatred, prejudice, 
fear of one another. We, too, often end up bowing our knees before the 
powers of racism, sexism, gross economic imbalance, and seeking security 
through hundreds of billions of dollars of weapons. 


But we have begun to be healed. Yes, we are only beginners, but we 
are begun. We have begun to know God's acceptance and forgiveness -- that 
we can trust the ways of love and sharing and love's vulnerability and 
sacrifice really do matter most and will endure and be raised up by God 
when all other ways have passed. 


New hope. Renewed hearts and minds. Repentance; that is, a new way 
of seeing ourselves and the world because God's realm is at hand. 


The Spirit of God offers us a vision of such a people —- such a 
Church -- together experiencing the power of God's renewing life -- a 
people knowing they have so much to offer, realizing that they are not 
some Church of the past, but a Church with a God-given challenge and 
opportunity -- not hanging back, but looking forward in hope and trust, 
going forth. On the way. Adleante! Following Jesus Christ our Lord, led 
by the Spirit, toward the mystery of God, the giver and redeemer of all 
life, to whom we offer our thanksgiving and worship on this morning and on 
into the age that comes. Amen.

Allow me to begin with a personal note, expressing my thanks to God 
and to you for the opportunity to have this ministry among you. Barbara 
and I are most grateful to you for your patience and many kindnesses. The 
ministry is more than I expected or perhaps could have expected in terms 
of its challenges and opportunities, its demands and its joys, and your 
care and support. Indeed, sometimes in the middle of the night I can 
suddenly feel all rattled and shaken, as I'm sure must sometimes happen to 
you. What with our earthquake and three false fire alarms last night, and 
given our location, I began to imagine another voice coming over the 
loudspeaker saying, "This is for real. But if you have missed the second 
coming, please report to Disneyland". All such things that go bump in the 
night aside, I look forward to great years of sharing and serving among 
you. 


And now we go forward.- But how do we go forward without a plan? 
Some might say we need no plan. Quoting Robert Burns, they would remind 
us that "the best laid schemes o' mice and men gang aft a-gley". A story 
is told about an elderly woman with a younger woman working in her house 
who had brought a parrot with her. The parrot was in many ways nice 
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company except that every once in a while the parrot said something that 
sounded like, ""bout time the old lady dropped off". Understandably upset 
by this, the woman spoke with her vicar who also had a parrot. Since he 
had taught his parrot to recite the prayer book litany, he offered to lend 
his parrot to the woman, hoping that it would teach the other parrot some 
prayers and other nice thoughts. 


And, indeed, all went well until finally the first parrot again said, 
""bout time the old lady dropped off". Whereupon the vicar's parrot 
responded, “We beseech thee to hear us, good Lord". 


Knowing that plans don't always work, some say that we need only 
trust in God. But I believe that such a response would be only to love 
God with our hearts, not with our minds as well, our God-given reason, 
creativity and imagination. We need a plan if we are to go forward in 
God's name creatively. We need a plan that will help us know where 
forward is for us as the people of God in this Diocese. We need a plan if 
we are to know how to get there. 


No, a plan will not tell us everything. It must be flexible and be 
adapted as we proceed. But we need a plan to guide us and to challenge us 
to go forward. 


I am asking that 1989 be a year of missionary planning in our Dio- 
cese. I am asking each congregation, each region, each organization, 
institution, commission and program group in the Diocese to think through 
and shape a plan for the next five years and the next ten years. I am 
asking us together as a Diocese also to have such a plan. These plans 
will set forth not only goals and objectives, but also strategies to reach 
those goals. 


Let me give an example. Many of us, I trust, will say that we want 
to grow in numbers, to find ways to bring more people into the communities 
of faith. But that can be just a pious wish unless we take a hard look at 
some of the factors -- sometimes hidden factors -- that may be inhibiting 
growth. We will need better to learn how congregations can be helped to 
grow and to sustain growth. There may be reasons why certain churches are 
not growing, but there is something wrong with a church that does not want 
to grow. The Presiding Bishop and the General Convention have challenged 
us to grow -- to make the 1990's a decade of new evangelism for our 
Church. To do this we must have a plan. 


A five-year plan will bring us to 1996 which will mark 100 years of 
our life as a Diocese and the beginning of our second century. A ten-year 
plan will make us ready for the new era, stronger in numbers and steward- 
ship, growing in the maturity of our faith and more ready to serve our 
Lord and others in the Lord's Name. As a Church we have so much to offer. 


I shall ask our Diocesan Council to oversee this planning process for 
us and the new Canon to the Ordinary, Bruce MacPherson, to help provide 
leadership. They and those they choose to help them will draw up sugges- 
tions and guidelines for congregational planning and also shape the 
overall plan for the Diocese. They, I trust, will regularly remind us 
that good planning also involved waiting. listening, being still, being 
patient with what has been entrusted to us. Good planning is like the 
work of artists who reflect carefully on the nature of the materials at 
hand and work with what is given them. For us it will mean much prayer 
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and asking the questions "Where is God in all this?" "What do we believe 
God would have us to do?" 


I hope the planning process will encourage the widest possible 
participation, enabling hopes and priorities to come forward from many 
individuals, congregations and groups within the Diocese. The process 
should allow the congregational and regional planning strongly to influ- 
ence the overall planning for the Diocese and allow diocesan plans to have 
an effect on congregational and regional designs. It may well be that 
this work will take more than one year, but the process should be at least 
well on its way when we come to the convention next year, eager to go 
forward, on toward what we might call mission 90-2,000. 


But this does not mean that 1989 is a time of no action. Our hard 
thinking and discussions together are themselves a way forward, and there 
will be other actions we will be already taking. This train is leaving 
the station. I know. I know. That may not sound very Episcopalian. We 
are famed for being conservators -- even sometimes antiquarian. But many 
things lose their true purpose and vitality if they are not used, adopted 
and changed. Sometimes you can _ be on the right track, but if you are 
standing still you can still get run over. We do not now meet God in the 
past, but in the present and future, moving forward in faith, hope and 
trust. The years ahead can be and will be great years of evangelism and 
stewardship -- an outpouring of generosity of our time, talent and trea- 
sure. We all have’ so much hope and ministry to offer in our neighbor- 
hoods, regions and Diocese. Let me switch the imagery and quote Oliver 
Wendell Holmes: "I find the great thing in this world is not so much 
where we stand, as in what direction we are moving; to reach the port of 
heaven, we must sail sometimes with the wind and sometimes against it -- 
but we must said and not drift, nor lie at anchor." 


Into our overall plan we wish to integrate, for example, the thinking 
that has already gone into Extendiendo los Brazos -- the new five-year 
plan of the Hispanic Commission. We will want other groups and commis- 
sions to plan among us and with us, also making their ideas and hopes 
integral to all we are doing -- going forward as people together, disco- 
vering how we can make diversity out strength, offering that, too, to the 
communities around us. 


There is so much to do and we have so much to offer. I want to build 
on what we have already accomplished. I want this Diocese to be the 
leader in Christian education. I have -- I am sure we all have -- great 
hopes and ideas in this respect. As you know, I very much want to be a 
teacher with and among you. We need to plan and work together for Chris- 
tian education. 


All of us want to do much better with our youth and in ministry with 
and among young adults. Part of the answer lies in becoming more dynamic 
congregations which will challenge young people to do real Christian 
ministry, sharing responsibility with them. Perhaps every vestry and 
bishop's committee should have several young people on it. That could 
change perspectives. As with Christian education, rectors and vicars need 
to be key players in this ministry. As a diocese, and perhaps particular- 
ly through our regions, we can do much more in Christian education and 
youth ministry. 
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Evangelism; congregational development; Christian education; ministry 
with and by young people; our camping program; our college work; streng- 
thening our sense of regional cooperation and sharing in this large 
Diocese; the personal, vocational and spiritual development of the clergy; 
the recruiting and education of new clergy with particular attention to 
the development of leadership from among the people whose numbers are 
growing most rapidly in our midst; the strengthening and equipment of lay 
ministries -- ministries for each one of us: these are areas of great 
concern and hope for us all. 


Stewardship will be critical. We all know we want to be challenged 
in our giving of time, talent and treasurer. We have new churches to 
establish. Among other things we really must do something about a number 
of our clergy salaries. In September I wrote to every Senior Warden and 
Bishop's Warden asking them to review and see what could be done to 
improve in this area. I know that you share my particular concern for 
many of our lowest paid clergy working in the most difficult situations. 
Nothing illustrates our problems and frequent parochialism with respect to 
stewardship more than the very low salaries we pay to these clergy. It 
also makes it difficult to recruit some of our best clergy for these vital 
ministries. The problems extend to lay workers in a number of our church- 
es as well. While we may value the spirit of sacrifice in these disci- 
ples, it is another thing to take advantage of it. We talk much of 
justice in the Church; it should begin in the Church. The problems are 
systemic and cannot be quickly or easily solved. But we can do much 
better. This I pledge to try to help us do. 


To help us plan and work together in such areas of concern and 
opportunity, I have invited some fine people to join in the work of the 
diocesan staff and been blessed by their acceptance of these new minis-— 
tries: Virginia Erwin as Archdeacon for Clergy Deployment and Develop- 
ment; Hartshorn Murphy as Archdeacon for Congregational Development; Bruce 
MacPherson as Canon to the Ordinary, charged with special responsibilities 
in the areas of program and planning. Mari Koenigs has become Executive 
Assistant to the Bishop. Bud Williams is giving valuable service as the 
Bishop's Chaplain. Jon Bruno is our half-time Stewardship Officer. Mini 
Hipolito has been named Warden of the Cathedral Grants Board. There are 
other vital people who have joined the staff becoming a team with the 
leaders and support staff who continue to serve us so ably. I am going to 
resist the temptation to name and thank them all individually, much as 
they deserve it, but, on my own behalf and on behalf of us all, I do want 
to express our gratitude. Especially I do want to pay tribute to the 
dedication and leadership of Ollie Garver, whose extraordinary ministry 
and personal gifts have kept this Diocese moving forward and meant and 
mean so much in the Church and beyond. I also much say a word of thanks 
on behalf of us all to Harold Hultgren who, while he continues as our 
Ecumenical Missioner and Archivist, after seventeen years of dedicated 
service has resigned the post of Secretary of Convention. 


Other key individuals have retired or are going on to other minis- 
tries. Again, I will avoid the strong temptation to tell you about them 
all, but special mention needs to be made of Jerry Kahler, who gave such 
excellent service in the areas of stewardship and deployment, and Terry 
Lynberg, whose keen mind, organizational skills, friendship and devoted 
service for eight years as Archdeacon of the Diocese have contributed so 
much to our mission for our Lord. 
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I. apologize for the fact that all this transition and several salary 
adjustments have cause a temporary blip in the 1989 Diocesan budget. This 
will, however, be made up by a special infusion from the funds of Corpora- 
tion Sole so that other programs will not suffer. Indeed, I am pleased to 
tell you that increased giving and sharing of their resources by a number 
of our churches indicate that we will likely be able to expand a number of 
our programs and our assistance to missions in 1989. 


The new and continuing people on staff need a place to work. All of 
us need a Diocesan Center. The ways of the world and real estate markets 
have provided us with an interesting challenge and opportunity. When I 
learned that our office building had been sold, and that we would need to 
leave our present space in about two years, I asked a committee of 
thoughtful and representative people to think about possibilities. I 
asked them to look at a number of options with respect to location and 
character. I told them I thought we wanted a place that would become more 
of a center for our diverse and far-flung ministries. We needed a center 
that would have offices and meeting rooms and a place of worship. I think 
we were also hoping that this would be a place where we could do mission 
and service, both for practical and symbolic reasons. I think we were 
wishing, too, that we might have a place where we could have small confer- 
ences, a conference center where vestries, committees and others could 
gather, eat and stay overnight, where people driving long distances could 
stay on occasion. We were hoping, in addition, for a place to park our 
cars! And we wanted it to be as accessible as possible in this congested 
city. We hoped it could be a place of beauty where we could also just be, 
where we could walk and sit and pray, and were we could have fun and 
entertain. Yet we still wanted it to be a place in the center of things, 
not withdrawn from people and the realities of life in our area. 


I suppose there is a voice that goes off within most of us that says, 
"You can't have all those things!" But, my friends, I believe we have the 
opportunity for them, and I want to show you the results of our prelimi- 
nary study which suggests that a new Diocesan Center could be built on the 
site where our present parish church of St. Athanasius and St. Paul is 
located. Just off the Hollywood Freeway, this site overlooks Echo Park 
Lake and is but a few minutes from the heart of downtown Los Angeles. 


I have asked Don Lewis to help provide leadership and to assist me 
and others in forming a widely representative diocesan committee to 
further the development of this project. Our planning is still in the 
formative stage and we are looking for critique, input and suggestions 
from you all. At this point the idea has been discussed with and has 
received the general support of the Diocesan Council, the Standing Commit- 
tee, the Corporation of the Diocese, the five Regional Presidents and 
other individuals. I bring them before you now, hoping for your willing- 
ness to think with us and help this Center happen. 


The cost will be close to six million dollars. We have approximately 
three million dollars of that in hand from the sale of our present Dioce- 
san House. But I am greedy for our mission. I would like to raise the 
whole amount for the Center through new giving. We can certainly use the 
three million dollars for the building if we need to, but I would like to 
keep those dollars for endowment and outreach. 


We are already at work and making progress on this funding. There 
will be opportunities for large gifts and small, for individuals, families 
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and congregations, for memorials and thanksgivings. I invite and chal- 
lenge as many of you as feel moved to do so to join us in making this 
exciting opportunity of a service and mission center a reality for us all. 


And that's what I intend it will be -—- a Center and a Staff who are 
working together to help you in your congregations and help us all develop 
our ministries. There will be a bookstore. This will also be a center 
for the vital ministries of the Episcopal Church Women, the Diocesan Altar 
Guild and other important diocesan organizations. Here we will have our 
communications center for our tops-in-the-nation diocesan newspaper and 
our new video educational program which I hope you are all finding useful. 


There is so much to do — so much to offer as we go forward together. 
I wish there were more time to tell you about the plans the Commission on 
Ministry has for a more orderly and creative process leading to Ordination 
and the continuing education of clergy, particularly in the first two 
crucial years following seminary. The work of Bloy House will continue to 
develop and benefit us. We need to find better ways to recruit new 
candidates for for ordination among our finest young people and among the 
many groups of people which comprise our area. 


We are called and challenged to pray about, to study and discuss 
matters related to human sexuality and the mystery of our responsibility 
and creativity as sexual persons. We are called and challenged to compas— 
sion and service to those with AIDS from many different backgrounds, to 
all those helping them, to families, friends, the bereaved. We will soon 
be choosing a new full-time AIDS Ministries Coordinator for the Diocese to 
help us all with this service and calling. 


There are so many other things to do -- so much we have to offer. I 
hope as part of our planning process we will move forward soon to a new 
companion relationship with another diocese in the Anglican Communion with 
whom we can share our ministries and from whom we can learn. There are 
the opportunities and challenges offered by the many people moving into 
our area. Growth statistics for the metropolitan region would suggest 
that we ought to be founding at least twenty new missions over the next 
two decades. That will take careful planning and a generous missionary 
spirit on the part of all of us. Meanwhile we must work to strengthen 
some of our older churches in difficult areas. Then there are before us 
the enormous challenges presented by this region with all its social and 
environmental problems, the educational, housing, medical and other basic 
needs of so many people: all these are before us. The Bible tells us that 
if we want to find our Lord, this is where we are to look. These are the 
people we are to listen to. 


We may be afraid. We may say that we don't know how to meet all 
these challenges. With the first disciples we may say that we don't know 
how to meet all these challenges. With the first disciples we may hold up 
our seven loaves and two fish and say, "But what are these among so many?" 
"We're just the little old Episcopal Church, Lord. What do you expect of 
us?" 


"A great deal,” the answer comes. Hold up that bread and fish. In 
prayer and worship hold up your time, talent and treasure, as individuals, 
congregations and a Diocese. Offer yourselves and look for miracles of 
greatness of heart, of caring, of generosity, of sacrifice, of new commun- 
ity. 
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The Lord gives us a vision -- I believe we all may have a vision of 
this of this people of God offering an outpouring of generosity and making 
an enormous difference for God in their neighborhoods, communities and in 
this whole region -- working and sharing together with our ecumenical 
partners and with all people -- discovering what we have to offer greatly 
multiplied, bringing many people to the mountain of the Lord, singing to 
the Lord a new song, finding the dividing walls of hostility being broken 
down, healing, and telling the good news of God's reign of righteousness, 
fairness and shalom. It is a vision of a people carrying the treasures of 
the past with them in love, but going forward in hope and expectancy -- 
adelante -- into the next days and the new age to come.

Episcopal Church Women 
(Additional Report) 


The theme of the ECW Triennial held in Detroit this summer was NEW LIFE, 
NEW VISION. This theme perfectly expresses what I believe to be the 
exciting direction that the Diocese and the ECW is taking. 


This has been a very active, exciting and rewarding year for the Episcopal 
Church Women. Two of our members were elected to the Province 8 ECW 
board, Julia Rae Walz, United Thank Offering coordinator, and Rosemary 
Sater, Church Periodical Club Alternate. As the Province encompasses 21 
Dioceses, and the ECW Provincial Board is not too large, this is a big 
honor and responsibility. 


Our Annual Meeting in March saw the biggest attendance ever, over 400...- 
due to our fantastic speakers...our then Bishop-elect Frederick H. Borsch, 
and the highly esteemed Lay Advocate and Educator Verna Dozier. At this 
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time we also re-introduced an overnight format with workshop and speaker 
the first day...as this proved to be successful we plan to continue this 
program. 


Another highly successful offering of our Diocesan ECW is the TODAY'S 
WOMAN Conference held in the Fall. Each year the attendance has in- 
creased, and in recognition of the importance and effort required to 
present this conference, the new position of TODAY'S WOMAN CHAIRMAN has 
been created on the ECW Board. This program has come to the attention of 
other Dioceses and requests to share our format have been received and now 
there are three other Dioceses that present TODAY'S WOMAN. Another reason 
to be proud of the gifts offered by our ECW. 


WOMAN of VISION is a program recently developed by the National ECW in 
cooperation with the Women in Mission and Ministry Office at the National 
Church. This spiritually based, series of programs, is designed to 
empower women in realizing and developing our gifts and skills that aid us 
in all areas of our life and ministry. Our Diocese has four trained 
presenters who are actively introducing the WOMAN of VISION series 
throughout our Diocese, with outstanding positive responses. 


The Episcopal Church Women, through United Thank Offering Grants, have 
responded to the very real needs of our Diocese. Witness the $15,000 
given as program seed money to our Bishop at General Convention and the 
grant given to St. Alban's, Yucaipa for an all purpose building and 
church...I was honored to celebrate with the Parish at the ground break- 
ing, which took place on November 20th. 


Through the ECW MEMORIAL FUND which is available to anyone within the 
Diocese in need of financial aid for medical care, many have been helped. 


To give you an idea of the scope of the ECW Diocesan Board we have 27 
positions on the Board, this many are needed to respond to the needs of 
Episcopal Church Women throughout the Regions, Parishes and Missions. 


This is only a brief, high-point look at some of the ministries the 
Episcopal Church Women are involved in...there are many vital functions, 
activities and ministries of the ECW throughout the Diocese and the ECW 
Diocesan Board is here to serve you as we say "Here I am Lord, use me".

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The Presiding Bishop's Fund for World Relief 


Again I am pleased to present to this Convention the annual report of the 
Presiding Bishop's Fund for World Relief. I have served as Diocesan 
Representative since 1981 when Bishop Rusack asked me to continue the good 
work begun by Canon Raymond Riebs. 


It is noteworthy that this is the Fund's fiftieth anniversary, going back 
to 1938, when a young clergyman in Southern Ohio began a program to aid 
the refugees fleeing Europe prior to World War II. Two years later, in 
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1940, under Presiding Bishop Henry St. George Tucker, the refugee work 
became a part of the program of the national church with a mandate to 
include all human need throughout the world. : 


You will find in your delegate folder a pamphlet entitled "Twenty Ques- 
tions" explaining the ministry of the Fund, how it is supported and how 
the resources are spent. I hope you will read it carefully. Additional 
copies may be obtained from the Church Center in New York City. - 


I am delighted to report that based on the latest figures from New York, 
our diocese again leads the Church in contributions, and I want to express 
my heartfelt appreciation to the clergy and the people for their generous 
support. The Presiding Bishop wrote Bishop Garver earlier in the year 
congratulating Los Angeles for being the first Diocese to raise over one 
million dollars during this decade. The actual total to date is 
$1,271,178. 


In addition to the grants for Development and for Refugee/Migration 
Concerns, during this past year your gifts enabled the Church to respond 
with disaster relief to the devastation of life and property caused by the 
floods in Bangladesh and more recently by hurricane Gilbert which swept 
across the Caribbean, 


It should also be noted that over 25% of the funds were allocated to 
meeting critical human need here in the United States. But if the Church 
is to be a "ministry of hope to a world in need," contributions to the 
Fund must be substantially increased. 


It was at the General Convention in Detroit last summer that the Presiding 
Bishop shared his vision of what the Church must do to fulfill Christ's 
mission to the world. To begin this exciting new program he asked that 
$2,000,000 be raised this fall for World Hunger beginning on World Food 
Sunday, October 16. He also suggested that a portion of the Thanksgiving 
and Christmas Offerings be shared, and a special offering be received 
during Advent. As Diocesan Representative I have already written to the 
clergy asking that every congregation join in this churchwide effort. 


The Right Reverend Furman Stough has been appointed to assist the Presid- 
ing Bishop in carrying out this program, and we hope he will be able to 
visit our Diocese in the near future to enlist the support of our clergy 
and people. 5 
Once again I want to thank everyone who has contributed to the ministry of 
the Presiding Bishop's Fund, and I hope with your help that 1989 will be 
another banner year for our Diocese!

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On Schools 


It is the canonical responsibility of the Commission on Schools to monitor 
the well-being of Episcopal schools within the Diocese. There are 39 such 
schools ranging from preschool to high school. The Commission is appoint- 
ed by the Bishop. Members currently serving are Serena Beeks, St. Mark's, 
Upland, Chair; the Reverend Charles Rowins, St. James, Los Angeles; the 
Reverend Thomas Clarke, Campbell Hall, Studio City; Merrily Dunlap, St. 
Mark's, Altadena; Nancy Curry, St. Michael and All Angels, Studio City; 
the Reverend Thomas Breidenthal, Harvard School, Studio City; Les Frost, 
St. Matthew's, Pacific Palisades; Mark Campaigne, St. Margaret's, San Juan 
Capistrano; and the Reverend James Maronde, St. Martin's, Canoga Park. 


During the 1987-88 school year, two major conferences were sponsored. The 
first was a meeting for Rectors, Heads, and Chaplains - an overview of 
Sexuality: A Divine Gift presented by the Reverend Canon David Forbes from 
the Diocese of California, one of the authors of the book and a former 
president of the National Association of Episcopal Schools. The second 
was a workshop for school trustees presented by the Reverend Canon Malcolm 
Manson, Head of the Oregon Episcopal School in Portland. 


The Commission solicits dues from its member schools based upon enrollment 
and grade level. These dues are returned to the schools through a variety 
of channels. It is the goal of the Commission to encourage professional 
growth through affiliation with such organizations as the National Associ- 
ation for the Education of Young Children and the California Association 
of Independent Schools. The Commission assists schools seeking such 
affiliation with the costs of accreditation. The Commission also seeks to 
foster the professional growth of individual teachers, and funds were 
provided this year to pay the registration fees of all persons from this 
Diocese who attended the Triennial meeting of the National Association of 
Episcopal Schools in New Orleans last November. 


New regulations regarding inspection of school sites for asbestos proved 
troublesome this year. The Commission interviewed contractors and was 
able to recommend one who provided a reduced rate based on the number of 
schools participating. 


The Commission sponsored a booth at the Diocesan Convention in December as 
a means of spreading information about Episcopal Schools. We believe that 
it is vital that members of the Church at large understand the mission of 
this, the fastest-growing arm of the Episcopal Church. Much of the 
Commission's work is advisory in nature, and many members of the Commiss- 
ion regularly consult with heads of schools and with rectors and wardens 
in order to help resolve troublesome issues. Advice about the founding of 
new programs is also available. 


The Diocese continues to be represented in the California Association of 
Private Schools Organizations (CAPSO). The Reverend Charles Rowins is our 
representative on the CAPSO Board. This network of independent schools 
provides our access to information from the State Board of Education on 
legislation which affects us.

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On Youth 


The Program Group on Youth is composed of lay persons and clergy, youth 
and adults with a committed interest in youth ministry. Members represent 
various regions and cultures. The group provides support, communication, 
resources and assistance in the development of youth ministry programs on 
a local, regional and diocesan level. It also offers activities for youth 
and youth advisors on a regional and diocesan level. 


This year, as in the past, the group offered workshop opportunities in the 
area of chemical substance abuse. These workshops are designed to provide 
information about substance abuse, to explore attitudes about those 
recovering from chemical dependency. The workshops are for clergy and 
laity, youth and adults, parents and other interested persons. 


For the eleventh year, the youth of the diocese participated in the 
Diocesan Convention as "gophers" and pages. In addition, we were privi- 
leged to be invited to participate in the Special Convention for the 
Election of a Bishop as pages, ushers and door monitors and at the Ordina- 
tion Service as acolytes, readers, ushers, monitors, banner bearers, and 
in many other capacities. 


This year, Rachel Nyback and Marge Devine represented the youth of the 
diocese at the Provincial Youth Council. This was Rachel's second and 
final year as our youth representative. She also served as a member of 
the design team for the Provincial Youth Event held in Boise, Idaho, 
during the summer. Young people representing each of the regions attended 
the five-day event whose theme was a "More Excellent Way". 


The Program Group sponsored two Youth Rally Days this year, both at 
Harvard School. These are times of celebration for youth and their 
advisors who come together’ to worship, share their diversity, and have 
fun. These events are held in the spring and fall of each year. Two of 
the regions held youth rallies this year. The first was held by the Santa 
Ana region at Camp Stevens. San Gabriel held two events at Pilgrim Pines, 
one for junior high school aged youth and one for senior high. 


The Youth Advisor Training Workshop was held at the Church of Our Saviour 
in San Gabriel in March. The day featured a workshop leader from Shreve- 
port, Louisiana, the Reverend Larry Packard, who has written two books on 
youth ministry in the Episcopal Church. 


The Program Group on Youth, as a part of their ongoing commitment to 
communication with you and youth advisors, began publication of a newslet~ 
ter, The Diocesan Youth News. The newsletter, published quarterly, is for 
youth, advisors, parents and clergy. It contains thought provoking 
articles on issues that confront youth, news from local youth groups, news 
about upcoming activities ona local, regional, and diocesan level, and 
some articles of general interest to youth. The circulation for this 
newsletter at this time is approximately 1800. 


During the Summer Youth Project this year the participants worked in three 
different areas of the diocese, the Neighborhood Youth Association cabin 
in Wrightwood, Camp Stevens, and Mount Calvary Retreat Center, and Navajo- 
land at St. Christopher's Camp. The project at Camp Stevens included ten 
young people from the Diocese of Navajoland, who then accompanied our own 
young people to St. Christopher's, Utah, to work as counselors at their 
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camp. It is our hope that this relationship will continue to grow and 
flourish. 


The Program Group continues to work with parishes and missions in consul- 
tation for the development of youth ministry programs and in the search 
for youth advisors. 


The Program Group welcomes all suggestions, questions, and ideas, as well 
as persons interested in youth ministry who wish to become involved in 
work and planning for the expansion of youth ministry in the diocese.

Five Year Plan For Hispanic Mission and Ministry 
in the Episcopal Diocese of Los Angeles 
July 1, 1989-June 30, 1994 


I. Hispanic Mission and Ministry in the Diocese of Los Angeles 


The first five year plan for Hispanic Ministries in the Diocese of 
Los Angeles stated: 
"Mission and ministry to Hispanics is rooted in a faithful 
response to the teaching of our Lord Jesus Christ, and the 
very nature of the Church as expressed in Holy Scripture." 


The first five year plan went on to state that Hispanic mission and 
ministry is: 
"A positive response to the Great Commission (St. Matthew 
18:16-20) of our Lord Jesus Christ and our need to live, 
in Him, not only for ourselves but for others; 


"A prayer, asking God to breathe into our corporate and 
individual lives a new spirit so that we may be inspired 
and enabled to give of ourselves in creative, effective, 
humble and forceful actions for the benefit of the 
Hispanics in our communities and to our mutual growth;" 


God has rewarded the Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles 
during this first five years with an increase of six Hispanic congrega- 
tions, and an increase in commitment, as indicated by baptisms and confir- 
mations, and sacramental ministry as indicated by the numbers of Hispanics 
coming to His altars for communion in the Episcopal Church. He has also 
rewarded us with a deep appreciation of the Hispanic culture's love of 
family and community. 


God has rewarded the Church with a deepened sense of faith, its 
apostolic teach centered in the Bible, its sacramental worship which 
speaks in a universal language to all Christians, and the reasonableness 
of its dialogue with the world. This deepened sense of faith has come in 
large part as a gift from the people to whom the church ministers. People 
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who have renewed the communities in which they worship with their joy in 
new found homes and new found opportunities for growth. 


God has rewarded the Church with a renewed sense of the beauty of the 
liturgy when it is adorned with musical styles from Spain, the Caribbean, 
Mexico, Central America, and South America. 


God has rewarded the Church with social outreach programs such as 
food distribution, English as a Second Language, clothing distribution, 
participating in the Amnesty Program and well child clinics. These 
programs have attempted to fulfill the command of the Lord to feed the 
hungry, care for the sick, visit the prisoner and clothe the naked. 
Through these programs we are being obedient to the Mission of Christ, a 
mission given to us after His ascension. 


Finally God has rewarded the Church with a renewal of prayer life by 
teaching us to pray in a language that is rich in Christian piety, in 
which it is habitual and customary to dar gracias a Dios (give thanks to 
God), for the blessings of the day while at work or at play. 


Since New Testament times the Church has been multi-lingual using 
Aramaic, Hebrew and Koine Greek. On the day of Pentecost God empowered 
the Church to speak in every language known in the Greco/Roman Empire, the 
work of the Church has been, from its inception, the work of a multi-lin- 
gual family. The work of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles recap- 
tures this fundamental multi-lingual nature of the work of the One, Holy, 
Catholic and Apostolic Church. 


The Diocese of Los Angeles is already committed and convinced that 
there can be no turning back, we must look neither to the right nor to the 
left but keep our eyes only on Jesus. The questions this report posses 
and seeks to answer are not questions of whether or not to embark on 
Hispanic Mission, that was the question of the first five year plan. The 
question for this report is how best to continue the work so well begun. 


II A Strategy Statement for the Next Five Years 


The Diocese had a plan, the Diocese worked the plan, the Diocese grew 
and learned. God rewarded us with numerical and spiritual growth. What 
is next in the life of the Diocese of Los Angeles as far as its Hispanic 
outreach is concerned? 


The ongoing strategy recommended by the Hispanic Missioner and the 
Hispanic Commission is to open our arms further to Hispanics in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles; by continuing the training works already begun; by 
strengthening the work of existing Hispanic congregations; and by adding 
12 new Hispanic congregations during the next five years within the 
existing congregational structure of the Diocese of Los Angeles. This 
plan for continuing the effort begun in the first five year plan is called 
Extendiendo los Brazos. 


Extendiendo los Brazos will require a sensitive balance of those 
actions seeking to incorporate Hispanics into the life and worship of 
local congregations and those actions seeking political rights and social 
justice for Hispanics. Our commitment will be based on prayer and sound 
Biblical and theological teachings and respond to the reality and the 
needs of the Hispanic community in the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
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The purpose of £Extendiendo los Brazos is to support and enable the 
laity, bishops, priests, and deacons, of the Church to proclaim Christ 
within the Hispanic community. Extendiendo los Brazos considers the task 
of proclaiming Christ to include ministries of Word and Sacrament as well 
as pastoral ministries of compassion and advocacy for justice. The 
Commission is especially concerned to see Hispanic congregations grow in 
terms of empowerment for mission, knowing that the work of evangelism and 
social action will follow from this formation. 


III Background Considerations 
Extendiendo los Brazos seeks: 


To involve all the parishes and missions of the Episcopal Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles in a coordinated and cooperative 
commitment to mission and ministry to, with and by Hispanics. 


We can and we must become deeply aware and respectful of each other 
so as to love each other as we love ourselves. It is very difficult to 
transcend one's culture and very easy to imagine one's culture as God- 
given. Demanding that the Hispanic take-on our culture is both patron- 
izing and demeaning. Simply taking on their culture and values lacks 
integrity. The answer to the problem of different cultures is neither 
synthesis nor acculturation of one side or the other, but Redemption, 
which is the work of Christ and His Body, the Church. 


The 1987 Diocesan Self-Study Report stated: 


The Los Angeles basin has an incredibly rich mixture of 
cultures, resulting from the ethnic, racial, and socio- 
economic diversity of its people. In-migration from all 
over the world has given the city an entirely interna- 
tional character. The school system accommodates over 
90 languages." 


Through Extendiendo los Brazos the Hispanic Commission of the Episco- 
pal Diocese urges the Church to “embrace the mosaic" by strengthening its 
ministry to and among non-English speaking cultures. Southern California 
is uniquely a place where, in the great migrations of people into our 
region, the biblical God of of History is bringing us together as one 
great diverse humanity. This divine movement of the Spirit reveals that 
we have wonderful gifts to give to each other. 


"The City of Los Angeles is well on its way to becoming one 

of the largest cities in the industrialized world, and one of 
three key world cities, including Tokyo and London. Its 
strategic location on the Pacific rim places Los Angeles 

in a position of natural leadership and influence throughout 
the western United States. 


"Most of the growth will be in Hispanics who are expected to 
move from 2.8 million in 1980 to 7.2 million in 2010 (an 
increase of 158%)." (from the 1989 diocesan self-study) 


Extendiendo los Brazos looks to the Diocese of Los Angeles to con- 
tinue to envision itself as a Church where all people are one in Christ 
Jesus. The Church witnesses most strongly to the reconciling work of 
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Jesus when it creates a consciousness of one body among people previously 
separated from each other. 


As the world leadership of Los Angeles grows, so the ethnic leader- 
ship in Los Angeles will diversify. If the Episcopal Diocese is to speak 
prophetically to and among that leadership, we must speak as Blacks, 
Asians, Native Americans, Hispanics and Anglo Saxons. Episcopalians can 
continue to play a significant role in the emergence of our world city if 
we continue to incorporate new constituents and assert our leadership as 
an institution effectively uniting and representing a broad cultural 
family. 


Hispanic congregations increased from seven congregations to thirteen 
in the past five years. The median age of Hispanic parishioners is in the 
low twenties. The Hispanic population in the Diocese is 26% of the total 
population, and growing. Clearly, Hispanic ministry appears very attrac- 
tive in terms of numbers. The suggested goal for the Diocese of 100,000 
members by 2010, could be easily reached in Hispanic membership alone if 
energy and resources are allocated to Hispanic outreach. 


Furthermore, as the peace-making work of the Church becomes ever more 
crucial in our explosive global village, so the local church must continue 
to witness to the hope for commonality amidst diversity. Perhaps more 
clearly than at any time in history, the Diocese of Los Angeles has the 
opportunity to continue to incorporate a culturally diverse communion on a 
broad scale, within one Episcopal jurisdiction. 


We believe that the ministry to Hispanics within the existing congre- 
gational structure points the way to establishing similar efforts among 
other cultural groups that are experiencing rapid growth within our 
Diocese at this time. 


IV Goals for the Implementation of the Strategy 


The following goals are designed to implement the strategy of Extend- 
iendo los Brazos outlined in the previous paragraphs: 


1. To assist all of the congregations in the Diocese of Los Angeles 
in defining their role in Hispanic Ministries. 


2. To strengthen the 13 existing congregations and to develop 12 new 
Hispanic Congregations within the existing congregational structure of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles. 


3. To promote the development of lay and ordained leadership for 
Hispanic Ministry. 


4. To promote and support in all congregations of the Diocese efforts 
to reach out to the Hispanic community in the areas of: 
(a) evangelism 
(b) social concerns and advocacy. 


5. To unite efforts with the Program Group on Youth and the Diocesan 
Episcopal Church Women to foster the development of Youth and Women's 
Ministries among Hispanics. 
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6. To foster and assist Diocesan Commissions and Program Groups of 
the Diocese in the development of effective programs with and for Hispanic 
Congregations. 


7. To foster and assist Diocesan Commissions and Program Groups of 
the Diocese in the development of effective programs with and for Hispanic 
Congregations. 


8. To continue data collection and promote research papers which will 
be useful in the on-going tasks of theological reflection, strategy 
development and evaluation. 


9. To coordinate with: the Diocesan Council of Convention; the 
Program Groups of Diocesan Council and Diocesan Commissions, Committees 
and Boards; the other Dioceses of the Eighth Province; the National 
Hispanic Commission; the Diocese of Northwest Mexico and; the appropriate 
ecumenical groups for the interchange of experiences, and for mutual 
support. 


V. Development of the Goals. 


Each of the nine goals listed above is discussed in the paragraph 
which follows: 


#1. To assist all of the congregations in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles in defining their role in Hispanic Ministries. 


The education of all English speaking congregations in their call to 
ministry to Hispanics and other major cultural groups with the Diocese is 
a primary goal of Extendiendo los Brazos. 


After the development of appropriate video and printed materials, an 
attempt will be made to visit every congregation in the Diocese and to 
develop ideas for group activities that will attract major minority groups 
living in the congregational neighborhood. These activities include: 


Bible study and prayer groups 

One-day workshops: Introduction to Hispanic culture, traditions, 
and actual situations. 

Ministering to the Hispanics in your neighborhoods. 

Preaching and bi-lingual services. 

Episcopal Church Missionary Community Mission workshops. 

Spanish-as-a-second language classes. 


#2. To strengthen the 13 existing congregations and to develop at 
least 12 new Hispanic Congregations within the existing congregational 
structure of the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


We believe that in light of the successes of the past five years that 
this is a reasonable and achievable strategy for continuing the work of 
Hispanic Ministries. The following parishes and missions presently have 
Hispanic outreach and worship services: Immanuel, El Monte; Church of the 
Magdalene, Glendale; St. Clement's, Huntington Park; St. Athanasius and 
St. Paul, Los Angeles; Epiphany, Los Angeles; St. Philip's, Los Angeles; 
Trinity, Los Angeles; Holy Family, North Hollywood; All Saints', Oxnard; 
St. Bartholomew's, Pico Rivera; St. Simon's, San Fernando; Messiah Parish, 
Santa Ana; St. Margaret and St. Anne, South Gate. 
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In addition to the 13 congregations listed above we have identified 
23 congregations in which either 32% or more of the families living in the 
zip code area of the congregation speak Spanish in their homes or there is 
an expressed interest in beginning Hispanic work. It is a goal of Extend- 
iendo los Brazos to give priority to dialogue with these congregations for 
the purpose of facilitating Hispanic Ministry. Other congregations 
desiring to begin Hispanic Ministry will be assisted by the Hispanic 
Missioner and the Hispanic Commission. 


Holy Trinity, Alhambra; St. Michael's, Anaheim; St. Columba's, 
Camarillo; Grace, Colton; St. Martin's, Compton; St. Timothy's, Compton; 
Trinity, Fillmore; Holy Communion, Gardena; St. Thomas, Hacienda Heights; 
All Saints, Highland Park; St. Mary's, Lompoc; St. Barnabas, Los Angeles; 
St. Francis, Los Angeles; St. John's, Los Angeles; St. Mary's, Los Ange- 
les; St. Gabriel's, Monterey Park; Incarnation, Norwalk; St. Paul's, 
Pomona; St. John's, San Bernardino; St. Peter's, Santa Maria; St. Paul's, 
Santa Paula; St. Matthais, Whittier; St. John's, Willmington. 


By concentrating our efforts in these congregations we may expect 
further rapid growth in Hispanic congregations during the next five years. 
An added objective would be to achieve a 7% yearly increase in aggregate 
giving by Hispanic congregations during the term of this plan. 


This Plan is also open to the concept of beginning new bi-lingual 
mission work in areas that are densely populated with both Spanish speak- 
ing and English speaking households where there is no established Episco- 
pal Church. These efforts will directly involve the Bishop, the Archdea- 
con for Congregational Development, the Program Group on Mission Congre- 
gations, the Hispanic Commission, and the Hispanic Missioner. 


#3. To promote the development of lay and ordained leadership 
for Hispanic Ministry. 


A. Lay Leadership Development 


This goal will be primarily achieved through Casa Rusack which is the 
Center for Training Hispanic Lay Leaders. Casa Rusack as envisioned by 
Extendiendo los Brazos will continue to have and further develop a two 
pronged training program. 


1. Training for ministry at the Congregational Level - This phase of the 
training program will seek to train Hispanic Lay leaders on specific 


ministries for use in their congregations. Such ministries include, 
Sunday School Teachers, Acolytes, Readers, Lay Eucharistic Ministers, 
Altar Guild, Youth Work and Lay Readers. 


2. Education for Ministry - This phase of the training program will focus 
primarily on the theological and practical education of Hispanic Lay 
Leaders. These will be core courses on Christian formation and Disciple- 
ship. Courses such as Bible Studies, Systematic Theology, Church History, 
Liturgy, Community Involvement, Christian Ethics and Preaching. It is 
from these courses that Vocations will be discovered, Lay Evangelists will 
be formed and strong leaders will be developed. 


Through the training offered by Casa Rusack, we have established the 
following objectives: 
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1. Fifteen hundred hours of class time completed by Lay people in 
Casa Rusack courses in 1989. 


2. Place a trained catechist administering a catechumenate program in 
each Hispanic congregation by 1994 (25 Catechists). 


3. Establish, by 1990 a centrally located training program for clergy 
in language, culture, and urban situations specific to Hispanic people. 
Draft a proposal in 1989. 


4. Identify and pursue educational methodologies designed to inte- 
grate Christian formation and discipleship with the community and social 
realities encountered by Hispanics. 


B. Clergy Development 


We will continue to assist English speaking clergy, (and other Lay 
people), to achieve a reasonable fluency with the Spanish Languages using 
such resources as Casa Rusack's training, Speak Spanish Seminars (two week 
intensive course), and more extensive language training in Mexico and 
Guatemala. 


Our objective is to have twenty-five to thirty additional English 
speaking clergy capable of celebrating the Eucharist and preaching in 
Spanish. 


C. Vocations 


A concentrated effort will be made in the area of raising vocations 
from among the Hispanic Congregations of the Diocese. These vocations 
need to be nurtured and aided in the process from early childhood. As 
mentioned above Casa Rusack will be used in identifying and calling out 
these vocaticns. 


D. Internship 


Our objective in this area is to have two seminarians place in 
Hispanic internships per year, beginning in 1989. This will give these 
individuals a wider view of ministry in the Diocese of Los Angeles in 
addition to equipping them to minister to Hispanics in the Diocese. 


E. Continuing Education 


For the purpose of the continuing education of lay and clergy alike, 
Extendiendo los Brazos calls for an annual major conference in Spanish and 
English with workshops dealing with issues affecting the development of 
Hispanic Ministries in the Diocese. 


F. Cursillos 


Cursillos have been effective in the church for several years and 
this program, which originated in Spain, has been particularly effective 
among Hispanics. We have very successfully held 6 Cursillo weekends in 
the last three years. Our objective during the next five years is to also 
hold Marriage Encounter weekends, Faith Alive, and Happenings in Spanish. 
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#4. To promote and support in all congregations of the Diocese . 
efforts to reach out to the Hispanic community in the areas 
of: (a) evangelism and (b) social concerns and advocacy. 


A. Evangelism 


In the area of evangelism, Extendiendo los Brazos seeks to include 
all of the congregations of the Diocese in a concentrated effort to reach 
out to all Hispanics in our midst with the Gospel. 


Our objectives in this area are as follows: 


1. Working in conjunction with the Program Group on Evangelism and 
Renewal through its Evangelism Consultant Teams, have two Hispanic congre- 
gations per year involved in studying their evangelism possibilities and 
establishing an evangelism program suitable for them. 


2. Again, working in close connection with the Program Group on 
Evangelism and Renewal, develop and put into effect an Evangelism Training 
program in Spanish geared to educate Hispanics in Evangelism techniques 
and approaches. 


3. Introduce all of the English speaking congregations of the Diocese 
to specific liturgies in Spanish which open the doors to evangelism and 
education among Hispanics. Such liturgical services as Primera Comunion 
(First Communion Service), Quinceaheras (liturgy to celebrate the 15th 
birthday of a young girl), and Las Posadas (used at Christmas time). 


4. Produce the necessary materials in Spanish to train and conduct 
evangelism campaigns in Hispanic neighborhoods. Introducing Hispanics to 
Christ as well as to the Episcopal Church. 


B. Social Concerns and Advocacy 


Extendiendo los Brazos will encourage the involvement of the Diocese 
as a whole in outreach and advocacy in response to the reality and needs 
of the Hispanics in the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


As members of the Mystical Body of Christ, Christians are called to 
teach the things that Jesus taught and to do the things which Jesus did; 
healing the sick, feeding the hungry, and receiving the outcasts. In the 
baptismal covenant Episcopalians now promise "to strive for justice and 
peace among all people, and to respect the dignity of every human being." 


Extendiendo los Brazos will continue to expand diocesan and congre- 
gational involvement in community issues and programs and neighborhood 
organizations where the goal is to: improve the conditions of life and 
alleviate suffering; strive for justice and peace among all people and; 
reaffirm the dignity of every human being. This will continue to identify 
the Episcopal Church with the struggles and aspirations of the Hispanics, 
with migrants, refugees, and others, in the areas of education, work, 
food, clothing, health and legal aid. 


This response to the human and pastoral issues faced by new Americans 
includes training the newcomers in the means available to them under the 
laws of the land and the Constitution of the United States so that they 
may become effective and participatory members of the body politic, as 
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well as representing them in advocacy programs when they are unable to 
adequately represent themselves. 


These activities may be summarized as follows: 1. The encouragement 
of advocacy in amnesty and other social programs; 2. We will encourage the 
development of English as a Second Language classes in every congregation 
in the Diocese; 3. AIDS prevention classes and educational materials; 4. 
Health care projects such as well child care clinics; 5. Alcohol and drug 
abuse prevention classes and get well clinics; 6. Homelessness programs. 


#5. To unite efforts with the Program Group on Youth 
and the Diocesan Episcopal Church Women to foster the development 
of Youth and Women's Ministries among Hispanics. 


These are two areas of great concern among Hispanics. Youth and 
women, as two very important components of the family. Extendiendo los 
Brazos will seek to work with the Program Group on Youth and the Diocesan 
Episcopal Church Women to implement a program of inclusiveness for Hispan- 
ic youth and women in the overall youth and women's ministries of the 
Diocese. 


Our objectives in these areas are: 

a. To hold an annual youth event or retreat where Spanish is 

the primary language used. 

b. To hold an annual Youth Encounter or Turnos (similar to Cursillo) 
in Spanish, geared to youth. 

c. Produce the necessary materials n parish to facilitate the work of 
youth groups which function in Spanish. 

d. Develop the necessary training program to train Hispanic Youth 
Leaders and place a youth leader in every Hispanic Congregation of the 
Diocese by 1994. Perhaps using and adapting the training materials of 
such groups as Youth for Christ, Youth with a Mission and others. 

e. To establish a functioning Episcopal Church Women's Group in every 
Hispanic Congregation of the Diocese by 1991 working in conjunction with 
the Diocesan Episcopal Church Women. 

£. To continue the training of Hispanic women in such training events 
as Women of Vision and others as they are developed. 

g- Produce or translate the necessary materials in Spanish to facili- 
tate the work of the groups described above. 

h. To continue and further strengthen the connections of the Hispanic 
Episcopal Church Women groups in this Diocese with the National Hispanic 
Women. 


#6. To foster and assist Diocesan Commissions and Program 
Groups in the development of effective programs with and 


for Hispanic Congregations. 


Extendiendo los Brazos seeks to create in all of the Commissions and 
Program Groups of the Diocese the idea of inclusiveness. These Commis-— 
sions and Program Groups were formed to minister to the needs of all the 
congregations of the Diocese, irrespective of their ethnic background or 
the language in which they worship. Extendiendo los Brazos seeks to 
create a harmonious working relationship between the Hispanic Commission 
and the diverse Diocesan Commissions and Program Groups. 
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Our objectives in this area are: 


a. To have Hispanic representation on each Diocesan Commission and 
Program Group in addition to the Standing Committee, the Commission on 
Ministry and Diocesan Council. 


b. To create a quarterly bilingual newsletter to inform and to 
promote Hispanic ministries in the Diocese beginning in 1990. Through 
this newsletter, Extendiendo los Brazos, will seek to share information 
with other groups and coordinate the sharing of talents and resources. 


c. By 1990, Extendiendo los Brazos, calls upon the Hispanic Commis- 
sion to produce a plan by which it can effectively regionalize, so that 
each region can share in the triumph and struggles of Hispanic ministries. 


#7 To produce or secure the necessary Spanish or bi-lingual 
educational materials, tools and techniques for use in workshops, 
technical assistance and other efforts aimed at assisting congre- 
gations who wish to develop Hispanic mission and ministry. 


Various other Dioceses and especially those in the IX Province are 
producing materials. The Latin American Studies Center at the Seminary of 
the Southwest, Austin, Texas is gathering an extensive library. The 
Mexican American Cultural Center, a Roman Catholic center is San Antonio, 
Texas and other denominational centers are also producing useful mater- 
ials. 


El Libro de Oracion Comun (The Book of Common Prayer) and bi-lingual 
booklets for use at baptisms, the Holy Eucharist, and other occasions are 
available. Bibles are readily available in Spanish and bi-lingual edi- 
tions. Also, some stewardship materials are available. Video tapes for 
use in small group discussions on Hispanic mission and ministry are in 
production and other materials will be produced as we plan ahead to growth 
and new needs. 


#8. To continue data collection and promote research papers 
which will be useful in the on-going tasks of theological 
reflection, strategy development and evaluation. 


The effectiveness of the various approaches to Hispanic Ministry need 
to be evaluated in an ongoing effort. We learn from our successes and our 
mistakes. The results of these studies on, for example Team Ministries 
vs. Development of Congregations from within, and the effectiveness of 
various types of feeding programs in reaching newcomers will be published 
for use by other dioceses and other ethnic groups. 


Data will continue to be collected and research papers will be 
promoted if it appears that they would be useful in the on-going tasks of 
theological reflection, strategy development and evaluation. 


#9. To coordinate with the Diocesan Council of Convention; the Program 
Groups of Diocesan Council and Diocesan Commissions, Committees and 
Boards; the other Dioceses of the Eight Province; the National Hispanic 
Commissions; the Diocese of Northwest Mexico; and the appropriate 
ecumenical groups for the interchange of experiences, and for 

mutual support. 
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Since authority in the Episcopal Church is deliberately diffused, a 
coordinator is needed to maintain communications between the various 
agencies active in Hispanic Ministry. This activity has grown dramati- 
cally during the past two years with the work of new congregation forma- 
tion, Casa Rusack, and Cursillos providing Hispanic activities of a 
Diocesan wide nature almost every weekend in the year. 


#10. Budget. 


The projected budget for this Second Five Year Plan is $1,710,000. 
This includes the following: Staff salaries; Office expenses - materials, 
equipment and overhead; Communications - Telephone; Educational materials- 
production, purchase, development; Clergy Language training; Lay Leader- 
ship training; Travel; Support of Interns; Community issues and program 
costs; New Congregations; Research and evaluation; Inflation; Others. 


This sum is very close to the project budget of the First Five Year 
Plan ($1,680,000). The experience with that plan was that approximately 
85% of these funds came from outside the Diocesan Mission Share Fund 
Budget. In this Second Five Year Plan the salary and benefits of the 
full-time Hispanic Missioner (as of 1990) and an estimated additional 
$40,000 per year will come from the Mission Share Fund Budget. The 
remaining funds required to fund this Second Five Year Plan, will again 
come from outside the MSF Budget (approximately 852%). 
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Venture in Mission 


Completion of Work 
I. BACKGROUND 


The Venture in Mission Cabinet has overseen the organization and 
development of the most extensive mission project undertaken in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles. From its inception in 1979 as Vision in Mission 
to the present this venture has involved nearly one hundred leaders of the 
diocese at its organizational level, helped every parish and mission 
congregation identify new mission opportunities at home and abroad, and 
received over 5,500 personal pledges and 30 congregational pledges, 
raising $4,063,000. Interest earnings added an additional $940,150 
providing well over $5 million for this amazing effort. Venture in 
Mission made the Diocese of Los Angeles aware of new dimensions of mission 
and ministry. 


Venture in Mission was approved by the 1976 General Convention, with 
an over-all national goal of $100 million, to rally the spiritual and 
temporal resources of the Episcopal Church. Its three-fold purpose was 

-- to bring the imperative of Christ's mission, in its diversity and 

fundamental unity, to every member of the Church; 

-- to enable all persons to recognize and respond to Christ's claim 

through offering themselves in service; 

-- to enable Episcopalians to further the mission of the Church by 

giving money. 


Each diocese sets its own goals and proportion of funds to be raised 
for work within the diocese and those to be sent abroad. 
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At Diocesan Convention in May of 1980 Bishop Robert C. Rusack called 
the Diocese to "dare to venture" to new heights during the 80s. The 
feasibility of such an undertaking had been reviewed during 1979. Follow- 
ing the convention's approval in concept the bishop appointed clergy and 
lay Priorities Committees to study the needs of the diocese and to set 
preliminary goals for expanded mission. The Reverend Arnold Fenton was 
appointed chair of the clergy committee. 


The work was advanced by five Task Forces, chaired by committee 
members. These researched areas of need and developed priorities in the 
areas of World Service (the Reverend Donald Miller, chair), Education (the 
Reverend Canon George Regas, chair), and Community and Regional Services 
(the Reverend Kenneth Higginbotham, chair). Other members were appointed 
by the bishop. Clergy members included the Reverends Robert L. Bonhall, 
Robert Boyer, Clarke K. Oler, and Canon John Yamazaki. The lay section 
included Richard Seaver, Frank Trane, Brooks Firestone, Dorothy Wiltse, 
Frederick G. Larkin, Charles Thomas, Walter Gerken, and Jim Fullerton. 


During 1981 the Priorities Committee involved the congregations of the 
diocese in a significant effort of defining and evaluating mission oppor- 
tunities. At the conclusion of its work the committee prepared a casebook 
which challenged the diocese to Venture in Mission at home and abroad with 
a fundraising goal of $7.5 million. The enabling resolution of the 86th 
Diocesan Convention made the newly appointed VIM Cabinet the stewards of 
Venture funds and accountable for monitoring the extensive projects 
adopted. 


II. THE CASEBOOK 
A. Mission and Ministry Beyond the Diocese 


The casebook detailing projects to be funded by Venture in Mission was 
approved by the 86th Convention. The following categories were allocated a 
percentage of income after expenses. The first major category was Mission 
and Ministry Beyond the Diocese. Six projects were allotted 29% of all VIM 
funds. 


The Diocese of Western Mexico received the largest commitment. Plans 
for autonomy in that diocese were assisted through a gift of $688,340 to be 
used for the purchase of church and rectory sites and construction. 
Additional emphasis was on faculty and program development at St. Andrew's 
Seminary, Guadalajara. 


Grants for East Africa were provided to relieve the misery of famine 
and for development projects which would sustain the population as it 
recovers from the harsh climatic and political changes which have occurred 
in the past decade. The Church in Uganda evangelization and reconciliation 
efforts were aided by other grants. 


Venture in Mission provided funds for conversations and visits between 
ourselves and our companion diocese of Hong Kong/Macao. Volunteers for 
Mission, a national church program to train and send lay persons for short 
term domestic and foreign mission, also received a grant. 


Mission work in the Pacific was advanced through our commitment to the 
two dioceses in the Northern Philippines. These two remote mountain 
dioceses have been helped toward autonomy with funds for the purchase of 
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land and the construction of church and rectory buildings, development 


projects to support the local economy, and training for the laity and the 
clergy. 


B. Mission and Ministry Within the Diocese 


Fifty-three percent of Venture in Mission receipts was allocated 
toward the development of Mission and Ministry Within the Diocese of Los 
Angeles. Some of the funds went to brick and mortar projects, for, without 
piaces of worship and adequate space for service, the ministry of people is 
restricted. Other funds provided the people and the supplies to sustain a 
ministry. Mission within the Diocese was enhanced through the following 
programs. 


The Revolving Development Fund set aside $1,114,943 in loan funds for 
purchase of property and mission building construction. In addition, loans 
were made available to assist struggling small parishes with deferred 
maintenance needs. Loans have been made in the following areas: 


Property purchase: St. John Chrysostom, Rancho Santa 
Margarita; St. Dunstan's, Moreno Valley; Epiphany, 
Agoura Hills/Westlake Village. Total - $700,000 


Mission building construction: St. Richard's, Lake 
Arrowhead; St. Michael's, Isla Vista; St. Joseph's, 


Yucca Valley; St. Aidan's, Malibu; St. Thomas', Ha- 
cienda Heights; St. Alban's, Yucaipa. 
Total: $700,000 


Deferred maintenance at small parishes: All Saints, 
St. Barnabas, Reconciliation, and Trinity, Los An- 


geles; St. Clement's, Huntington Park; St. Stephen's 
La Habra; and St. Francis, San Bernardino. 
Total: $90,017 


The Opportunity Fund provided seed money for new initiatives within 
the diocese. A total of $1,081,220 was allotted. Ideas come from large 
and small groups addressing a variety of needs. In all, 66 applications 
were received. Forty-one projects were approved by the Cabinet upon 
recommendation of the Grants Committee chaired by Gene Burson. After 
approval the committee monitored the progress of the grant to insure 
success. Only three projects failed to fulfill their sponsors' vision for 
a productive ministry. 


Opportunity Fund projects are summarized in the following categories: 


Youth: Deanery One Youth Project producing a leader- 
ship training manual; Canterbury USC Asian training; 
Camp Stevens youth at risk; St. Martin's, Compton 
after school tutorial program; Immanuel, El Monte 
youth coordinator. Total: $155,431

outreach at Holy Family Mission, North Hollywood; 
St. Clement's, Huntington Park; Emmanuel, Fullerton; 
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St. Bartholomew's, Pico Rivera; St. Philip's, Los

Total: $102,271 <

Two institutions of the diocese received grants from Venture in 
Mission. Camp Stevens received $141,462 toward the $345,000 cost of 
constructing the Blum Conference Center. This center substantially inc- 
reases the all weather facilities of the camp. The center has made Camp 
Stevens more adaptable to the varied needs of Episcopal and community 
groups in the Dioceses of Los Angeles and San Diego. 


Episcopal Community Services received $138,364 toward the new $2 
million St. Barnabas Multi-Service Senior Center soon to open. The Center 
serves the needs of seniors who live in the Westlake/MacArthur Park dis- 
trict of Los Angeles. The center dispenses health services, financial 
assistance, nutrition and legal assistance, transportation to doctors and 
clinics, and other social service resources for a growing population of the 
elderly who are increasingly isolated by poor health and the fear of crime 
in the cities. 


C. Training in Discipleship for Mission and Ministry 


Training in Discipleship for Mission and Ministry was the final 
casebook category receiving seventeen percent of the funds. Five major 
areas were targeted. 


Clergy and lay education has been enhanced through a number of spe- 
cialized programs. Through Education for Ministry (EFM), a four year 
curriculum in theological reflection, a number of lay persons have received 
intensive training in Christian formation. In addition, four dozen persons 
have been certified as mentors for small-group leadership. Evangelism has 
taken the course of preparing consultation teams to work directly with 
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congregations in helping the latter to "customize" their ministry with 
newcomers, the community and lapsed members. Fourteen congregations have 
received intensive assistance in this form. As an ongoing program, the 
catechumenal processes of the early church have been reintroduced to 
prepare adults for Christian initiation. Advanced leadership training has 
equipped clergy and lay leaders with skills in organization development, 
conflict management and intra-congregational issues. A variety of work- 
shops have been provided around the diocese in such fields as lay pastoral 
care, ministry with the deaf, substance abuse, preaching, and the introduc- 
tion of the Hymnai 1982. Scholarships have been provided for intensive 
language workshops. Funds have also been available for clergy long term 
study leaves, on-the-job internships for seminarians, clergy marriage 
enrichment retreats, and mid-career evaluations. $489,483 has been allo- 
cated for this category. A balance of $269,884 remains available for 
continuing projects. 





The Office for Ministry was created by VIM to oversee all of these 
projects. In addition this office has provided pastoral and renewal 
opportunities for the clergy of the diocese. Total funding: $114,290. 


Congregation based ministries have been enhanced through VIM funds. A 
half time chaplain's stipend was provided for the University of California 
at Irvine. Many congregations adjacent to college and university campuses 
received grants for on-going programs. Total funding: $29,000. 


Communications for the diocese has advanced through our venture. As 
the world becomes more secularized the task of sharing the Good News 
requires more and better utilization of the tools God has given us. The 
video program has vastly improved our ability to communicate to our own 
members and the world at large. Computerized type-set equipment has 
enhanced our coverage of the news and the quality of the Episcopal News. 
Total funding: $131,677. 


Youth Summer Services completed the training for ministry category. 
Projects supervised by the Program Group on Youth undertaken over three 
years brought youth from all over the diocese together. While living in 
community the youth learned basic skills in home repairs and improvement. 
Two consecutive years a group traveled to St. Andrew's Seminary, Guadala- 
jara to assist in renovation of the seminary chapel and experience the 
culture and faith of our sister Diocese of Western Mexico. Total funding: 
$89,579. 


III. CONCLUSION 


Venture in Mission in Los Angeles has achieved new heights in ministry 
development at home and abroad. Though the lofty goal of the early 80's 
was not reached, much more than a fundraising program has been attained. 
We can be proud of the advancement in mission effort that has affected 
every congregation. Our vision has been sharpened. Our determination to 
plan and organize for effective ministry has been tested. In place of 
dreams we can now point to a person whose life has been changed, a well 
trained teach, a successful food distribution program, a new mission 
congregation, a water project in Uganda, a missionary oversees, Christian 
literature printed in Vietnamese, just to begin the list. The venture 
which has been a sacrifice for some has yielded a blessing for others. 
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IV. ACTION REQUIRED 


The VIM Cabinet has served as the accountable steward. Now that the 
program is at the point of completion, we respectfully request the Annual 
Meeting of the Ninety-third Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles to 
release the members of the Cabinet from these duties in order that they may 
be applied to other fields of ministry.

At the last minute the Anaheim Hilton Hotel was again able to 
offer their facilities for 1988.

The organizational meeting of the Standing Committee was held on December 
5, 1987, at the Anaheim Hilton Hotel, immediately following the adjourn- 
ment of the Ninety-second Annual Meeting of the Convention of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles. The Reverend Warner R. Traynham was elect- 
ed President; Eugene H. Frank was elected Secretary; the Reverend Lynn 
Jay and Betty Connelly were welcomed as members newly-elected to the Com- 
mittee by the Diocesan Convention. 


The organization meeting of December 5, 1987 was continued to January 8, 
1988, at St. John's Episcopal Church, Los Angeles. The Reverend Richard 
Van Horn and Betty Connelly were elected as the 1988 representatives to 
Diocesan Council; the Reverend Canon Gethin Hughes was elected as repre- 
sentative to the Commission on Ministry through June 1988. 


During the twelve months there were ten regular meetings of the Committee. 
The Committee acted as the Ecclesiastical Authority during such period, 
until the ordination of the Right Reverend Frederick H. Borsch as Bishop 
of Los Angeles on June 18, 1988. 


The Committee called for the election on January 8, 1988 of the Bishop of 
Los Angeles, and executed Testimonials of Election and Requests for Con- 
sent to Election, with respect to the election on January 8, 1988 of the 
Reverend Frederick H. Borsch as Bishop of Los Angeles. 


The Committee affirmed the sale of Diocesan House, on the terms agreed 
upon by the Corporation of the Diocese. 


Consent was granted to ten dioceses for episcopal elections; approval was 
granted for the ordination of three bishops; approval was denied for the 
ordination of one bishop (Appendix 1).

The Committee recommended thirteen persons to the Suffragan Bishop for 
postulancy for Holy Orders, and certified to his twelve persons for ordi- 
nation to the Diaconate, and nine persons for ordination to the Presbyter- 
ate (Appendix 2). 


The Committee approved ten transactions on the part of congregations of 
the diocese; five loans for construction, and five sales of property (Ap- 
pendix 3).

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DIOCESAN COUNCIL OF CON V.ENT LON 
(Canon XIX, Sec. 19.00 - 19.11) 


The Right Reverend the Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles, Oliver B. Garver, 
Jr. presided as chairman of Diocesan Council for most of year year July 1, 
1987 through June 30, 1988. Bishop Borsch assumed the chairmanship at the 
meeting prior to this report, in June of 1988. At the January meeting of 
this year, Bishop Garver reminded the Council and its new members that 
they are a very important link in the decision making process between 
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diocesan conventions and that they are the essential active leadership 
body for the diocese. 


During this year, the Council heard regular reports from two new commit- 
tees which were formed to guide the Diocese in the selection of a new 
Bishop. Father Charles Sacquety led the Nominating Committee and Canon 
Richard Van Horn led the Study Committee. During the course of the year, 
the Council also heard reports from committees responsible for the elec- 
tion and ordination of the new Bishop, as well as from the Corporation of 
the Diocese which sold the Diocesan Headquarters to UNOCAL. 


The Council also heard regular reports from representatives of the five 
regions, from liaisons to program groups and commissions, from the Episco- 
pal Church Women, the Treasurer of the Diocese, and the Standing 
Committee. 


One of the Council's major areas of responsibility was in regard to the 
Diocesan Budget. It received a preliminary proposal from the Finance 
Committee and after a review of the proposal’ referred it to Regional meet- 
ings for consideration. Council then reviews the suggestions from the 
Regions, makes appropriate revisions and refers the Budget to Diocesan 
Convention. 


The agenda committee assisted the new Bishop in gathering information 
relating to issues on the minds of many groups throughout the diocese. 
The agenda committee prepared a form which was widely distributed as the 
channel for soliciting this information. 


The Council created an ad hoc committee to study the viability of small 
parishes, led by Canon Jerome Kahler. This committee prepared an excel- 
lent report and recommendation statement which was presented to Council in 
June. 


The Council also heard reports from Asian members of the Diocese who tes- 
tified about racism. Council asked the Bishop to write a pastoral letter 
and to organize a response in Orange County.

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PROGRAM GROUPS OF DIOCESAN COUNCIL 
(Canon XIX, Sec. 19.06 - 19.11) 


On Camping 
(No report filed.) 
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On Christian Education and Leadership Training 


The work of the Program Group began this year under the cloud of the im- 
pending death (March 13) of the Reverend Walter Loesel, beloved chairman 
of the Group for more than six years. To honor his work and begin the 
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task of transition, an overnight goal setting retreat was held in May. 
From that retreat came six areas of responsibility which were to be imple- 
mented by specific programs and completed by December, 1989. These Areas 
of Responsibility are as follows: 


I. Church School Teacher/Educator Training: Seven Regional Training events 


were held in September. These were intensive, one day workshops designed 
to affirm the gifts and skills of persons attending and to offer design 
skills adapted to curriculum being used in the parishes represented. 


II. Continuation of the Video Project with Cathedral Films: The very suc- 


cessful STORY OF THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH was completed and distributed reach- 
ing a wide market throughout the church. A UTO grant has been submitted 
for 1989 requesting funds for a Spanish translation of the sound track. 
This translation will be a memorial to Sra. Virginia Ram. Additional 
requests for funding and close editorial cooperation with Cathedral films 
have characterized the Program Group's continuing role as sponsor of this 
pioneering project in quality video-education. 


III. Dialogue/engagement with Scripture, Tradition, Reason with the Dio- 
cesan Community: A Diocesan Bible Study Institute has been planned for 


April 13-15th, 1989, to be held-at the Spirituality Center of the Sisters 
of St. Joseph Retreat House in Orange, California. Bishop Borsch, the 
Reverend Joseph Russell, and the Reverend Minka Sprague will headline the 
Institute. The workshops will offer hands-on experience to parish teams 
of clergy and lay persons in creative and usable methods of Bible study. 


IV. Preparation of guides for use in life transition/separation minis— 


tries: Discussion of the nature of such ministries and the preparation as 
well as identification of appropriate resources, both liturgical and edu- 
cational have been presented as position papers. It is anticipated that 
guides will be ready in early 1989. 


V. Enablement of "Young Adult Ministries" group to become a discrete enti- 
ty by December 3, 1989: Diocesan Council at their June 1988 meeting af- 


firmed the Bishop's appointment of this group as a separate program group. 


VI. Leadership training for Asian/Pacific/Hispanic groups: A task group 
involving Joon Matsumura, Eric Law and Elizabeth High has been doing basic 


research on the tools of cross-cultural leadership training. An addition- 
al sub-group continues to work with the Alban Institute on its grant sup- 
ported research program in this area. 


The work of the Program Group has been vigorous and competent. To Eliza- 
beth High as the able staff liaison/resource person and to all the members 
of CELT, my fervent thanks for lively support in this year of transition 
and new beginnings.

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On Communications 


During. an exceptionally active year for the Church in this diocese and 
around the world, energies of the diocesan Communications staff and the 
Program Group on Communications addressed: 


---A media relations campaign was launched in October, 1987, to alert news 
outlets across the Southland to the January 8, 1988 episcopal election and 
subsequent ordination. Reporters and photographers were on hand at sever- 
al of the candidates’ public forums, and Program Group members were posted 
at each forum to accommodate the press. Reporters, including three tele- 
vision crews, were on site at the election. A press conference with the 
bishop-elect was held at the Diocesan House on January 14, and new out- 
lets, including KNBC-TV and KABC-TV, joined in interviewing then-Dean 
Borsch. A full media kit was prepared for the ordination and included 
some 25 releases, backgrounders and photos. The ordination service was 
widely reported across Southern California. Most evening television news- 
casts carried footage from the ordination on June 18. Some of that foot- 
age was provided from the pool tape prepared by the diocesan video crew. 
Broadcast and print reporters also covered the bishop's visits the next 
day to five unique centers of ministry in the City of Los Angeles. 


A half-hour videotape highlighting the ordination and the new bis- 
hop's visits in his See City was produced by the diocesan video crew, with 
copies of the tape distributed to every congregation in the diocese on 
Thursday following the ordination. The Episcopal News carried extensive 
coverage of the election and ordination, using four-color photographs in 
the July edition. 


---The diocesan video program, in addition to its regular function of 
providing equipment and services to congregations in the diocese, produced 
two major tapes: "By Our Gathering Together" offers a look at ministry 
with Native Americans in Southern California. "Gift of Grace" explores 
the life of Michael Prouty, an artist who, while dying with AIDS, used his 
paintings to convey a message of hope and encouragement to others. "Gift 
of Grace" earned a national Polly Bond Award for quality communication 
within the Episcopal Church. 


---The diocesan Missioner for Communications attended both the General 
Convention in Detroit and the once-a-decade Lambeth Converence in Canter- 
bury, sending regular reports of each event back to Los Angeles via FAX. 
The Missioner's daily reports from General Convention were duplicated and 
mailed each day to every congregation in the diocese. In addition, the 
diocesan Video Consultant worked on the National Church communications 
team that produced daily newscasts at General Convention, which were aired 
in the hotels that housed the convention. 


---The Episcopal News continued to report events and issues of interest 
within the diocese. Special coverage was devoted this year to the dioce- 
san immigration-amnesty program, to campus ministries, to the Church's 
response to homelessness, and to the diocesan self-study process. The 
News continued to receive Polly Bond Awards, winning two in 1988--for 
excellence in newswriting and front page design. 


= 


---The Communications staff continues its function of responding to the 
inquiries of media representatives preparing stories on Episcopal congre- 
gations and institutions. Major articles have appeared this year on the 
work of women priests in the diocese, ethnic outreach in Orange County, 
and the unique ministries of Christ the Good Shepherd Parish in Los Ange- 
les, to name a few topics. Advertisements also were placed, primarly at 
Easter time, in major Southland newspapers. 


---The Program Group members continued to serve as valuable resource per- 
sons, providing both advice and physical assistance as needed throughout 
the year. The Group was expanded by six members early in the year, adding 
new support for the work of Communications in the Diocese of Los Angeles.

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On Evangelism and Renewal 


It is the purpose of this group to offer diocesan renewal opportunities 
and to work with the various regions on that level as well. In part our 
task is to monitor and be aware of various programs and opportunities that 
come under the umbrella term of "renewal" -- that is, those happenings 
that are calling the Church and its individual members into being more and 
more what we already are: The People of Jesus Christ. 


In addition we have a special and close working relationship with the 
Evangelism Consultation Team - a group of especially trained persons who 
go two-by-two to individual parishes on a consulting basis to enable local 
evangelical efforts according to the needs of that community and parish. 


In April of 1987 the group sponsored a major conference on the Catechumate 
- the ancient method of the early church for Adult Initiation into the 
Christian Family. This process of Catechumenate is enjoying a wide resur- 
gence and may be one of the most exciting things coming (again!) in the 
Church today. It is our hope to continue to support the adoption and use 
of the Catechumenate in the Diocese in the immediate years ahead. 


We also hope to give some help in the area of working with lapsed members 
and other concerns as they arise. 


Most of all - we remain open to knowing from members of the Diocesan Fami- 
ly how we may be of further service. We are in a time where we increas- 
ingly see that helping the "Church become the Church” is not a _ partisan 
cause or favorite movement of one group - but a task for the Whole Body of 
Christ, lived out in the many gifts, talents, and ministries He gives us 
all.

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Evangelism Consultation Team 


The Evangelism Consultation Team is a group of evangelists trained by the 
national church to facilitate the establishment of evangelism groups for 
all interested congregatyions in the diocese. The year 1988 began with a 
joint meeting with the Program Group on Evangelism and Renewal. A day- 
long retreat, held at the Church of the Angels in Pasadena on January 
16th, focused on unity and common goals for the two groups. Working toge- 
ther, planning was begun for three one-day workshops under the leadership 
of the Reverend A, Wayne Schwab of the national church office on April 
2lst, 22nd, and 23rd. The seminar focused on single days in Whittier and 
Camarillo on the Catechumenate, and a day in Glendale on "Episcopal Style" 
Evangelism. Each day had 60+ participants from various congregations in 
the diocese. 


This year the consultants have been working actively with nine congrega- 
tions; four in the Orange County area, two in Ventura County two in the 
Riverside County area and one in the Los Angeles Area. Each congregation 
is developing, with assistance of its consultant team, their own unique 
evangelism program based on the needs and "personality" of the parish. 
Typically, two persons for a team, work initially with eight or ten per- 
sons of a congregation for a period of about one year. 


The consultation teams are always seeking both new congregations for the 
program and people interested in becoming consultants. It is anticipated 
that the diocesan team will double its size from eight to sixteen after 
intensive training in November, 1988.

The Program Group consists of the elected deputies and alternates to Gen- 
eral Convention, together with representatives of the Episcopal Church 
Women. The duties of its members are to be cognizant of issues raised at 
the Provincial and General Church levels and to bring such matters to the 
attention of the Diocese. 


Joining Bishop Garver in representing the Diocese at the Sixtieth Synod of 
the Province of the Pacific (Province VIII) at Monterey, California Sep- 
tember 2-4, 1987, were Betty Connelly, John Fricker, Ellen Murazaki, the 
Reverend Canon Gethin Hughes, the Reverends Warner Traynham and Elizabeth 
Habecker and Jenny Ladefoged and other ECW members. The theme of the Synod 
was "Wineskins and Microchips - The Church in a Changing World" and inclu- 
ded presentations on "Changing Forms of Ministry," and "The Changing World 
of Human Biology," with theological reflections by the Very Reverend Paul 
Clasper. 


A full delegation of clergy and laity represented the Diocese at the 69th 
General Convention of the Episcopal Church held at Detroit, Michigan, July 
1-11, 1988. Our delegation consisted of Bishop Frederick Borsch, Bishop 
Oliver Garver, Canon Gethin Hughes, the Revs. Warner Traynham, Elizabeth 
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Habecker, Gary Cummins and Alfred Smith; Mrs. Betty Connelly, Dr. John 
Fricker, Mr. William Rodiger, Dr. Ellen Murasaki, Mrs. Percia Hutcherson 
and Mrs. Patsy Brierly. Attending the ECW Triennial were Jef Short, Jenny 
Ladefoged, Mary Louise Smith, Edna Kuhns, and Julia Rae Walz. 


On behalf of all these people I thank you for allowing us to represent the 
Diocese of Los Angeles at these important events. We look forward to re- 
porting on them at the next Diocesan Convention.

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Ministry in Higher Education 
(No report filed.) 
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On Mission Congregations 


The Program Group and the Archdeacon of the Diocese are pleased to submit 
the following report of work for the Mission Congregations. 


Personnel changes since the previous annual report: The Reverend Paul Yoon 
Vicar of Annunciation Mission, Anaheim was elected Bishop of Taejon, South 
Korea. He left mid-year to take up his new duties. -The Reverend Jonathon 
Won was called from the Diocese of Newark to succeed Bishop Yoon as Vicar 
of the Church of the Annunciation. -The Reverend Harlan Weitzel was ap- 
pointed priest in charge of the Episcopal Church in Hesperia. Hesperia is 
now yoked with St. Paul's Church, Barstow where Fr. Weitzel continues to 
serve. -The Reverend Gary Turner was appointed priest-in-charge of St. 
Dunstan's Mission, Moreno Valley on a half-time basis. Fr. Turner also 
heads the feasibility study project for an Indian Ministry called Eagle 
Wings. -The Reverend Mark Lieske has been appointed part-time priest-—in- 
charge of St. Clare's of Assisi, Rancho Cucamonga. 


During the 1987-88 year, the new mission stations at Rancho Cucamonga, 
Chino Hills and Yorba Linda continued to develop their program and out- 
reach in keeping with the guidelines of the Policy and Procedures Manual 
of the Diocese. At the Fall Convention, 1988 both St. Clare's and St. 
Raphael's anticipate applying for permission to come into union with the 
Diocesan Convention as missions of the Diocese. Both missions are seeking 
suitable properties for purchase and church development. 


LAND ACQUISITION, GROUNDBREAKINGS, BUILDING CAMPAIGNS 


—-Epiphany Mission in Agoura Hills/Westlake Village dedicated the land for 
a future church/parish hall building during the year. After a lengthy 
search process, the Bishop’ Committee selected an architect to design the 
master plan. --A five acre site was purchased in Hesperia for possible 
future development of a mission church. Although the Mission station in 
Hesperia is in the stage of feasibility study and evaluation, the oppor- 
tunity to purchase an excellent site for a modest price came forth. The 
decision was made to purchase the site early on mindful of the tremendous 
price increases and costs of land in other locations where the Diocese has 
initiated missions. --St. Michael's, Isla Vista succeeded in moving a 
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house to the property. It has been refurbished and is now in service as a 
homeless ministry center. --St. Aidan's, Malibu is about to begin the 
construction of a vicarage on the property once the Coastal Commission 
provides the necessary permits. In addition, St. Aidan's was the benefic- 
iary of a memorial gift pipe organ of several ranks. The organ was loca- 
ted at St. Mary of the Angels, Finley Street, having been moved there 
sometime ago by former members of St. Matthias Church, Washington Boule- 
vard, Los Angeles. The organ will be rededicated in the Fall, 1988. -- 
Church of the Incarnation, Norwalk initiated a day care center for child- 
ren during the course of the year. This program was initiated by the 
Vicar and Bishop's Committee as part of the Community Outreach program. 
--St. John Chrysostom's, Rancho Santa Margarita was given permission by 
the Bishop and the Corporation of the Diocese to purchase several acres in 
the area for the purpose of initiating a lower school and church building. 
Many families have enrolled their children in St. John's School. For the 
immediate future, modulars will be used for the School and Church program. 
Canon Ernest Sillers and Priest-in-Charge, Samuel D'Amico are guiding 
these developments. --St. Alban's, Yucaipa has been busily preparing for 
the building of a new church and child care center. Funds have been 
raised from grants and loans and special gifts. Ground breaking is ex- 
pected sometime in November. 


Other building plans and/or campaigns are underway at the following mis- 
sions: --Anaheim (land search); Big Bear Lake; Chino Hills; Goleta; Haci- 
enda Heights (building soon); Irvine; La Verne; St. Nicholas Korean, LA; 
Moreno Valley; St. Stephen's, Santa Clarita; St. Francis', Simi Valley. 


During the past year, the Program Group distributed over $200,000 in Mis- 
sion Development Fund grants to the several missions. As part of the 
grants making process, the Program Group gave strong emphasis to steward- 
ship campaigns among the missions. No grants were made to missions unless 
a stewardship campaign plan had been conducted. 


Also concerns were addressed and considered regularly about a number of 
missions not growing. In the next few months a new review on stagnant 
missions will be conducted by the Archdeacon for the Program Groups con- 
sideration. A number of options for the future will be under considera- 
tion as a result. In some cases recommendations for merger will be made 
or changes in leadership direction. 


As the Program Group pondered the high number of land and building needs 
for the future development of missions, the need for a diocesan-wide capi- 
tal funds drive became increasingly clear. It has been noted by the re- 
cent self-study of the Diocese preparatory to the election of a bishop 
that the diocese has not been growing in numbers. Although this is appar- 
ently true in a number of congregations impacted by rapid social change 
and demographic developments - based upon an analysis of the annual paro- 
chial reports - the record for missions’ growth in new communities is dif- 
ferent. The issue for the Diocese at large is not simply stated, yet it 
is, at the least, one of where available resources are best deployed and 
to what degree and to what end. Related issues include more long range 
ones: where will strong, active and contributing parishes best be develop- 
ed so that the Diocesan program of the future has substantial incoming 
resources to support and nourish less affluent congregations and other 
programs? 
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St. John's, Needles participation in the Tri-diocesan Colorado mission 
ministry called CORTA continues although greatly shaken by the death of 
the dean, Bishop Wes Frensdorff. Bishop Frensdorff, Assistant Bishop of 
Arizona, gave strong and visionary leadership to this ministry. He cared 
deeply about the well-being of all the missions in the area and gave of 
his time to St. John's as well. 


The Vicar of St. John's, the Reverend Eric Brechner, resigned in June to 
seek continuing education at the General Theological Seminary in New York. 
The Reverend Kevin Dunn was called to be the Vicar of St. John's effective 
September 1, 1988. 


Other topics of concern to the Program Group on Mission Congregations 
include the matter of increased costs of clergy outpacing the average 
increase in local income from many missions. The Mission Development Fund 
grants program has not been able to compensate for the shortfall in every 
place. This situation has required changes from full-time priests to part 
time priests in some missions. A number of other missions have sought and 
succeeded in obtaining special grants funds from local and national foun- 
dations thereby funding continuing budget and outreach programs. 


Missions currently served by part-time clergy including Banning, Barstow, 
Big Bear, Chino Hills, Hawthorne, Hesperia, Lake Arrowhead, Atwater, More- 
no Valley, North Hollywood, Norwalk, Rancho Cucamonga, Rancho Santa Marga- 
rita, Trona, Twentynine Palms, Yorba Linda, Yucaipa. These seventeen, out 
of forty-one missions, are making -- in many ways -- progress and growing. 
From one point of view, they may be providing models for the entire Epis- 
copal Church in terms of shared leadership between clergy and laity, more 
involvement by larger numbers of persons. On the other hand, the short- 
fall in full-time positions may be detrimental to the long-range growth of 
the Diocese in certain key areas. 


Other missions on the brink of losing the ability to support a full-time 
priest include St. Luke's, Fontana; St. Joseph's, Yucca Valley; St. 
Martin's, Compton; St. Nicholas', Los Angeles and St. John's, Needles. 


In conclusion, the Program Group on Mission Congregations approved the 
following new Charter which governs the work and policy of the Mission 
Program of the Diocese of Los Angeles: 


Mindful that all efforts of the Program Group must be aimed at creat- 
ing and supporting Christian communities in which the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ is proclaimed and lived; in which people are brought into a_ living 
relationship with God; and in which members are enabled to serve him 
through a Christian ministry within their community and beyond it, the 
Program Group on Mission Congregations of the Diocesan Council understands 
its charter to include these objectives: 

1. to press the diocese at large always toward the creation of new 
congregations, and, when needed, toward the renewal of existing congrega- 
tions in demographically changing communities. 

2. to stimulate the local Ministry of the Laos ~— the laity, bishops, 
priests and deacons of a community - toward the initiation of new mis- 
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sions, and when appropriate, toward the revitalization of moribund or 
declining missions. Consistent with this, the Program Group urges each 
mission to stretch toward parish status; but whether this goal can be 
attained or not, the Program Group supports the vital presence of the 
Episcopal Church in all communities of the diocese. 

3. to advocate and back-up the Episcopal Church's social justice 
ministries in communities where mission churches are based. The Program 
Group aims to encourage unflinching stands by mission congregations toward 
the eradication of local injustices and inequities that create human op- 
pression and suffering. 

4. to develop shore and long-range strategies for mission congrega- 
tions. Included are methods for the periodic review and evaluation of a 
mission's ministry, and methods, when it is deemed necessary for the bene- 
fit of the Church's greater mission, for the redirection, merger or even 
closure of existing missions. 

Consistent with the Canons of the Church and with the Bishop's Mis-— 
sions' Manual for Operations and Procedures, the foregoing objectives 
provide the basis for the Program Group's decision making in the pastoral 
care, management and administrative supervision of the Mission Congrega-— 
tions of the Diocese of Los Angeles. Adopted June 7, 1988 


With this report, the Venerable T. E. Lynberg, Archdeacon of the Diocese 
and Convening Chair of the Program Group on Mission Congregations would 
express his deep appreciation to the members of the Program Group, the 
Mission Clergy, Wardens and Members of the Bishops' Committees for the oft 
unheralded work done to further the Kingdom. It has been his high honor 
to serve for the past eight years alongside these many persons.

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On World and Domestic Hunger 


1987-88 was a productive and exciting period for the Diocesan Committee on 
World and Domestic Hunger. The publication of the new newsletter "NIMBUS, 
A Holy Cloud of Action" was the highlight of the year. Edited by Marni 
McGee of All Saints' By-the-Sea in Santa Barbara, Nimbus is mailed to each 
parish in the Diocese of Los Angeles. In its first year of printing, the 
newsletter has received high acclaim throughout Province VIII and at the 
National Church Office in New York. It is published fall, winter and 
spring. 


The Committee was also budgeted $1200 by the Pooled Funds Consortium in 
May of 1988, with the funds slated for the publication and mailing of the 
newsletter for 1988-89. Remaining monies will help our diocese send a 
representative to the 1989 Province VIII Hunger Conference in Portland. 


In response to the Presiding Bishop's designation of Sunday, October 16 as 
World Food Day, the Hunger Committee is devoting the fall issue of the 
newsletter to the special Sunday observance. 


The Reverend George F. Woodward III served a brief but dynamic term as 
Chair of the Hunger Committee from May 1987 to July 1988, when he relocat- 
ed to Washington, D.C. We are grateful for his innovative leadership and 
tirelerss service. In June, 1988, Bishop Frederick H. Borsch appointed a 
new Chair, the Reverend Anne Sutherland Howard of All Saints By-the-Sea in 
Santa Barbara, to assume leadership of the committee. 


The Reverend Anne Sutherland Howard

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On Stewardship and Finance 


The program group held regular monthly meetings during the year. The 
purpose undertaken is two-fold: 1) stewardship education, which involves 
raising the awareness of leaders in congregations to the broad range of 
stewardship issues and communication of the diocesan Mission Share Program 
and Budget as an appropriate extension of congregational stewardship; and 
2) financial accountability, which involves a regular review of parish 
Mission Share Fund pledge guidelines followed by a canvass of parishes for 
1988 pledges and a monitoring of annual audit compliance. 


A March 14 planning day of the Program Group identified the tasks that 
became the focus of our work for the year. Members were divided into four 
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subcommittees: audit, Mission Share Fund pledge, education and planning, 
and resources and consultation. 


A review of audits reveals only a moderate level of compliance with the 
canonical requirements. Audits are not carried out in a timely manner by 
congregations. Those which are submitted often are unsatisfactory as a 
certificate without documentation is little indication of the scope of the 
work. An audit guide for a committee of the congregation has been reprin- 
ted to assist congregations reluctant to pay a professional auditor but 
even this resource is under utilized. 


The Mission Share Fund pledge guidelines have been extensively reviewed by 
the subcommittee and found to be an equitable system. A study undertaken 
by Canon Kahler of diocesan assessment/voluntary/pledge systems confirmed 
our belief that churchees in the Diocese of Los Angeles give below the av-— 
erage of parochial income to the diocesan budget (averages: L.A. 9.7%; na- 
tional 13%). Convention resolutions adopted during the past two years will 
improve that average as long as congregations are committed to reach the 
target level for their income bracket by 1990. 


Again this year MSF pledge advance notices were mailed to parishes in May 
for planning purposes followed by the pledge request letter in late Au- 
gust. By the September 30 deadline 50% of the parishes had responded; 87% 
responded by the end of October. 


Stewardship education continues apace aided by the Missioner for Steward- 
ship. Workshops are held in congregations and by some regions to acquaint 
leaders with the theology of stewardship and good practice and with the 
resources available from the national church. A well attended workshop for 
all mission vicars enhanced the work in these congregations. 


Planned giving continues to be promoted by Bill Dowey whose expertize is 
available through a program funded by a Cathedral Grant. Three years of 
consistent effort is beginning to show results benefiting the local con- 
gregation and other Episcopal organizations. 


During the fall the program group requested Diocesan Council to study con- 
gregations at a survival level financially. The issue raised by the pro- 
gram group is a concern for our weakest members whose financial situation 
is symptomatic of other factors of decline within the congregation's life 
Council established an ad hoc committee to be convened by Canon Kahler 
to pursue the issue. Members representing the Coalition of Small Parishes 
and the Program Group on Evangelism joined the committee's work.

It continues to be an outstanding feature that we are an Associated Organ- 
ization of the Episcopal Church Women. Their support and interest are 
outstanding in helping to expose and nuture our work. 


The Santa Ana Region requested the Anglican Fellowship of Prayer to hand- 
le, purchase and distribute both English and Spanish Bibles to the Episco- 
pal Service Alliance. Through contacting the regional churches, funds 
were accumulated to purchase 500 of each. 


Throughout the time preceding the election of our Bishop, we were focal in 
the areas of prayer. In September, due to our wish to have a Day of Pray- 
er preceding the election, we had a program at St. Mark's, Glendale. The 
Right Reverend Oliver B. Garver, Jr., was celebrant at the Eucharist and 
the Reverend James Stanton, host rector, delivered an exceptionally excel- 
lent homily for the day. Outstanding speakers brought spiritual enrich- 
ment for the attentive gathering. Prayer Vigils for Diocesan Convention 
and the Bishop's election day were addressed and planned. The day con- 
cluded with many requests for another such day. Arrangements have already 
been made to comply. 


At the December Diocesan Convention, we again distributed bookmarks 
carrying a prayer concerning the choosing of a Bishop. Our display helped 
to put much spiritual material in circulation. 


1988 brought to conclusion the convening of a new Commission for the Ang- 
lican Fellowship of Prayer. Accolades for the cooperation and attention 
given this project by Bishop Garver and Archdeacon Lynberg. To the Com- 
mission, too, for their enthusiastic acceptances. With their support, we 
all have an opportunity to enjoy seeing this work for our Lord begin to 
grow and flourish. "PRAYER UNITES" and with this vital group, we pray the 
Lord will guide us to serve according to His will. 
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The Thirtieth International Prayer Conference of the Anglican Fellowship 
of Prayer was in May at Montreal, Canada. It was a true spiritual banquet 
and their excellent speakers did portray and deliver the message of the 
Conference title: "Prayer Releases God's Mighty Power." Others from our 
Diocese serve with me on the Board of Trustees. 


The PERSONAL PRAYER NOTEBOOK, spawned in the Los Angeles Diocese, contin- 
ues to be in demand. The testimonials carry the outstanding spiritual 
effect it has had on the lives of those using the book. Another book in 
demand and sent to all Clergy is our ANNUAL CYCLE OF PRAYER CALENDAR.

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On Asiamerica Ministry 


The Los Angeles Diocese Episcopal Asiamerica Task Force (LAD/EAST) is made 
up of clergy and laity representing Asian and Pacific Island ministries 
and congregations and Staff Liaison persons. Since its inception in 1974, 
this Commission has been working on a partnership program to maintain and 
expand the ministries of Asian and Pacific Island ethnic groups. 


The commission members are to function together as Partners-in-Mission at 
its regular and special meetings and gatherings: 


(1) To strengthen, deepen and develop the mission and ministry 
to Asian and Pacific people 

(2) To make periodic report and recommendations to the Bishop, 
seek his advice and support 

(3) To review grant proposals to diocesan, provincial and national 
bodies, and make recommendations to the Bishop seeking his 
endorsement 

(4) To keep each other informed of diocesan programs and functions 
and to seek participation of all congregations in the full life 
of the diocese 

(5) To keep abreast of programs of the VIII Province (Province of 
the Pacific) especially through the HAPI/MD program (the Hispanic 
Asian Pacific Island Ministry Development program) 

(6) To help congregations participate in the national EAM (Episcopal 
Asiamerica Ministry) program, through involvement in the annual 
EAM Consultation and in the Ethnic Convocations for the Chinese, 
Filipino, Indo-Chinese, Japanese, Korean, and Mar Thoma 
constituencies. 


At present, the Asiamerica Ministry is represented by the following: 
CHINESE: St. Gabriel's Mission in the Diocese of Los Angeles was formed 


June, 1983 to minister to the Chinese Americans in the Southland. A church 
building in Monterey Park was designated for the use of this new mission 
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mission and the Reverend Benjamin Pao was called by the late Bishop Rusack 
of Los Angeles to be its first Vicar. 


In the last five years a total of 42 baptisms and 36 confirmations. Cur- 
rent programs include Sunday Service, Sunday School, ECW, Choir, Youth 
Fellowship, Harmony Fellowship (for young adults), midweek Bible Studies 
and Prayer Meeting, also active in community outreach - including the 
housing of the Asian Voter Registration Drive Campaign, Legal Clinic for 
the immigrants and refugees. 


FILIPINO: St. John and Holy Child is a thriving family of God composed of 
Filipinos and Anglos. The Mission Church has done a commendable outreach 
program to the general population not only social concern but also  reach- 
ing out to the adult population in the community especially to the Fili- 
pino immigrants which resulted in the increase of membership from a humble 
beginning of 30 families to 93 families at present. For the coming year 
1989 the plan is to open an outreach ministry in San Bernardino which has 
a large population of Filipinos both old timer residents and newly arrived 
immigrants. St. Mark's Church is the mother parish (1916) centrally loca- 
ted in the San Fernando Valley of the City of Los Angeles. During the 
past two years, Fr. Gerry Engnan and some members of the Philippine Inde- 
pendent Church were actively participating in the life and worship servi- 
ces of the parish. 


Filipino priests in the diocese, the Reverend Magdaleno Bacagan and the 
Reverend Greg Bayaca, fully agree that this missionary outreach in the 
morthern part of the diocese is most needed and a wonderful opportunity 
for advancement of our two communions. 


In 1974, LAD/EAST, recognizing the need for a Filipino missioner in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles, called for a Filipino priest to be "chaplain" to 
the Filipinos and take on a full time job in the Diocesan Office. With 
the number of Filipino Episcopal Christians increasing, the chaplaincy 
concept is inadequate to meet the pastoral needs and concerns of the Fili- 
pino. There is now a need for a full time Missioner who would assist the 
diocese and congregations with Filipino membership develop appropriate 
programs or ministries. 


INDOCHINESE: The Church of the Redeemer in Garden Grove was officially 
started as a mission of the Diocese of Los Angeles in January 1985. It 
has grown steadily and developed significant ministries to the community 
under the leadership of the Reverend Duc Nguyen. The main thrust of the 
Church is still congregational development whereby more members will be 
added, existing ministries become more effective in demonstrating the love 
of God to the refugee community. These programs are facing many difficul- 
ties because of the non-Christian background of the Vietnamese refugees. 
In addition, the church is trying to resist the anti-Asian movements of 
some groups in the area. 


JAPANESE: St. Mary's Parish, Los Angeles, was founded in 1907 and has been 
the only ministry to Asians for about six decades. The Reverend Mitsuo 
Akiyoshi is the Rector assisted by the Reverend Sonjie Pearson. 
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KOREAN: St. Nicholas was founded in 1977. It gave birth to another Korean 
congregation in 1982. It has a very strong outreach ministry through 
Korean Community Services, Inc. 


It has a first candidate to ministry who is a bi-lingual second genera- 
tion, St. Nicholas has three women who graduated from seminaries of - other 
denominations in Korea. This program is to experiment with these under- 
used manpower resources within St. Nicholas, by hiring a person and train- 
ing that person to become a lay missioner (Woman catechist). 


The West Coast and Pacific Basin have become a melting pot of cultural 
diversity. The presence of the Asian in California began generations ago 
when laborers were imported for the building of the transcontinental rail- 
road. This immigration never stopped, but it grew exponentially after the 
terrible dislocation following World War II in Japan, Korea, Vietnam and 
China. In the Greater Los Angeles area there is a very visible increase of 
Chinese population in the Monterey Park area; Korean in the Olympic—West- 
ern area; Vietnamese in the Garden Grove (Orange County) area; and Fili- 
pino in the West Covina Area. 


The Commission welcomes the appointment of the Diocesan Missioner for 
Asian Ministry. We urge continuation and expansion of this position so 
that master planning and future development can be better coordinated.

In addition the Presiding Bishop has appointed me to the Dialogue 
Group with the American Episcopal Church.

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On Hispanic Ministries 


The Hispanic Commission has met nine times in the period from July lst, 
1987 to June 30th, 1988. The meetings are held in different churches, 
most of them involved in Hispanic ministries, where we can see first hand 
some of the work being done. Most of our efforts have been concentrated 
in three areas: "Casa Rusack" - The Center for Training Hispanic Lay Lea- 
ders; The Amnesty Program and The Five Year Plan - Part 2 - “Extendiendo 
los Brazos". 


The Center for Training Hispanic Lay Leaders/Casa Rusack has as its main 
purpose the training and equipping of Hispanic lay leaders to become more 
effective ministers in their congregations, the Diocese and the National 
Church. The Reverend Fernando Gomez is the coordinator of the program. 

Through Casa Rusack at least 25 different courses have been offered, from 
' short term one day courses to long term training sections on the Bible, 
Theology, Evangelism, etc.... Casa Rusack is currently working on the 
idea of selecting a Center in which to train selected lay leaders who 
could be used as "Lay Evangelists" in different congregations in the Dio- 
cese and perhaps through this effort also encourage vocations. 


Five Amnesty Centers had been established to assist illegal immigrants who 
qualified under the Amnesty Program. These centers were at Santa Ana, San 
Fernando, Huntington Park, Los Angeles and El Monte. The Hispanic Commis- 
sion has supported this program in many ways, and assisted our brothers 
and sisters through the extensive maze of forms and applications. 


A Task Force of the Commission was established to study and prepare a Five 
Year Plan (Part 2), to follow a very successful 1985-1989 Five Year Plan 
for Hispanic Ministries. This task force as of this report has finished a 
preliminary report to present to Bishop Borsch presenting our vision for 
Hispanic Ministry for the following five years (1990-1995). After we 
receive his comments and suggestions, a more comprehensive report will be 
prepared to present at Diocesan Convention in December. 


Youth Retreat - We held a Hispanic Youth Retreat in October of 1987, at 
Los Angeles Crest Christian Campground. It was very well attended by 
Hispanic Youth. Provincial Youth Event - Three Hispanic Youth were ap- 
proved and will be financially supported to attend the Provincial Youth 
Event in August. Hymnal in Spanish - We met with the Reverend Robert 
Milano of Puerto Rico who was the person chosen by the National Standing 
Committee on Liturgy to prepare the new Hymnal in Spanish. This was a 
very successful meeting in which we expressed our opinions on church music 
and worship. The Hispanic Commission once again supported El Rescate with 
their Annual Children's Christmas Party. This year a special contribution 
of $500.00 was made to help post bail to illegal children in INS detention 
camps, to help them be freed during the Season of Christmas. 


Future projects include: 1.) 1988-1989 Youth Retreats; 2. Casa Rusack's 
continued efforts to train Hispanic Lay Leaders; 3. The continued work to 
affirm the next Five Year Plan on Hispanic Ministry in our Diocese.

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On Housing 


This past year has been a time of consolidation for the Housing Commission 
of our membership and of our plans for development of a housing ministry 
within the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


We presented a resolution to the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-second Con- 
vention, and its adoption provides the basis for our work to facilitate 
the creation of low-income housing by churches and para-church orgeniza- 
tions. Such housing is a desperate need of the poor, elderly, mentally 
ill, handicapped and unemployed. We need to work on emergency shelter for 
the homeless, on transitional housing for those who re-enter society after 
participating in rehabilitation programs, on support networks for those 
whose mental or physical incapacities allow them to function creatively in 
society only with assistance, and on long-term subsidized housing for 
those who are victimized by limited incomes and the housing shortage. 


The Housing Commission itself does not plan-to run these programs, but we 
have plans to bring together those in the Diocese who are doing work 
already in these areas with others who are interested in housing 
opportunities for their parish or agency. We hope to be the catalyst for 
creating additional mission opportunities and we hope to provide, through 
conferences and seminars, the information and technical expertise and 
moral support for increased program. Many of our parishes are already 
engaged, and many others are considering housing options. We hope to be 
resourceful as our Diocese respends to the housing crisis that impacts the 
lives of so many of our citizens.

On Diocesan Human Service Institutions 


The human service agencies of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles 
provide the Diocese at large with specific assets which would not other- 
wise be available. These agencies at the very least provide visibility 
for the Church in active service to others. They demonstrate that the 
Diocese encourages its membership to give help and comfort where need ex- 
ists. In effect, agencies by their very existence and activity show the 
Church and the community that we are here carrying out the Christian man- 
date of service to others. 


Of critical importance to the ongoing life of any church are the opportun- 
ities for service through which the callings of individual Christians can 
be channelled. The human service agencies provide these opportunities. 
They serve not only as channels but also as challenges to the Christian 
community of the Diocese. The work of the human service agencies is in 
itself an asset to the Diocese in terms of the services performed. People 
in need receive service, help, comfort, counsel, guidance, support -- all 
those acts of kindness, concern, caring and sharing that provide relief, 
enhancement of self-worth, and a demonstration of loving. 
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The human service agencies offer the Diocese at large models for ministry 
and leadership. Their nature is such as to encourage others to replicate 
their services as the spirit moves them and directs their attention to 
their own spheres of life. The agencies are an encouragement to the Church 
to serve in response to awareness of need. 


Another asset available to the Diocese offered by the human service agen- 
cies identified as part of the Episcopal Church is program assistance. 
The experience of the men and women active in and through these agencies 
is a resouce on which others can draw as they initiate their service to 
others. The agencies freely share their successes and failures, their 
avenues of growth, their pitfalls and reversals so that others of like 
mind do have have to "reinvent the wheel". 


1. The human service agencies in the Diocese of Los Angeles welcome affir- 

’ mation, exposure and visibility in the Diocese in the form of: 

a. Recognition at meetings of Convention (being on the agenda, not 
just in an adjoining exhibit hall). 

b. Opportunities to present our work, accomplishments and needs for 
support to the Diocese. 

c. Affirmative support, not token recognition, in Diocesan plans, 
programs and budgets. 

d. Recognition that we are a significant part of the presence of the 
Church in this Diocese. 


2. We ask for involvement from the Diocese and with the Diocese, including 
the following: 

a. Access to, and help in attracting, Board and committee membership 
from able, experienced and articulate lay leaders within the 
Diocese. 

b. Voice in the council of the Diocese. 

c. A new definition of "Diocesan Institution" that is inclusive rath- 
er than exclusive and based on bringing into partnership new and 
creative programs as they become important to the Diocese. The 
necessary canonical changes to make this possible. 

d. Recognition that the human service agencies are an important ele- 
ment of the Church's mission to the world. 


3. The human service agencies welcome clear and strong leadership from 
the, but only on a level of equal partnership in setting directions and 
goals in shared commitment. 


4. The human service agencies seek Diocesan recognition of their needs 
for agressive funding through joint campaigns, major drives such as Ven- 
ture in Mission, and other coordinated efforts.

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On Liturgy and Church Music 


The Commission has welcomed the increased responsibilities during this 
interim period leading to a new Diocesan Bishop. Meeting are the third 
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Thursday of each month, 12 Noon at Diocesan House. We are a council of 
advice to the Bishop and have made recommendations for liturgy and music 
policies. During this past year we have 

- provided a Spring and Fall series of five regional training work- 
shops for Lay Eucharistic Ministers (Chalice Bearers and private communion 
after the Sunday Eucharist.) 

- planned and facilitated all Diocesan liturgies, including Conven- 
tion Eucharist and liturgies, the liturgies for election of the new Dioce- 
san, and all ordinations in the Diocese. Fr. Steve Giovangelo has coordi- 
nated much of this. 

- planned and facilitated the Eucharist and Ordination of Bishop 
Borsch, with important leadership from Fr. Cliff Gain and William Wunsch. 

- presented five Regional celebrations and confirmations that includ- 
ed over 1,000 people. 

- printed and distributed the Liturgy & Music Newsletter to clergy 
and musicians as resources for new developments in Liturgy & Music. Editor 
is Fritz Frurip. 

- studied and made recommendations regarding inclusive language in 
the liturgy and the catechumenate. 


We look forward to working with our new Bishop and his vision of liturgy 
and music in our Diocese.

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On Ministry 


The Commission held eleven regular monthly meetings in this past year. 
The following work was accomplished. 


Two pre-postulancy BACAM conferences were held to consider twenty-one (21) 
individuals seeking Holy Orders. Thirteen were recommended to the Suffra- 
gan Bishop for Postulancy. 


A Candidacy BACAM was held in August of 1987 and from that meeting, twelve 
persons were recommended for Candidacy, one person was not recommended. 


Thirteen Candidates were evaluated in the Spring; twelve were recommended 
for ordination and ordained to the Diaconate in June. 


The major thrust of the COM has been in reviewing policy -- what exists, 
what must be changed, what needs to be created. It was agreed that the 
main areas of focus will include non-stipendiary ministry, reception from 
another Church, language study, funding for theological education, re- 
cruiting young postulants, minority recruitment, the vocational diaconate, 
pastoral care for clergy and their families, and clergy retirement. 
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The Commission voted to support a recommendation for 1989 clergy compensa- 
tion to reflect an increase in inflation of 52%. 


One member of the Commission attended a provincial conference and reported 
that it will be important to have the Bishop's participation at next 
year's meeting as well as at least one member of the COM. 


It is anticipated that the process of recruitment of candidates for Holy 
Orders and preparation (which includes theological education and the in- 
ternship) will be carefully reviewed with the direction of the Bishop.

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On Ministry With the Disabled 


The Program Group works for the fullest possibile participation in church 
and society of persons with disabilities. We pursue this goal through 
activities which: a) educate the Church about the existence, needs and 
abilities of disabled people; b) encourage the Church to practice affirma-— 
tive action with the disabled; and c) promote the well-being of the disa- 
bled in our communities. 


In 1987-88 the Group's work included: 1) Support for Disability Awareness 
Sundays at St. Francis of Assisi, Simi Valley and St. Wilfrid's, Hunting- 
ton Beach; 2) Information about access for the disabled supplied from our 
occasional newsletter, mailed to every parish and from our booth at Dioce- 
san Convention; and 3) Representation by four members at three national 
conferences involving ministry with the disabled. 


The Program Group has resources to help any parish increase its accessi- 
bility for the disabled.

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On Peace and Justice 


In 1987 the Peace and Justice Committee was a sub-committee of the Program 
Group on Christian Relations. It had been dormant for over a year, but 
was given new life in November when twelve members of the clergy and laity 
became convinced that the Committee had an essential role to play in the 
life of the Diocese. i 
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In January, 1988 the Committee decided on its goal - to help parish 
priests and lay leaders as they "strive for justice and peace among all 
people." In February we sent out a questionnaire to all the parishes of 
the Diocese asking about their activities, interests and needs in these 
areas. 


In March the Reverend Brian Grieves (Peace and Justice Office of the Epis- 
copal Church Center in New York) proposed a plan whereby the Interfaith 
Center to Reverse the Arms Race (Pasadena) and our Diocesan Please and 
Justice Committee would work together to develop a leadership training 
model in the areas of peace, social justice and public policy. The Center 
and our Committee agreed to work together on the project. It has been 
jointly funded by the National Church, Diocesan Council and the Cathedral 
Corporation. 


At the present time we are planning to hold three leadership training 
seminars. The first will be held on October 15 at St. James', Wilshire. 
Our Committee plans to offer strong support to parish leaders who attend 
the seminars. We will be able to suggest programs, speakers, books and 
tapes to those requesting them. We hope to establish a network for speedy 
communication between the Episcopal Public Policy Network, the Diocesan 
Commission and the various parishes. 


On June 1, 1988, thanks to the interest and support of Bishop Oliver Gar- 
ver, our status as a sub-committee of Social Relations was changed to that 
of the Commission on Peace and Justice of the Diocese.

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On Refugee Resettlement 


No ministry is more basic to Christianity than hospitality to stranger and 
sojourner. Old and New Testaments alike point to its primacy for the 
faithful. During the year ending June 30th, the Diocese of Los Angeles 
resettled 699 refugees from various troubled places around the globe. 


Se 


Glasnost, a spirit that lifted one corner of the Iron Curtain, was the 
most significant initiative of the year in refugee resettlement as in many 
other areas affecting the community of nations. Soviet Armenians were 
given permission to leave for America, and the United States government 
responded by offering asylum. The result was a stampede to Los Angeles as 
Soviet and American Armenians sought family reunification. During the 
reporting year, the Diocese of Los Angeles has taken in 524 refugees from 
Russia, 75% of the total number of people resettled by the diocese. 


There is good news and bad news here. The good news is that the Diocese 
of Los Angeles continued to take the lead among dioceses of the Episcopal 
Church in this ministry of welcome, accommodating 26% of the total number 
of refugees resettled by the entire Episcopal Church through the Presiding 
Bishop's Fund for World Relief. The bad news is that only one parish dur- 
ing the past year sponsored a refugee family -- kudos again to the wonder- 
ful example set each year by St. Luke's, Long Beach! -- while all the rest 
have been resettled by the commission and its staff. 


The challenge of mission is still before the Diocese of Los Angeles. One 
of the opportunities we have in a world which seems less welcoming to 
American missionaries is not to go across the seas to share Christ but to 
go across the street to extend a hand of help and a heart of love to those 
who cannot go home because of political, religious, ethnic or other perse- 
cution. Parishes that cannot sponsor a refugee family can still help with 
clothing, food, housing, furnishings, and most importantly with friendship 
and hospitality.

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On Theology and Human Sexuality 


The Commission was formed by Bishop Garver in November 1987 as a_ response 
to the call of the national church for dialogue within dioceses on matters 
of human sexuality. The initial charge to the group was three fold: to 
serve as an advisory group to the Bishop on issues related to human sexu- 
ality, to develop theological statements on human sexuality, and to review 
and evaluate educational programs in this area and develop guidelines for 
their use in the diocese. During the last eight months the commission has 
been working on these tasks, identifying specific goals and planning for 
their implementation. = 
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In 1982 the General Convention of the Episcopal Church -called for the 
church to engage in the process of open discussion, prayer, and discern- 
ment with regard to the matter of human sexuality. Since that time this 
call has been reaffirmed by Presiding Bishop Browning and by this year's 
General Convention in Detroit, which urged the church to encourage “oppor- 
tunities for dialogue on human sexuality" and to find "non-—judgemental 
occasions to listen and talk" on this subject. In keeping with this call 
the commission has studied ways to encourage this dialogue in our diocese. 
One effort will be a series of articles in the Episcopal News looking at 
certain aspects of human sexuality from various points of view. This is 
designed not as a debate, but as a way to stimulate reflection and focus 
discussion within congregational study groups and households. In January 
1989 the commission plans to sponsor a workshop on Theology and Human Sex- 
uality designed to train clergy and laity from throughout the diocese to 
serve as resource persons and trainers to parishes, missions, and schools 
who wish to offer programs in this area. 


In all its efforts the commission seeks to encourage the study, prayer, 
and open and respectful exchange of ideas and personal reflections that 
will help the diverse membership of the church grow in its understanding 
of human sexuality as God's people seek together to discern God's will.

Los Angeles 


The Los Angeles Region determined to fund and support two priorities this 
year: adult education and shelter. Funds were granted to support a series 
of lectures/discussions held at St. Athanasius and St. Paul but drawing 
participants from many churches. A scheme for reimbursement of churches 
for emergency shelter costs was devised, and it is anticipated that some 
Regional funds will be granted to this "draw" in the fall.Grants were also 
made to the Parsonage for an educational outreach about AIDS in Spanish, 
and to the two chaplaincies in our Region, at UCLA and USC. 


A group of churches on the West Side cooperated in an adult education 
program. 


Regular meetings of the Council and Assembly were held, with the aim of 
discerning and accomplishing a few manageable tasks, to give the Region a 
good "track record" for the future. This part of the Diocese had had 
relatively weak Deaneries, and Regional identity/cooperation is still 
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building. But with our two specific works (adult class anda _ shelter 
"draw"), we hope to build a practical and recognized ministry at this 
inter-church level.

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San Buenaventura 


During the period covered by this report, the activites of the Region were 
seriously affected by the accident sustained by our 1987 President, the 
Reverend Jess Taylor. His faith and courage leading to his continuing 
recovery is something for which we all give thanks to God. Since that 
time the Buenaventura Region has tried to redifine its purpose and broaden 
its activities. It was agreed that given the size of our Region we should 
concentrate on three types of gatherings: Regional Assemblies, Regional 
Programs, and Regional Councils. Regional Assemblies occurring twice a 
year are attended by clergy, wardens, convention delegates and other in- 
terested laity. The first of these is an early Summer Assembly centered 
around presentations to benefit the life and growth of congregations in 
the Region. The second is a Full Regional Assembly scheduled for early 
November at which Diocesan Convention matters are to be discussed and 
officers elected for the Region. Regional Programs include all_ special 
events that take place in the Region, some offered by individual congrega- 
tions, others presented by Diocesan Program Groups or Commissions. Re- 
gional Councils are attended by one clergy and one lay person of all _ the 
congregations in the Region. Two such meetings are scheduled during the 
year in March and September to prepare for Assemblies and Special Pro- 
grams. Clergy of the Region meet in Clericus Meetings approximately every 
other month alternating meetings for the whole Region with separate meet- 
ings for the North and South Region Clericus. A Directory of the clergy 
and lay leaders of the congregations of the Region was prepared and 
distributed.

October 21, 1987 Discussed further the building programs at San Juan 
Capistrano and Rancho Santa Margarita. Approved Mission Expansion Revol- 
ving Loan Fund requests from Christ the King, Palmdale and St. Paul's, 
Barstow. Granted an easement on property at St. Richard's, Lake Arrow- 
head. Approved entering into discussions with Unocal for the purchase of 
Diocesan House. Heard a report on damage to Diocesan House due to 
earthquake. 


November 24, 1987 Approved the proposal from the Commission on Schools in 
utilizing the Franklin Educational Fund income. Approved adopting the 
Church Life Insurance Lay Pension Plan for all Diocesan House lay employ- 
ees. Discussed a proposal from Unocal for purchase of Diocesan House and 
approved a counter offer. Asked the Program Group on Small Parishes to 
present a plan to utilize funds from the White-Perkins Fund. 


December 29, 1987 Approved the acceptance of the Unocal counter offer on 
the sale of Diocesan House. 


January 19, 1988 Voted to fill a vacancy on the Board. Elected officers, 
appointed the Executive Committee and representatives to Diocesan Council. 
Discussed the purchase agreement with Unocal and directed the Chancellors 
office to work directly with Unocal on the agreement. 


February 16, 1988 Heard a debt restructuring plan from Christ the King, 
Goleta Valley. Further discussed the proposed purchase agreement with 
Unocal. 
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March 15, 1988 Heard a further report from St. John Chrysostom, Rancho 
Santa Margarita. Agreed to have the Corporation act in matters of helping 
the Bishop-elect establish a residence. Discussed changes in the Unocal 
agreement. Accepted the resignation of the President, Father Bennison. 


April 19, 1988 Discussed the various legal and financial aspects of the 
proposed Santa Margarita project. Approved a plan submitted by the Pro- 
gram Group on Small Parishes utilizing the White-Perkins Fund. Discussed 
the Conference Center at Camp Stevens and its financial status. Approved 
the sale of Glendale property. 


May 17, 1988 Voted to fill the vacancy on the Board. Heard and discussed 
a financial proposal from St. Margaret's School, San Juan Capistrano for 
additonal improvements and a restructuring of the total debt. Discussed 
various documents from the Santa Margarita Company for purchase of proper-— 
ty. Agreed, at the request of the Standing Committee, to approve all loan 
applications to the Church Building Fund. Discussed further the Unocal 
agreement and the eventual disposition and use of the proceeds from the 
sale. Heard a report on Venture in Mission and accepted responsibility 
for approving future use of certain VIM funds. Heard a report from the 
New Diocesan Center Committee, appointed by the Bishop. Authorized pur- 
chase of land in Hesperia for a future mission site. 


June 16, 1988 Discussed in detail, with the Bishop-elect present, the pro- 
jects and programs at San Juan Capistrano and at Rancho Santa Margarita. 


June 27,1988 Approved Church Building Fund loans for Trinity, Orange and 
the Neighborhood Youth Association. Approved a VIM loan to St. Bede's, 
Mar Vista.

1988 is our 100th 
anniversary year, and for all of that time “outreach" has been our pur- 
pose. Wherever the Church is at work CPC has followed supplying reading, 


studying, reference, teaching and devotional materials FREE to those who 
cannot otherwise obtain them. 
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The Church Periodical Club was founded in 1888 by Mary Ann Fargo, wife of 
the co-founder of the Wells Fargo Stage Coach Line. Mary Ann and six of 
her friends at the Church of the Holy Communion in New York City sent 
their bundles of books and periodicals westward to missionaries and pio- 
neers via stagecoach. Thus started what is now the World Wide Ministry of 
the Printed Word. 


Traditionally our support comes from the observance of CPC Sunday. Last 
year our Presiding Bishop Edmond L. Browning designated Sunday, October 4, 
1987 as CPC Sunday. Our ingathering totaled $633.55. Other means of fi- 
nancing the work of CPC has been to put coin cards out at all regional and 
annual ECW meetings. In addition there are now seventeen churches in the 
diocese who have put CPC in their budget. 


Thanks to your generosity CPC has completed it's second Diocesan project. 
Fifty mew 1982 Hymnals arrived at Holy Family in North Hollywood in time 
for Christmas. Through a grant from the National Books Fund of CPC we 
were able to help our new Vietnamese Seminarian Hong Nguyen with his books 
for Bloy House. Also Dean Jon Olson asked CPC for help in acquiring books 
for Father Peter Yu, a priest from mainland China who was studying at Bloy 
House this past year. This request was completed before he returned to 
China in July. : 


In addition to supporting the National Books Fund of CPC, we paid our fair 
share to Province VIII CPC and their centennial project. We also contri- 
buted to the CPC Centennial Fund and the energy lift for General Conven- 
tion. 


It was my great pleasure to serve as your delegate at the CPC Triennial 
Meeting held in Detroit preceding the General Convention. I also attended 
the Province VIII CPC meetings in Monterey and ECCO. The training I re- 
ceived at these meetings has helped me do a better job for this diocese. 


At the annual diocesan training meeting for Parish and Regional Represen- 
tatives this last May, we reaffirmed our goals for this Diocese. 1) To 
inform this diocese about the work of CPC; 2) to encourage participation 
by all congregations in the diocese; 3) to promote CPC in relation to the 
needs of our own diocese; and 4) we pledged our continued support of Bloy 
House. As we start our second century of the Ministry of the Printed Word 
I ask for your continued prayers and support so we can accomplish these 
goals. Thank you.

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Committee on Immigration and Citizenship 


The Committee was created by Bishop Garver in March, 1987 to direct a dio- 
cesan response to the Immigration Act of 1986. The Reverend Douglas Ed- 
wards, the Committee's original chair, contracted with the Episcopal Ser- 
vice Alliance to administer the program; and Ms. Denise Berg was hired as 
the Amnesty Program Director. Immigration offices, each with a Manager 
and support staff, were opened at St. Simon's, San Fernando; Messiah, San- 
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ta Ana; St. Clement's, Huntington Park; Trinity, Los Angeles; and St. An- 
selm's, Garden Grove. In addition, Immanuel, El Monte organized an office 
of parish volunteers which provided help with Amnesty documentation to the 
community. 


Through these six offices, Amnesty clients had their paper work, photos 
and fingerprints provided at minimal cost, quickly, in a safe and friendly 
envioronment. Many people were introduced to the Episcopal Church through 
this ministry. More than 5,000 aliens became temporary United States resi- 
dents through our five offices during the 14 months of the Amnesty phase 
of the Immigration Act. 


Our deepest thanks go to the Committee members; to Dennis White, Denise 
Berg, and the ESA staff and board; and to the office managers and support 
staff; all of whom worked hard and well to make this Amnesty program a 
ministry of welcome for the aliens among us.

This past year has indeed been eventful for the Archives. The October 1987 
earthquake collapsed the bookcases and released the file drawers. Thanks 
to a number of volunteers, all the material was repacked but had to be 
completely reorganized. On a much more cheerful note I am happy to report 
that Bishop Garver purchased a brick building in December of 1987 adjacent 
to the Parish of St. Athanasius and St. Paul on Echo Park Avenue for the 
establishment of the Bishop Rusack Memorial Archival Center. All the ar- 
chival material and much resource material is now in one center and with 
the help of volunteers it is being completely reorganized. 


This past year numerous inquiries from within the Diocese and outside have 
been received and thankfully because of our material I have been able to 
answer them. In addition, two doctoral students from Loyola University 
and one exchange student from Germany spent many days gathering informa-— 
tion from our materials. As we get better organized we hope to be an even 
more useful center. 


I am very grateful especially to Canon Parker for his many contributions 
to the archives of materials he has gathered over his many years in the 
active priesthood and to other retired clergy as well as family members of 
deceased clergy who have made donations of printed materials, scrapbooks 
and pictures. These are all valuable to the Diocesan archives. Please 
keep this in mind when you are wondering what to do with all that accumu- 
lated stuff.

1987-88 was a year of growth and expansion for the ministry of Canterbury 
USC, not only to Episcopal students, faculty and staff, but also to the 
whole university community. 


Our weekly Eucharist continued to grow in attendance. We have added a 
weekly Evening Prayer led by students on Thursday. We were able to con- 
tinue our Student Intern Program with three undergraduate students -- 
Keith McCoslin from St. Mark's, Glendale; Scott Sorrentino from St. Pat- 
rick's, Thousand Oaks; and John Creamer from St. Nicholas', Encino. Their 
ministries included fund-raising, programs for local high school students 
and special campus events. One of the most successful programs planned by 
one of our interns in the Fall was a film series entitled “Ethical and 
Religious Themes in Contemporary Cinema" which evolved into a weekly pro- 
gram in the Spring. This Spring also marked the first Lay Reader's Train- 
ing Class which will continue in the coming Fall. 


The Chaplain, Eric Law continued to serve as the Chair of the USC Values 
in Higher Education Committee and on the USC AIDS Task Force. He also 
taught a Resident Advisor Training course for the School of Education and 
the Department of Residential Life again for the second year. One of the 
exciting new ministries this year was the many invitations that the Chap- 
lain had to do workshops for the different Resident Halls. The subjects 
of these workshops included AIDS, Racism and Sexuality. The Chaplain also 
became a Faculty Fellow who had access to a Resident Hall on campus to eat 
and have fellowship with students and to work with Resident Advisors to 
build a closer relationship with students. 


One major highlight of the year was the Multi-Ethnic Choir formed by Can- 
terbury USC to perform at the campus-wide Martin Luther King, Jr. Birthday 
celebration. The choir consisted of students, faculty and staff of vari- 
ous ethnic backgrounds. Our Chaplain was the director and the choir per- 
formed two pieces of music by the Chaplain himself. This is sure to be- 
come a tradition at USC in the future. 


Another new program is "Open Quest" which was an alternative educational 
program created by the ecumenical community of the University Religious 
Center of which Canterbury USC is a part. Open Quest offered over ten 
courses in both the Fall and Spring semesters covering a wide range of 
subjects such as helping students to find summer ministry opportunities, 
Presidential Election issues debate and courses on the Bible and Christian 
Faith. 
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YEAST, Young Episcopal Asiamerican Students Together, a program created by 
Canterbury, USC, continued to grow as young Asian American students exp- 
lored and developed an organization structure in which they can exercise 
their ministries. The fruits of this program included a conference entit- 
led “Living with Traditions" and a quarterly magazine for young Asian 
Americans titled "Youth and Life." 


The beginning of the Summer saw the University Religious Center being 
renovated with new carpet and a new coat of paint by the University. This 
is another sign of the importance of this ministry at USC in providing a 
home away from home for our students, faculty and staff.

Spring Assembly, May 21, 1988 took place at St. Nicholas’ Church, Encino.

The Episcopal Home continues to enlarge its services to the elderly. The 
Alhambra facility is remodelling one of its residential units to provide 
assisted living in the eighteen private rooms of that unit. 


Assisted living is a level of care below nurshing care. Non-ambulatory 
people are eligible to occupy living accommodations at this level. Addi- 
tional services such as laundry, daily house-keeping and assistance with 
medications are included. 


The addition of this level of care is a response to the development in our 
society which encourages elderly persons to remain independent for much 
longer than previously. Many more support structures such as home health 
care, homemakers services, senior care networks, meals-on-wheels, etc. are 
available to persons living alone, otherwise unable to care for 
themselves. 


The Episcopal Home is also responding to the need for nursing care servi- 
ces by enlarging its skilled nursing capacity and phasing out its interme- 
diate nursing care services. The skilled nursing capacity at the Alhambra 
facility will be increased from 99 skilled beds and 99 intermediate beds 
to 214 skilled nursing beds.

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The Canterbury 


The Canterbury is a Retirement Community administered under the auspices 
of the Episcopal Home in Alhambra. We celebrated our fifth year of exist- 
ence in April of 1988. The Canterbury is located in the city of Rancho 
Palos Verdes and is made up of 127 one and two bedroom units together with 
a 28-bed skilled nursing facility on a lovely 5 1/2 acre site. 


As a premier retirement facility we offer full service senior living to 
our residents including twenty-four hour security and priority status for 
skilled nursing care in our health center. Housekeeping services includ- 
ing linen changes and care of all building maintenance needs are provided. 
The daily dinner meal includes a choice from three entrees with waiters 
and waitresses to serve the residents. An activities program including 
religious services and daily shopping excursions on The Canterbury bus 
complete the services provided to all residents. Additional amenities 
include a swimming pool, jacuzzi and self-serve personal laundry service. 
We also offer assistance in activities of daily living for our residents 
through a home health department. 


Membership in The Canterbury is open to all adults 62 years of age or 
above in good health. A physical examination by The Canterbury's medical 
director is required since independent living status must be assured. 
Units may be purchased outright, with a liberal amortization plan offered, 
or may be financed. A month to month rental plan is also available. A 
monthly maintenance fee covers basic services.

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Girls' Friendly Society 


The Girls' Friendly Society in the Diocese of Los Angeles continues to 
provide a parish-centered fellowship for girls age 7 - 21. The themes of 
worship, study, service, and recreation provide the framework for the GFS 
program. A parish branch program includes a variety of activities to meet 
the needs, interests, and ages of the girls. 


Our GFS diocesan organization gives us the opportunity to bring GFS mem- 
bers together for special diocesan events. GFS is a national organization 
and also meets every three years at an international World Council. 


In July, 1987 our President represented GFS/LA as an observer at GFS World 
Council in Wales. Approximately 180 attended and included representation 
from Australia, Barbados, England, Guyana, Ireland, Kenya, Japan, Korea, 
Lesotho, Nigeria, Philippines, Sierra Leone, Sri Lanka, Transkei, U.S.A., 
and Wales. An invitation to hold World Council 1990 in Sierra Leone was 
accepted by the Council. 


Also in July, we sponsored the Girls' Session at Camp Stevens in Julian. 
The symbol and theme for the week was "Seasons of the Church Year". Each 
day of the week highlighted a different season. Lori Gainer, Camp Chairman 
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was assisted by an enthusiastic and capable staff, and the Reverend C. 
Boone Sadler, Jr. served as Chaplain. 


In September, our annual Rally Day and Leadership Training took place at 
St. John the Baptist Parish in Corona. In addition to recreational activ- 
ities for the girls, then President, Darlene Carlson, spoke about her 
experiences while attending World Council in Wales. 


We hosted a booth in the exhibit area at Diocesan Convention in December 
at the Anaheim Hilton Hotel. This provides an excellent opportunity for 
us to display our program materials and to talk directly to people who 
wish to learn more about our ministry. 


At our Annual Meeting on January 16, 1988, new officers and board members 
were elected for the 1988-1990 term. We are now represented on the Pro- 
gram Group on Youth and look forward to being part of this larger diocesan 
effort for youth. 


Our Anniversary Service was held at St. Andrew's Parish, Torrance, on May 
15, 1988. This is a day of recognition for those GFS members who have com- 
pleted specific Symbol Program work. It is always a pleasant amd exciting 
gathering of our Diocesan GFS Family. 


We were invited to participate in the Day of Ordination and Investiture 
for Bishop Borsch on June 18, 1988. Senior GFS members carried our banner 
in the colorful procession at the Los Angeles Sports Arena.

Hillsides Home for Children 


Early records of the history of Hillsides offer us a humorous. reflection 
noting that one of our first gardeners was hired with the understanding 
that he could move onto the grounds with his pig if the pig did not cause 
too great an offense. 


Hillsides had a humble beginning in 1913, and settled on the current site 
in 1918 where three of the original buildings erected still stand. Past 
residents returning for a visit are inspired by this element of familiar- 
ity to shere nostalgic stories with me about their childhood years at the 
Home. 


In the first years, Hillsides was an orphanage for children from birth 
through adolescence. Many spent a significant part of their lifetime here 
as there was no rush for placement. The forces that brought these young- 
sters to the Home during that period of time were firmly identified by 
Foundress Deaconess Evelyn Wile as the four dreaded "D's" and these were 
death, desertion, divorce and disease. The establishment of the Home by 
the Episcopal Church created a relationship that has been maintained 
throughout these seventy-five years of service. Our official corporate 
name is the Church Home for Children of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles. 
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These years have brought growth and change built on a solid foundation of 
faith and commitment. As the needs of society have changed, we have be- 
come more sophisticated in our understanding of human behavior. The pro- 
file of the children we serve has changed. They are younger, battered, 
abused and stay a shorter length of time with us. Our services have ex- 
panded and include a crisis intervention program within the community. 


Hillsides' image has changed from the tumbling, casual look of the 60's 
and 70's to the more professional competent look of the 80's. In the last 
five years, we have invested in the improvement of our grounds and facili- 
ties and look toward a complete renovation in our Anniversary year. 


Our program has grown to serve 500 children in the community each year. 
Our Board and volunteers have developed to a position of strong leadership 
and support. There are countless ways our lives are touched by these good 
people involved with Hillsides and whose lives are touched by us. It is 
all these people who put the sparkle in our Diamond Jubilee.

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The Hospital of the Good Samaritan 


The Hospital of the Good Samaritan has weathered the storms of change 
occurring in the health care systems over the past several years. Through 
the upheavals of the ways in which health care finances have changed, and 
the tremendous changes in the technologies associated with medical care, 
the Hospital of the Good Samaritan continues to navigate a course that is 
working. The census of the hospital has increased and patient satisfac- 
tion-surveys are improving, telling us we are making it through the 
straits of the eighties. 


John Westerman, the President of the Hospital, is continuing the tradition 
of working closely with the Bishop of the Diocese of Los Angeles and the 
ethos of this hospital continues. We have come a long way since Sister 
Mary founded the Los Angeles Hospital and Home for invalids in 1887, under 
the friendly encouragement of Bishop Johnson. The Hospital continues to 
have an excellent reputation for caring for the patients and families of 
patients, even though much more can be done and much more is _ planned. 
There is a search going on at present for a full-time chaplain who will be 
a Clinical-Pastoral Supervisor to direct the Department of Religion and 
Education, providing the usual chaplains’ services, the sacramental and 
counseling aspects, but also developing an educational program for semi- 
narians that will fulfill their seminary requirements for Clinical Pastor- 
al Education training. The Board has been involved in this process and 
everything is working toward finding the right person for the task and the 
years ahead of developing the program as well as carrying out the tradi- 
tion of outreach and religious nurture for patients and staff. 


We are continuing to develop a Heart Institute that is unrivaled in this 
area. There are plans for a neonatal and infant critical care facility 
that are nearly realized at this writing. Programs in microsurgery and 
the neurosciences are in the early stages of implementation. There is 
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progress toward finding the right people to continue the plans for our 
having a major cancer center, adding to the very good program for cancer 
patients already in operation. The plans and the studies for the addi- 
tional patient services are exciting and very forward-looking. But, more 
than all of this is the continuation of high-quality nursing and medical 
care in the most up-to-date facilities available. 


The Episcopal Church continues to have an opportunity for outreach at the 
Hospital. We have a Rabbi, a Roman Catholic Chaplain, several Episcopal 
priests, and a core group of loyal volunteers to do the work. There is 
much not being done, but what is being accomplished, from a sacramental 
ministry and counseling to support group work for cancer patients and co- 
patients seems to be valued and adding to the work of healing here. We 
certainly need more volunteers and continue to invite applicants. When 
the new, full-time priest is in place here, we will resume full-service 
ministries. 


Your interest, support, and involvement in the ongoing tradition of this 
significant Diocesan Institution are very much appreciated. Several sur- 
rounding parishes to this urban ministry assist us and many Episcopalians 
serve on the Board of Directors and in other capacities. One measure of 
our ecumenism is the fact that many people feel ministered to and feel 
they have gotten excellent medical care, while at the same time not having 
known they were in an Episcopal Institution.

During this reporting period, the Neighborhood Youth Association provided 
services to 2542 youth and families in the West Area of Los Angeles (Ven- 
ice, Mar Vista, Culver City, Santa Monica) and the Harbor Area (Wilming- 
ton, Carson, San Pedro, Lomita, Torrance). 


As a result of a long range planning process that NYA has been involved in 
over the last 18 months, NYA has revised its mission statement as follows: 


"The Neighborhood Youth Association (NYA is a community-based 
agency that addresses the needs of troubled youth and their 
families from low-income, minority areas in the Western and 
Harbor regions of Los Angeles County. Responding to community 
concerns by using a comprehensive approach to social service 
delivery, NYA serves as an advocate for community residents 
and involves the community itself in addressing these issues. 
NYA utilizes the skills of professional, multicultural staff 
representing a variety of disciplines within the field of 
human services." 


In addition, NYA is in the process of expanding its services to the low- 
income minority and immigrant populations in its service area by develop- 
ing services to meet the needs of families at risk. These services will 
focus on education as a means of assisting children, youth and their par- 
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ents in preparing for more productive lives. Over the next few years, NYA 
will evolve into The Westside Family Life Center. This expanded focus to 
serve families, takes NYA back to its roots as a Settlement House. 


Using the Settlement House/comprehensive services model, NYA is proposing 
to develop an educationally focused agency for social development that 
will provide a full scope of services to children, youth, teens, young 
adults, adults and seniors. The key components of the model will focus on 
education at all ages and employment/career preparation that will begin 
with the very young. Social, cultural and recreational activities will be 
developed as support services to the agency's existing programs. Together 
with NYA's on-going services of individual, group and family counseling, 
the overall goal of this comprehensive services approach is to provide 
families with the knowledge and skills that will enable them to become 
more self-sufficient and have more control over their lives and their 
environment.

St. Barnabas Senior Center 


On June 27, 1988 St. Barnabas Senior Center began operations in a whol- 
ly-owned, custom-designed, $3.1 million building at 675 South Carondelet 
Street, Los Angeles, CA 90057. This date marked the culmination of years 
of planning, fund-raising, and hard work by a dedicated Board of Direc- 
tors, staff, and corps of volunteers. In 1987-8 the Center delivered 
498,133 services to 34,647 unduplicated clients in the Wilshire-Westlake 
area of Los Angeles. This is a 94% increase in services and a 9.5% in- 
increase in clients over the previous year. In the current year these 
numbers will undoubtedly increase again as we add on-site congregate 
nutrition to our mix of services and begin to realize the 50% expansion of 
current services that the new building is designed to accommodate. 


The California Senior Center Bond Act, foundations and corporations, and 
many individual friends have brought a carefully planned vision to reality 
in our new building. Government contracts and many other friends are 
responsible for’a $7.6 million annual program budget which makes possible 
a comprehensive social service delivery system for senior citizens living 
in the heaviest concentration of low-income senior citizens in Los Angeles 
County. A staff of 36 professionals and paraprofessionals are dedicated 
to responding to the needs of these central city seniors. 


In the past year a development director has been employed and has begun to 
work with the Development Committee. Two vehicles -- one for grocery 
shopping and one for escort -- have been purchased with the assistance of 
the Chase Manhattan Foundation and Pacific Bell. A salary survey has been 
completed by Muriel Morse and Harry Bronstein, retired executives provided 
by Executive Service Corps. Their study reaffirmed our salary structure 
with relatively minor revisions. A manual of service delivery has been 
prepared by the Personnel Committee. A long range plan together with a 
timeline for implementation has been prepared by the Program/Planning 
Committee and adopted by the Board. An endowment fund has_ been 
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established and provisions for its use adopted. Our United Way allocation 
conference was well-presented by several board and staff members and 
resulted in a 1988-9 allocation of $3,762. 


Our new building presents both opportunities and challenges. Our task now 
is to be good stewards of what has been entrusted to us and to use our 
talents for the benefit of those most in need of them.

This was a year of great change for the Seamen's Church Institute with the 
retirement of our Port Chaplain/Executive Director and the appointment of 
a Self Study Committee to develop guidelines for the seach of a_ replace- 
ment/s. The work of the Committee is completed and by September 1988 the 
replacement/s will be announced. 


With the employment of a full-time ship visitor that program was expanded. 
Some 50 cargo ships were visited each month providing various services to 
the crew members. The activities at our Communication Center in the Los 
Angeles World Cruise Terminal continue to expand. Over 40,000 overseas 
phone calls were placed for the passenger ship crew members. We provided 
space at the Center for the Catholic Maritime Ministry as part of our 
ecumenical program. We also reactivated the Service Organization for 
Seafarers. SOS, as it is known, is a clearinghouse for all agencies pro- 
viding service to seafarers in the ports of Los Angeles and Long Beach. 


The Seamen's Center Guild continued its many activities with the highlight 
of the year being the dedication of the St. Nicholas sculpture that has 
been placed at the entrance of St. Nicholas Chapel. Through the Guild's 
efforts the Thrift Shop continues to provide a much needed service in the 
community. During the year we developed a close working relationship with 
the Seamen's Church Institute of New York/New Jersey and called on its 
staff for assistance from time to time, especially in the field of Seafar- 
ers' Rights. We look forward to this continued relationship. In Septem- 
ber 1985 in cooperation with the Catholic Maritime Ministry we were host 
to the annual Conference of the North American Maritime Ministry which was 
held aboard the S.S. Azure Seas. Some 170 NAMM members enjoyed the con- 
ference and cruise to Mexico. 


The success of the Seamen's Church Institute was made possible by the 
dedicated and loyal support of the Board of Directors, the Seamen's Center 
Guild and our many volunteers and staff who faithfully gave of their time, 
expertise and financial assistance. It was through their collective ef- 
forts that our programs of outreach to the seafaring community were made 
possible.

Campbell Hall 


One of the significant achievements of the academic year has been a 
schoolwide effort involving over one hundred and fifty parents, students, 
faculty and staff, friends, and alumni, to develop a strategic plan to 
guide Campbell Hall's growth and development for the next six years, cvl- 
minating in 1994, when we celebrate the schools's fiftieth anniversary. 
The Board of Directors, with Anne Grausam serving as Strategic Planning 
Chair, have devoted over a year to the process of developing a_ strategic 
plan for the school. The goal of this process has been to invite as many 
members of the various school constituencies as possible to share their 
ideas about the school's future vision and challenges. I am pleased with 
the results of the year's work - with the caliber of the reports and with 
the thoughtfulness of all the committees' recommendations. I offer my 
sincere and heartfelt thanks to Anne Grausam, the chairs, and each commit- 
tee member, for participating in strategic planning for Campbell Hall. 


The committees were charged with the responsibility to formulate five 
recommendations to the Board of Directors for consideration as part of our 
next strategic plan. In actuality, including all the sub-recommendations, 
the committees generated ninety-two ideas for the Board's review. Many of 
those ninety-two ideas have already been incorporated as part of next 
year's program, for example, we are exploring the possiblity of a charter 
bus service to address the transportation needs of our school families; 
the secondary school schedules for next year (grades seven through twelve) 
have been revised to include some of the thoughts of the student life and 
the curriculum committees; a school newsletter to be published monthly is 
being studied by a Parent-Teacher Council committee; and the fifth and 
sixth grade curriculum and scheduling are being completely revised for 
next year. Many of the ideas generated by the committees have been refer- 
red to administrators, faculty, and staff committees, for future implemen- 
tation over the next six years. The committee's files, bibliographies, 
and addendum reports will all serve as invaluable future resources for the 
educational life of the campus. 


At the Strategic Planning Report session in February, Campbell Hall Board 
member Bill Silva and his wife Marilyn presented the school with a 
$100,000 challenge gift to be used to inspire donors to raise $100,000 in 
matching gifts. The gifts were allocated to the mortgage of the high 
school gynmasium/performing arts complex. Thanks to the inspiration of 
the Silva Challenge Gift, the school community was blessed with charitable 
gifts totaling just under $600,000. The Silva gift, which was given by a 
former school family, symbolizes the affection and goodwill that has ena- 
bled Campbell Hall to enjoy a year of substantial charitable gift support 
from families, friends, and alumni of the school. 


The office of chaplain for an Episcopal school is a vital link to the 
tradition which defines our uniqueness within the independent school com- 
munity, and helps to continue to foster the quality of life for our fami- 
lies and faculty which we value. In brief, Campbell Hall is the kind of 
school it is because we enjoy a connection to the Judeo-Christian tradi- 
tion as a community of both faith and reason. The position of chaplain 
offers a unique and wonderful ministry which has a special place in our 
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life as a school. As a school community, we have been blessed to have had 
a chaplain and director of religious education for the past seven years, 
who has cared deeply about the students, families, and faculty of Campbell 
Hall. In her work and ministry, Louise Macatee has inspired us to be not 
only a community of academics, but also a community of the faithful. I 
shall miss Louise Macatee's presence among us. 


In the search for a future school chaplain, I was anxious to find a strong 
person who would have the maturity, experience, and compassion necessary 
for this important school post. Campbell Hall is fortunate that the Rev- 
erend M. Gregory Richards, Rector of All Saints, Beverly Hills has accep- 
ted the call to become school chaplain. I look forward to sharing the 
ministry to the school community with an Episcopal priest who not only is 
a friend, but also a respected person within the Episcopal Diocese of Los 
Angeles and the ecumenical community of greater Los Angeles. Louise Maca- 
tee's departure will be eased by our being fortunate enough to have at- 
tracted a minister of Greg Richards caliber to the full time responsibili- 
ty as chaplain. 


At the final year-end meeting of the Board of Directors, the new officers 
were elected for the 1988-89 school year. The Right Reverend Oliver B. 
Garver, Jr. was elected Chairman by unanimous ballot. Bishop Garver has 
served as an elected member for the past three years. His presence on our 
board and in the life of the campus has enriched us, and his particular 
sense of leadership, humor, wisdom, and faith are qualities we appreciate, 
and which benefit our entire school. We are grateful for his gifts of 
service to Campbell Hall. 


On June 8th, the school year was complete with the grand celebration of 
the high school graduation exercises. Sixty-two seniors graduated from 
Campbell Hall and will travel from the west to the east coast and inbe- 
tween to further their education at college and university. The predomi- 
nant impressions of graduation for me and the faculty were those of hope 
and anticipation - hope that our world would be positively effected by 
this fine group of young people and the anticipation of sharing in their 
accomplishments as they enter adulthood and continue their education.

The Gooden school began its thirteenth year with 80 students enrolled in 
kindergarten through eighth grade. Faculty members, both full and part- 
time number 16. The curriculum offers reading, language arts, handwrit- 
ing, mathematics, science, social studies, art, music, physical education, 
Spanish and Latin. All students participate in a daily chapel program 
directecd by the Reverend Canon Spencer Edwards, founder and headmaster 
emeritus of the school. Before and after-school programs are offered. 
The six-week summer program provides academics, sports, swimming, arts and 
crafts, and activities. ; 
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Gooden's campus was improved this spring by the gift of the use of a new 
building and swimming pool ona lot adjacent to its current grounds. 
Planning has begun for its renovation for use as a classroom facility. 


Events this year have included All Hallows' Eve Choral Evensong and Barn 
Dance, Thanksgiving Chapel and Ingathering of Food, the Advent Festival of 
Lessons and Carols, a Shrove Tuesday Pancake Supper, Ash Wednesday and 
Palm Chapels, and Choral Evensong the last week of school. The Gooden 
Chorale presented "Get Bach to Work," and Middle School students produced 
a Roman comedy, "The Girl from Andros." Latin students formed a chapter 
of the Junior Classical League and participated in the state convention. 
Camping trips, skin-diving on Catalina Island, and a 30-mile bike tret 
were among the many field trips taken by various classes. Community ser- 
vice projects included a Candy Striper group and a "Math-a-Thon" that 
raised money for St. Jude's Children's Hospital in Memphis, Tennessee. 
All faculty members attended the biennial meeting of the California Assoc-— 
iation of Independent Schools, and most teachers attended professional 
meetings in their disciplines. 


Bishop Gooden Day was held for the first time in honor of the _ school's 
founders and Bishop Gooden. The day included a carnival and community 
dinner with the theme, "A Day in Old Rome." June saw the graduation of 
seven eighth graders at an outdoor ceremony. The speaker was Dr. Stephen 
Erickson, professor of philosophy at Pomona College. The Reverend Michael 
Bamberger gave the invocation and the Reverend Canon Spencer Edwards gave 
the benediction. 


Gooden School was represented at the Ordination of Bishop Borsch by 
students, parents and faculty, all of whom were pleased to have been a 
part of such a joyous occasion. 


The School anticipates an enrollment of 90 students in the fall, and looks 
forward to a productive year.

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Harvard School 


The first year of a new administration is always something of a shakedown 
cruise. It is time when the captain and crew try to get to know each other 
learn each other's styles, and make necessary adjustments to each other. 


By all the normal standards of measurement, the School is very strong: 21 
National Merit Semi-Finalista, a similar number who received Letters of 
Commendation, a two-page list of students who won university or merit 
scholarships, SSAT scores for our entering students that remain in the top 
quartile of that self-selective test population, and math, writing, lang- 
uage, and arts awards too numerous to mention. 


That this happens on an annual basis at Harvard School is not the result 
of accident but surely a reflection of the care and hard work that have 
long characterized this school. I should not let this opportunity pass 
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without thanking my predecessor, Chris Berrisford, for essentially making 
the school what it is today. To him and to the Trustees and to the facul- 
ty and students who made this possible during the course of his  seven- 
teen-year tenure, we all owe a tremendous debt of gratitude. I inherited 
a school with good teachers and smart students - an unbeatable combi- 
nation! Indeed, it is this felicitous blend of good teachers and smart 
students that makes Harvard School what it is. There is an excitement in 
our classrooms that is, if not unique, at least unusual in schools. In 
the course of my work I have occasion to visit many schools across’ the 
country and it is rare to find one where students are so genuinely inter- 
ested in learning, so genuinely well-motivated, and so able to capitalize 
on their natural gifts. 


It is hard to say whether the credit for all this should go to the _ stu- 
dents or the teachers. Clearly, some should go to both, for teachers come 
to work ready to teach, and students come to the school, ready to learn. 
This is not to suggest that all our students are luminaries, or that all 
our teachers are latter day Erasmuses, but it is to suggest that the pre- 
ponderence of students and teachers are very, very strong. 


To see to it that the student body remains strong is the work of the Ad- 
missions Office, presided over this year by Debbie Reed, Bart Truscott and 
Joyce Raymer, each with some experience in the field, but coming into an 
area long the domain of Elliott McGrew. Working closely with the new 
Headmaster and enlisting his support on many occasions, the new Admissions 
team visited many more schools and attended more open houses and _ received 
more visitors to our own campus than had happened in some time. The re- 
sult of these efforts was a very strong applicant pool, the largest appli- 
cant pool in recent memory, broad racial, ethnic and geographic diversity 
within the _applicant pool, and an incoming crop of students that excites 
everyone who has come in contact with them. Seeking to take some of the 
burden off the pressured opening weeks of school in September, we have 
already held a welcoming open house for our incoming seventh graders and 
their families and the sheer joy and energy that they will be bringing to 
the School are a pleasure to behold. 


The process of having applicants and their families given tours by stu- 
dents and being interviewed by faculty members and the Admissions Office 
staff seems to be a good one. We will also continue to fly the Harvard 
banner at as many school open houses and high school admissions nights as 
we possibly can. Our efforts to get our foot in the door at a number of 
public schools this year seemed to pay off, and a number of guidance coun- 
selors in public junior high schools will be looking for good students, 
particularly minority students, to send our way. 


From time to time there is some confusion surrounding the School's 
financial aid policies. Harvard does not have, and cannot afford to have, 
a “need blind" policy with respect to awarding financial aid to incoming 
students. We have more applicants for financial aid than we have money 
available, and we must always pare down some requests to enable our money 
to go as far as it can. What I do insist on is that we get value for our 
financial aid. Value in this context can be defined in several ways: 
Exceptional academic strength, artistic talent, athletic prowess, or 
diversity all contribute something to the school and all are of value to 
Harvard. 
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To help ease the burden of financial aid, or at least to help expand it, 
several developments this year have been noteworthy. The progress of the 
Alumni Scholarship Fund has been encouraging. It is nearing its initial 
$100,000 target and the response of alumni to the challenge grant made by 
Bill Davis has been especially heartening. Another development on this 
front is the intention of the Stellar family to endow a scholarship fund 
in memory of Arnold and Olive Stellar and their son Robert '44 which will 
total $100,000 when the gift is completed three years hence. In the mean- 
time, the Stellar family will provide enough in both principal and supple- 
ment to permit us to begin giving a full scholarship to a worthy boy in 
the coming year. Also, we have been approached by Tom Marshall '46 who, 
as a member of the Board of Directors of the Drown Foundation, is interes- 
ted in making a substantial grant that would enable us to fund five full 
scholarships per year over a five-year period. 


In this context one must not overlook the progress that was made during 
the year to help scholarship students meet their predictable but extra 
expenses while at Harvard. Last summer, with the help of the Business 
Office and the Admissions Office, we created the STAR Program which set 
aside $10,000 to enable boys receiving full scholarships to pay for their 
books and incidental expenses and to make full participation in the life 
of the school possible. With the help of Alex Furlotti '66, Mr. George 
Page became interested in this Program and his gift to the School of 
$50,000 has enabled us to establish the George Page Fund to underwrite 
these sorts of expenses. 


As we have made progress with financial aid for students, we have 
continued to do well by our faculty. Faculty salaries this year were 
generally well received. With an average increase for returning faculty 
members of 7%, the raises actually ran the gamut from 0 to 15%. As the 
scale now stands, our lowest paid full-time teacher next year will be 
earning $22,000 exclusive of benefits, and our highest paid full-time non- 
administrative teacher will be earning $52,000 exclusive of benefits. Our 
low, median and high salary ranges compare favorably with the best paying 
schools in the country and are testimony to the hard work and interest of 
the administration and trustees over a number of years. 


New teachers reflect my notion of what independent school teachers should 
be: They are all: highly qualified in their subject areas. They are all 
keenly interested in other people. They have the empathy and good humor 
and common sense that dealing with adolescents requires. They are not 
merely qualified resumes, they are engaging people whom I like. 


Chapel services have gone reasonably well this year. Certainly the Chap- 
lains are to be commended for their efforts to be ecumenical and inclusive 
in their attempts to make all students feel at home in St. Saviour's. The 
fact remains, however, that our chapel services do not yet reach the 
standard to which I aspire, even though I have taken on doing many of the 
homilies myself. This is an area of school life to which I attach consid- 
erable importance and I shall continue to tinker with it and to make such 
necessary changes as I think warrant it to make it work as well as it 
should. 


Among many other accomplishments, these seniors played key parts in abet- 
ting the resurgence of debate at Harvard. We have had a good debate team 
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this year, one that will be better in the future, and the rejuvenation of 
the program seems to be in full bloom. Similar success has been enjoyed 
in a variety of sports. The fall brought championships in cross country 
and water polo and another trip to the playoffs in football. In the win- 
ter, we again made the playoffs in basketball and soccer, continued our 
mastery in the world of fencing and certain of the wrestlers distinguished 
themselves mightily. More recently, the swimming team won its league, 
volleyball advanced to the regional semi-finals, tennis is again playing 
at the state-wide level, and there were many individually excellent per- 
formances in baseball and track. 


Helping to make possible the success we are able to enjoy in so many areas 
is the outstanding work of the Development Office. I should also like to 
add that as far as the smooth administrative functioning of the School is 
concerned, the Business Office is critically important as well as the 
maintenance staff. 


Running Harvard School is a full-time job, believe me, but a very 
enjoyable one. More than that, it is a great honor, and I thank you for 
granting me the privilege.

Oxford School is an independent coeducational day school, with campuses 
offering day school tutoring and summer school in East Whittier (grades 5- 
12) and West Covina (grades 2-12, opened September 1988). 


Our students continue to progress at twice the national average on the SAT 
because we help to cure learning deficits, motivate them to reorganize 
their lives around self-esteem based on traditional moral standards, and 
provide more intensive, individualized instruction in basic academic sub- 
jects than larger schools are structured to make available. This record 
is largely due to our highly skilled and dedicated master teachers, Mrs. 
Jan Tomlinson and the Reverend Samuel A. Moore. 


During this year the Emily Harwood and Lester P. Durst Scholarship Funds 
and the Mary Bohling Staff Development Fund were established. The latter 
has already enabled one staff member to complete his master's degree. We 
are now organizing the Cletus Vallejos Memorial Hispanic Training Center 
in North Anaheim. 


Our business plan calls for opening our third through fifth campuses over 
the next four years. Our management strategy is to keep each center a 
small community operated by a dynamic partnership of professional teachers 
in private practice, with policies developed and quality controlled by 
teams of teaching educators. 


In reporting on our eighth year, we wish to again thank the Reverend 
Carole R. Herzog, Rector, wardens and vestry of St. Stephen's Parish, 
Whittier for the businesslike rental relationship we have with them. We 
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also wish to express appreciation to the Diocesan Commission on Schools 
for the Sacramento legislative report, asbestos contractors research and 
joint non-discriminatory statement publication. These services have been 
of material assistance to us.

We have examined the statements of assets and liabilities arising from cash transactions of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles (the Diocese) as of December 31, 1987, and the related 
statements of revenue collected, expenses pald and changes in fund balances for the year then ended. 
Our examination was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly 
included such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we considered 
necessary In the circumstances. 


As described in Note A, the Diocese’s policy is to prepare its financial statements on the modified basis of 
cash receipts and disbursements; consequently, certain revenue and the related assets are recognized 
when received rather than when earned, and certain expenses are recognized when paid rather than when 
the obligation is incurred. Accordingly, the accompanying financial statements are not intended to present 
financial position and results of operations in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 


As described in Note B, the financial statements do not include all Episcopal Agencies in the Diocese of 
Los Angeles. 


In our opinion, except that the omission of the financial statements described in the preceding paragraph 
results in an incomplete presentation, the financial statements referred to above present fairly the assets 
and liabilities arising from cash transactions of the Diocese as of December 31, 1987, and the revenue 
collected, expenses paid and changes in fund balances for the year then ended on a basis consistent with 
that of the preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the basic financial statements taken 
as a whole. The additional information on pages 17 to 20 is presented for purposes of additional analysis 
and Is not a required part of the basic financial statements. Such information has been subjected to the 
auditing procedures applied In the examinations of the basic financial statements and, in our opinion, 
except that the omission of the financial statements described above results in an incomplete presentation, 
is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic financial statements taken as a whole.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


NOTE A - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


Basis of accounting 


The accounting policies of The Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles (the Diocese) 
conform to a modified basis of cash receipts and disbursements which have been consistently applied in 
the preparation of the financial statements. Consequently, certain revenue and the related assets are 
recognized when received rather than when earned, and certain expenses are recognized when paid rather 
than when the obligation is incurred. Accruals are made for pledges receivable and the Agency Funds. 


Fund accounting 


Financial activities are recorded in the individual funds described below, each of which is deemed to be a 
separate accounting entity. The financial affairs and operations of each fund are accounted for in separate 
accounts which represent the funds’ assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenue and expenses. 


Mission Share Fund 


Transactions related to revenue primarily from the churches within the Diocese and used to finance the 
annual programs and budget of the Diocese as approved at the Diocesan Conventions are accounted for 
in the Mission Share Fund. 

Agency Funds 


Transactions for which the Diocese maintains a fiduclary responsibility are maintained in the Agency 
Funds. 


Missionary Expansion Loan Fund 


Transactions related to resources obtained and used for the purpose of providing financing for various 
missions and parishes are accounted for in the Missionary Expansion Loan Fund. 


Endowment and Trust Funds 


Transactions relating to resources obtained through an endowment or trust and restricted for specific 
Purposes are accounted for in the Endowment and Trust Funds. 


Venture in Mission Fund 


Transactions relating to resources obtained through fund raising activities and restricted for specific 
purposes are accounted for in the Venture in Mission Fund.

El Toro Debt Service Fund 


Transactions related to funds obtained and used for the acquisition of property and construction of facilities 
in El Toro and payment of interest and principal on the related debt are accounted for inthe El Toro Debt 
Service Fund.

Transactions related to funds obtained and used for the acquisition of property and construction of facilities 
for St. Margaret of Scotland Mission and payment of principal and Interest on the related debt are 
accounted for in the San Juan Capistrano Debt Service Fund. 


Property Fund 





Transactions related to the capitalization of disbursements for fixed assets are accounted for in the 
Property Fund. Property and equipment are generally carried at cost. No provision Is made for 
depreciation or amortization of exhaustible property. 


Total (memorandum only) column 





The data shown in the total (memorandum only) column is presented for purposes of additional analysis. 
Such data merely aggregate the columnar statements by fund types and Is not intended to present 
combined financial information in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 





NOTE B - OTHER EPISCOPAL CHURCH AGENCIES IN THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 





The financial statements do not include the assets, liabilities or fund balances of the Bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in Los Angeles (a corporation sole) or various other institutions, parishes, 
missions and agencies of the Diocese. 





NOTE C - DIOCESAN INVESTMENT TRUST 





The Diocesan Investment Trust is included as a portion of a portfolio of various securities maintained and 
controlled by a board of trustees. The Trust is carried at cost. Aggregate market value of the Diocese’s 
portion at December 31, 1987 is $3,619,922. 





NOTE D - LOANS RECEIVABLE - MISSIONS AND PARISHES 





Loans receivable from missions and parishes consist of various notes, some of which have no specific due 
dates or principal payment arrangements. Principal amounts vary from $750 to $348,000. Loans made 
prior to 1986 have interest rates ranging from 0% to 2%, up to a maximum of $600 per year for any one 
church. Subsequent in 1986, an interest rate of 2% is charged on all loans. 





NOTE E - BONDS PAYABLE 





The proceeds from the bonds were used to fund the construction of facilities for St. Margaret of Scotland 
Mission. Two classes of bonds were issued: Income bonds and capital bonds. Both issues bear interest 
at 10% per annum. Simple interest on the income bonds Is paid semi-annually. Compound Interest on the 
capital bonds Is accrued and paid upon redemption. The maturity dates of the bonds are as follows:

NOTE G - NOTE PAYABLE - BANK 


The bank loan consists of an unsecured note due in July 1988 with a provision for renewal. Interest is at a 
rate equal to 1% above the bank's prime rate. The proceeds of the loan were used for construction of the 
San Juan Capistrano School. The school is responsible for repayment of the loan. 


NOTE H - LAYWORKERS’ PENSION PLAN 


Layworkers of the Diocesan Corporation are covered under a fixed contribution pension plan. The 
contributions are computed at 7% of eligible wages and amounted to $29,208 for the year ended 
December 31, 1987. 


NOTE I - COMMITMENTS AND CONTINGENCIES 


The Diocese is among those named in a cross-complaint alleging defamation and seeking unspecified 
special damages. In a related action, the Diocese Is among those named in a complaint asserting 
defamation and seeking unspecified damages. The Diocese Intends to vigorously contest both actions. It 
is the opinion of the Diocese that the ultimate disposition of these matters will not have a material adverse 
effect on the Diocese’s financial position.

2. DIVISION OF THE SOCIETY 


The Board of Directors of The Church Extension Society authorized the alloca- 
tion of one-sixth of the assets of the Society to the Episcopal Diocese of 

San Diego, the valuation date being December 31, 1973. Pursuant to this 
authorization, one-sixth of the cash on hand as of the valuation date plus one- 
sixth of loan collections and interest income subsequent to the valuation date 
have been remitted to San Diego. For 1987, one-sixth of loan collections 

and interest income is $200, and was paid in 1988 to the Episcopal Diocese of 
San Diego. The remaining balance, in the form loans receivable, will be paid 
as the loans are liquidated.

Our 1986 Annual Report suggested that the exuberance of 
the market, with such lofty returns, would not be permanent 
We also expressed confidence in the ability of our investment 
advisers to minimize the possible damage of “inevitable” 
down markets. 


The 1987 year, through the third quarter ending July 31, saw 

a continuation of the upwardly trended market. Fortunately. 
our advisers had become cautious and were shifting more of 
the DIT funds into cash and bonds, believing that it would 
position us for the day that the market would suffer a correction 
and, at the same time, create attractive values for purchase 


As a result of that conservative bias, the October 31 fiscal 

year ended with the DIT shares being down only 1.56%, from 
$81.46 to $80.19, even though October hosted the largest stock 
market decline in history. Distributed income increased to 
$4.56 per share. This $4.56 represents a yield of 5.64% on 
average share value. producing a total return of 4.08% (5.64% 
less 1.56%). 


As one of our investment advisers suggested in a letter dated 
November 5, 1987 “much has changed’ It seems “unlikely to 
us that the bull market in stocks will simply resume as before 
this transitional period could last many months and for the 
time being we are maintaining a cautious approach’

Note |—Summary of significant accounting policies: 
The following is a summary of significant accounting 
policies consistently followed by the Diocesan Invest- 
ment Trust of the Diocese of Los Angeles (the Trust) 
in the preparation of its financial statements. The 
financial statements have been prepared in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles. 


Security valuation: 
Investment securities traded on a national securities 
exchange are valued at the last reported sales price 
on the last business day of the year: securities traded 
in the over-the-counter market and listed securities 
for which no sale was reported on that date are valued 
at the mean between the last reported bid and asked 
prices. Mutual fund shares are valued at quoted net 
asset value. 


Income taxes: 
The Trust was incorporated in California in 1949 as 
an investment trust. Subscription to the Trust is limited 
to churches and other institutions affiliated with the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Southern California 
area. The Trust is exempt from federal and California 
income taxes and had no unrelated business income 
during the years ended October 31, 1987 and 1986. 
Accordingly, no provision for federal and California 
income taxes Is necessary. 
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Other: 
Capital gain dividends paid by mutual funds are 
recorded as net realized gains on securities sold. 
Cash tenders for subscriptions to shares and requests 
for withdrawal and redemption of shares must be 
received three business days prior to the end of any 
fiscal quarter and can be made only as of the quarter 
end. Share prices for tenders and surrenders are based 
on the quarter end net asset value per share determined 
on the same basis as in the annual financial statements. 


Note 2—Investment policy: 
The investment policy of the Trust is to invest two-thirds 
of trust assets in mutual funds managed by Capital 
Research and Management Company, with the remain- 
ing one-third in assets managed by Cramblit & Carney Inc.
